REGULAR SESSION, 1996 


Act No. 96-609 H. 567 - Rep. Johnson (R) 

AN ACT 

Relating to the Talladega County; to provide that the District Attorney may 
terminate, suspend, or demote employees in his or her office under certain condi¬ 
tions; to provide that the employees shall be entitled to written notice of the 
grounds for the termination, suspension, or demotion and a hearing; and to provide 
for appeal. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . This act shall apply only in Talladega County. 

Section 2. (a) The District Attorney may not terminate, sus¬ 

pend, or demote employees of his or her office except based on the 
following grounds: 

(1) Conviction of a felony or a crime involving moral turpitude. 

(2) Dishonesty, fraud, incompetency, or gross negligence in 
performance of assigned duties. 

(3) Insubordination. 

(4) Falsification of time records or any other records of the 
District Attorney’s Office. 

(5) Willful destruction of supplies, equipment, or property of 
the District Attorney’s Office. 

(6) Violation of the confidentiality policy of the District 
Attorney’s Office. 

(7) Unexcused absences for three days or more, repeated unex¬ 
cused absences, or excessive tardiness. 

(b) An employee who is terminated, suspended, or demoted 
shall be provided with written notice of the grounds for the 
adverse action and shall be entitled to a hearing before the 
adverse action is placed in effect. 

(c) Any employee who has been terminated, suspended, or 
demoted may appeal the action to the circuit court in the county. 
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(d) For purposes of this act, the word “employees” does not 
include persons serving as assistant district attorneys. 

Section 3. The provisions of this act are severable. If any 
part of this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, that decla¬ 
ration shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 4. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law. 

This Act became a law under Section 125 of the Constitution 
on May 21, 1996 without approval by the Governor. 


Act No. 96-610 S. 687 - Senator Langford 

AN ACT 

Relating to Montgomery County; to authorize the governing body of the City of 
Montgomery to regulate and permit the sale and consumption of alcoholic bever¬ 
ages on Sunday upon the licensed premises of properly licensed retailers serving 
the general public in the city. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . The city council or other governing body of the 
City of Montgomery may, by resolution passed by simple majority, 
regulate and permit the sale and consumption of alcoholic bever¬ 
ages on Sunday after 1 p.m. upon the licensed premises of licensees 
of the Alcoholic Beverage Control Board of the State of Alabama 
and of the City of Montgomery serving the general public. 

Section 2. The provisions of this act are cumulative and 
supplemented to the present power and authority of the City of 
Montgomery, and is not intended to, nor shall it be interpreted so 
as to repeal any existing power or authority of the City of 
iviuiitgomery now permitted under the general laws of the state, or 
under any local or special act of the Legislature. 

Section 3. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law. 

This Act became a law under Section 125 of the Constitution 
on May 21, 1996 without approval by the Governor. 


Act No. 96-611 H. 980 - Rep. Parker (T) 

AN ACT 

Relating to Tuscaloosa County; authorizing the sheriff to operate a jail store 
and contract telephone installation for inmates; providing for the deposit of monies 
earned; and providing for the distribution and auditing of monies earned. 
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Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . The Sheriff of Tuscaloosa County is hereby 
authorized to operate a jail store and contract telephone installa¬ 
tion for inmates within the confines of the county jail. Said jail 
store and inmate telephones shall be operated to serve the needs of 
the county jail population. 

Section 2. Any and all monies collected under Section 1 of 
this act shall be deposited by the Sheriff of Tuscaloosa County, or 
his or her appointed agent, in any bank located in Tuscaloosa 
County selected by the sheriff into a fund known as the Sheriffs 
Jail Fund. 

Section 3. The Sheriffs Jail Fund, as provided in Section 2 
of this act, shall be drawn upon by the Sheriff of Tuscaloosa 
County, or his or her appointed agent, and shall be used exclu¬ 
sively for law enforcement purposes in the public's interest in the 
discharge of the sheriffs office as the sheriff sees fit. 

Section 4. Any and all monies collected as outlined in 
Section 1 of this act prior to the effective date of this act shall be 
transferred into the Sheriffs Jail Fund created by this act. 

Section 5. The establishment of the Sheriffs Jail Fund as 
provided in this act and the use of such funds shall in no way 
diminish or take the place of any other source of income estab¬ 
lished for the sheriff or the operation of his or her office. 

Section 6. The State Examiners of Public Accounts is 
hereby authorized to audit said monies annually and submit a 
copy of said audit to the sheriff within 30 days of its completion. 

Section 7. The provisions of this act are severable. If any 
part of the act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such decla¬ 
ration shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 8. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
act are repealed. 

Section 9. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law. 

This Act became a law under Section 125 of the Constitution 
on May 21, 1996 without approval by the Governor. 


Act No. 96-612 H. 234 - Rep. Hammett 

AN ACT 

To amend Section 9-3-18 of the Code of Alabama 1975, to provide further for 
certain organizations deemed to be public in nature. 
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Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Section 9-3-18 of the Code of Alabama 1975, is 
amended to read as follows: 

“§9-3-18. 

“(a) It is the intent of the legislature that this section provides 
assistance to organized volunteer fire departments and organized 
rescue squads including South Alabama Air Rescue, Incorporated, 
and other nonprofit organizations which provide air rescue serv¬ 
ices to the public. The legislature deems these organizations public 
in nature, as they protect the health, safety, and welfare of the 
public. 

“(b) The state, any county, any municipality, any fire, water, 
sewer, garbage, or school district, or any other public governmen¬ 
tal entity or political subdivision may donate money, property, 
equipment, or other thing of value to those organizations deemed 
public in nature as specified in subsection (a). If disposed of, it will 
return to the agency where it was obtained.” 

Section 2. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law. 

This Act became a law under Section 125 of the Constitution 
on May 21, 1996 without approval by the Governor. 


Act No. 96-613 


H. 432 - Rep. Vance 


AN ACT 

To provide for the implementation of a constitutional amendment authorizing 
the county commission to regulate the operation of bingo in Russell County, 
Alabama. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . As used in this act the following words shall 
mean the following, unless the context clearly indicates otherwise: 

(1) BINGO. The game, commonly known as bingo, where num¬ 
bers or symbols on a card are matched with numbers or symbols 
selected at random. 

(2) BINGO SESSION. A consecutive period of time not to 
exceed five consecutive hours during which bingo is played in a 
given day and not to exceed two days in a given week, except for 
special permit holders.

(3) LOCATION. A single building, hall, enclosure, or outdoor 
area used for the purpose of playing bingo pursuant to a permit or 
license issued under this act. 

(4) PERMIT HOLDER. A qualified organization or qualified 
club which has a permit or license pursuant to this act. 

(5) PERSON. Any human being, corporation, association, or 
other legal entity. 

(6) QUALIFIED CLUB. A private club with annual member¬ 
ship dues of three hundred dollars ($300) or more. 

(7) QUALIFIED ORGANIZATION. A bona fide religious, edu¬ 
cational, service, senior citizens, fraternal, or veterans’ organiza¬ 
tion which qualifies as an exempt organization under Section 
501(c) of the Internal Revenue Code and operates without profit to 
its members and, except for special permit holders issued pur¬ 
suant to Section 4, which has been in existence continuously as 
that organization for a period of five years and which has owned or 
leased real property in Russell County for at least five years imme¬ 
diately prior to making application for operating bingo in Russell 
County. 

(8) SPECIAL PERMIT HOLDER. One who holds a valid per¬ 
mit for a special occasion as provided by Section 4 of this act. 

Section 2. The operation of bingo games for prizes or money 
by qualified organizations or qualified clubs for bona fide charita¬ 
ble, educational, or other lawful purposes shall be legal in Russell 
County, subject to this act. 

Section 3. (a) No qualified organization or club shall be per¬ 

mitted to operate a bingo game unless the sheriff of the county 
first issues a permit to the organization or club authorizing it to do 
so. The permit described in this act is in addition to, and not in 
lieu of, any other business licenses which may be required by law, 
and no bingo game shall be operated until all required licenses 
have been obtained. A permit holder may hold only one permit and 
that permit is valid for only one location. A permit is not 
assignable or transferable. Only one permit may be issued for any 
location. 

(b) Any qualified organization or club desiring to obtain a per¬ 
mit to operate bingo games in a calendar year shall apply to the 
sheriff, on forms provided by that office, and shall pay an annual 
fee of one hundred dollars ($100). Renewal applications shall also 
be filed with the sheriff. The sheriff shall refuse to grant a bingo 
permit to any applicant who fails to fully provide the information 
required by this subsection. Each applicant for a permit shall 
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prove its length of existence and the ownership of real property in 
Russell County for at least the five years immediately preceding 
the application and provide the following information: 

(1) The name and home address of the applicant and, if the 
applicant is a corporation, association, private club, or other simi¬ 
lar legal entity, the names and home addresses of each of the offi¬ 
cers of the organization or club, as well as the names and 
addresses of the directors, or other persons similarly situated, of 
the organization or club. 

(2) The names and home addresses of each person who will be 
operating or promoting the bingo game. 

(3) The names and home addresses of persons, organizations, 
clubs, or other legal entities that will act as surety for the 
applicant. 

(4) The location at which the applicant will conduct the bingo 
games. Bingo games shall be held only on the premises wholly 
owned by a qualified permit holder with exception to a rental 
agreement pursuant to this act. 

(5) A statement showing the convictions, if any, for criminal 
offenses, other than minor traffic offenses, of each of the persons 
listed in subdivisions (1), (2), and (3) above. 

(c) Permits may be amended upon resubmission of application, 
surrender of permit, and payment of a twenty-five dollar ($25) fee. 

Section 4. (a) A qualified organization or club which does 

not hold a permit, pursuant to Section 3, may apply for a special 
permit for conducting a bingo session at a designated location for a 
special occasion. The applicant shall submit to the sheriff a writ¬ 
ten application prepared in accordance with and on a form pre¬ 
scribed by rule of the sheriff*. The application for a special permit 
shall include the information required by subsection (b) of Section 
3, except that the applicant shall indicate the day or days on which 
the applicant will conduct the bingo session for the special occa¬ 
sion not to exceed one day per quarter per organization or club. 
Upon the sheriff determining that the applicant is a qualified 
organization or club, except that a special permit holder shall not 
be required to own or lease property five years prior to making 
application for a special permit, and is not ineligible pursuant to 
Section 13, and upon the applicant’s payment of the required fee 
under this subsection to the office of sheriff, the sheriff may issue 
a special permit. 

(b) A special permit shall contain the name and address of the 
permit holder and shall specify the location and the day on which 
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the permit holder may conduct the bingo session. The location may 
not be a location where any other permit holder or special permit 
holder conducts bingo sessions. 

(c) No more than one special permit may be issued to the same 
qualified organization or qualified club per quarter, not to exceed 
four per year. 

(d) Special permits are not transferable or assignable. 

Section 5. (a) Each bingo permit shall contain the name and 

address of the permit holder, the location at which the permit 
holder is permitted to conduct bingo, and the day or days of the 
week on which the permit holder is permitted to conduct bingo. 

(b) The bingo permit holder shall display the permit conspicu¬ 
ously at the location where bingo is being conducted at all times 
during the conduct of the games. 

Section 6. (a) It is the intention of the Legislature that only 

qualified organizations or qualified clubs which are properly 
issued permits or licenses, or special permits, pursuant to this act, 
shall be allowed to operate bingo games. A qualified organization 
or qualified club shall not lend its name or allow its identity to be 
used by any other person in operating or promoting a bingo game 
in which the other person has a substantial financial interest. 

(b) All bingo cards shall be clearly marked with the name of 
the organization using the cards and it shall be unlawful for one 
qualified organization or qualified club to use cards owned by 
another. Notwithstanding anything to the contrary, with the con¬ 
sent of the sponsoring organization, any individual participant 
may use his or her personal card, but that individual is not exempt 
from any fees or charges. 

(c) It shall be unlawful for two or more qualified organizations 
to pyramid the valuation of prizes in a manner to exceed the limits 
in cash, or gifts of equivalent value, as provided in Section 9. The 
term “equivalent value” shall mean the fair market value of the 
gift on the date the gift is given as the prize in a bingo game. 

(d) Except as otherwise provided by this act, a qualified organi¬ 
zation or qualified club may deduct the reasonable expenses of 
operating and conducting its bingo games. Reasonable expenses 
shall be defined as including customary and usual business over¬ 
head expenses and as specified in Section 8 of this act. 

(e) No person shall pay consulting fees to any person for any 
services performed in relation to the operation or conduct of a 
bingo game. 
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Section 7. All fees collected by the sheriff under this act 
shall be paid into the county fund, and all necessary expenses 
incurred by that official in the administration and enforcement of 
this act shall be financed from that general fund, with the remain¬ 
der distributed to the senior citizens organizations in Russell 
County. 

Section 8. No less than 100 percent of the net proceeds of a 
bingo game shall be designated and expended for charitable or 
educational purposes. Net proceeds means gross proceeds less rea¬ 
sonable expenses incurred or paid in connection with the holding, 
operating, or conducting of bingo, including the following bona fide 
expenses, in reasonable amounts: 

(1) The purchase or rental of equipment necessary for conduct¬ 
ing bingo and payment of services reasonably necessary for the 
repair and maintenance of equipment. 

(2) Payment of cash prizes or the purchase of prizes of 
merchandise. 

(3) Reasonable rental or mortgage payment on the location at 
which bingo is conducted. 

(4) Insurance on the facilities and liability coverage, as is rea¬ 
sonable for the operation of bingo. 

(5) Utilities. 

(6) Janitorial services. 

(7) The fee required for issuance or reissuance of a permit to 
conduct bingo. 

(8) Other reasonable expenses incurred by the permit holder, 
not inconsistent with this act. 

Section 9. (a) Bingo may not be conducted with any equip¬ 

ment which is not owned, being purchased, or being rented at a 
reasonable rate by the permit holder, except as otherwise provided 
in Section 6(b). 

(b) Prizes given by any organization for the playing of bingo 
games shall not be less than 50 percent of the gross receipts in 
cash or gifts of equivalent value during any bingo session. 

(c) A permit holder may not advertise bingo except to the 
extent and in the manner authorized by rule of the sheriff. If the 
sheriff allows a permit holder to advertise bingo, the permit holder 
shall indicate in the advertisement the purposes for which the net 
proceeds will be used by the permit holder. 
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(d) A permit holder shall display its bingo license conspicu¬ 
ously at the location where the bingo game is conducted. 

(e) A permit holder shall conduct bingo games only at the sin¬ 
gle location specified in the permit holder’s application. 

(f) A permit holder, pursuant to Section 3 of this act, shall not 
conduct more than one bingo session during any one calendar 
week and no session shall exceed five hours. 

(g) The same organization or club shall not be issued a special 
permit more than once quarterly and no session shall exceed five 
hours. 

(h) No person under the age of 19 years shall be permitted to 
play, unless accompanied by a parent or guardian, any game or 
games of bingo conducted pursuant to any permit issued under 
this law. No person under the age of 19 years shall be permitted to 
conduct or assist in conducting any game of bingo conducted pur¬ 
suant to this act. 

Section 10. Each permit holder shall maintain the following 
records pertaining to each bingo session for at least one year from 
the date of the session: 

(1) An itemized list of gross receipts for each session. 

(2) An itemized list of all expenses, including the name of each 
person to whom the expenses are paid and a receipt or invoice for 
all expenses. 

Section 11. (a) On or before April 15th, after this act has 

been in effect for one year, and on or before April 15 of each calen¬ 
dar year thereafter, each permit holder shall file with the sheriff a 
copy of the records required in Section 10 relating to the operation 
of bingo sessions in the previous calendar year. The records shall 
be open to inspection by any law enforcement agency. 

(b) The records required to be kept by Section 10 by the permit 
holder for the preceding one year shall be open to inspection by the 
sheriff, any law enforcement agency, or the duly authorized repre¬ 
sentatives of either during reasonable business hours. 

(c) The location at which bingo is being conducted, or at which 
an applicant or permit holder intends to conduct bingo, shall be 
open to inspection during regular business hours by the sheriff or 
any law enforcement agency. 

Section 12. The sheriff, for good cause shown, may revoke 
any permit if the permit holder or any officer, director, agent, 
member, or employee of the permit holder violates this act or rules 
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promulgated pursuant to this act. The revocation by the sheriff 
shall become effective 10 days after proper notice by the sheriff to 
the permit holder unless within the 10-day period the permit 
holder makes a written request for a hearing to the county govern¬ 
ing body. All existing rules and procedures for meetings and hear¬ 
ings before the county governing body of Russell County shall 
apply unless in direct conflict with this act. Following a full hear¬ 
ing and the rendering of a written decision by the county govern¬ 
ing body, either party may appeal the decision directly to the 
Circuit Court of Russell County and request a trial by jury. The 
rendering of a decision adverse to the permit holder by the munici¬ 
pal governing body shall result in the immediate revocation of the 
subject permit. 

Section 13. (a) A permit holder whose permit or special per¬ 

mit is revoked for a violation of this act or a rule promulgated 
under this act, is ineligible to apply for a permit for a period of one 
year after the revocation. 


(b) A person convicted of an offense under Section 15 or any 
other gambling offense is ineligible to serve as an officer or a per¬ 
mit holder, or to participate in conducting bingo for a period of one 
year after the conviction becomes final. If the person is licensed 
pursuant to this act, the person shall forfeit the permit and is inel¬ 
igible to apply for the issuance or reissuance of the permit for a 
period of one year from the date of conviction. 

(c) If the permit is revoked, in addition to other penalties 
which may be imposed, the sheriff may declare the violator ineligi¬ 
ble to conduct a bingo game or apply for a permit under this act for 
a period not exceeding one year. 


(d) The permit holder shall return its permit to the sheriff on 
or before the effective date of a revocation or forfeiture. Whether 
returned or noL, Llie pernuL &hcul not bo valid beyond the effective 
date of the revocation or forfeiture. 


Section 14. The circuit court of the county shall have juris¬ 
diction to restrain or enjoin violations of this act and shall afford 
trial by jury for all appeals directed to it for alleged violations of 
this act leading to revocations of existing permits. 

Section 15. Any person who violates this act shall be guilty 
of a Class C misdemeanor upon first conviction under this act. Any 
subsequent conviction shall be a Class A misdemeanor. Any per¬ 
son who is convicted under this section shall be punished as pro¬ 
vided by law. 

Section 16. Any device, equipment, record, money, or stakes 
used in any bingo game or operation in violation of this act, may be 
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contraband and may be seized and be forfeited. Property forfeited 
may be sold, destroyed, or retained for official use by the munici¬ 
pal, county, state, or law enforcement agencies, as the circuit court 
directs following a full due process hearing. 

Section 17. Any other law providing a penalty or disability 
on a person who conducts or participates in bingo games, who pos¬ 
sesses equipment used in conducting bingo, who permits bingo to 
be conducted on his or her premises, or who does other acts in con¬ 
nection with bingo, shall not apply to the conduct when done pur¬ 
suant to this act or rules promulgated under this act. 

Section 18. This act is severable. If any part of this act is 
declared invalid or unconstitutional, that declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains. 

Section 19. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
act are repealed. 

Section 20. This act shall become effective upon the adop¬ 
tion of an amendment to the Constitution of Alabama of 1901, 
authorizing bingo in Russell County. The election may be called no 
more frequently than every two years. If the amendment is 
approved by a majority of the qualified electors of Russell County 
who vote upon its submission, that election shall constitute a ref¬ 
erendum election held for this purpose and no further election 
need be called.

To amend §16-1-18.1, Code of Alabama 1975, relating to sick leave accumula¬ 
tion for certain public education employees so as to establish further provisions 
relating to sick leave; to establish that an employee shall earn one sick leave day 
per month of contractual employment; to establish definitions; to establish 
on-the-job injury regulations; to provide for policies by certain education institu¬ 
tions; to repeal §16-1-18, Code of Alabama 1975, relating to sick leave for support 
personnel and to incorporate such provisions into this act; to repeal §21-1-21, Code 
of Alabama 1975, relating to sick leave for employees at the Alabama Institute for 
Deaf and Blind and to incorporate its provisions into this act; to repeal §16-12-21 
and §16-8-25, Code of Alabama 1975, relating to vacations and leaves of absences 
and to incorporate the provisions into §16-1-18.1, Code of Alabama 1975; and to 
establish an effective date. 
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Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Section 16-1-18.1, Code of Alabama 1975, is 
amended to read as follows: 

“§ 16 - 1 - 18 . 1 . 

“(a) Definitions. When used in this section, the following terms 
shall have the following meanings, respectively: 

(1) EMPLOYEE. Any person employed full time as provided by 
law by those employers enumerated in this section; and adult bus 
drivers. 

(2) EMPLOYER. All public city and county boards of educa¬ 
tion; the Board of Trustees of the Alabama Institute for Deaf and 
Blind; the Alabama Youth Services Department District Board in 
its capacity as the Board of Education for the Youth Services 
Department District; the Board of Directors of the Alabama School 
of Fine Arts; the Board of Trustees of the Alabama School of 
Mathematics and Science; the Alabama State Senate; the 
Lieutenant Governor; the Alabama House of Representatives; any 
organization participating in the Teachers’ Retirement System 
(excluding any state governmental department not listed herein); 
and, the State Board of Education as applied to two-year postsec¬ 
ondary education institutions. 

(3) EXECUTIVE OFFICER. The superintendent of any public 
county school system or any public city school system; the 
President of the Alabama Institute for Deaf and Blind; the presi¬ 
dent of any two-year school or college under the auspices of the 
State Board of Education; the Superintendent of the Department 
of Youth Services School District; the Executive Director of the 
Alabama School of Fine Arts; the Executive Director of the 
Alabama High School of Mathematics and Science; the Secretary 
of the Senate, the Clerk of the House of Representatives, the 
Lieutenant Governor; the chief executive officer of any other 
employer as provided in this section. 

(4) SICK LEAVE. The absence from duty by an employee as a 
result of any of the following: 

a. Personal illness or doctor’s quarantine. 

b. Incapacitating personal injury. 

c. Attendance upon an ill member of the employee’s immediate 
family (parent, spouse, child, sibling); or an individual with a close 
personal tie. 

d. Death in the family of the employee (parent, spouse, child, 
sibling, parent-in-law, son-in-law, daughter-in-law, brother-in-law, 
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sister-in-law, nephew, niece, grandchild, grandparent, uncle or 
aunt). 

e. Death, injury, or sickness of another person who has unusu¬ 
ally strong personal ties to the employee, such as a person who 
stood in loco parentis. 

(5) ON-THE-JOB-INJURY. Any accident or injury to the 
employee occurring during the performance of duties or when 
directed or requested by the employer to be on the property of the 
employer which prevents the employee from working or returning 
to his or her job. 

“(b) Sick Leave for Employees. 

(1) Earnings. The employee shall earn one sick leave day per 
month of employment. 

(2) Reasons for taking sick leave. The employee shall be 
allowed and authorized to take sick leave for any of the reasons so 
enumerated and defined in this section. 

(3) Employee pay while on sick leave. Reimbursement of pay 
for the employee per day of sick leave shall be at the daily rate of 
pay for the employee. 

“(c) Sick Leave Accumulation and Transfers. An employee 
shall be allowed to accumulate sick leave up to 225 days. Earned 
sick leave days which have been accrued by an employee shall be 
transferrable from one employer to another up to the maximum 
number of 225 days. The executive officer of the employer shall 
take care to ensure that certification of the number of unused sick 
leave days is provided to the new employer when an employee 
transfers employment. All of the earned and unused sick leave 
days which an employee has accumulated shall be transferred to 
the new employer for use by the employee as provided by law. 

“(d) On-the-job Injury. The following regulations, procedures, 
and rights are established pertaining to employees who are injured 
while on the job: 

(1) Notice of Injury. The employee shall make proper notifica¬ 
tion of the injury to the executive officer (or to the principal of the 
school, if applicable), within 24 hours after the injury occurred or 
where the employee is not clinically able to make notification, it 
shall be permissible for another person who is reasonably knowl¬ 
edgeable to make the notification of the injury. Other notification 
procedures and forms shall be as established by written policy of 
the employer. 

(2) Physician certification. The employer may require medical 
certification from the employee’s physician that the employee was 
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injured and cannot return to work as a result of the injury. The 
executive officer may, at his or her discretion, require a second 
opinion from another physician at the expense of the employer. 
The employer may require a statement from the physician that 
there is a reasonable expectation that the employee will be able to 
return to work. A uniform physician certification form shall be 
adopted by the State Board of Education and distributed to each 
executive officer. 

(3) Salary Continued. Upon determination by the executive 
officer that an employee has been injured on the job and cannot 
return to work as a result of the injury, the salary and fringe bene¬ 
fits of the employee shall be continued for a period of up to ninety 
(90) working days consistent with the employee’s injury and the 
subsequent absence from work resulting from the injury. This pro¬ 
vision shall apply to the temporary disability of the employee as 
applicable to the job-related injury. 

(4) Extension of Days. The employer may adopt a written pol¬ 
icy to extend the 90-day sick leave period for on-the-job injuries. 
Additional job-injury policies may be adopted by the employer if 
the policies do not conflict with the section. 

(5) Reimbursement to Employer. Any reasonable on-the-job 
injury costs incurred by the employer (to hire a substitute) per 
absent injured employee in a fiscal year shall be reimbursed to the 
employer by the state during the next succeeding fiscal year upon 
application by the employer to the appropriate State Board of 
Education department on a form adopted by the State Board (not 
to exceed 90 work days). The department shall subsequently sub¬ 
mit the request to the legislature as a line-item in its budget 
request for reimbursement to the employer, and, if approved by 
the legislature, shall reimburse the employer at the amount per 
day for sick leave authorized and funded in the annual budget act 
for public schools and colleges. 

(6) Employee’s Sick Leave. Sick leave shall not be deducted 
from the employee’s account if absence from work is found to be a 
result of an on-the-job injury as provided in this section. 

(7) Additional Expenses. Any unreimbursed medical expenses 
and costs which the employee incurs as a result of an on the-job 
injury may be filed for reimbursement with the State Board of 
Adjustment. Reimbursement to the employee shall be determined 
by the Board of Adjustment’s policies, rules, and regulations which 
may be adopted from time to time. The Board of Adjustment shall 
adopt appropriate rules, regulations, and forms for submission by 
the employee. 
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(8) The executive officer or his or her designee shall inform the 
employee who is injured on the job of his or her rights about 
appearing before the Board of Adjustment and also about applica¬ 
ble written policies within thirty (30) calendar days of notification 
of the injury.” 

u (e) Vacations and Leaves of Absences. The employer shall 
have the authority, under the rules and regulations promulgated 
from time to time by the State Board of Education, to provide for 
paid leaves of absences and vacations for its employees. Payment 
may be from public funds. The employer may provide for leaves of 
absence during the times the schools are, or are not, in session 
when the teacher or employee devotes the leave to instructing in 
or attending schools for appropriate training, or when approved by 
the State Board of Education as beneficial to the state’s educa¬ 
tional objectives. The employer may also provide for the payment 
of any full-time teachers or employees for absences during the time 
schools are in session when the absence results from an unavoid¬ 
able cause which prevents the teacher or employee from discharg¬ 
ing his or her duties. Pay for the absences resulting from unavoid¬ 
able causes other than sickness shall not be allowed for a longer 
time than one week during any one scholastic year. 

“(f) The policies and procedures required and permitted by this 
section shall be adopted by the employer consistent with and as 
required by §16-1-30, Code of Alabama 1975.” 

Section 2. Section 16-1-18 and Section 21-1-21, Code of 
Alabama 1975, relating to sick leave for education support person¬ 
nel and sick leave for employees at the Alabama Institute for Deaf 
and Blind are repealed. Section 16-18-25 and Section 16-12-21, 
Code of Alabama 1975, relating to vacations and leaves of absence 
for city and county school employees are repealed. 

Section 3. This act is supplementary and shall be construed 
in pari materia with other laws. 

Section 4. The provisions of this act are severable. If any 
part of this act is declared unconstitutional or unenforceable, the 
remaining provisions of this act shall remain intact.

Section 1 . The Sheriff of Baldwin County or the authorized 
agents of the sheriff may operate a jail store and a telephone sys¬ 
tem for prisoners within the confines of the county jail. The jail 
store and a telephone system shall be operated to serve the needs 
of the jail population. 

Section 2. (a) The sheriff shall establish and maintain a 

Law Enforcement Fund in a bank located in Baldwin County. All 
proceeds collected under this act shall be deposited by the sheriff 
into the Law Enforcement Fund. 

(b) The sheriff shall keep an account of all jail store sales and 
telephone usage and transactions of the Law Enforcement Fund 
for annual audit by the Department of Examiners of Public 
Accounts, which shall be audited at the same time other accounts 
of the sheriff are audited. The Department of Examiners of Public 
Accounts shall submit a copy of the audit to the sheriff within 30 
days of its completion. 

Section 3. All profits realized pursuant to this act shall be 
expended for any lawful purpose by the sheriff for the operation of 
the office of the sheriff including, but not limited to, office equip¬ 
ment, communication equipment, salary supplements, expense 
allowances, training, the operation of the Baldwin County Jail, 
and other expenses for the enhancement of law enforcement in the 
county. 

Section 4. The establishment of the Law Enforcement Fund 
and the use of the proceeds shall not diminish or take the place of 
any other source of income established for the sheriff or the opera¬ 
tion of the office.

Relating to Dale County, to require the installation and maintenance of an 
improved system of recording, archiving, and retrieving documents affecting the 
title to property and other documents recorded in the office of the judge of probate;

that said system shall constitute official and permanent records in Dale County. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . The provisions of this act shall only apply in Dale 
County. The purpose of this act is to facilitate the use of public 
records in property transactions in Dale County by providing for 
the installation of an improved system of recording, archiving, and 
retrieving instruments and documents affecting the title to real 
and personal property that are recorded in the office of the judge of 
probate and for the recording, archiving, and retrieving of other 
instruments, documents and other uses in the discretion of the 
judge of probate. 

Section 2. The following words and phrases, including the 
plural of any thereof, whenever used in this act, shall have the fol¬ 
lowing respective meanings: 

“Real Property Instrument” means and includes any instru¬ 
ment or document affecting the title to real property that may now 
or hereafter be filed for record in the probate office pursuant to the 
applicable requirements of the laws of this state, including, with¬ 
out limitation, Section 12-13-43, Code of Alabama 1975, and all 
statutes providing for the filing and recording of notices or state¬ 
ments of liens of any kind, notices of judgment, and plats or maps 
showing subdivisions of real estate. 

General Property Instrument” means a real property instru¬ 
ment that affects the title to personal property as well as real 
property. 

“Personal Property Instrument” means any instrument or docu¬ 
ment affecting the title to personal property only (as distinguished 
from real property) that may be now or hereafter required to be 
filed or titled for record in the probate office, in accordance with the 
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applicable requirements of the laws of this state, including, without 
limitation, Sections 35-4-50 and 35-4-90, Code of Alabama 1975. 

“Improved Recording System” means a system of recording 
real property instruments and personal property instruments in 
the probate office and, in the discretion of the judge of probate, of 
recording other instruments and documents, which system when 
completed, will consist of the equipment necessary and suitable to 
record, archive, and retrieve records. 

Section 3. The judge of probate is hereby authorized to pro¬ 
vide for the installation and thereafter for the maintenance of an 
improved recording, archiving, and retrieval system in the probate 
offices of Dale County. The initial installation of the improved 
recording, archival, and retrieval system shall include the following: 

(a) The acquisition of the equipment provided for in the defini¬ 
tion herein above set forth of an improved recording, archiving, 
and retrieving system. 

(b) The establishment of procedures for the continued record¬ 
ing, archiving, and retrieving of all instruments and records that 
will, after the effective installation date, constitute a part of the 
improved recording, archiving, and retrieving system. 

(c) The initial installation of the improved recording, archiving, 
and retrieving system shall be performed by a person or persons, 
firm or corporation engaged in the records management business 
and experienced in setting up county records, and such initial 
installation shall be supervised and inspected by a person who is 
experienced in handling records pertaining to abstracts or titles. 
Following its installation in the county, the improved recording, 
archiving, and retrieving system shall be thereafter maintained in 
the county and all real property instruments, general property 
instruments, personal property instruments, and other documents 
and records herein provided to constitute a part of said system, 
that may be thereafter filed for record in the probate office of the 
county shall be in accordance with the aforesaid improved record¬ 
ing, archiving, and retrieving system. Each real property instru¬ 
ment and each personal property instrument shall be operative as 
a record from the time of its delivery to the judge of probate of the 
county, in accordance with the provisions of existing law, including, 
without limitation, Section 12-13-43 of the Code of Alabama 1975. 

Section 4. Following the effective installation date, real 
property instruments, personal property instruments, and other 
documents and records provided herein to be recorded, archived, 
and retrieved with computer-generated files, to be stored and filed 
on either optical disk, or on paper (as seen fit by county), and shall 
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constitute the official record of such instruments for the purpose of 
Section 12-13-43, Code of Alabama 1975. 

Section 5. All provisions of the laws of Alabama with 
respect to the recording of real property instruments, personal 
property instruments, general property instruments, miscella¬ 
neous instruments, and other instruments and records that may 
constitute part of an improved recording, archiving, and retrieving 
system installed hereunder, including, without limitation, the pro¬ 
visions of Section 12-13-43 of the Code of Alabama 1975, and the 
provisions of all statutes respecting the filing and recording of 
notices or statements of liens of any kind, notices of Lis Pendens, 
declarations of claims or exemption, certificates of judgment, or 
plats or maps showing subdivisions of real estate that are not 
inconsistent with the provisions of this act shall continue in effect 
with respect to an improved recording, archiving, and retrieving 
system installed hereunder, the recording of instruments therein, 
and the duties of the judge of probate with respect thereto. 

Section 6. The initial installation costs shall be paid 
entirely out of the said special recording fees. Nothing contained in 
this section, however, shall prohibit the county from using any 
part of its own funds for the purpose of paying the cost of purchas¬ 
ing, operating, or maintaining, after the initial installation, any 
improved system installed pursuant to the provisions of this act. 

Section 7. Effective immediately after the date this act 
becomes applicable to Dale County, Alabama, a special recording 
and filing fee of five dollars ($5) shall be paid to and collected by 
its judge of probate, with respect to each real property instrument, 
each personal property instrument, and UCC that may be filed for 
record in the office of said judge of probate and with respect to 
other instruments and documents in the probate office at the dis¬ 
cretion of the judge of probate and on and after such date, no 
instrument and/or document shall be received for record in the 
office of said judge of probate unless the said special recording fee 
of five dollars ($5) is paid thereon.

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Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Sections 3, Section 5, and Section 6 of Act No. 86-

amended to read as follows: 

Section 3. The Dale County Law Library Fund shall be 
expended by the presiding Judge of the Circuit Court of Dale 
County for maintaining the library and to provide for court secu¬ 
rity and more effective administration of justice. The judge shall 
draw warrants on the county for the expenditures by him or her, 
indicating on the warrants the fund against which the warrants 
are drawn. The fund shall be used to purchase books and periodi¬ 
cals, and to pay the salaries of personnel as may, in the opinion of 
the judge, be advisable, and the funds may be expended for the 
maintenance of the library, to provide court security, and to pro¬

heretofore or hereafter amended or supplemented, hereinafter 
referred to as state lodging tax, in the manner and at the rate 
hereinafter prescribed. 

Upon every person, firm, or corporation engaging in the City of 
Eufaula in the business of renting or furnishing any room or 
rooms, lodging or accommodations to transients in any hotel, 
motel, inn, tourist camp, tourist cabin, or any other place in which 
rooms, lodgings, or accommodations are regularly furnished to 
transients for a consideration, in an amount to be determined by 
the application of the rate of two per cent (2%) of the charge for 
such room, rooms, lodgings, or accommodations, including the 
charge for use or rental of personal property and services fur¬ 
nished in such room. Provided, however, there is exempted from 
the tax levied under the provisions of this act any rentals or serv¬ 
ices taxed under the provisions of the Alabama Sales Tax Act, Act 
100, of the Second Special Session of the 1959 Legislature, (Acts 
1959, p. 298), as amended or as may hereafter be amended. The 
tax shall not apply to rooms, lodgings or accommodations supplied 
for a period of thirty (30) continuous days or more in any place. 

Section 2. The tax levied under the provisions of this act 
shall be paid to and collected by the Eufaula City Clerk/Treasurer 
at the same time as the collection of the state lodging tax. 

Section 3. The tax levied under the provisions of this act, 
except as otherwise provided, shall be due and payable in monthly 
installments on or before the twentieth day of the month next suc¬ 
ceeding the month in which the tax accrues. On or before the twen¬ 
tieth day of the each month after this act has taken effect, every 
person, firm, or corporation on whom the taxes levied by this act 
are imposed, shall render to the city, on a form prescribed by the 
city, a true and correct statement showing the gross proceeds of 
the business for the next preceding month, together with such 
other information as the city may demand and require, and at the 
time of making such monthly report the taxpayer shall compute 
the taxes due and shall pay to the city the amount of taxes shown 
to be due. The city, for good cause, may extend the time for making 
any return required under the provisions of this act, but the time 
for filing any such return shall not be extended for a period greater 
than thirty days from the date such return is due to be made. 
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Section 4. Any person, firm, or corporation taxable under 
this act having a cash and credit business may report such cash 
business, and the taxpayer shall thereafter include in each 
monthly report all credit collections made during the month pre- 
ceding and shall pay the taxes due thereon at the time of filing 
such report, but in no event shall the gross proceeds of such credit 
business be included in the measure of the tax to be paid until col¬ 
lections of such credit business shall have been made. 

Section 5. On or before thirty days after the end of the tax 
year, each person, firm, or corporation liable for the payment of a 
privilege tax as levied by this act shall make a return showing the 
gross proceeds of business done and compute the amount of tax 
chargeable against him or it in accordance with the provisions of 
this act and deduct the amount of monthly payments as hereinbe¬ 
fore provided, if any have been made, and transmit with this 
report a remittance in the form required by this act covering the 
residue of the tax chargeable against him, to the city, and such 
report shall be verified by oath. 

Section 6. It shall be the duty of every person, firm, or cor¬ 
poration engaging, or continuing in the City of Eufaula in any 
business taxed hereunder to keep and preserve suitable records of 
the gross proceeds of such business and such other books or 
accounts as may be necessary to determine the amount of tax for 
which he or it is liable under the provisions of this act. Such 
records shall be kept and preserved for a period of two years and 
shall be open for examination at any time by the city, or its duly 
authorized agent. 

Section 7. The monthly reports herein required to be made 
are not required to be made on oath, but wherever in this act any 
report is reouired to be sworn to, the bame shall be sworn to by the 
taxpayer or his agent before some officer authorized to administer 
oaths; and any false statement of a material fact made with intent 
to defraud shall constitute perjury, and upon conviction thereof 
the person so convicted shall be punishable as provided by law. 

Section 8. All reports or returns filed with the City of 
Eufaula under this act shall be available for inspection by the gov¬ 
erning body of Barbour County, or its designated agent, at reason¬ 
able times during business hours. 

Section 9. It shall be unlawful for any person, firm, or cor¬ 
poration engaged in or continuing within the City of Eufaula in 
any business for which a license or privilege tax is required by this 
act to fail or refuse to add to the price of the service rendered the 
amount due by the taxpayer on account of the tax levied by this 
act. Nor shall any person refund or offer to refund all or any part 
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of the amount collected as tax under this act or to absorb such tax 
or to advertise directly or indirectly the absorption or refund of 
such tax or any portion of the same. 

Section 10. The tax levied by this act, together with interest 
and penalties that may be imposed, shall constitute a debt due the 
City of Eufaula and may be collected by civil suit, in addition to all 
other methods provided by law and in this act. The said taxes, 
together with interest and penalties with respect thereto, shall 
constitute and be secured by a lien upon the property of any per¬ 
son from whom said taxes are due or who is required to collect said 
taxes. All provisions of the revenue laws of this state which apply 
to the enforcement of liens for privilege or license taxes due the 
state shall apply fully to the collection of the county taxes levied, 
and the City of Eufaula for the use and benefit of the City of 
Eufaula shall collect such taxes and enforce this act and shall have 
and exercise for such collection and enforcement all rights and 
remedies that this state or the city has for collection of the state 
lodging tax. The City of Eufaula shall have full authority to 
employ such special counsel as it deems necessary from time to 
time to enforce collection of the taxes authorized to be levied by 
this act, and to otherwise enforce the provisions of the act, includ¬ 
ing any litigations involving the act; and the city shall pay such 
special counsel such fees as it deems necessary and proper from 
the proceeds of the taxes collected. 

Section 11. All provisions of the state lodging tax statutes 
with respect to payment, assessment and collection of the state 
lodging tax, making of reports and keeping and preserving records 
with respect thereto, interest after due date of tax; make reports, 
or otherwise comply with the state lodging tax statutes, the pro¬ 
mulgation of rules and regulations with respect to the state lodg¬ 
ing tax, and the administration and enforcement of the state lodg¬ 
ing tax statutes, which are not inconsistent with the provisions of 
this act when applied to the tax levied by this act, shall apply to 
the city tax levied. All provisions of the state lodging tax statutes 
that are made applicable to this act to the city taxes levied and to 
the administration of this act are incorporated herein by reference 
and made a part hereof as if fully set forth herein. 

Section 12. The City of Eufaula shall charge ten percent of 
the total amount of the special city taxes collected hereunder 
within the city. Such charge for collecting the taxes for the city may 
be deducted each month from the taxes collected before certifying 
the amount of the proceeds thereof due the city for that month. 

Section 13. All state, local and municipal laws or ordinances 
to the contrary notwithstanding, the proceeds of the tax levied 
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herein as well as the proceeds of any municipal taxes levied, 
including any levy collected by the Department of Revenue, in the 
City of Eufaula as of the effective date of this act on businesses of 
renting rooms, lodging or accommodations to transients within the 
City of Eufaula shall be distributed, after deduction of cost of col¬ 
lection, 60% of the combined total to the Eufaula-Barbour County 
Chamber of Commerce, for the public purpose of promoting 
tourism and economic development and 40% of the combined total 
to the Eufaula City General Fund. 

Section 14. This act shall become effective on the first day 
of the month following the passage and approval of this act by the 
Governor, or its otherwise becoming a law. 

This Act became a law under Section 125 of the Constitution 
on May 21, 1996 without approval by the Governor. 


Act No. 96-621 H. 970 - Rep. Collins 

AN ACT 

Relating to Lamar County; authorizing the sheriff to operate a jail store for 
prisoners in county custody; providing for the deposit, distribution, and auditing of 
monies earned; and confirming and ratifying certain prior actions. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The Sheriff of Lamar County or the authorized 
agents of the sheriff may operate a jail store for prisoners within 
the confines of the county jail. The jail store shall be operated to 
serve the needs of the jail population. 

Section 2. (a) The sheriff shall establish and maintain a 

Law Enforcement Fund in a hank located in Lamar County. AH 
proceeds collected under this act shall be deposited by the sheriff 
into the Law Enforcement Fund. 

(b) The sheriff shall keep an account of all jail store sales and 
transactions of the Law Enforcement Fund for annual audit by the 
Department of Examiners of Public Accounts. The jail store 
account and Law Enforcement Fund shall be audited at the same 
time that other accounts of the sheriff are audited. The 
Department of Examiners of Public Accounts shall submit a copy 
of the audit to the sheriff within 30 days of its completion. 

Section 3. All profits realized in the operation of the jail 
store shall be expended at the discretion of the sheriff for law 
enforcement purposes in Lamar County that are in the interest of 
the public. 
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Section 4. The establishment of the Law Enforcement Fund 
and the use of the proceeds shall not diminish or take the place of 
any other source of income established for the sheriff or the opera¬ 
tion of the office. 

Section 5. Any actions relating to the operation of a jail 
store in the county jail prior to the effective date of this act are rat¬ 
ified and confirmed. Any existing proceeds derived from the opera¬ 
tion of a jail store in the county jail prior to the effective date of 
this act shall be deposited into the Law Enforcement Fund created 
by this act. 

Section 6. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law. 

This Act became a law under Section 125 of the Constitution 
on May 21, 1996 without approval by the Governor. 


Act No. 96-622 H. 975 - Rep. White 

AN ACT 

Relating to the Town of Pollard in Escambia County; to designate certain rail¬ 
road crossings in the town as public crossings. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. In the Town of Pollard in Escambia County, the 
following railroad crossings in the corporate limits of the town are 
designated as public crossings: 

(1) Louisville Street and Richmond Avenue (the southwesterly 
crossing in the corporate limits of the municipality). 

(2) Elizabeth Avenue. 

(3) Misella Avenue. 

(4) Canterbury Street. 

(5) Shiloh Street. 

(6) Boliva Street. 

Section 2. The provisions of this act are severable. If any 
part of this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, that decla¬ 
ration shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 3. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
act are repealed. 
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Section 4. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law. 

This Act became a law under Section 125 of the Constitution 
on May 21, 1996 without approval by the Governor. 


Act No. 96-623 H. 838 - Reps. Maull, Thomas (J) 

AN ACT 

Relating to Dallas County; authorizing the county commission to levy an addi¬ 
tional sales and use tax; providing for the collection, distribution, and use of the 
proceeds of the tax; and prescribing penalties and fixing punishment for violation of 
this act. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . This act shall only apply to Dallas County. 

Section 2. As used in this act, state sales and use tax means 
the tax imposed by the state sales and use tax statutes, including, 
but not limited to, Sections 40-23-1, 40-23-2, 40-23-3, 40-23-4, 
40-23-60, 40-23-61, 40-23-62, and 40-23-63 of the Code of Alabama 
1975. 

Section 3. The County Commission of Dallas County may 
levy, in addition to all other taxes, including, but not limited to, 
municipal gross receipts license taxes, a one cent privilege license 
tax against gross sales or gross receipts. 

The gross receipts of any business and the gross proceeds of all 
sales which are presently exempt under the state sales and use tax 
statutes are exempt from the tax authorized hv this act. 

Section 4. The tax levied by this act may be collected by the 
State Department of Revenue, or a private firm under contract 
with the county commission, at the same time and in the same 
manner as state sales and use taxes are collected. On or prior to 
the date the tax is due, each person subject to the tax shall file 
with the collection agency a report in the form prescribed by the 
collection agency. The report shall set forth, with respect to all 
sales and business transactions that are required to be used as a 
measure of the tax levied, a correct statement of the gross proceeds 
of all the sales and gross receipts of all business transactions. The 
report shall also include items of information pertinent to the tax 
as the collection agency may require. Any person subject to the tax 
levied by this act may defer reporting credit sales until after their 
collection, and in the event the person defers reporting them, the

person shall thereafter include in each monthly report all credit 
collections made during the preceding month, and shall pay the 
tax due at the time of filing the report. All reports filed with the 
collection agency under this section shall be available for inspec¬ 
tion by the county commission or its designee. 

Section 5. Each person engaging or continuing in a business 
subject to the tax levied by this act, shall add to the sales price or 
admission fee and collect from the purchaser or the person paying 
the admission fee the amount due by the taxpayer because of the 
sale or admission. It shall be unlawful for any person subject to 
the tax to fail or refuse to add to the sales price or admission fee 
and to collect from the purchaser or person paying the admission 
fee the amount required to be added to the sale or admission price. 
It shall be unlawful for any person subject to the tax levied by this 
act to refund or offer to refund all or any part of the amount col¬ 
lected or to absorb or advertise directly or indirectly the absorption 
or refund of any portion of the tax. 

Section 6. The tax levied by this act shall constitute a debt 
due Dallas County. The tax, together with any interest and penal¬ 
ties, shall constitute and be secured by a lien upon the property of 
any person from whom the tax is due or who is required to collect 
the tax. The collection agency shall collect the tax, enforce this act, 
and have and exercise all rights and remedies that the state or the 
collection agency has for collection of the state sales and use tax. 
The collection agency may employ special counsel as is necessary 
to enforce collection of the tax levied by this act and to enforce this 
act. The collection agency shall pay the special counsel any fees it 
deems necessary and proper from the proceeds of the tax collected 
by it for Dallas County. 

Section 7. All provisions of the state sales and use tax 
statutes with respect to the payment, assessment, and collection of 
the state sales and use tax, making of reports, keeping and pre¬ 
serving records, penalties for failure to pay the tax, promulgating 
rules and regulations with respect to the state sales and use tax, 
and the administration and enforcement of the state sales and use 
tax statutes which are not inconsistent with this act shall apply to 
the tax levied under this act. The collection agency shall have and 
exercise the same powers, duties, and obligations with respect to 
the tax levied under this act that are imposed on the commissioner 
and department by the state sales and use tax statutes. All provi¬ 
sions of the state sales and use tax statutes that are made applica¬ 
ble by this act to the tax levied under this act, and to the adminis¬ 
tration and enforcement of this act, are incorporated by reference 
and made a part of this act as if fully set forth herein. 
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Section 8. The collection agency may charge Dallas County 
for collecting the tax levied under this act in an amount or percent¬ 
age of total collections as may be agreed upon by the collection 
agency and the Dallas County Commission. The charge shall not 
exceed five percent of the total amount of the tax collected in the 
county. The charge may be deducted each month from the gross 
revenues from the tax before certification of the amount of the pro¬ 
ceeds due Dallas County for that month. The collection agency 
shall pay into the Dallas County General Fund all amounts col¬ 
lected under this act, as the tax is received by the collection agency 
within 10 days after it is collected. The collection agency shall cer¬ 
tify to the county commission the amount collected and paid into 
the General Fund of Dallas County during the month immediately 
preceding the certification. 

Section 9. The net proceeds of the tax levied herein shall be 
distributed as follows: 

Three fourths cent of the one cent sales tax shall be deposited 
in the General Fund of the county. 

One-quarter cent of the one cent sales tax shall be deposited to 
the Dallas County Board of Education directly from the collection 
agency after collection costs. It shall be the responsibility of the 
Dallas County Commission to insure that a complete set of finan¬ 
cial records are kept in a timely manner and made available to the 
public upon request. These records will include a balance sheet 
and a line item revenue and expense report. 

Section 10. Each individual Dallas County Commissioner 
voting to approve any payment from the proceeds of the tax levied 
pursuant to this act for any purpose not specifically authorized by 
law shall be individually liable for the disbursement of those 
funds 

Section 11. This act shall become effective on the first day 
of the second month following its passage and approval by the 
Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law. 

This Act became a law under Section 125 of the Constitution 
on May 21, 1996 without approval by the Governor. 


Act No. 96-624 H. 963 - Reps. Venable, Wren, Gipson 

AN ACT 

Relating to Elmore County; authorizing the county commission to levy an 
additional ad valorem tax and providing for a referendum. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 
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Section 1. Pursuant to subsection (f) of Amendment No. 373 
to the Constitution of Alabama of 1901, the Elmore County 
Commission may levy, in addition to any other tax, an ad valorem 
tax in the amount of 6 mills on each dollar of taxable property in 
the county effective October 1, 1996, and an additional ad valorem 
tax in the amount of 3 mills on each dollar of taxable property in 
the county effective October 1, 1998, for a total increase in ad valo¬ 
rem tax in the amount of 9 mills. The revenue from the additional 
tax shall be paid to the county board of education to be used for 
general education purposes. 

Section 2. The increase in the rate of the tax as provided by 
this act is subject to the approval of a majority of the qualified 
electors of the county who vote on the proposed increase at a spe¬ 
cial election held for that purpose on September 3, 1996. 

Section 3. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law. 

This Act became a law under Section 125 of the Constitution 
on May 21, 1996 without approval by the Governor. 


Act No. 96-625 H. 977 - Reps. Warren, Jackson 

AN ACT 

To authorize the county commission of Monroe County, Alabama, pursuant to 
Amendment No. 373 to the Constitution of Alabama of 1901, to increase the rate at 
which there is levied and collected by Monroe County, on all taxable property situ¬ 
ated in Monroe County, the special ad valorem tax for necessary public buildings, 
bridges and roads which is authorized in Section 215 to the Constitution, to a maxi¬ 
mum rate, for any tax year of the county, which is equal to $.65 on each one hun¬ 
dred dollars (6.5 mills on each dollar) of assessed value; provided that the proceeds 
attributable to the increase in the rate of levy rate may be used only for the acquisi¬ 
tion, construction, maintenance and operation of a jail in the county and for the 
payment of debt service on any obligations incurred for such purpose; provided fur¬ 
ther, that (a) the levy of three of the additional mills shall be discontinued when all 
obligations issued by either the county or any public corporation issuing debt to 
construct a jail for lease to the county have been paid, and (b) the remaining one of 
the additional mills shall thereafter be used solely for the purpose of paying costs of 
operating and maintaining the jail. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The following words and phrases shall have the 
following meanings: 

(1) AMENDMENT NO. 373. That amendment to the Consti¬ 
tution that was proposed by Act No. 6, H. 170, 1978 Second Special 
Session. 
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(2) COMMISSION. Monroe, County Commission. 

(3) CONSTITUTION. The Constitution of Alabama of 1901. 

(4) COUNTY. Monroe County, Alabama. 

(5) PUBLIC CORPORATION. Any public corporation the 
directors or members of which are appointed by the commission 
and which issues obligations to provide funds to construct a jail for 
lease to the county. 

(6) SECTION 215. Section 215 of the Constitution. 

(7) SPECIAL TAX. The special ad valorem tax for necessary 
public buildings, bridges and roads authorized in Section 215 and 
levied and collected on taxable property in the county. 

Section 2. The county presently levies and collects the spe¬ 
cial tax at a rate of $.25 on each one hundred dollars (2.5 mills on 
each dollar) of assessed value pursuant to Section 215. Pursuant to 
a resolution adopted by the county commission in accordance with 
Amendment No. 373, the county proposes to increase the rate at 
which it may levy and collect the special tax to a maximum rate, 
for any tax year, which is equal to $.65 on each one hundred dol¬ 
lars (6.5 mills on each dollar) of assessed value. 

Section 3. Pursuant to subsection (f) of Amendment No. 373 
and a resolution adopted by the county commission after a public 
hearing, the county commission may increase the rate at which 
the county levies and collects the special tax to a maximum rate, 
for any tax year, which is equal to $.65 on each one hundred dol¬ 
lars (6.5 mills on each dollar) of assessed value; provided that the 
proceeds attributable to the increase in the rate of levy may be 
used only for the acquisition, construction, maintenance and oper¬ 
ation of a jail in the county and for the payment of debt service on 
any obligations incurred by the county or a public corporation for 
such purpose. The county shall discontinue the levy of three of the 
additional mills upon the earlier of (a) the September 30 of the 
year in which all such obligations incurred by the county or by a 
public corporation have been paid, or (b) the tax year for which the 
special tax becomes due and payable on October 1, 2023. The 
remaining one of the additional mills shall thereafter be used 
solely for the purpose of operating and maintaining the jail. 

Section 4. The increase in the rate at which the special tax 
may be levied and collected pursuant to this act is subject to the 
approval of a majority of the qualified electors residing in the 
county who vote on the proposed increase at a special election 
called and held for such purpose pursuant to the provisions of sub¬ 
section (f) of Amendment No. 373. 
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Section 5. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law. 

This Act became a law under Section 125 of the Constitution 
on May 21, 1996 without approval by the Governor.

AN ACT 

To amend Section 36-21-7, Code of Alabama 1975, relating to the reimburse¬ 
ment of mandated training costs when one governmental entity employs certain 
employees from another governmental entity within a certain period, and to pro¬ 
vide similar requirements for the reimbursement of training expenses for certain 
governmental employees. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Section 36-21-7, Code of Alabama 1975, is amended 
to read as follows: 

“§36-21-7. 

“In those instances in which a law enforcement officer, fire pro¬ 
tection personnel, or firefighter of any municipality, county, fire 
district, or the state is employed by the state of Alabama, any 
county, fire district, or another municipality, within 24 months 
after completing the training requirements mandated by article 3 
(commencing with Section 36-21-40) of chapter 21 of Title 36, or by 
chapter 32 (commencing with Section 36-32-1) of Title 36, the total 
expense of the training, including salary paid during training, 
shall be reimbursed to the municipality, county, fire district, or the 
state which paid for the training. The municipality, county, fire 
district, or the state which paid for the training shall submit an 
itemized sworn statement to the new employer of the law enforce¬ 
ment officer, fire protection personnel, or firefighter, as the case 
may be, shall demand payment thereof, and may enforce collection 
of the obligation through civil remedies and procedures. The term 
“law enforcement officer”, shall have the same meaning as in 
section 36-21-40 and the term “fire protection personnel and 
firefighter”, shall have the same meaning as in section 36-32-1.” 

Section 2. In those instances in which an ambulance service 
operator, ambulance driver, ambulance attendant, ambulance 
driver-attendant, or emergency medical technician of any munici¬ 
pality, county, fire district, or the state is employed by the State of

Alabama, any county, fire district, or another municipality, within 
24 months after completing the training requirements mandated 
by Chapter 18 (commencing with Section 22-18-1) of Title 22, or by 
rules adopted by the Alabama Committee on Public Health, the 
total expense of the training, including salary paid during train¬ 
ing, shall be reimbursed to the municipality, county, fire district, 
or the state which paid for the training. The municipality, county, 
fire district, or the state which paid for the training shall submit 
an itemized sworn statement to the new employer of the ambu¬ 
lance service operator, ambulance driver, ambulance attendant, 
ambulance driver-attendant, or emergency medical technician, as 
the case may be, shall demand payment thereof, and may enforce 
collection of the obligation through civil remedies and procedures.

Chapter 25 (commencing with Section 22-25-1) of Title 22, Code of 
Alabama 1975, the total expense paid by the water or wastewater 
operator’s governmental employer to enable the operator to 
become certified, including salary paid during training, shall be 
reimbursed to the municipality, municipal utility board, county, or 
the state which paid for the training. The municipality, municipal 
utility board, county, or the state which paid for the training shall 
submit an itemized sworn statement to the new employer of the 
water or wastewater operator, as the case may be, shall demand 
payment thereof, and may enforce collection of the obligation 
through civil remedies and procedures. The terms “water operator” 
and “wastewater operator” shall have the same meanings as in 
Section 22-25-1, Code of Alabama 1975. 

Section 4. In those instances in which a municipal court 
clerk or municipal court magistrate of any municipality is 
employed by another municipality within 24 months after complet¬ 
ing the certification requirements pursuant to Rule 18 I.(B)(3) of 
the Alabama Rules of Judicial Administration, the total expense 
paid by the municipal court clerk’s employer or the municipal 
court magistrate’s employer to enable the municipal court clerk or 
municipal court magistrate to become certified, including salary 
paid during training, shall be reimbursed to the municipality 
which paid for the training.

Any person subject to the tax levied by 
this act may defer reporting credit sales until after their collection, 
and in the event the person defers reporting them, the person shall 
thereafter include in each monthly report all credit collections 
made during the preceding month, and shall pay the tax due at the 
time of filing the report.

Section 2. The additional fees when collected by the clerks 
or their collection officers of the courts shall be paid into the 
General Fund of Blount County to be used by the Blount County 
Commission for the operation, equipping, furnishing, and financ¬ 
ing of a newly constructed county jail. The Blount County Commis¬ 
sion may set and adjust by resolution the fees within the limits 
authorized by this act based on the needs associated with the 
county jail. 

Section 3. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

AN ACT 

Relating to Blount County; authorizing the sheriff to operate a jail commissary 
and contract telephones for inmates, pay telephones, and vending machines located 
in the Blount County Law Enforcement Center; providing for the deposit of monies 
earned; and providing for the distribution and auditing of the funds. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . The Sheriff of Blount County may operate a jail 
commissary and contract telephones for inmates within the 
confines of the county jail. Said jail commissary and inmate 
telephones shall be operated to serve the needs of the county jail 
population. 

Section 2. The Sheriff may retain the profits derived from 
the commissary, inmate telephones, pay telephones, and vending 
machines located at the Blount County Law Enforcement Center. 
Any and all profits collected shall be deposited by the Sheriff of 
Blount County or his appointed agent in any bank located in 
Blount County selected by the sheriff into a fund known as the 
“Sheriffs Jail Fund.” 

Section 3. The Sheriffs Jail Fund as provided in Section 2 
of this act shall be drawn upon by the Sheriff of Blount County or 
his appointed agent and shall be used exclusively for law enforce¬ 
ment purposes in the public’s interest in the discharge of the sher¬ 
iffs office as the sheriff sees fit. 

Section 4. Any actions relating to the operation of a jail 
commissary, contract telephones, pay telephones, and vending 
machines located at the Blount County Law Enforcement Center 
of the Blount County J ail prior to the effective date of this act are 
ratified and confirmed. Any existing profits derived from the oper¬ 
ation of a jail commissary, contract telephones, pay telephones, 
and vending machines or/and combination of these services, in the 
Law Enforcement Center or County Jail prior to the effective date 
of this act shall be deposited into the Sheriff s Jail Fund created by 
this act. 

Section 5. The establishment of the Sheriffs Jail Fund as 
provided in this act and the use of such funds shall in no way 
diminish or take the place of any other source of income estab¬ 
lished for the sheriff or the operation of his office. 

Section 6. The State Examiners of Public Accounts is 
hereby authorized to audit said fund annually and submit a copy 
of said audit to the sheriff within 30 days of its completion. 
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Section 7- The provisions of this act are severable. If any 
part of this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, that decla¬ 
ration shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 8. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
act are repealed. 

Section 9. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To amend Sections 34-8-1, 34-8-2, 34-8-4, 34-8-6, 34-8-7, 34-8-8, 34-8-9, 
34-8-20, 34-8-22, 34-8-24, and 34-8-28 of the Code of Alabama 1975, relating to the 
contractors licensing board; to further define the term general contractor; to pro¬ 
vide for the licensing of subcontractors; to remove the requirement that the 
Governor may remove a board member at any time; to provide further for licensing 
fees, disciplinary procedures and fines, advertisements for bids, notice of meetings, 
compensation and expenses of members of the board, and certain allocations to 
public institutions of higher learning; and to provide for penalties. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Sections 34-8-1, 34-8-2, 34-8-4, 34-8-6, 34-8-7, 
34-8-8, 34-8-9, 34-8-20, 34-8-22, 34-8-24, and 34-8-28, Code of 
Alabama 1975, are amended to read as follows: 

“§34-8-1. 

“(a) For the purpose of this chapter, a “general contractor” is 
defined to be one who, for a fixed price, commission, fee or wage, 
undertakes to construct or superintend or engage in the construc¬ 
tion, alteration, maintenance, repair, rehabilitation, remediation, 
reclamation, or demolition of any building, highway, sewer, struc¬ 
ture, site work, grading, paving or project or any improvement in 
the State of Alabama where the cost of the undertaking is twenty 
thousand dollars ($20,000) or more, shall be deemed and held to 
have engaged in the business of general contracting in the state of 
Alabama. 

“(b) For the purpose of this chapter, a “general contractor” is 
defined to include one who, for a fixed price, commission, fee, or 
wage exceeding five thousand dollars ($5,000), undertakes to con¬ 
struct, superintend the construction of, repair, or renovate, any 
swimming pool, and anyone who shall engage in the construction, 
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superintending of the construction, repair, or renovation of any 
swimming pool in the state of Alabama, where the cost of the under¬ 
taking exceeds five thousand dollars ($5,000), shall be deemed and 
held to have engaged in the business of general contracting in the 
state of Alabama and shall be subject to this chapter. 

“§34-8-2. 

“(a) Any person desiring to be licensed or desiring a renewal of 
an existing license as a general contractor in this state shall make 
and file with the board, not less than 30 days prior to any regular 
meeting thereof, a written application on a form as prescribed for 
examination by the board and the application shall be accompa¬ 
nied by three hundred dollars ($300) for a new application or two 
hundred dollars ($200) in case of a renewal. If a licensee fails to 
renew his or her license within 90 days following expiration of the 
previous license, a late penalty of fifty dollars ($50) shall be col¬ 
lected, upon renewal, in addition to the renewal fee. The applicant 
shall apply for a license covering the type or types of contracts on 
which he or she wishes to perform, and the board shall classify 
contractors according to the type or types of contracts on which 
they may perform, within maximum bid limits, on the following 
basis: the applicant’s request, his or her last annual financial 
statement prepared by a certified public accountant (C.P.A.) or by 
any independent licensed public accountant approved by the 
licensing board for general contractors, his or her previous experi¬ 
ence, equipment, and the facts in each case. An applicant shall not 
be so classified as to permit him or her to bid on or to perform a 
type of work not included in his or her request for a license. If the 
application is satisfactory to the board, then the applicant may be 
required to take an examination to determine his or her qualifica¬ 
tions. If the result of the examination of the applicant is satisfac¬ 
tory to the board, the hoard shall then issue to the applicant a cer¬ 
tificate to engage in general contracting in the state of Alabama, 
stipulating in each license issued the type or types of work the con¬ 
tractor is permitted to bid on or to perform under his or her license 
and also setting out a letter symbol indicating the maximum limits 
on which he or she is permitted to bid or to perform in a single con¬ 
tract. The maximum bid limits shall be set by the formula of not 
more than 10 times either the net worth or working capital, 
whichever is the lesser amount, as shown by the applicant’s latest 
financial statement and designated in the classification set out 
herein that is the closest to this amount. Should the financial 
statement of the applicant fail to substantiate the limits 
requested, further consideration may be given to (1) the present 
market value in lieu of book value of listed assets when properly 
supported with substantiating evidence, and (2) a combined 
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statement of the applicant that includes other wholly owned or 
substantially owned interests. When an applicant’s statement 
qualifies for an amount in excess of classification “E”, the limits 
shall then be set as classification Unlimited or “U”. The following 
letter symbols indicate the maximum amount bid limits allowed a 
licensee on any one single contract undertaking: 


“A — Not to exceed.$ 100,000.00 

“B — Not to exceed. 250,000.00 

“C — Not to exceed.500,000.00 

“D — Not to exceed. 1,000,000.00 

“E — Not to exceed. 3,000,000.00 

“U — Unlimited 


“(b) Any person failing to pass the examination may be reex¬ 
amined at any regular or called meeting of the board. The certifi¬ 
cate of authority to engage in the business of general contracting 
in the state of Alabama shall expire on December 31 following its 
issuance or renewal and shall become invalid on that date unless 
renewed. Upon the renewal of a license, the board shall reclassify 
or confirm the license both as to the types of work and bid limits as 
specified in this section. A licensee may apply for and, on proof sat¬ 
isfactory to the board, may receive an increase in the amount of 
his or her bid limit or a change in his or her classification. 
Application for renewal of a license, together with the payment of 
a fee of two hundred dollars ($200), received by the board at least 
30 days prior to expiration, shall serve to extend the current 
license until the board either renews the license or denies the 
application. At the discretion of the board, a limited license may be 
issued for a particular project. 

“The sum or fee of three hundred dollars ($300) accompanying 
original applications and sum or fee of two hundred dollars ($200) 
accompanying applications for renewals under this section are for 
the administration and enforcement of this chapter and shall not 
be refunded to the applicant. 

“§34-8-4. 

“(a) The board may levy and collect an administrative fine of 
not less than five hundred dollars ($500) nor more than five thou¬ 
sand dollars ($5,000) for any licensee who violates any provision of 
this chapter or the rules and regulations of the board. 

“(b) The board may also revoke the certificate of license of any 
general contractor licensed hereunder who is found guilty of any 
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fraud or deceit in obtaining a license or gross negligence, incompe¬ 
tence or misconduct in the conduct of business. Any person may 
prefer charges of the fraud, deceit, negligence, or misconduct 
against any general contractor licensed hereunder. The charges 
shall be in writing and sworn to by the complainant and submitted 
to the board. The charges, unless dismissed without hearing by the 
board as unfounded or trivial, shall be heard and determined by 
the board within 90 days after the date on which they were pre¬ 
ferred. The hearing shall be held at the office of the state licensing 
board for general contractors in Montgomery, Alabama. A copy of 
the charges, together with the notice of the time and place of hear¬ 
ing, shall be legally served on the accused by the secretary of the 
board, any sheriff in the state or by registered or certified mail, at 
least 10 days before the fixed date for the hearing. In the event 
that the service cannot be effected 10 days before the hearing, then 
the date of hearing and determination shall be postponed as may 
be necessary to permit the carrying out of the aforementioned con¬ 
dition. At the hearing the accused shall have the right to appear 
personally and by counsel and to cross-examine witnesses against 
him, her, or them and to produce evidence of witnesses in his, her, 
or their defense. If, after the hearing, the board votes in favor of 
finding the accused guilty, the board shall revoke the license of the 
accused. The board may reissue a license to any person, firm, or 
corporation whose license has been revoked. The board shall 
immediately notify the secretary of state and the clerk of each 
incorporated city, town, or county in the state of its findings in the 
case of the revocation or of the reissuance of a revoked license. A 
certificate of license to replace any certificate lost, destroyed, or 
mutilated may be issued subject to the rules and regulations of the 
board. 

“§34-8-6. 

“(a) Any person, firm, or corporation not being duly authorized 
who shall engage in the business of general contracting in this 
state, except as provided for in this chapter, and any person, firm, 
or corporation presenting or attempting to file as its own the 
license certificate of another, or who shall give false or forged evi¬ 
dence of any kind to the board, or to any member thereof, in 
obtaining a certificate of license, or who falsely shall impersonate 
another, or who shall use an expired or revoked certificate of 
license shall be deemed guilty of a Class A misdemeanor and for 
each offense for which he or she is convicted shall be punished, 
fined, or both, in accordance with Sections 13A-5-7 and 13A-5-12 of 
the Code of Alabama 1975. Furthermore, any person including an 
owner, architect, or engineer who receives or considers a bid from 
anyone not properly licensed under this chapter shall be deemed 
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guilty of a Class B misdemeanor and shall for each offense of 
which he or she is convicted be punished, fined, or both, in accor¬ 
dance with Sections 13A-5-7 and 13A-5-12 of the Code of Alabama 
1975. 

“(b) Every person, firm, or corporation licensed pursuant to 
this chapter shall include his or her license number in all construc¬ 
tion contracts, subcontracts, bids, and proposals. Any person, firm, 
or corporation violating this provision shall be guilty of a Class B 
misdemeanor and shall for each offense of which he or she is con¬ 
victed be punished, fined, or both, in accordance with Sections 
13A-5-7 and 13A-5-12 of the Code of Alabama 1975. 

“(c) In addition to or in lieu of the criminal penalties and 
administrative sanctions provided in this chapter, the board may 
issue an order to any person, firm, or corporation engaged in any 
activity, conduct, or practice constituting a violation of this chap¬ 
ter, directing the person, firm, or corporation to forthwith cease 
and desist from the activity, conduct, practice, or the performance 
of any work then being done or about to be commenced. The order 
shall be issued in the name of the State of Alabama under the offi¬ 
cial seal of the board. If the person, firm, or corporation to whom 
the board directs a cease and desist order does not cease or desist 
the proscribed activity, conduct, practice, or performance of work 
immediately, the board shall cause to issue in any court of compe¬ 
tent jurisdiction and proper venue, a writ of injunction enjoining 
the person, firm, or corporation from engaging in any activity, con¬ 
duct, practice, or performance of work as prohibited by this chap¬ 
ter. Upon showing by the board that the person, firm, or corpora¬ 
tion has engaged or is engaged in any activity, conduct, practice, or 
performance of work prohibited by this chapter, the courts shall 
issue a temporary restraining order restraining the person, firm, 
or corporation from engaging in such unlawful activity, conduct, 
practice, or performance of work pending the hearing on a prelimi¬ 
nary injunction, and in due course a permanent injunction shall 
issue after the hearing, commanding the cessation of the unlawful 
activity, conduct, practice, or performance of work complained of, 
all without the necessity of the board having to give bond. A tem¬ 
porary restraining order, preliminary injunction, or permanent 
injunction issued pursuant to this amendatory act shall not be 
subject to being released on bond. In the suit for an injunction, the 
board may demand of the defendant a fine of up to five thousand 
dollars ($5,000) plus costs and attorney fees for each offense. A 
judgment for penalty, attorney fees, and costs may be rendered in 
the same judgment in which the injunction is made absolute. The 
trial of the proceeding by injunction shall be summary and by the 
trial judge without jury. Anyone violating this chapter who fails to 
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cease work, after a hearing and notification from the board, shall 
not be eligible to apply for a contractor’s license for a period not to 
exceed one year from the date of official notification to cease work. 
It shall be within the power of the board to withhold approval, for 
up to six months, of any application from anyone who prior to the 
application has been found in violation of this chapter. 

“(d) The submission of the contractor’s current license number 
before considering the bid shall be sufficient evidence to relieve the 
owner, architect, engineer, or awarding authority of any liability 
under this chapter. 

“§34-8-7. 

“(a) The following shall be exempted from this chapter: the 
practice of general contracting, as defined in section 34-8-1, by an 
authorized representative or representatives of the United States 
government, state of Alabama, incorporated town, city, or county 
in this state, provided that such operation shall be under the 
supervision of a licensed architect or engineer; the construction of 
any residence or private dwelling; a subcontractor performing 
work under a properly licensed general contractor, except a sub¬ 
contractor who contracts with a licensed general contractor for the 
purpose of continuing to work after having been found to be work¬ 
ing illegally as an unlicensed general contractor, and a person, 
firm, or corporation constructing a building or other improvements 
on his, her, or its own property. 

“(b) The aforementioned exemptions shall exclude a swimming 
pool contractor. Provided, however, a person, firm, or corporation 
constructing a swimming pool on his, her, or its own property shall 
be exempted from this chapter. 

“§34-8-8. 

“(a) All owners, architects, and engineers preparing plans and 
specifications for work to be contracted in Alabama pursuant to 
this chapter shall include in their invitations to bidders, including 
but not limited to all public and private advertisements, and their 
specifications a copy of this chapter or the portions thereof as are 
deemed necessary to convey to the invited bidder, whether he or 
she is a resident or nonresident of this state and whether a license 
has been issued to him or her or not, the information that it will be 
necessary for him or her to show evidence of license before his or 
her bid is considered. Any person including an owner, architect, or 
engineer who violates this section shall be guilty of a Class B mis¬ 
demeanor and shall for each offense of which he or she is convicted 
be punished, fined, or both, in accordance with Sections 13A-5-7 
and 13A-5-12 of the Code of Alabama 1975. 
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“(b) All owners, architects, and engineers receiving bids pur¬ 
suant to this chapter shall require the person, firm, or corporation 
to include his or her current license number on the bid. The owner, 
architect, and engineer shall reject all bids that do not contain the 
current license number of the general contractor submitting the 
bid. All persons who violate this subsection shall be guilty of a 
Class C misdemeanor and shall for each offense for which he or 
she is convicted be punished, fined, or both, in accordance with 
Sections 13A-5-7 and 13A-5-12 of the Code of Alabama 1975. 

“§34-8-9. 

“Any person, firm, or corporation, upon making application to 
the building inspector or such other authority of any incorporated 
city, town, village, or county in Alabama charged with the duty of 
issuing building or other permits for the construction of any build¬ 
ing, highway, sewer, grading, or any improvement or structure, 
where the cost thereof is twenty thousand dollars ($20,000) or 
more, shall, before he or she shall be entitled to the issuance of per¬ 
mits, furnish satisfactory proof to the inspector or authority that 
he or she is duly licensed under this chapter. It shall be unlawful 
for the building inspector or other authority to issue or allow the 
issuance of the building permit unless and until the applicant has 
furnished evidence that he or she is either exempt from this chap¬ 
ter or is duly licensed under this chapter to carry out or superin¬ 
tend the work for which permit has been applied. The building 
inspector, or other authority, violating the terms of this section 
shall be guilty of a Class C misdemeanor and shall for each offense 
of which he or she is convicted be punished in accordance with 
Sections 13A-5-7 and 13A-5-12 of the Code of Alabama 1975. 

“§34-8-20. 

“In order to safeguard life, health, and property and to pro¬ 
mote the general public welfare by requiring that only properly 
qualified persons be permitted to engage in general contracting, 
there shall be a state licensing board for general contractors, con¬ 
sisting of five members, who shall be appointed by the governor. 
Each of the members shall be a general contractor, within the 
meaning of this chapter, with at least 10 years’ experience in the 
field as a contractor. At least one member of the board shall have 
as a larger part of his or her business the construction of high¬ 
ways. At least one member of the board shall have as a larger part 
of his or her business the construction of public utilities. At least 
one member shall have as a larger part of his or her business the 
construction of buildings. The members of the board shall be 
appointed for one, two, three, four, and five years respectively, 
their terms of office expiring on December 31 of those years. 
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Thereafter, on the thirty-first day of December in each year the 
governor shall appoint to fill the vacancies caused by the expira¬ 
tion of the term of office a member for a term of five years. Each 
member shall hold over after the expiration of his or her term until 
his or her successor shall be duly appointed and qualified. If a 
vacancy shall occur on the board for any cause, the vacancy shall 
be filled by the appointment of the governor. 

“§34-8-22. 

“When the governor appoints the board, he or she shall desig¬ 
nate and commission one member as the chairperson, another as 
vice-chairperson, and another as secretary-treasurer. The board 
may make the bylaws, rules, and regulations as it shall deem best, 
provided the same shall not conflict with the laws of the state of 
Alabama. The secretary-treasurer shall give bond in the sum as 
the board shall determine with the surety as shall be approved. 
The bond shall be conditioned upon the faithful performance of the 
duties of the office and for the faithful accounting of all moneys 
and other properties as shall come into his or her hands. Each 
member of the board shall receive two hundred dollars ($200) per 
day for attending sessions of the board or its committees, and for 
time actually spent in necessary travel in attending meetings of 
the board or its committees and in addition shall be reimbursed for 
necessary travel expenses as are paid to state employees incurred 
in carrying out this chapter. All expenses certified by the board as 
properly and necessarily incurred in the discharge of its duties, 
including authorized compensations, office rent, and supplies shall 
be paid out of the state licensing board for the general contractors’ 
fund in the state treasury in the manner provided in section 
34-8-25, provided, that no funds shall be withdrawn or expended 
except as budgeted and allotted ^cording tu the provisions of arti¬ 
cle 4 of chapter 4 ot Title 41, and only in the amounts as stipulated 
in the general appropriation bill. 

“§34-8-24. 

“The board shall have four regular meetings in each year, one 
in January, one in April, one in July, and one in October, for the 
purpose of transacting business which may properly come before 
it, and as many special or adjourned meetings as the board may 
deem necessary, on call of the chair of the board. Special or 
adjourned meetings may be held at the time the board provides in 
the bylaws or at time the board may provide by reasonable resolu¬ 
tion. Due notice of each regular meeting and the time and place 
thereof shall be given to each member by mail at least one week 
prior to the meeting. Three members of the board shall constitute 
a quorum. 
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“§34-8-28. 

“(a) An amount of one hundred dollars ($100) from the fees 
required for application and renewal for certification and registra¬ 
tion of general contractors in Section 34-8-2 of the Code of 
Alabama 1975 shall be distributed by the state licensing board for 
general contractors at the end of each fiscal year to all accredited 
public institutions of higher education offering American Council 
for Construction Education accredited courses in building science, 
and to all accredited public institutions of higher education offer¬ 
ing courses in building science which are in the candidate status of 
the American Council for Construction Education and to institu¬ 
tions of higher education offering courses leading to a bachelor of 
civil engineering degree which offers courses in highway engineer¬ 
ing and construction at the undergraduate and graduate levels 
and whose civil engineering program is accredited by the 
Engineering Accreditation Commission of the Accreditation Board 
for Engineering and Technology (ABET). Funds identified by the 
general contractors for building science shall be distributed pro 
rata among institutions based upon the number of full-time equiv¬ 
alent students enrolled in the department of building science at 
the institution. Funds identified by the general contractors for civil 
engineering shall be distributed pro rata among institutions based 
upon the number of full-time equivalent civil and pre-civil engi¬ 
neering students enrolled at the institution. 

“(b) Revenue derived from the additional fees for all licenses 
will be distributed for (1) building science (general construction) 
purposes and (2) civil engineering (highway engineering and/or 
construction) purposes. Contractors shall be given an opportunity 
to select which program they want to support. 

“Revenues derived from the additional fees for all licenses that 
are not specifically designated by contractors for one of the pur¬ 
poses above, shall be distributed between the programs defined in 
subsection (a) in a pro rata manner based on the number of 
full-time equivalent students enrolled in each program at each 
institution. 

“(c) Each institution receiving funds pursuant to this article for 
building science purposes shall utilize the funds for research proj¬ 
ects relating to the construction industry, for faculty development, 
for program enhancement, and for continuing education programs 
related to construction. The funds shall be administered by a 
committee appointed by the dean responsible for the building sci¬ 
ence program, and shall include the head of the department of 
building science, or comparable position, faculty representatives,

and representatives of the building science industry advisory 
committee of the institution. 

“(d) Each institution receiving funds pursuant to this article 
for civil engineering purposes shall utilize the funds to enhance 
activities in the highway engineering or construction area, or both. 
This includes but is not limited to scholarships, fellowships, 
research, faculty development, and continuing education. Funds 
pursuant to this article shall be administered by a committee 
appointed by the dean of engineering. The committee should 
undertake, as part of its mission, to work with the public and pri¬ 
vate sectors of the highway industry to encourage student partic¬ 
ipation in co-op and summer industry employment programs as 
well as to lead students toward career employment in the highway 
industry upon graduation. 

“(e) Each institution receiving funds pursuant to this article 
shall provide to the board an annual report on or before January 31 
for the preceding fiscal year during which the institution received 
the funds. This report shall disclose the total amount of funds 
received by the institution pursuant to this article and shall pro¬ 
vide an accurate accounting for the utilization of the funds. The 
report shall disclose sufficient detail to demonstrate compliance 
with the utilization specifications prescribed in subsections (c) and 
(d). Responsibility for the reports shall be retained by the adminis¬ 
trative committees formed pursuant to subsections (c) and (d) and 
the appointing dean thereof. 

“(f) The board shall retain an amount of five percent of the 
amount to be distributed pursuant to subsection (a) as a fee for 
administrative expenses associated with the collection and distri¬ 
bution of the funds.”

To amend Section 6-2-8, Code of Alabama 1975, which relates to the extension 
of the time for the commencement of certain civil actions; actions for entry upon 
land; or defenses based on title to real property, to remove the extended period of 
time allowed for the commencement of a civil action by certain persons imprisoned 
on a criminal charge for a term less than life. 
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Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama:

three years, or the period allowed by law for the commencement of 
an action if it be less than three years, after the termination of the 
disability to commence an action, make entry, or defend. No dis¬ 
ability shall extend the period of limitations so as to allow an 
action to be commenced, entry made, or defense made after the 
lapse of 20 years from the time the claim or right accrued. Nothing 
in this section shall be interpreted as denying any imprisoned per¬ 
son the right to commence an action enumerated in this chapter 
and to make any proper appearances on his or her behalf in such 
actions. 

“(b) When both disabilities coexist at the time the claim 
accrued, the limitation does not attach until both are removed. 

“(c) A disability which did not exist when a claim accrued does 
not suspend the operation of the limitation unless the contrary is 
expressly provided.”

expended by the county for juvenile related purposes. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Any law, whether special, local, or general to the 
contrary notwithstanding, in Houston County in addition to all 
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other costs and charges in any criminal case or misdemeanor case, 
whose jurisdiction is in the district court, circuit court, or juvenile 
court, specifically including traffic violations, an additional fee of 
ten dollars ($10) shall be charged and collected by the clerk of any 
such court. The monies derived from the charges herein prescribed 
shall be remitted to the Houston County Juvenile Care and 
Services Fund of the county treasury. The monies derived from the 
charges herein, as deposited into the Houston County Juvenile 
Care and Services Fund, may only be used for purpose related to 
the expenses of maintenance and care of children in Houston 
County, Alabama, that may be incurred by order of the court in 
carrying out the provisions and intent of Title 12, Chapter 15, 
Juvenile Proceedings, of the Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, 
and to the extent not otherwise prohibited by law, expenses of 
maintenance and care of children in Houston County, Alabama, to 
include but not be limited to, additional personnel or preventive 
programs, necessary equipment for provisions of service to chil¬ 
dren and families in need, to finance any group home, detention 
facility, or shelter care facility. The county commission is hereby 
authorized to direct, in its sole discretion, expenditures of said 
funds to carry out the provisions and purposes of this act.

To amend Section 16-11-2 of the Code of Alabama 1975, to provide that only 
one classroom teacher may serve as a member of the Board of Education of the City 
of Attalla.

Section 1. Section 16-11-2 of the Code of Alabama 1975, is 
amended to read as follows: 

“§16-11-2. 

(a) The general administration and supervision of the public 
schools and educational interest of each city shall be vested in a 
city board of education, to be composed of five members who shall 
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be residents of the city, and who shall not be members of the city 
council or commission. In any Class 4 municipality which has 
adopted a mayor-council form of government pursuant to Chapter 
43B (commencing with Section 11-43B-1) of Title 11, the city board 
of education may be composed of seven members. 

“(b) The members of the city board of education, who shall, 
except as hereinafter provided, serve without compensation, shall 
be chosen solely because of their character and fitness, but no per¬ 
son shall be appointed or elected to this board pursuant to this sec¬ 
tion who is subject to the authority of the board. In cities having 
populations of not less than 50,000 nor more than 60,000 accord¬ 
ing to the most recent federal decennial census, and the City of 
Attalla, not more than one classroom teacher employed by the 
board may serve as a board member and also as a classroom 
teacher. 

“(c) Each member of the city board in cities having a popula¬ 
tion of 300,000 or more according to the last or any subsequent 
federal census shall receive fifty dollars ($50) for each meeting of 
the board, whether special, regular or executive session, attended 
by him or her. No member shall receive more than one hundred 
and fifty dollars ($150) during any one month. This compensation 
shall be paid from the city school funds in the manner provided for 
paying out of the city school funds. 

“(d) Any city or town which has had the general administration 
and supervision of the public schools and educational interests of 
the city or town vested in a city board of education for a period of 
20 years or more prior to August 15, 1951, may, except as may be 
provided by law, continue to have general administration and 
supervision of the public schools and educational interest under a 
local board of education regardless of any past or future federal 
census.” 

Section 2. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

Thirty days after the date this act becomes appli¬ 
cable, in Hale County, a special indexing fee of five dollars ($5) 
shall be paid to the county and collected by the judge of probate, 
with respect to each real property instrument and each personal 
property instrument that is filed for record in the office of the 
judge of probate and for the recording of other instruments and 
documents in the probate office in the discretion of the judge of 
probate of the county. No instrument shall be received for record 
in the office of the judge of probate unless the special indexing fee 
of five dollars ($5) is paid thereon. The special indexing fee shall 
be in addition to all other fees, taxes, and other charges required 
by law to be paid upon the filing for record of any real property 
instrument or personal property instrument, and for the recording 
of other instruments and documents in the probate office in the 
discretion of the judge of probate of the county. All special index- 
ing fees collected shall be paid into the county general fund.

AN ACT 

To amend Sections 36-1-7 and 36-29-22, Code of Alabama 1975, to provide for 
the appointment of a state employee to the Employee Suggestion Award Board and 
the Flexible Employees Benefit Board in lieu of the executive director of the 
Alabama State Employees Association. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Sections 36-1-7 and 36-29-22, Code of Alabama 
1975, are amended to read as follows: 

“§36-1-7. 

(a) There is hereby established an employee suggestion award 
program for employees of state government, including employees 
who are under the merit system and those who are not under the 
merit system. Under the program, cash or honorary awards may 
be made to state employees whose adopted suggestions will result 
in substantial savings or improvement in state operations. 

“(b) There is hereby established an employee suggestion award 
board which shall be composed of the finance director, the budget 
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officer, the state personnel director, the director of the legislative 
fiscal office, a state employee appointed by the executive director 
of the Alabama state employees association, the chair of the senate 
finance and taxation committee, the chair of the house ways and 
means committee, one member of the house of representatives to 
be appointed by the speaker of the house and one member of the 
senate to be appointed by the lieutenant governor. 

“(c) The board shall adopt rules governing its proceedings, to 
elect a chair and secretary, keep permanent and accurate records 
of its proceedings, establish criteria for making awards, adopt 
rules and regulations to carry out this section, including the power 
to exclude certain classifications of employees from this section, 
and to approve each award made. 

“(d) The maximum cash award approved shall be limited to 20 
percent of the first year’s estimated savings, or four thousand dol¬ 
lars ($4,000), whichever is more. Any cash awards approved by the 
board shall be charged against the appropriation item or items to 
which estimated savings apply or made from any appropriations 
made to the employee suggestion award program. 

“(e) No elected official or department head shall be eligible to 
be considered as a recipient under this section. 

“(f) Any department which recommends to the employee sug¬ 
gestion award board that an employee’s suggestion be adopted, 
and the recommendation is ratified by the board, shall implement 
the suggestion within a reasonable length of time or shall report to 
the board in writing the reasons why the department is unable to 
make the recommended changes. The report to the board is due 
within 180 days following notice to the department that a cash 
award has been approved.” 

“§36-29-22. 

“There is hereby created the flexible employees benefit board, 
which shall consist of a state employee appointed by the executive 
director of the Alabama State Employees Association, the mem¬ 
bers of the state personnel board, and the director of finance. The 
individuals presently holding the offices shall constitute the initial 
membership of the board, and their successors in office, by virtue 
of assuming such office, shall succeed to membership on the board. 
The director of finance may designate a person to attend the meet¬ 
ings from time to time and to vote in his or her absence. 

“The board shall elect one of its members as chair of the board 
and another as vice chair and shall also elect a secretary who need 
not be a member of the board. The chair, vice chair and the secre¬ 
tary shall serve as officers at the pleasure of the board.

SENATE JOINT RESOLUTION 

CREATING THE JOINT LEGISLATIVE OVERSIGHT COM¬ 
MITTEE ON THE RESTORATION AND REPAIR OF THE CAB¬ 
INS AND OTHER STRUCTURES BUILT BY THE CIVILIAN 
CONSERVATION CORPS DURING THE DEPRESSION. 

WHEREAS, a significant part of the history of the State of 
Alabama during the years of the Depression includes the operation 
of the Civilian Conservation Corps and federal programs for the 
preservation of the natural resources that provided employment, 
literacy, and vocational skills to thousands in this state; and 

WHEREAS, from 1933 to 1939, more than one hundred cabins, 
lodges, and other structures were built throughout the state parks 
in Alabama by the members of the Civilian Conservation Corps, and 
many of the beautiful rustic cabins and buildings are still standing 
as a tribute to the blood, sweat, and sacrifice of those members, but 
many are in need of repair or restoration; now therefore, 

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, 
BOTH HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That we do hereby 
establish the Joint Legislative Oversight Committee on the 
Restoration and Repair of the Cabins and Other Structures Built 
By the Civilian Conservation Corps, composed of the following 
membership: three members of the Alabama Senate appointed by 
the Lieutenant Governor and three members of the House of 
Representatives appointed by the Speaker of the House of 
Representatives. At its first meeting, the committee shall elect a 
chair and a vice-chair. The committee shall meet at the call of the 
chair. A majority of the membership of the committee shall consti¬ 
tute a quorum for conducting official business.

RESOLVED FURTHER, That the committee shall perform the 
following functions: 

1. Consult with the Director of the Historical Commission, the 
Director of the Department of Tourism and Travel, and the 
Director of the State Parks Division of the Department of 
Conservation and Natural Resources to determine the feasibility 
and the extent of the restoration or repair of the cabins and other 
structures erected by the members of the Civilian Conservation 
Corps in our state parks, including maintaining the historical 
integrity of the buildings and materials, and to determine the eco¬ 
nomic feasibility and the financial return on tourism and recre¬ 
ation in our state. 

2. Determine the state agency, department, or division best 
suited to be the coordinator for the restoration and repair.

AN ACT 

To amend Section 40-9B-3 of the Code of Alabama 1975, relating to the Tax 
Incentive Reform Act of 1992; to expand the industrial or research enterprise cate¬ 
gories to include refined petroleum pipelines which may qualify for tax abatements. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Section 40-9B-3 of the Code of Alabama 1975, is 
amended to read as follows: 

“§40-9B-3. 

For purposes of this chapter, the following words and phrases 
mean: 

(1) ABATE, ABATEMENT. A reduction or elimination of a 
taxpayer’s liability for tax. An abatement of transaction taxes 
imposed under Chapter 23 of this title, shall relieve the seller from 
the obligation to collect and pay over the transaction tax as if the 
sale were to a person exempt, to the extent of the abatement, from 
the transaction tax. 

“(2) CONSTRUCTION RELATED TRANSACTION TAXES. 
The transaction taxes imposed by Chapter 23 of this title, on tan¬ 
gible personal property and taxable services incorporated into an 
industrial development property, the cost of which may be added 
to capital account with respect to the property, determined with¬ 
out regard to any rule which permits expenditures properly 
chargeable to capital account to be treated as current expenses. 

(3) EDUCATION TAXES. Ad valorem taxes that must, pur¬ 
suant to the Constitution of Alabama of 1901, as amended, legisla¬ 
tive act, or the resolution or other action of the governing board 
authorizing the tax, be used for educational purposes or for capital 
improvements for education and local construction related transac¬ 
tion taxes levied for educational purposes or for capital improve¬ 
ments for education. 

(4) INDUCEMENT. Refers to an agreement, or an “induce¬ 
ment agreement,” entered into between a private user and a public 
authority or county or municipal government and/or a resolution 
or other official action, an “inducement resolution,” “inducement 
letter, or official action” adopted by a public authority or county 
or municipal government, in each case expressing, among other 
things, the present intent of such public authority or county or 
municipal government to issue bonds in connection with the pri¬ 
vate use property therein described. 
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“(5) INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT PROPERTY. Real and/or 
personal property acquired in connection with establishing or 
expanding an industrial or research enterprise in Alabama. 

“(6) INDUSTRIAL OR RESEARCH ENTERPRISE. Any trade 
or business described in 1987 Standard Industrial Classification 
Industry Group Number 0724, Major Groups 20 to 39, inclusive, 
50 and 51, Industrial Group Number 737, and Industry Numbers 
4613, 8731, 8733, and 8734, as set forth in the Standard Industrial 
Classification Manual published by the United States Government 
Office of Management and Budget. 

“(7) MAJOR ADDITION. Any addition to an existing indus¬ 
trial development property that equals the lesser of: 30 percent of 
the original cost of the industrial development property or two mil¬ 
lion dollars ($2,000,000). For purposes of this subsection, the origi¬ 
nal cost of existing industrial development property shall be the 
amount of industrial development property with respect to which 
an abatement was granted under this chapter when the property 
was constructed, or if the existing industrial development property 
was constructed before January 1, 1993, the maximum amount 
that would have been allowed if the provisions of this chapter had 
applied at the time it was constructed. Only property that consti¬ 
tutes industrial development property shall be taken into account 
in making the determination in the previous sentence. 

“(8) MAXIMUM EXEMPTION PERIOD. A period equal to the 
shorter of: 

“a. Ten years from and after: 

“1. The date of initial issuance by a county, city, or public 
authority of bonds to finance any costs of a private use property, or 

“2. If no such bonds are ever issued, the later of: (i) the date on 
which title to such property was acquired by or vested in such 
county, city, or public authority, or (ii) the date on which such 
property is or becomes owned, for federal income tax purposes, by 
a private user; or 

“b. The weighted average economic life of the assets compris¬ 
ing such property, determined consistently with the provisions of 
26 U.S.C. § 147(b) and measured from the date such property is 
placed in service. 

“(9) MORTGAGE AND RECORDING TAXES. The taxes 
imposed by Chapter 22 of this title. 

“(10) NONEDUCATIONAL AD VALOREM TAXES. Ad valo¬ 
rem taxes imposed by the state, counties, municipalities, and other 
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taxing jurisdictions of Alabama that are not required to be used for 
educational purposes or for capital improvements for education. 

“(11) PERSON. Includes any individual, partnership, trust, 
estate, or corporation. 

(12) PRIVATE USER. Any individual, partnership, or corpo¬ 
ration organized for profit that is or will be treated as the owner of 
private use property for federal income tax purposes. 

“(13) PRIVATE USE INDUSTRIAL PROPERTY. Private use 
property that also constitutes industrial development property. 

(14) PRIVATE USE PROPERTY. Any real and/or personal 
property which is or will be treated as owned by a private user for 
federal income tax purposes even though title may be held by a 
public authority or municipal or county government. 

(15) PUBLIC AUTHORITY. A corporation created for public 
purposes pursuant to a provision of the Constitution of Alabama of 
1901 or a general or local law that authorized it to issue bonds, the 
interest on which is exempt from the Alabama income tax, as in 
effect on May 21, 1992. 

(16) PUBLIC INDUSTRIAL AUTHORITY. A public authority 
authorized to issue bonds to acquire, construct, equip, or finance 
industrial development property.” 

Section 2. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

Act No. 96-648 H. 354 - Rep. Dukes 

AN ACT 

Relating to Morgan County; authorizing the governing bodies of the Cities of 
Hartselle, Falkville, and Decatur to regulate the operation of bingo games within 
their respective jurisdictions within Morgan County and providing for penalties. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . As used in this act, the following words shall 
have the following meanings: 

(1) BINGO. The game, commonly known as bingo, where num¬ 
bers or symbols on a card are matched with numbers or symbols 
selected at random. 
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(2) BINGO SESSION. A consecutive period of time not to 
exceed five consecutive hours during which bingo is played in a 
given day and not to exceed one day in a given week. 

(3) EQUIVALENT VALUE. The fair market value of the gift 
on the date the gift is given as the prize in a bingo game. 

(4) LOCATION. A single building, hall, enclosure, or outdoor 
area used for the purpose of playing bingo pursuant to a permit or 
license issued under this act. 

(5) PERMIT HOLDER. A qualified organization or qualified 
club which has a permit or license pursuant to this act. 

(6) PERSON. Any human being, corporation, association, or 
other legal entity. 

(7) REASONABLE EXPENSES. Includes customary and usual 
business overhead expenses. 

(8) QUALIFIED ORGANIZATION. A bona fide religious, edu¬ 
cational, service, senior citizens, fraternal, or veterans’ organiza¬ 
tion which qualifies as an exempt organization under Section 
501(c) of the Internal Revenue Code and operates without profit to 
its members and which has been in existence continuously as that 
organization for a period of three years and which has owned or 
leased real property in Morgan County for at least three years 
immediately prior to making application for operating bingo. 

Section 2. The operation of bingo games for prizes or money 
by qualified organizations or qualified clubs for bona fide charita¬ 
ble, educational, or other lawful purposes shall be legal within the 
Cities of Hartselle, Falkville, and that area of the City of Decatur 
within the boundaries of Morgan County subject to this act. 

Section 3. (a) No qualified organization or club shall be per¬ 

mitted to operate a bingo game unless the bingo game is located in 
the confines of Morgan County and only then the City of Hartselle, 
the City of Falkville, and that area of the City of Decatur within 
the boundaries of Morgan County. The permit described in this act 
is in addition to, and not in lieu of, any other business licenses 
which may be required by law. No bingo game shall be operated 
until all required licenses have been obtained. A permit holder 
may hold only one permit and the permit shall be valid for only 
one location. A permit shall not be assignable or transferable. 

(b) Any qualified organization or club desiring to obtain a per¬ 
mit to operate bingo games in a calendar year shall apply to the 
city clerk in Hartselle, Falkville, or Decatur, on forms provided by 
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th a t office, and shall pay an annual fee of one hundred dollars 
($100). Renewal applications shall also be filed with the city clerk. 
The city clerk shall refuse to grant a bingo permit to any applicant 
who fails to fully provide the information required by this subsec¬ 
tion. Each applicant for a permit shall prove its length of existence 
and the ownership of real property in the respective cities for at 
least three years immediately preceding the application and 
provide the following information: 

(1) The name and home address of the applicant and, if the 
applicant is a corporation, association, private club, or other 
similar legal entity, the names and home addresses of each of the 
officers of the organization or club. 

(2) The names and home addresses of persons, organizations, 
clubs, or other legal entities that shall be the surety for the 
applicant. 

(3) The location at which the applicant shall conduct the bingo 
games. Bingo games shall be held only on the premises wholly 
owned by a qualified permit holder with exception to a rental 
agreement pursuant to this act. 

(4) A statement showing the convictions, if any, for criminal 
offenses, other than minor traffic offenses, of each of the persons 
listed in subdivisions (1) and (2). 

(c) Permits may be amended upon resubmission of application, 
surrender of permit, and payment of a twenty-five dollar ($25) fee. 

Section 4. (a) Each bingo permit shall contain the name and 

address of the permit holder, the location at which the permit 
holder is permitted to conduct bingo, and the day or days of the 
week on which the permit holder is permitted to conduct bingo. 

(b) The bingo permit holder shall display the permit conspicu¬ 
ously at the location where bingo is being conducted at all times 
during the conduct of the games. 

Section 5. (a) It is the intention of the Legislature that only 

qualified organizations or qualified clubs which are properly 
issued permits or licenses pursuant to this act, shall be allowed to 
operate bingo games. A qualified organization or qualified club 
shall not lend its name or allow its identity to be used by any other 
person in operating or promoting a bingo game in which that per¬ 
son has a substantial financial interest. 

(b) Notwithstanding anything to the contrary, with the consent 
of the sponsoring organization, any individual participant may use 
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his or her personal card, but that individual is not exempt from 
any fees or charges. 

(c) It shall be unlawful for two or more qualified organizations 
to pyramid the valuation of prizes in a manner to exceed the limits 
in cash, or gifts of equivalent value, as provided in Section 6. 

(d) Except as otherwise provided by this act, a qualified organi¬ 
zation or qualified club may deduct the reasonable expenses of 
operating and conducting its bingo games. 

(e) No person shall pay consulting fees to any person for any 
services performed in relation to the operation or conduct of a 
bingo game. 

Section 6. (a) Bingo may not be conducted with any equip¬ 

ment which is not owned, being purchased, or being rented at a 
reasonable rate by the permit holder, except as otherwise provided 
in subsection (b) of Section 5. 

(b) Prizes given by any qualified nonprofit organization for the 
playing of bingo games shall not exceed the cash amount or gifts of 
equivalent value of three thousand five hundred dollars ($3,500) 
during any bingo session. 

(c) A permit holder shall not advertise a bingo session except 
by announcement at a regular session of bingo. 

(d) A permit holder shall display its bingo license conspicu¬ 
ously at the location where the bingo game is conducted. 

(e) A permit holder shall conduct bingo games only at the sin¬ 
gle location specified in the application of the permit holder. 

(f) A permit holder, pursuant to Section 3, shall not conduct 
more than one bingo session during any one calendar week not to 
exceed five hours in duration and no session shall be played after 
11:30 p.m. All bingo sessions shall be held Monday to Saturday, 
inclusive, and no bingo shall be played on a Sunday. No alcoholic 
beverages shall be served during any bingo session. 

(g) No person under the age of 19 years shall be permitted to 
play any game or games of bingo conducted pursuant to any per¬ 
mit issued under this law. No person under the age of 19 years 
shall be permitted to conduct or assist in conducting any game of 
bingo pursuant to this act. 

Section 7. Each permit holder shall maintain the following 
records pertaining to each bingo session for at least one year from 
the date of the session: 
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(1) An itemized list of gross receipts for each session. 

(2) An itemized list of all expenses, including the name of each 
person to whom the expenses are paid, and a receipt or invoice for 
all expenses. 

Section 8. (a) On or before April 15, after this act has been 

in effect for one year, and on or before April 15 of each calendar 
year thereafter, each permit holder shall file with the respective 
city clerk a copy of the records required in Section 7 of this act 
relating to the operation of bingo sessions in the previous calendar 
year. 

(b) The records required to be kept pursuant to Section 7 of 
this act by the permit holder for the preceding one year shall be 
open to inspection by the sheriff, municipal officials, any law 
enforcement agency, or the duly authorized representatives of 
either during reasonable business hours. 

(c) The location at which bingo is being conducted, or at which 
an applicant or permit holder intends to conduct bingo, shall be 
open to inspection during regular business hours by the sheriff, 
municipal officials, or any law enforcement agency. 

Section 9. The sheriff or chief of police of the respective 
municipality may revoke any permit if the permit holder or any 
officer, director, agent, member, or employee of the permit holder 
violates this act or rules promulgated pursuant to this act. The 
revocation shall become effective 10 days after notice, by certified 
mail, to the permit holder unless within the 10-day period the per¬ 
mit holder makes a written request for a hearing to the governing 
body of the respective city. All existing rules and procedures for 
meetings and hearings before the governing bodies of Hartselle, 
Falkville, or Decatur, shall appiy unless in direct conflict with this 
act. Following a full hearing and the rendering of a written deci¬ 
sion by the governing bodies of the respective cities, either party 
may appeal the decision directly to the circuit court of Morgan 
County and request a trial by jury. The rendering of a decision 
adverse to the permit holder by the municipal governing body 
shall result in the immediate revocation of the permit. 

Section 1G* (a) A permit holder whose permit or special per¬ 

mit is revoked for a violation of this act or a rule promulgated 
under this act is ineligible to apply for a permit for a period of one 
year after the revocation. 

(b) A person convicted of an offense under Section 12 of this act 
or any other gambling offense is ineligible to serve as an officer, a 
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permit holder, or to participate in conducting bingo for a period of 
one year after the conviction becomes final. If the person is 
licensed pursuant to this act, the person shall forfeit the permit 
and is ineligible to apply for the issuance or reissuance of the per¬ 
mit for a period of one year from the date of conviction. 

(c) If the permit is revoked, in addition to other penalties 
which may be imposed, the police chief may declare the violator 
ineligible to conduct a bingo game or apply for a permit under this 
act for a period not exceeding one year. 

(d) The permit holder shall return its permit to the police chief 
on or before the effective date of a revocation or forfeiture. 
Whether returned or not, the permit shall not be valid beyond the 
effective date of the revocation or forfeiture. 

Section 11. The circuit court of the county shall have juris¬ 
diction to restrain or enjoin violations of this act and shall afford 
trial by jury for all appeals directed to it for alleged violations of 
this act leading to revocations of existing permits. 

Section 12. Any person who violates this act shall be guilty 
of a Class C misdemeanor upon first conviction under this act. Any 
subsequent conviction shall be a Class A misdemeanor. 

Section 13. Any device, equipment, record, money, or stakes 
used in any bingo game or operation in violation of this act, may be 
contraband and may be seized and be forfeited. Property forfeited 
may be sold, destroyed, or retained for official use by the munici¬ 
pal, county, state, or law enforcement agencies, as the circuit court 
directs following a full due process hearing. 

Section 14. Any other law providing a penalty or disability 
on a person who conducts or participates in bingo games, who pos¬ 
sesses equipment used in conducting bingo, who permits bingo to 
be conducted on his or her premises, or who performs other acts in 
connection with bingo, shall not apply to the conduct when done 
pursuant to this act or rules promulgated under this act. 

Section 15. This act shall not be interpreted to permit bingo 
in any part of the City of Decatur outside of Morgan County. 

Section 16. This act is severable. If any part of this act is 
declared invalid or unconstitutional, that declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains. 

Section 17. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
act are repealed. 
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Section 18. This act shall become operative upon the adop¬ 
tion of an amendment to the Constitution of Alabama of 1901, 
authorizing bingo in the Cities of Hartselle and Falkville and that 
portion of the City of Decatur in Morgan County. 

Section 19. This act shall become effective immediately 
upon its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its other¬ 
wise becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To authorize the operator of the greyhound racetrack licensed by the Macon 
County Racing Commission to transmit televised racing events to other racetracks 
in the State of Alabama and to locations outside the state for pari-mutuel wagering 
thereon and to create and administer pari-mutuel pools that include bettors at loca¬ 
tions receiving the televised racing events; to authorize the operator of the race¬ 
track licensed by the Macon County Racing Commission to receive televised racing 
events from racetracks in the state and outside the state for pari-mutuel wagering 
thereon, to conduct pari-mutuel wagering on such racing events, and to participate 
in pari-mutuel pools that include bettors on such racing events at other locations; 
to facilitate pari-mutuel wagering on both live and televised racing events by pre¬ 
scribing new schedule of takeouts from pari-mutuel pools that are permitted to be 
withdrawn by the operator of the greyhound racetrack licensed by the Macon 
County Racing Commission; to provide for changing the hours of operation for the 
racetrack licensed by the Macon County Racing Commission; and to amend Act No. 
83-575 to modify the compensation and expense allowances of members of the 
Macon County Racing Commission. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Televised Racing Events and Pari-Mutuel 
Wagering Thereon. The provisions of Act No. 83-575, as amended 
(the racing act ), to the contrary notwithstanding, any person now 
or hereafter licensed by the Macon County Racing Commission 
(the commission”) to conduct live greyhound racing and 
pari-mutuel wagering thereon (the “racing operator”) shall have 
the rignt, subject to the reasonable regulatory authority of the 
commission, (i) to cause live greyhound racing events conducted at 
the racetrack in Macon County under the jurisdiction of the com¬ 
mission (the “Macon County racetrack”) to be transmitted by tele¬ 
vision to racetracks located elsewhere in the State of Alabama and 
to locations in other states and foreign countries and there made 
available for public viewing and pari-mutuel wagering thereon and 
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(ii) to cause televised horse racing events and greyhound racing 
events held at racetracks located elsewhere in the State of 
Alabama and in other states and foreign countries to be received 
at the Macon County racetrack and there made available for pub¬ 
lic viewing and pari-mutuel wagering thereon. 

Section 2. Combined Pari-Mutuel Pools and Takeout for 
Televised Racing Events. With respect to greyhound racing events 
that are conducted at the Macon County racetrack and are trans¬ 
mitted by television to other locations, the racing operator may 
create and administer pari-mutuel pools that, in addition to bets 
made by bettors at the Macon County racetrack, include bets made 
by bettors at one or more of the locations receiving the televised 
racing events. With respect to horse or greyhound racing events 
that are conducted at racetracks other than the Macon County 
racetrack and are received by television at the Macon County race¬ 
track, the racing operator may participate in pari-mutuel pools, 
created and administered by the racetrack conducting the tele¬ 
vised events, that include bets made by bettors at the Macon 
County racetrack as well as bets made by bettors at the racetrack 
conducting the televised events and at other locations receiving 
the televised events. Pari-mutuel pools that include bets made by 
bettors at both the Macon County racetrack and other locations 
are herein referred to as “combined pools”. The amount allowed to 
the racing operator as the “takeout” with respect to pari-mutuel 
pools bet at the Macon County racetrack on horse or greyhound 
racing events that are received by television from elsewhere shall 
be the same as the takeout that would be allowed by applicable 
law on the same kind of pari-mutuel pools bet on live greyhound 
racing at the Macon County racetrack; providing, however, that 
with respect to horse or greyhound racing events received by tele¬ 
vision at the Macon County racetrack, the racing operator, in 
order to enable bettors at the Macon County racetrack to partic¬ 
ipate fully in combined pools, may adjust the takeout for bets 
placed at the Macon County racetrack to match the takeout 
required for the combined pools administered by the racetrack 
operator transmitting such racing events. 

Section 3. State and Local Taxes, (a) The total pari-mutuel 
pools or “handle” bet by bettors placing their bets at the Macon 
County racetrack on greyhound racing events that are received by 
television from elsewhere shall be subject to the state privilege tax 
levied by Chapter 26A, Title 40, Code of Alabama 1975, and to all 
local taxes on pari-mutuel wagering at the same rate, in the same 
manner and on the same terms as are applicable to the local 
pari-mutuel tax on live greyhound racing conducted at the Macon 
County racetrack. The total handle bet at the Macon County 
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racetrack on horse racing events that are received by television 
from elsewhere shall be subject to (i) a local tax on pari-mutuel 
wagering that shall be levied at the same rates and calculated in 
the same manner as the “commission horse wagering fee” levied 
pursuant to Section 11-65-30, Code of Alabama 1975, for horse rac¬ 
ing conducted in Class 1 municipalities and shall be collected, 
administered and distributed in the same manner and on the same 
terms as are applicable to the local pari-mutuel tax on live grey¬ 
hound racing conducted at the Macon County racetrack, and (ii) 
the “state horse wagering fee” levied pursuant to Section 11-65-29, 
Code of Alabama 1975, notwithstanding the circumstance that the 
Macon County racetrack is not located in a Class 1 municipality. 

(b) Local taxes applicable to pari-mutuel wagering at the 
Macon County racetrack shall not be applicable to amounts bet at 
other racetracks in the State of Alabama on televised racing 
events received from the Macon County racetrack, irrespective of 
whether such amounts are bet as part of combined pools created 
and administered by the racing operator at the Macon County 
racetrack. Taxes levied by the State of Alabama on amounts bet on 
televised racing events shall be collected by the licensed operator 
of the racetrack at which such amounts are bet, and the racing 
operator of the Macon County racetrack shall have no responsibil¬ 
ity for the collection of such state taxes on amounts bet at other 
racetracks in the state on televised events transmitted from the 
Macon County racetrack. Taxes on pari-mutuel wagering levied 
pursuant to any law of the State of Alabama shall not apply to 
amounts bet on televised events at locations outside the state. 


Section 4. Provisions Respecting Takeout for Racing Events. 
In order to provide a uniform takeout for pari-mutuel wagering on 
live greyhound racing events and on televised horse or greyhound 


racing events received at the Macon County racetrack, and to 
enable the Macon County racetrack to maximize its participation 
in combined pools with other racetracks, the Legislature hereby 
finds and determines that it is necessary and desirable to author¬ 
ize the schedule of takeouts hereinafter provided for pari-mutuel 
pools bet at the Macon County racetrack, notwithstanding Section 
40-26A-2 of the Code of Alabama 1975. Subject to the provisions of 
Section 2 of this act relating to adjustment of the takeout for com¬ 


bined pools, the total takeout allowed to the racing operator for 
pari-mutuel pools bet at the Macon County racetrack on live grey¬ 
hound races conducted at such racetrack and for pari-mutuel pools 
bet at the Macon County racetrack on televised horse or grey¬ 
hound racing events received at such racetrack, before deducting 
any state or local wagering taxes, shall be seventeen percent (17%) 
in the case of any pari-mutuel pool where the bettor is required to 
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select one racing contestant, twenty-one percent (21%) in the case 
of any pari-mutuel pool where the bettor is required to select two 
racing contestants, and twenty-three percent (23%) in the case of 
any pari-mutuel pool where the bettor is required to select three or 
more racing contestants. 

Section 5. Provisions Respecting Hours of Racetrack 
Operation, (a) Subsection (d) of Section 12 of Act No. 83-575 
enacted at the 1983 Regular Session of the Legislature of Alabama 
is hereby repealed in its entirety, and subsection (e) of said Section 
12 is hereby redesignated as subsection (d). 

(b) Notwithstanding the provisions of the racing act and any 
rules and regulations of the racing commission now in effect or 
hereafter promulgated, all of which are hereby superseded to the 
extent inconsistent with the provisions of this section, the racing 
operator is hereby authorized to open the Macon County racetrack 
for business and to conduct live greyhound racing and/or televised 
horse or greyhound racing and pari-mutuel wagering thereon dur¬ 
ing such hours as it shall deem desirable, however in no event 
shall the racing commission be authorized to allow live greyhound 
racing and/or televised horse or greyhound racing and pari-mutual 
wagering thereon to be conducted after 2:00 AM on Sunday; pro¬ 
vided that the racing operator shall not conduct any live racing 
event at the Macon County racetrack before 10:00 o’clock, A.M., 
nor shall it present any televised racing event before 8:00 o’clock, 
A.M., with each such hour to be determined according to the time 
then applicable in Alabama. If the racing operator keeps the 
Macon County racetrack open for business until midnight on any 
day, whether conducting pari-mutuel wagering on live racing or 
televised racing or both, the racing operator may continue all or 
any of its operations past midnight for not exceeding the first two 
hours of the following day, even if such following day is not a day 
on which the Macon County racetrack is scheduled to be open for 
business as a racing day permitted under the racing act, and the 
time, not exceeding two hours, for which the operations of the 
racetrack are continued into the following day shall not be counted 
as a racing day or any part thereof against the limit of 300 racing 
days permitted the racing operator in any one year. 

Section 6. Compensation and Expenses of Commission 
Members. Beginning with the first calendar month next succeed¬ 
ing the calendar month in which this act shall become law, Section 
3 of Act No. 83-575 enacted at the 1983 Regular Session of the 
Legislature of Alabama shall be amended to read as follows: 

“Section 3. The basic compensation of each member of the 
Racing Commission shall be two thousand five hundred dollars 
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($2,500) per month. One member of the Racing Commission shall 
be required to be in attendance at the racetrack for each racing 
performance consisting of a designated number of races, although 
up to three (3) members of the Racing Commission may be present 
for each performance. If a matinee performance consisting of a 
designated number of races and an evening performance consist¬ 
ing of a designated number of races occur on the same day, the 
matinee performance and the evening performance shall be 
deemed separate performances for purposes of compensating mem¬ 
bers of the Racing Commission for their attendance.

Section 7. Construction of Act. This act shall be liberally 
construed to expand the opportunity of patrons of the Macon 
County racetrack to wager on televised racing events conducted at 
other racetracks and to participate in combined pools with respect 
to such events. Nothing in this act shall be construed to authorize, 
or make lawful off-track betting” or gambling of any kind at any 
location in the State of Alabama other than a racetrack where 
pari-mutuel wagering on live racing may be lawfully conducted. 

Section 8. Severability of Provisions. The provisions of this 
act shall be severable, and the invalidation of any particular provi¬ 
sion by a court of competent jurisdiction shall not impair or invali¬ 
date the remaining provisions thereof. 

Section 9. Effective Date. This act shall become effective 
immediately upon its passage and approval by the governor of the 
state or upon its otherwise becoming law.

AN ACT 

To amend Act No. 376 of the 1975 Legislature relating to the Greene County 
Racetrack and pari-mutuel wagering in Greene County to provide for televised rac¬ 
ing events and pari-mutuel wagering on greyhound racing and horse racing; to pro¬ 
vide for combined pari-mutuel pools and takeout for televised racing events; to levy 
state and local taxes on pari-mutuel wagering; to change the number of racing 
days; to change the hours for racing; and to repeal the admission fee. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Televised Racing Events and Pari-Mutuel 
Wagering Thereon. The provisions of Act No. 75-376, as amended 
(the “racing act”), to the contrary notwithstanding, the person now 
or hereafter licensed by the Greene County Racing Commission to 
conduct live greyhound racing and pari-mutuel wagering shall 
have the right, subject to the reasonable regulatory authority of 
the commission, to cause live greyhound racing events conducted 
at the racetrack in Greene County under the jurisdiction of the 
commission to be transmitted by television to racetracks located 
elsewhere in the State of Alabama and to locations in other states 
and foreign countries to be received at the Greene County 
Racetrack and there made available for public viewing and 
pari-mutuel wagering thereon. 

Section 2. Combined Pari-Mutuel Pools and Takeout for 
Televised Racing Events. With respect to greyhound racing events 
that are conducted at the Greene County Racetrack and are trans¬

State and Local Taxes, (a) The total pari-mutuel 
pools or “handle” bet by bettors placing their bets at the Greene 
County Racetrack on greyhound racing events that are received by 
television from elsewhere shall be subject to the state privilege tax 
levied by Chapter 26A, Title 40, Code of Alabama 1975, and to all 
local taxes on pari-mutuel wagering at the same rate, in the same 
manner and on the same terms as are applicable to the local 
pari-mutuel tax on live greyhound racing conducted at the Greene 
County Racetrack; provided, however, that any additional 
amounts due pursuant to the current licenses issued by the 
Greene County Racing Commission shall be the amounts due and 
payable to the racing commission. The total handle bet at the 
Greene County Racetrack on horse racing events that are received 
by television from elsewhere shall be subject to (i) a local tax on 
pari-mutuel wagering that shall be levied at the same rates and 
calculated in the same manner as the “commission horse wagering 
fee” levied pursuant to Section 11-65-30, Code of Alabama 1975, 
for horse racing conducted in Class 1 municipalities and shall be 
collected, administrated, and distributed in the same manner and 
on the same terms as are applicable to the local pari-mutuel tax on 
live greyhound racing conducted at the Greene County Racetrack, 
provided, however, that one year from the effective date of this act, 
the fee shall be four percent and (ii) the “state horse wagering fee” 
levied pursuant to Section 11-65-29, Code of Alabama 1975, 
notwithstanding the circumstance that the Greene County 
Racetrack is not located in a Class 1 municipality. 

(b) Local taxes applicable to pari-mutuel wagering at the 
Greene County Racetrack shall not be applicable to amounts bet at 
other racetracks in the State of Alabama on televised racing 
events received from the Greene County Racetrack, irrespective of 
whether the amounts are bet as part of combined pools created 
and administered by the racing operator at the Greene County 
Racetrack. Taxes levied by the State of Alabama on amounts bet 
on televised racing events shall be collected by the license operator 
of the racetrack at which the amounts are bet, and the racing 
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operator of the Greene County Racetrack shall have no responsi¬ 
bility for the collection of state taxes on amounts bet at other race¬ 
tracks in the state on televised events transmitted from the 
Greene County Racetrack. Taxes on pari-mutuel wagering levied 
pursuant to any law of the State of Alabama shall not apply to 
amounts bet on televised events at locations outside the state. 

(c) The tax imposed upon admission to the Greene County 
Racetrack is repealed. 

Section 4. Provisions Respecting Takeout for Racing Events. 
In order to provide a uniform takeout for pari-mutuel wagering on 
live greyhound racing events and on televised horse or greyhound 
racing events received at the Greene County Racetrack, and to 
enable the Greene County Racetrack to maximize its participation 
in combined pools with other racetracks, the Legislature hereby 
finds and determines that it is necessary and desirable to author¬ 
ize the schedule of takeouts hereinafter provided for pari-mutuel 
pools bet at the Greene County Racetrack, notwithstanding 
Section 40-26A-2, Code of Alabama 1975. Subject to the provisions 
of Section 2 of this act relating to adjustment of the takeout for 
combined pools, the total takeout allowed to the racing operator for 
pari-mutuel pools bet at the Greene County Racetrack on live 
greyhound races conducted at the racetrack and for pari-mutuel 
pools bet at the Greene County Racetrack on televised horse or 
greyhound racing events received at the racetrack, before deduct¬ 
ing any state or local wagering taxes, shall be 17 percent in the 
case of any pari-mutuel pool where the bettor is required to select 
one racing contestant, 21 percent in the case of any pari-mutuel 
pool where the bettor is required to select two racing contestants, 
and 23 percent in the case of any pari-mutuel pool where the bet¬ 
tor is required to select three or more racing contestants. 

Section 5. Provisions Respecting Number of Days Racing to 
be Allowed. Section 7 of Act No. 376 of the 1975 Legislature is 
amended to read as follows: 

“Section 7. Any person, association, or corporation desiring to 
operate a racetrack in the county, shall have the right subject to 
the provisions of this act, to hold and conduct one or more racing 
meetings at the track each year, provided that no such license 
shall be granted to any person, association, or corporation, or to 
any track, for a period longer than 312 racing days in any one 
year. The racing days shall include the charity days as provided in 
Section 22 for the racetrack.” 

Section 6. Provisions Respecting Hours of Racetrack 
Operation and Number of Races. Section 13 of Act No. 376 of the 
1975 Legislature is amended to read as follows: 
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“Section 13. The commission shall make rules governing, per¬ 
mitting, and regulating the wagering on dog races under the form 
of mutuel wagering by patrons known as “Pari-Mutuel Wagering,” 
which method shall be legal to the extent that and so long as, the 
same is carried on and conducted strictly in conformity with this 
act, and not otherwise. Only the persons, associations, or corpora¬ 
tions receiving a license from the commission shall have the right 
or privilege to conduct this type of wagering and the licenses shall 
restrict and confine this form of wagering to a space within the 
race meeting grounds. All other forms of wagering on the result of 
dog races shall continue to be illegal, and any or all wagering out¬ 
side of the enclosure of such races, where such races shall have 
been licensed by the commission shall be illegal. 

“No person or corporation shall directly or indirectly purchase 
pari-mutuel tickets or participate in the purchase of any part of a 
pari-mutuel pool for another for hire or for any gratuity and no 
person shall purchase any part of a pari-mutuel pool through 
another, wherein he or she gives or pays directly or indirectly such 
other person anything of value. Any person violating this section 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and, upon conviction in a 
court of competent jurisdiction, shall be punished by a fine of not 
more than five hundred dollars ($500), or by imprisonment not to 
exceed six months, or both fine and imprisonment in the discretion 
of the court. 

“In addition to other rules and regulations that may be pro¬ 
mulgated by the racing commission, the following shall be com¬ 
plied with by the licensee or operator of the race plant and employ¬ 
ees thereof. 

“(a) A duly licensed veterinarian shall be on the grounds at 
weighing time and make examination of the physical condition of 
each greyhound, and any dog not considered to be in good physical 
condition, shall be reported to the presiding official. 

“(b) An adequate security force shall be employed as prescribed 
by the racing commission. Members of security force shall have the 
same powers as other law enforcement officers of the county while 
performing their duties on the premises of the racetrack. 

“(c) Public liability insurance shall be carried by the licensee or 
operator in an amount and with a company approved by the racing 
commission. 

“(d) A pari-mutuel ticket shall not be sold to an individual who 
is visibly inebriated. 

“(e) The racing operator is authorized to open the Greene 
County Racetrack for business and to conduct live greyhound

racing and or televised horse or greyhound racing and pari-mutuel 
wagering during the hours as it deems desirable, however in no 
event shall the racing commission be authorized to allow live grey¬ 
hound racing and/or televised horse or greyhound racing and 
pari-mutuel wagering thereon to be conducted after 2:00 a.m. on 
Sunday; provided that the racing operator shall not conduct any 
live racing event at the Greene County Racetrack before 
10:00 a.m., nor shall it present any televised racing event before 
8:00 a.m. with the hour to be determined according to the time 
then applicable in Alabama. If the racing operator keeps the 
Greene County Racetrack open for business until midnight on any 
day, whether conducting pari-mutuel wagering on live racing or 
televised racing or both, the racing operator may continue all or 
any of its operations past midnight for not exceeding the first two 
hours of the following day, even if the following day is not a day on 
which the Greene County Racetrack is scheduled to be open for 
business as a racing day permitted under the racing act, and the 
time, not exceeding two hours, for which the operations of the 
racetrack are continued into the following day shall not be counted 
as a racing day or any part thereof against the limit of racing days 
permitted the racing operator in any one year. A pari-mutuel 
ticket shall not be sold to an individual who is visibly inebriated. 

“(f) Notwithstanding the provisions of the racing act and any 
rules and regulations of the racing commission now in effect, there 
shall be no limit imposed upon the number of races which may be 
conducted within a single racing program.” 

Section 7- Construction of Act. This act shall be liberally 
construed to expand the opportunity of patrons of the Greene 
County Racetrack to wager on televised racing events conducted at 
other racetracks and to participate in combined pools with respect 
to the events. Nothing in this act shall be construed to authorize or 
make lawful “off-track betting” or gambling of any kind at any 
location in the State of Alabama other than a racetrack where 
pari-mutuel wagering on live racing may be lawfully conducted. 

Section 8. Severability of Provisions. The provisions of this 
act are severable. If any part of this act is declared invalid or 
unconstitutional, that declaration shall not affect the part which 
remains. 

Section 9. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To require corporations, associations, health maintenance organizations, 
employer-sponsored health benefit plans, or any similar organizations or entities 
providing various health coverages and plans to furnish enrollees with a written 
description of the coverage, exclusions, services, medications, authorizations, finan¬ 
cial responsibility for payment of coinsurance or other noncovered or out-of-plan 
service; and to cite this act as the “Patient Right to Know Act.” 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . This act shall be known and may be cited as the 
“Patient Right to Know Act.” 

Section 2. As used in this act, unless the context clearly 
indicates otherwise, the following words shall have the following 
meanings: 

(1) ENROLLEE. A person who purchases individual health 
care coverage or an employer who purchases a group health care 
plan. 

(2) PROVIDER. A physician, dentist, podiatrist, pharmacist, 
optometrist, psychologist, clinical social worker, advanced nurse 
practitioner, registered optician, licensed professional counselor, 
physical therapist, and chiropractor. 

Section 3. (a) All persons, firms, corporations, associations, 

health maintenance organizations, health insurance services, or 
preferred provider organizations, any employer-sponsored health 
benefit plan, or any similar organization or entity, providing 
health, accident, or dental insurance coverage, either directly or 
indirectly, shall provide an enrollee with a written description of 
the terms and conditions of the plan. The written plan description 
shall be in a simple, readable, and easily understandable format 
and shall include all of the following: 

(1) Coverage provisions including complete extent and exclu¬ 
sions or restrictions of coverage or service, including, but not lim¬ 
ited to the following: 

a. Outpatient physician services. 

b. Referral to specialty physicians and other providers. 

c. Choice of pharmacy providers. 

d. Diagnostic tests, including mammography exams. 

e. Dental services. 

f. Chiropractic services. 
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g. Hospitalization. 

h. Laboratory tests and services. 

i. FDA approved therapies. 

j. Prescription drug coverage. 

k. Rehabilitation services, and physical, occupational, and 
vocational therapy. 

l. Mental health services. 

m. Long-term care. 

n. Full range of reproductive services. 

(2) Extent of benefits provided or excluded, including prescrip¬ 
tion drug coverage with both generic and brand names. 

(3) Any exclusions or limitations by category of service, 
provider, and, if applicable, by the specific service or type of drug. 

(4) Any prior authorizations, including procedures for and limi¬ 
tations or restrictions on referrals to a provider other than pri¬ 
mary care physicians, dentists, or other review requirements, 
including preauthorization review, concurrent review, postservice 
review, and postpayment review. 

(5) An explanation of the financial responsibility for payment 
of coinsurance or other noncovered or out-of-plan service. 

(6) Disclosure to enrollees that includes the following 
language: 

“You have the right to information about how the plan oper¬ 
ates its care delivery system and an explanation of the benefits to 
which participants are entitled under the terms of the plan.” 

(7) The phone number and address for the enrollee to obtain 
additional information concerning the items described in subdivi¬ 
sion (6) of this section. 

(b) The organization or entity may provide the information 
under subdivision (a)(6) of this section by providing information in 
the entity's annual financial statement most recently submitted to 
the Department of Insurance. 

Section 4. The information provided by Section 3 shall be 
updated annually and shall be provided to any enrollee on a sched¬ 
ule established by the entity. 

Section 5. The provisions of this act are severable. If any 
part of this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, that decla¬ 
ration shall not affect the part which remains. 
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Section 6. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
act are repealed. 

Section 7. This act shall become effective 60 days after its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

Section 1 . Section 36-26-36, Code of Alabama 1975, is 
amended to read as follows: 

"§36-26-36. 

"(a) Upon retirement, each state merit system employee shall 
receive payment of 50 percent of his or her accrued and unused 
sick leave at the time of his or her retirement, and payments for 
the sick leave shall be made at the same rate as his or her regular 
pay. 

“(b) When a state employee in the classified service dies while 
in active service to the state, the estate of the deceased employee 
shall receive a monetary payment of 50 percent of the accrued and 
unused sick leave, not to exceed 600 hours, which the employee 
was credited with at the time of his or her death.”

Title 40, (commencing with Section 40-23-1), Code of Alabama 
1975, and any county and municipal sales and use taxes do not 
apply to sales by elementary or secondary schools or nonprofit ele¬ 
mentary or secondary school-sponsored clubs and organizations or 
any nonprofit, elementary, or secondary school affiliated groups, 
such as parent-teacher organizations and booster clubs, whose 
membership may be composed of individuals other than students, 
provided the net proceeds from such sales are used solely for the 
benefit of the elementary or secondary school. Such nontaxable 
sales shall include sales resulting from agreements or contracts 
entered into with resident or nonresident organizations to partic¬ 
ipate in fund-raising campaigns for a percentage of the gross 
receipts where students act as agents or salesmen for the organi¬ 
zations by selling or taking orders for the sale of tangible personal 
property, and no one shall be required to pay sales or use taxes on 
such sales. 

(b) The Department of Revenue may make any rules and regu¬ 
lations necessary to carry out the intent of this section. 

Section 2. This act shall become effective on the first of the 
month following 60 days from its passage and approval by the 
Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Pursuant to Section 36-27-7.1 of the Code of 
Alabama 1975, an active and contributing member of the 
Employees’ Retirement System may elect to purchase prior service 
credit for full time employment he or she had in the Cooperative 
Extension Service at Auburn University, acquired before May 1, 
1976, provided the person complies with the following conditions 
prescribed in this act. 
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Section 2. A member eligible to claim and purchase the 
credit for service under Section 1 of this act shall be awarded cred¬ 
itable service under the Employees' Retirement System. The mem¬ 
ber shall pay into his or her retirement system or fund, prior to the 
date of retirement of the member and prior to October 1, 1997, a 
sum equal to a percentage of his or her current annual earnable 
compensation, or average final compensation, whichever shall be 
greater, for each year of service purchased.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1, Section 36-27-15.2 of the Code of Alabama 1975, 
is amended to read as follows: 

“§36-27-15.2. 

“(a)(1) Any member of the Teachers’ Retirement System of 
Alabama or any member of the Employees’ Retirement System of 
Alabama shall be eligible to receive up to 10 years of creditable 
service for employment in public education in states other than 
Alabama, for prior service in public education in Alabama as a 
teacher’s aide, for regular full-time service with the teachers’ corps 
in the State of Alabama, for regular full-time service with the Job 
Corps, or for up to 10 years of creditable service for public employ¬ 
ment rendered in states other than Alabama, provided that the 
member of the retirement system claiming such credit shall have 
attained not less than 10 years of contributing membership service 
credit, exclusive of military service credit, under the retirement 
system of which he or she is a member; and, provided further, that 
the member performs and complies with the conditions prescribed 
in subdivision (2) of this subsection. 

“(2) A member of the Teachers’ or Employees’ Retirement 
System of Alabama, eligible under paragraph a. of this subdivision, 
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may receive credit for public service rendered in states other than 
Alabama and for prior service in public education in Alabama as a 
teacher’s aide or for regular full-time service with the teachers’ 
corps in the State of Alabama or the Job Corps as provided in sub¬ 
division (1) of this subsection, provided that as conditions precedent 
to the receipt of the credit: 

a. The member shall contribute, prior to the date of his or her 
retirement, to his or her respective retirement system, for each 
year of out-of-state service credit, a percentage of his or her cur¬ 
rent annual earnable compensation or average final compensation, 
whichever is greater; the applicable percentage of the annual earn¬ 
able compensation or average final compensation, whichever is 
greater shall be the sum of the prevailing percentage rates of 
employer and member contributions, as required by the most 
recent actuarial valuation; 

“b. The public retirement system of such other state, county, 
city or other political subdivision thereof shall certify in writing to 
the applicable retirement system that the member had credit 
under the retirement system for the service claimed; 

‘c. The member shall claim, purchase, and receive credit for 
out-of-state service in increments of not less than one year, unless 
the member’s total or balance of out-of-state service is less than 
one year, in which event, he or she shall claim and purchase credit 
for the entire period. 

“(b) Any person who is retired under the Teachers’ or 
Employees’ Retirement System of Alabama may receive credit for 
out-of-state service and prior service in public education in 
Alabama as a teacher’s aide or regular full-time service with the 
teachers corps in the State of Alabama under the same conditions 
as are provided herein for active members, except that, in lieu of 
current compensation, the contribution shall be based on his or her 
average final salary at the time of retirement; and, provided, the 
person was retired on or before July 30, 1979; and, provided fur¬ 
ther, that the retired person makes his or her contribution in a 
lump sum prior to the expiration of a period being one year next 
following July 30, 1979. Any retirant so claiming and contributing 
the amount herein required shall have his or her retirement 
allowance redetermined on the basis of the additional creditable

“(a) Owners of all motor vehicles who are residents of 
Alabama, upon application to the judge of probate or commissioner 
of licenses, complying with the state motor vehicle laws relating to 
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registration and licensing of motor vehicles and payment of the 
regular license fee for tags or plates as provided by law for the 
motor vehicle, and the payment of an additional annual fee of fif¬ 
teen dollars ($15), shall be issued license tags or plates which shall 
bear the words “Helping Schools.” 

“(b) The tags shall be issued, printed, and processed in the 
same manner as other personalized tags are in this chapter. The 
tags shall be valid for five years and shall be replaced at the end of 
the period with either conventional tags or other personalized 
tags, or with new “Helping Schools” tags. Payment of the required 
motor vehicle license fees and taxes for the years during which a 
new vehicle license plate is not issued shall be evidenced as pro¬ 
vided for in section 32-6-63.

Section 1. (a) The Neighbors Helping Neighbors Fund is 

established in the State Treasury to provide eligible recipients 
weatherization assistance. 
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(b) The monies in the fund shall consist of any of the following: 

(1) Contributions from taxpayers received by the Department 
of Revenue and transferred to the fund. 

(2) Appropriations from the Legislature. 

(3) Donations from private sources. 

(4) Interest earned on principal remaining in the fund. 

(c) The monies in the fund shall not revert to the General Fund 
at the end of the fiscal year. 

Section 2. (a) Eligible recipients of assistance are individu¬ 

als who have a household income at or below 125 percent of the 
poverty level or individuals who are 60 years of age or older or 
handicapped and families with children under 18 years of age as 
determined by the United States Office of Management and 
Budget and reported in the federal register. 

(b) Beginning July 1, 1996, the Director of the Department of 
Economic and Community Affairs shall provide assistance funds to 
designated community action agencies and county governments 
currently providing energy assistance to people who are eligible to 
receive assistance under this act. Disbursement of assistance 
funds shall be coordinated with all other state and federal home 
weatherization assistance programs administered by the 
Department of Economic and Community Affairs. 

(c) An amount of not more than 10 percent of the fund monies 
may be used for administrative costs in providing services speci¬ 
fied under this act. 

(d) On or before October 15 of each year, the director shall sub¬ 
mit a report to the appropriate legislative committees. The report 
shall include a summary of the total monies collected and dis¬ 
tributed under this act and such other information as the legisla¬ 
tive committees may request. 

Section 3. (a) The Department of Revenue shall provide a 

space on the individual tax return form in which the taxpayer may 
designate an amount of the taxpayer’s refund as a voluntary con¬ 
tribution to the Neighbors Helping Neighbors Fund. 

(b) The Department of Revenue shall subtract the designated 
amount from the refund due the taxpayer and pay it to the State 
Treasurer for deposit in the fund. 

(c) The taxpayer may also donate an amount to the fund, in 
lieu of or in addition to the designated portion of his or her income 
tax refund, by an appropriate indication and by including the 
amount on his or her return. 
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Section 4. This act shall be operative for tax years begin¬ 
ning after December 31, 1996. 

Section 5. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law. 

This Act became a law under Section 125 of the Constitution 
on May 21, 1996 without approval by the Governor. 


Act No. 96-661 S. 120 - Senators Biddle, Freeman, 

Butler, and Waggoner 

AN ACT 

To provide for licensure and regulation of massage therapists and massage 
establishments; to provide for the registration of massage therapy schools and 
instructors; to create the Alabama Board of Massage Therapy; to create the 
Alabama Board of Massage Therapy Fund; to provide for an appropriation to the 
Alabama Board of Massage Therapy from the Alabama Board of Massage Therapy 
Fund in an amount as deemed necessary for fiscal year 1996-1997; to provide for the 
duties and powers of the board; and to prescribe penalties for violations of the act. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. This act shall be cited as the “Alabama Massage 
Therapy Licensure Act.” 

Section 2. Massage therapy is declared by the Legislature 
to be a professional therapeutic health service. The Legislature 
finds that in the practice of massage therapy, there is a necessity 
to preserve and protect individual life and health, to promote the 
public interest and welfare by establishing licensure requirements 
and assuring public safety. It is the intent of this act to establish a 
regulatory agency and procedures that will ensure that the public 
is protected from the unprofessional, improper, unauthorized, and 
unqualified practice of massage therapy. All massage therapists 
engaged in the practice of massage therapy in this state shall meet 
the requirements set forth in this act. 

Section 3. For purposes of this act, the following terms shall 
have the following meanings: 

(1) ADVERTISE. Distributing a card, flier, sign, or device to 
any person or organization, or allowing any sign or marking on 
any building, radio, television, or by advertising by any other 
means designed to attract public attention. 

(2) BOARD. The Alabama Board of Massage Therapy created 
pursuant to this act. 
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(3) BOARD-APPROVED MASSAGE THERAPY SCHOOL. A 
school where massage therapy is taught which is one of the following: 

a. If located in Alabama is accredited by the Department of 
Education and approved by the board as meeting the minimum 
established standards of training and curriculum as determined by 
the board. 

b. If located outside of Alabama is recognized by the board and 
by a regionally recognized professional accrediting body. 

c. Is a postgraduate training institute accredited by the 
Commission on Accreditation for Massage Therapy. 

(4) ESTABLISHMENT. A site, premises, or business where 
massage therapy is practiced by a licensed massage therapist. 

(5) EXAMINATION. A National Certification For Therapeutic 
Massage and Bodywork Examination administered by an indepen¬ 
dent agency or another nationally or internationally accredited 
exam administered by an independent agency per approval of the 
board. 

(6) LICENSE. The credential issued by the board which allows 
the licensee to engage in the safe and ethical practice of massage 
therapy. 

(7) MASSAGE THERAPIST. A person licensed pursuant to 
this act who practices or administers massage therapy or touch 
therapy modalities to a patron for compensation. 

(8) MASSAGE THERAPY INSTRUCTOR. A licensed massage 
therapist approved by the board to teach the practice of massage 
therapy. 

(9) PERSON. Any individual, firm, corporation, partnership, 
organization, association, or other legal entity. 

(10) SEXUALLY ORIENTED BUSINESS. A sex parlor, mas¬ 
sage parlor, nude studio, modeling studio, love parlor, adult book¬ 
store, adult movie theater, adult video arcade, adult motel, or 
other commercial enterprise which has as its primary business the 
offering for sale, rent, or exhibit, or the exhibit of, items intended 
to provide sexual stimulation or sexual gratification to the 
customer. 

(11) THERAPEUTIC MASSAGE AND RELATED TOUCH 
THERAPY MODALITIES. The mobilization of the soft tissue 
which may include skin, fascia, tendons, ligaments, and muscles, 
for the purpose of establishing good physical condition. The term 
shall include effleurage, petrissage, tapotement, compression, 
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vibration, stretching, heliotherapy, superficial hot and cold appli¬ 
cations, topical applications, or other therapy which involves 
movement either by hand, forearm, elbow, or foot, for the purpose 
of therapeutic massage. Massage therapy may include the external 
application and use of herbal or chemical preparations and lubri¬ 
cants such as salts, powders, liquids, nonprescription creams, 
mechanical devises such as T-bars, thumpers, body support sys¬ 
tems, heat lamps, hot and cold packs, salt glow, steam cabinet 
baths or hydrotherapy. The term includes any massage, movement 
therapy, massage technology, myotherapy, massotherapy, oriental 
massage techniques, structural integration, or polarity therapy. 
The term shall not include laser therapy, microwave, injection 
therapy, manipulation of the joints, or any diagnosis or treatment 
of an illness that normally involves the practice of medicine, chiro¬ 
practic, physical therapy, podiatry, nursing, occupational therapy, 
veterinary, acupuncture, osteopathy, orthopedics, hypnosis, or 
naturopathies. 

Section 4. Except as specifically provided by this act, begin¬ 
ning January 1, 1997, no person may do any of the following 
unless licensed pursuant to this act: 

(1) Advertise that he or she performs therapeutic massage or 
related touch therapy modalities. 

(2) Hold himself or herself out to the public as a massage ther¬ 
apist, using any name or description denoting himself or herself as 
a massage therapist, or purporting to have the skills necessary to 
perform massage therapy. 

(3) Practice massage therapy. 

Section 5. (a) The following persons shall be exempt from 

this act: 

(1) A student or an apprentice of massage therapy who is ren¬ 
dering massage therapy services under the supervision of a 
licensed massage therapy instructor, or any other supervisory 
arrangement recognized and approved by the board, including, but 
not limited to, a temporary permit. The intern or apprentice shall 
be designated by title as a massage therapy intern, or by another 
title clearly indicating training status. 

(2) Qualified members of other professions who are licensed 
and regulated under Alabama law while they are in the course of 
rendering services within the scope of their license or regulation, 
provided that they do not represent themselves as massage 
therapists. 

(3) A person giving massages to his or her immediate family. 
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(4) Visiting massage therapy instructors from another state, 
territory, or country teaching massage therapy, provided that the 
massage therapy instructor is licensed or registered as required in 
his or her place of residence. Visiting massage instructors teaching 
continuing education courses may teach in the state up to 100 
hours per year without an Alabama license. One hundred hours of 
continuing education instruction or more shall require licensure. 

(5) Members of the Massage Emergency Rescue Team (MERT) 
or any other nationally or internationally recognized disaster relief 
association who practice massage therapy in the state only during 
a time declared by the Governor to be a city, county, or state emer¬ 
gency. These therapists may work in the state for a period of time 
approved by the board. 

(6) Native American healers using traditional healing prac¬ 
tices, provided, however, Native American healers who use these 
practices but apply for a license pursuant to this act shall comply 
with all licensure requirements. 

(b) Nothing in this act shall be construed to permit massage 
therapists licensed under this act to administer, dispense, or pre¬ 
scribe drugs, or engage in the practice of medicine in any manner, 
including, but not limited to, diagnosing or prescribing drugs for 
mental, emotional, or physical diseases, illnesses, or injuries. 

Section 6. (a) There is created the Alabama Board of 

Massage Therapy. The purpose of the board is to protect the 
health, safety, and welfare of the public by ensuring that licensed 
massage therapists, massage therapy schools, and massage ther¬ 
apy instructors meet prescribed standards of education, compe¬ 
tency, and practice. To accomplish this mission, the board shall 
establish standards pursuant to this act to complete all board 
functions in a timely and effective manner and to provide open and 
immediate access to all relevant public information. The board 
shall communicate its responsibilities and services to the public as 
part of its consumer protection duties. Members and employees of 
the board shall be properly trained to carry out their duties for the 
board. The board shall develop and implement a long range plan to 
ensure effective regulation and consumer protection. 

(b) The board shall consist of seven members appointed by the 
Governor, subject to confirmation by the Senate. No member of the 
board shall serve more than two full consecutive terms. The mem¬ 
bers initially appointed to the board shall be appointed no more 
than 60 days after the effective date of this act. Five of the mem¬ 
bers initially appointed to the board shall have been actively 
engaged in the practice of massage therapy for not less than three 
consecutive years prior to the date of their appointment to the 
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board. Successor members to these initial five appointees shall be 
licensees of the board. Two members shall be public members who 
shall not be licensed, nor have been licensed in the past, and shall 
not have any direct financial interest, in the massage therapy pro¬ 
fession. Each board member shall be a high school graduate or 
shall have received a graduate equivalency diploma. Each board 
member shall be selected upon personal merit and qualifications, 
not per membership or affiliation with an association. Each board 
member shall be a citizen of the United States and a resident of 
this state for two years immediately preceding the appointment. 
Minority representation on the board shall reflect the racial diver¬ 
sity of the state. 

(c) Of the initial seven appointees to the board, three members 
shall be appointed for terms ending September 30, 1997, and four 
members shall be appointed for terms ending September 30, 1999. 
Thereafter, successors shall be appointed for terms of four years, 
each term expiring on September 30. 

(d) Vacancies on the board occurring prior to the expiration of 
a term shall be filled by the Governor in the manner of the original 
appointment for the remainder of the unexpired term. Each mem¬ 
ber of the board shall serve until his or her successor has been 
duly appointed and qualified. 

(e) At the first meeting, and annually thereafter in the month 
of October, the board shall elect a chair and vice chair from its 
membership. 

(f) The board shall hold its first meeting within 30 days after 
the initial members are appointed. The board shall hold meetings 
during the year as it determines necessary, two of which shall be 
the biannual meetings for the purpose of reviewing license applica¬ 
tions. Additional meetings may be held at the discretion of the 
chair or upon written request of any Lin ee members of the board. 
A quorum of the board shall consist of four members. 

(g) Board members shall not receive compensation for their 
services, but shall receive the same per diem and allowance as pro¬ 
vided to state employees for each day the board meets and con¬ 
ducts business. 

(h) The board shall promulgate the rules necessary to imple¬ 
ment this act pursuant to the Administrative Procedure Act. 

(i) The board may employ, and at its pleasure discharge, an 
executive secretary and other officers and employees which may be 
necessary, including an attorney to implement this act. The board 
shall also outline the duties and fix the compensation and expense 
allowances of the employees. 
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(j) An affirmative vote of a majority of the members of the 
board shall be required to grant, suspend, or revoke a license to 
practice massage therapy or a license to operate a massage ther¬ 
apy establishment. 

(k) The board shall be financed only from income accruing to it 
from fees, licenses, other charges and funds collected by it, and 
any monies that are appropriated to it by the Legislature. 

(l) Each board member shall be accountable to the Governor 
for the proper performance of his or her duties as a member of the 
board. The board shall report to the Governor annually and at 
other times as requested by the Governor. The Governor shall 
investigate any complaints or unfavorable reports concerning the 
actions of the board and take appropriate action thereon, including 
removal of any board member for misfeasance, malfeasance, 
neglect of duty, commission of a felony, incompetence, or perma¬ 
nent inability to perform official duties. A board member may be 
removed at the request of the board after failing to attend three 
consecutive properly noticed meetings. 

(m) Members of the board are immune from liability for all 
good faith acts performed in the execution of their duties as mem¬ 
bers of the board. 

(n) Appointees to the board shall take the constitutional oath 
of office and file it in the Office of the Governor before undertaking 
any duties as a board member. Upon receiving the oath, the 
Governor shall issue a certificate of appointment to each 
appointee. 

(o) No owner, director, or official of any massage therapy or 
bodywork institute governed by this act may serve on the board. 

Section 7. (a) By rule, the board shall make provisions to do 

all of the following: 

(1) Examine and qualify for examination applicants for licen¬ 
sure and issue a license to each successful applicant. 

(2) Adopt a seal, which shall be affixed to all licenses issued by 
the board. 

(3) Prescribe application forms for examination and licensure 
and assess and collect fees pursuant to this act. 

(4) Maintain a complete record of all licensed massage therapists 
and annually prepare a roster of the names and addresses of the 
licensees. A copy of this roster shall be made available to any person 
requesting it, upon payment of a fee set by the board in an amount 
sufficient to cover the costs of its publication and distribution. 
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(5) Provide for the investigation of persons who may be 
violating this act. 

(6) Adopt and revise rules and regulations pursuant to the 
Administrative Procedure Act, including the adoption of rules 
concerning unprofessional conduct. 

(7) Provide a copy of this act to all persons licensed under this 
act and to all applicants for licensure. 

(8) Adopt rules that require massage therapists to carry pro¬ 
fessional and general liability insurance with an “A” rated or 
better insurance carrier in the amount of at least one million 
dollars ($1,000,000). The massage therapist shall produce evidence 
of coverage upon request of the board. 

(9) Have other powers necessary and proper for the perfor¬ 
mance of official duties. 

(b) By rule, the board may do any of the following: 

(1) Accept or deny the application of any person applying for 
licensure as a massage therapist upon an affirmative vote of a 
majority of the board. 

(2) Establish criteria for certifying massage therapy instructors. 

(3) Adopt an annual budget and authorize necessary expendi¬ 
tures from fees and other available appropriations, provided, in no 
event shall the expenditures of the board exceed the revenues in 
any fiscal year. 

(4) Adopt a code of ethics. 

(5) Provide for the inspection of the business premises of any 
licensee during normal business hours. 

(6) Establish a list of approved massage therapy schools. 

Section 8. (a) No person may perform the duties of a mas¬ 

sage therapist unless he or she possesses a current license issued 
pursuant to this act. 

(b) A licensed massage therapist may not perform massage 
therapy, whether or not for compensation, for a sexually oriented 
business. 

(c) A licensed massage therapist shall not advertise or offer to 
perform services outside the scope of his or her expertise, experi¬ 
ence, and education for clients who are ill, or those with physical 
dysfunction(s), unless such services are performed in conjunction 
with a licensed physician, physical therapist, or chiropractor. 
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Section 9. (a) A person desiring to be licensed as a massage 

therapist shall apply to the board on forms provided by the board. 
Applicants for licensure shall submit evidence satisfactory to the 
board that they have met one of the following requirements: 

(1) Satisfactorily completed a minimum of 500 hours of super¬ 
vised courses of instruction which shall include, but not be limited 
to, anatomy, pathology, physiology, massage techniques, clinical 
practices, ethics, health, hygiene, and related subjects. The board 
shall determine how the 500 hours of instruction shall be broken 
down. The course of instruction may be provided by a proprietary 
massage therapy school approved by the board. The minimum 500 
hours shall consist of the following: 325 hours dedicated to the 
study of basic massage therapy techniques and clinical practice 
related modalities; 125 hours dedicated to the study of anatomy, 
pathology, and physiology; and an additional 50 hours of discre¬ 
tionary related course work, including, but not limited to, 
hydrotherapy, business practices and professional ethics, health 
and hygiene, and cardiopulmonary resuscitation and first aid. 
Beginning January 1, 1998, applicants for licensure shall be 
required to complete a minimum of 650 hours of instruction. By 
rule of the board, the minimum 650 hours shall consist of the fol¬ 
lowing: 100 hours of anatomy and physiology to include 35 hours 
of myology, 15 hours of osteology, 10 hours of circulatory system, 
and 10 hours of nervous system, with the remaining 30 hours to 
address other body systems at the discretion of the school; 250 
hours of basic massage therapy, the contradistinctions of massage 
therapy, and related touch therapy modalities, to include a mini¬ 
mum of 50 hours of supervised massage; 50 hours to include busi¬ 
ness, hydrotherapy, first aid, cardiopulmonary resuscitation, and 
professional ethics; and 250 hours of electives to be determined by 
the school. By the year 2002, a graduate shall accumulate 1,000 
hours of education before being granted a license. Before per¬ 
forming therapeutic massage on an animal, a massage therapist 
shall graduate from a nationally approved program and complete 
at least 100 hours of postgraduate training and education in ani¬ 
mal anatomy, pathology, and physiology for the type of animal 
upon which the massage therapist wishes to perform therapeutic 
massage. 

(2) Practiced massage therapy for a minimum of three consecu¬ 
tive years prior to the date of an application filed prior to January 
1, 1998. 

(3) Is licensed or registered in another state, which in the opin¬ 
ion of the board, has standards of practice or licensure that are 
equal to or stricter than the requirements imposed by this act. 
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(4) Passed the National Certification Exam for Therapeutic 
Massage and Bodywork or any other nationally or internationally 
accredited exam approved by the board prior to January 1, 1998. 

(b) The board shall notify each applicant of the acceptance or 
rejection of his or her application. If the application is rejected, the 
board shall list the reasons for rejection. 

Section 10. (a) The massage therapist examination shall be 

conducted at the times and places and under the supervision 
determined by the board, provided that the examination shall be 
given at least twice each calendar year. The board shall give public 
notice and shall notify each eligible applicant of the time and place 
of the examination. 

(b) The board shall determine by rule the scope, form, and con¬ 
tent of the examination, which shall consist of a written examina¬ 
tion and a practical examination or oral interview. The examina¬ 
tion shall adequately measure the knowledge of the applicant of 
the practice of massage therapy. Professional testing services may 
be utilized. 

(c) An applicant shall successfully pass the examination in 
order to be eligible for licensure as a massage therapist. The board 
shall notify each applicant in writing of the results of the examina¬ 
tion. Any applicant who fails to pass the examination may take the 
examination again upon application and payment of an additional 
examination fee. No applicant shall be allowed to take the exami¬ 
nation more than twice in a two-year period. 

(d) All examinations shall be conducted in a manner so that 
the applicants are known to the board by number until the exami¬ 
nation is completed and the grade determined. A record of each 
examination shall be filed with the board office and available for

Section 11. (a) Establishments shall be licensed by the 

board. A sexually oriented business may not be licensed as an 
establishment and shall not operate as an establishment licensed 
pursuant to this act. 

(b) Establishments shall employ only licensed massage thera¬ 
pists to perform massage therapy. 

(c) The board shall provide by rule, for a fair and reasonable 
procedure, to grant exemptions from the licensure requirement of 
this section when the applicant can show that the advertising of 
massage therapy services is incidental to the primary function of 
his or her business. No such exemption shall be granted to a sexu¬ 
ally oriented business. 
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(d) An establishment license issued pursuant to this act is not 
assignable or transferable. 

Section 12. (a) Applications for licensure or renewal shall be 

on forms provided by the board and shall be accompanied by the 
proper fee. The application shall be legible, either printed in black 
ink or typed. Applications sent by facsimile shall not be accepted. 
A two-by-two photograph, taken no more than six months earlier, 
showing a frontal view of the head and shoulders of the applicant, 
shall be submitted with the application. All documents shall be 
submitted in English. 

(b) The board shall issue a license to each person who qualifies 
to be a massage therapist and to each qualified massage therapy 
establishment. To be qualified for a license as a massage therapist 
the applicant shall successfully pass the examination, pay the 
examination fee, and pay the license fee. A license grants all pro¬ 
fessional rights, honors, and privileges relating to the practice of 
massage therapy. 

(c) Each licensed therapist shall display his or her license in 
the manner specified by the board. Each establishment shall post 
its license in plain sight and the license of each massage therapist 
who practices in the establishment. 

(d) A license is the property of the board and shall be surren¬ 
dered upon demand of the board. 

Section 13. (a) Each license shall be renewed biennially, on 

or before the anniversary date, by forwarding to the board a 
renewal application accompanied by the renewal fee. Any license 
not renewed biennially on or before the anniversary date shall 
expire. 

(b) Each licensee, upon application for renewal of a license, 
shall submit evidence of satisfactory completion of the continuing 
education requirements contained in Section 21. 

(c) Licenses are valid for two years from the date of issuance. 
An individual whose license has expired and who has ceased to 
practice massage therapy for a period of not longer than five years 
may have his or her license reinstated upon payment of a renewal 
fee and a late fee and submission of a renewal application and evi¬ 
dence satisfactory to the board that the applicant has fulfilled con¬ 
tinuing education requirements and passed the examination. 

Section 14. (a) By rule, the board shall initially assess and 

collect the following fees not to exceed: 

(1) One hundred sixty dollars ($160) for the examination. 
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(2) One hundred dollars ($100) for the initial massage thera¬ 
pist license which shall be issued for one year. The initial licensing 
fee shall be assessed in the month when the applicant is notified 
that the license has been approved. 

(3) One hundred dollars ($100) for all biennial license renewals 
postmarked or received at the office of the board by the date in 
which the license expires. 

(4) Twenty-five dollars ($25) for the initial application for 
licensure or the resubmission of the initial application. 

(5) One hundred dollars ($100) for the initial establishment 
license. 

(6) Fifty dollars ($50) for the biennial renewal of the establish¬ 
ment license. 

(7) Fifty dollars ($50) for the initial registration as a massage 
therapy school in this state. 

(8) Ten dollars ($10) to renew the registration as a massage 
therapy school. 

(9) Ten dollars ($10) to register as a massage therapy instruc¬ 
tor in this state. This is a one-time fee and does not have to be 
renewed. 

(10) Seventy-five dollars ($75) to reactivate an inactive license. 

(11) Twenty-five dollars ($25) shall be added to all license fees 
not post marked or received by the board before the expiration 
date of the license. 

(12) Fifteen dollars ($15) to verify a license. 

(13) Ten dollars ($101 for » duplicate license certificate or a 
name change on a license certificate. The board may issue a dupli¬ 
cate certificate only after receiving a sworn letter from the mas¬ 
sage therapist that the original certificate was lost, stolen, or 
destroyed. The records of the board shall reflect that a duplicate 
certificate was issued. 

(b) Necessary administrative fees may be charged by the 
board, including, but not limited to, reasonable costs for copying, 
labels, and lists. Examination and license fees may be adjusted as 
the board shall deem appropriate. 

(c) There is hereby established a separate special revenue trust 
fund in the State Treasury to be known as the Alabama Board of 
Massage Therapy Fund. All receipts collected by the board under 
the provisions of this act are to be deposited in this fund and used 
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only to carry out the provisions of this act. Such receipts shall be 
disbursed only by warrant of the State Comptroller, upon itemized 
vouchers approved by the chair of the board; provided that no 
funds shall be withdrawn except as budgeted and allotted accord¬ 
ing to the provisions of Sections 41-4-80 to 41-4-96, inclusive, 
41-19-1, and 41-19-12, Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, and 
only in amounts as stipulated in the general appropriations bill or 
other appropriations bills. 

(d) There is hereby appropriated from the Alabama Board of 
Massage Therapy Fund to the Alabama Board of Massage Therapy 
for the fiscal year 1996-1997 such amounts as are deemed neces¬ 
sary by the Alabama Board of Massage Therapy to implement this 
act. 

Section 15. (a) The board may suspend, revoke, or refuse to 

issue or renew a license or impose a civil penalty after notice and 
opportunity for a hearing pursuant to the Administrative 
Procedure Act, upon proof of any of the following: 

(1) The license was obtained by means of fraud, misrepresenta¬ 
tion, or concealment of material facts, including making a false 
statement on an application or any other document required by 
the board for licensure. 

(2) The licensee sold or bartered or offered to sell or barter 
a license for a massage therapist or a massage therapy 
establishment. 

(3) The licensee has engaged in unprofessional conduct that 
has endangered or is likely to endanger the health, safety, and 
welfare of the public, as defined by the rules of the board. 

(4) The licensee has been convicted of a felony or of any crime 
arising out of or connected with the practice of massage therapy. 

(5) The licensee has violated or aided and abetted in the viola¬ 
tion of this act. 

(6) The licensee is adjudicated as mentally incompetent by a 
court of law. 

(7) The licensee uses controlled substances or habitually and 
excessively uses alcohol. 

(8) The licensee engaged in false, deceptive, or misleading 
advertising. 

(9) The licensee had a license revoked, suspended, or denied in 
any other territory or jurisdiction of the United States for any act 
described in this section. 
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(b) Any person who has been convicted of, or entered a plea of 
nolo contendere to, a crime or offense involving prostitution or 
other sexual offenses is ineligible to hold a license as a massage 
therapist for a period of at least three years after the entry of the 
conviction or plea. The board retains the right to revoke a license 
indefinitely if the licensee is proven guilty of a crime or of sexual 
misconduct. Reinstatement of licensure is contingent upon proof of 
weekly counseling by a licensed professional counselor. 

(c) Any person who has been convicted of, or entered a plea of 
nolo contendere to, an offense involving prostitution or any other 
type of sexual offense may not receive a license for a massage ther¬ 
apy establishment for a period of three years after the date of con¬ 
viction or entry of the plea. The board shall revoke the establish¬ 
ment license of any establishment which the board determines is a 
sexually oriented business. The board may revoke an establish¬ 
ment license if a person is convicted of, or enters a plea of nolo con¬ 
tendere to, any crime involving prostitution or any other sexual 
offense against a client which occurred on the premises of the 
establishment. 

Section 16. (a) A person who does not hold a license as a 

massage therapist, physical therapist, chiropractor, or athletic 
trainer, or a license for an establishment, shall not use the words 
“massage” or “bodywork” on any sign or other form of advertising 
describing services performed by the person or at the establish¬ 
ment. Any advertisement by a massage therapist or establishment 
shall contain the license number of the therapist or establishment. 
Under no circumstances may a sexually oriented business hold 
itself out as offering massage therapy services. 

Section 17. Any person who violates this act shall be guilty 
of a Class C misdemeanor. 

Section 18. (a) In addition to the criminal penalties pre¬ 

scribed by this act, the board may seek an injunction against any 
person or establishment in violation of this act. 

(b) In an action for an injunction, the board may demand and 
recover a civil penalty of fifty dollars ($50) per day for each viola¬ 
tion, reasonable attorney fees, and court costs. 

Section 19. (a) Except as otherwise provided in subsection 

(b), this act shall supersede any regulation adopted by a political 
subdivision of the state related to the licensing or regulation of 
massage therapists and massage therapy establishments. 

(b) This section shall not affect: 
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(1) Local regulations relating to zoning requirements or occu¬ 
pational license taxes pertaining to massage therapists and mas¬ 
sage therapy establishments. 

(2) Local regulations that do not relate to the practice of mas¬ 
sage therapy by qualified persons. 

(c) A county, or a municipality within its jurisdiction, may reg¬ 
ulate persons licensed pursuant to this act. Regulation shall be 
consistent with this act. This section shall not be construed to pro¬ 
hibit a county or municipality from regulating persons not licensed 
pursuant to this act. 

Section 20. (a) To be approved by the board, a massage 

therapy school shall meet the following requirements: 

(1) File a completed application prescribed by the board with 
the board and pay a registration fee as specified in Section 14. 

(2) Provide documentation of a curriculum which includes a 
minimum number of required hours of instruction in the subjects 
required pursuant to Section 9. 

(3) Register annually with the board by filing a renewal form 
accompanied with the renewal fee pursuant to Section 14, and sub¬ 
mit a current curriculum and a list of instructors. 

(b) Every instructor teaching course work titled massage ther¬ 
apy at a board approved school located in Alabama shall be 
licensed in Alabama as a massage therapist and registered as a 
massage therapy instructor. Instructors who are not teaching mas¬ 
sage therapy do not need to be registered. Any adjunct instructors 
shall be dually licensed in the state where they reside, be nation¬ 
ally certified, or both. 

(c) The board shall register as a massage therapy instructor 
any applicant who meets all of the following requirements: 

(1) Is currently licensed as a massage therapist in Alabama. 

(2) Has filed a completed application prescribed by the board 
and paid a one-time application fee pursuant to Section 14. 

(3) Documents two years of experience in the practice of mas¬ 
sage therapy. The documentation may be considered by the board 
on a case-by-case basis. 

Section 21. (a) Every massage therapist licensed pursuant 

to this act shall be required to complete 16 hours of continuing 
education as a condition for renewing his or her license. The con¬ 
tinuing education courses shall be offered by providers approved 
by the board. The courses shall have been completed within the 24 
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months preceding the date renewal is due. Hours in excess of the 
total number required may not be carried over to future renewals. 
The continuing education requirements shall not apply to a mas¬ 
sage therapist within the biennium when the massage therapist is 
first licensed, but shall apply to licensees every biennium there¬ 
after. The board may accept for compliance with the continuing 
education requirement any of the following: 

(1) Courses or providers which contribute directly to the mas¬ 
sage therapy education of the licensee. 

(2) Courses, seminars, workshops, and classes in areas related 
to the practice of massage therapy such as: Massage, bodywork, 
allied health care fields (including psychology and medicine), 
anatomy and physiology, business, insurance, movement therapy, 
stress management, yoga, CPR, and advanced first aid. 

(3) Courses of study offered by registered massage therapy 
schools in Alabama, or by massage therapy instructors registered 
with the State of Alabama, or by any national organization in the 
field of massage therapy or related touch therapy field. 

(b) Up to 25 percent, or four hours of credit, of the required 
number of hours of continuing education may be earned in each of 
the following areas: 

(1) Teaching a qualifying class, course, seminar, or workshop. 

(2) Publishing an article in the field relating to massage therapy. 

(3) Speaking on the subject of massage therapy. 

(4) Being a panelist discussing massage therapy. 

(5) Serving as an examiner or model for the state licensing 
practical. 

(6) Participating in a personal growth class. 

(7) Two hours of professional ethics. 

(c) Each of the areas listed in subsection (b) may be used for up 
to four hours of credit depending on the actual contact hours. One 
continuing education credit is defined as no less than 50 uninter¬ 
rupted minutes of learning, except that publishing an article will 
automatically count for four hours. Continuing education credit 
may not be awarded for programs which do not relate to subjects 
listed in this section, or for repeated courses submitted the previ¬ 
ous biennium, except for courses listed in subsection (b). The board 
may select, in a random manner, license renewal applications for 
audit of continuing education credit. Each licensee shall be respon¬ 
sible for maintaining in his or her personal files the certificates or 
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records of credit from continuing education programs received 
from approved program providers. Each licensee selected for audit 
shall be required to produce documentation of attendance at those 
continuing education activities listed on his or her renewal 
application. 

(1) The board shall send to each licensee selected for audit, a 
notice of audit. The licensee shall provide satisfactory documenta¬ 
tion of attendance at, or participation in, the approved continuing 
education programs listed in the renewal application. 

(2) The licensee shall ascertain that the continuing education 
program is approved by the board. 

(d) The board shall evaluate applications from all providers of 
continuing education programs, including massage therapy schools 
and instructors, in order to determine if approval shall be granted 
or denied. 

(1) The provider or licensee shall submit to the board an appli¬ 
cation on a form provided by the board. Only applications which 
are complete will be considered. 

(2) The provider or licensee shall submit a complete applica¬ 
tion to the board at least 60 days prior to the date on which the 
training event is to be given to gain approval before the program is 
presented. 

Section 22. This act shall become operative on January 1, 
1997. 

Section 23. This act shall become effective immediately 
upon its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its other¬ 
wise becoming a law. 

This Act became a law under Section 125 of the Constitution 
on May 21, 1996 without approval by the Governor.

AN ACT 

To provide for the implementation of Amendment 508 of the Constitution of 
Alabama of 1901, authorizing the operation of bingo games in Calhoun County, 
Alabama, by certain nonprofit organizations; to establish the Calhoun County 
Bingo Regulatory Commission and to provide for the regulation of bingo in Calhoun 
County, Alabama. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . For purposes of this act, the following words shall 
have the following meanings: 
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(1) BINGO. The game commonly known as bingo, which is a 
game of chance played with cards printed with five rows of five 
squares each. Participants place markers over randomly called 
numbers on the cards in an attempt to form a preselected pattern 
such as a horizontal, vertical, or diagonal line, or all four corners. 
The first participant to form the preselected pattern wins the 
game. The term “bingo” means any game of bingo of the type 
described above in which wagers are placed, winners are deter¬ 
mined, and prizes or other property is distributed in the presence 
of all persons placing wagers in that game. The term “bingo” does 
not refer to any game of chance other than the type of game 
described in this paragraph. 

(2) BINGO SESSION. A consecutive period of time not to 
exceed 10 consecutive hours during which bingo is played in a 
given day. 

(3) CALHOUN COUNTY BINGO REGULATORY COMMIS¬ 
SION. A regulatory body created by this act to regulate the con¬ 
ducting of bingo games pursuant to Amendment No. 508 of the 
Constitution of Alabama of 1901, and this act. 

(4) EQUIVALENT VALUE. The fair market value of a gift on 
the date the gift is awarded as a prize in a bingo game. 

(5) LOCATION. A single building, hall, enclosure, or outdoor 
area used for the purpose of playing bingo pursuant to a permit or 
license issued under this act. 

(6) PERMIT HOLDER. A qualified nonprofit organization 
which has a permit or license pursuant to this act. 

(7) PERSON. Any human being, corporation, association, or

(8) QUALIFIED NONPROFIT ORGANIZATION. A bona fide 
religious, educational, service, senior citizens, fraternal, or veter¬ 
ans’ organization which qualifies as an exempt organization under 
Section 501(c) of the Internal Revenue Code and operates without 
profit to its members and, except for special permit holders issued 
a permit pursuant to Section 5, which has been in existence and 
operating continuously in Calhoun County as that organization for 
a period of three years and which has owned or leased real prop¬ 
erty in Calhoun County for at least three years immediately prior 
to making application for operating bingo in Calhoun County. 

(9) SPECIAL PERMIT HOLDER. One who holds a valid per¬ 
mit for a special occasion as provided by Section 5 of this act.

Section 2. The operation of bingo games for prizes or money 
by certain nonprofit organizations for charitable, educational, or 
other lawful purposes shall be legal in Calhoun County subject to 
this act. 

Section 3. (a) There is created the Calhoun County Bingo 

Regulatory Commission which shall be comprised of nine mem¬ 
bers, each of whom shall be a fair, equitable citizen of Calhoun 
County and of high moral character. No member of the commission 
shall be eligible for appointment to two successive terms. Three of 
the members shall be appointed by the Legislative Delegation of 
Calhoun County, two of the members shall be appointed by the 
Calhoun County Commission, two of the members shall be 
appointed by the Council of Mayors of Calhoun County, one mem¬ 
ber shall be appointed by the Office of the District Attorney of 
Calhoun County, and one member shall be appointed by the Office 
of the Sheriff of Calhoun County. The terms of initial commission 
members shall expire as follows: The initial terms of one member 
appointed by the Legislative Delegation of Calhoun County and 
one member appointed by the Calhoun County Commission shall 
expire on January 1, 1998; the initial terms of one member 
appointed by the Council of Mayors of Calhoun County and the 
member appointed by the Office of the District Attorney of 
Calhoun County shall expire on January 1, 1999; the initial terms 
of one member appointed by the Legislative Delegation of Calhoun 
County and the member appointed by the Office of the Sheriff of 
Calhoun County shall expire on January 1, 2000; the initial terms 
of one member appointed by the Calhoun County Commission and 
one member appointed by the Council of Mayors of Calhoun 
County shall expire on January 1, 2001; and the initial term of one 
member appointed by the Legislative Delegation of Calhoun 
County shall expire on January 1, 2002. Successor members shall 
be appointed for five-year terms and until their successors are 
appointed and have qualified. If at any time there should be a 
vacancy on the commission, a successor member to serve for the 
unexpired term applicable to the vacancy shall be appointed by the 
legislative delegation. Members of the commission shall serve 
without personal profit, but may be paid, from the funds derived 
from the payment of fees from applicants and permit holders pur¬ 
suant to this act, for actual expenses incurred in connection with 
their duties as members of the commission. 

(b) No member of the commission shall have any personal 
financial interest in the operation of any bingo game in the state 
or elsewhere. 

(c) The Calhoun County Bingo Regulatory Commission shall do 
all of the following: 
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(1) Prescribe forms for any statement required to be filed pur¬ 
suant to this act, including, but not limited to, applications for a 
permit to conduct bingo games in Calhoun County. 

(2) Accept and file any information supplied by any governing 
body of Calhoun County pursuant to this act. 

(3) Investigate any application for a permit to conduct bingo 
games in Calhoun County, any alleged failure to file any document 
required pursuant to this act, and, upon complaint by any person, 
any alleged violation of this act or the gambling laws of this state. 

(4) Make recommendations to governing bodies in Calhoun 
County concerning the issuance and revocation of a permit to con¬ 
duct bingo games in the county. 

(5) Report suspected violations of law to the appropriate law 
enforcement authorities. 

(6) Make recommendations to the Legislative Delegation of 
Calhoun County concerning the need for further or different legis¬ 
lation and regulations regarding bingo games in Calhoun County. 

(7) Utilize funds provided to the commission pursuant to this 
act for the performance of official duties regarding the regulation 
of bingo games conducted in Calhoun County. 

(8) Promulgate rules and regulations as necessary for the 
proper administration and enforcement of this act. These rules 
and regulations shall in no way conflict with provisions of the orig¬ 
inal constitutional amendment or with provisions of this act. 

Section 4. (a) No qualified organization shall be permitted 

to operate a bingo game unless the county governing body, or the 
governing bodies of the respective cities and towns, within their 
respective jurisdictions, issues a permit to the organization 
authorizing it to do so. The permit required by this act is in addi¬ 
tion to, and not in lieu of, any other business license which may be 
required by law, and no bingo game shall be operated until all 
required licenses have been obtained. A permit holder may hold 
only one permit and that permit is valid for only one location. A 
permit is not assignable or transferable. 

(b) The Calhoun County Commission, or any governing body 
for any municipality wholly or partially located within Calhoun 
County, may establish an ordinance for the operation of bingo 
games within its jurisdiction. Any ordinance adopted by a govern¬ 
ing body shall be at least as restrictive of the operation of bingo 
games as this act. Any person, organization, or other legal entity 
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not authorized to conduct bingo games pursuant to this act shall 
not be allowed to conduct bingo games under any ordinance. 

(c) Any qualified organization desiring to obtain a permit to 
conduct bingo games in a calendar year shall apply to the county 
governing body if the proposed site for the bingo session or ses¬ 
sions are not within the police jurisdiction of any municipality. If 
the proposed site for the bingo session or sessions is within the 
police jurisdiction of any municipality in Calhoun County, the 
qualified organization desiring to obtain a permit shall apply to 
the governing body of the respective municipality. Application 
shall be made on forms provided by the Calhoun County Bingo 
Regulatory Commission to each governing body. Applications by 
qualified organizations shall be subscribed to by a legal represen¬ 
tative of the qualified organization before a notary public or other 
attesting officer authorized to administer oaths, and each applica¬ 
tion shall contain a certification by the notary public or other 
attesting officer that the subscriber has appeared before him or 
her and sworn to the truth of the contents thereof. Each governing 
body, upon receiving completed applications from qualified organi¬ 
zations for the issuance of permits, shall immediately deliver to 
the Calhoun County Bingo Regulatory Commission a copy of each 
application. It is the intent of the Legislature that the governing 
body to which application is made for a permit to conduct a bingo 
session or sessions consult with the Calhoun County Bingo 
Regulatory Commission before issuing any permit. In no event 
shall any governing body issue a permit for the operation of bingo 
within its jurisdiction until 30 days after the governing body has 
delivered a copy of the completed application to the Calhoun 
County Bingo Regulatory Commission. In the event of any contro¬ 
versy concerning whether or not a permit for the operation of 
bingo should be issued, the decision of the Calhoun County Bingo 
Regulatory Commission that the permit shall not be issued shall 
control, but the Calhoun County Bingo Regulatory Commission 
shall not unreasonably deny nor arbitrarily deny a permit, and the 
commission shall consult with the governing body at least 10 days 
before any denial of a permit. Under no circumstances may the 
Calhoun County Bingo Regulatory Commission require the gov¬ 
erning body to issue a permit for the operation of bingo. The gov¬ 
erning body may charge a reasonable fee for the issuance of any 
permit to operate bingo games within its jurisdiction. In addition, 
each applicant for a permit shall pay an operator’s fee to the 
Calhoun County Bingo Regulatory Commission in accordance with 
the schedule below. 

(d) The governing body shall refuse to grant a bingo permit to 
any applicant who fails to fully provide the information required 
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by this subsection. Each applicant for a permit shall prove its 
length of existence and, except for an applicant for a “D” or special 
permit, the ownership of real property in Calhoun County for at 
least three years immediately preceding the application. 
Additionally, each applicant shall provide all of the following 
information: 

(1) The name and home address of the applicant and, if the 
applicant is a corporation, association, private club, or other simi¬ 
lar legal entity, the name and home address of each officer, direc¬ 
tor, or other similarly situated person in the organization. 

(2) The name and home address of each person anticipated to 
operate or promote the bingo game. 

(3) The name and home address of each person, organization, 
club, or other legal entity anticipated to act as surety for the 
applicant. 

(4) The location where the applicant will conduct the bingo 
games. Bingo games shall be held only on premises wholly owned 
by a qualified permit holder except in the situation where a rental 
agreement has been entered into by the applicant pursuant to this 
act. 


(5) A statement revealing the existence of any other bingo or 
gambling establishment with which any person listed in subdivi¬ 
sions (1), (2), or (3) is presently associated or has a proprietary 
interest in, or with which the person has been associated or had a 
proprietary interest in within the past 15 years. 

(6) A certification by the applicant that all bingo sessions shall 
only be organized, promoted, and operated by officers, directors, 
legal representatives, or employees of the qualified organization 
applicant. 

(7) Any other necessary and reasonable information which the 
Calhoun County Bingo Regulatory Commission or the governing 
body may require. 

(e) Permits may be amended upon resubmission of an applica¬ 
tion by the applicant to the governing body, submission by the gov¬ 
erning body of a copy of the resubmitted application to the 
Calhoun County Bingo Regulatory Commission, and surrender of 
the current permit. The governing body may charge a reasonable 
fee for the issuance of an amended permit. The applicant shall pay 
a fee upon issuance of an amended permit to the Calhoun County 
Bingo Regulatory Commission in accordance with this act. 
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(f) Permits, except for special permits issued pursuant to this 
act, are issued on an annual basis and shall expire at midnight one 
year after the date of issuance. 

Section 5. (a) The maximum amount given away at any one 

bingo session shall be the determination of the governing body issu¬ 
ing the permit. The governing bodies having the authority to issue 
permits may issue the following types of permits to qualified organ¬ 
izations for the operating of bingo sessions in their jurisdictions: 

(1) “A” permit. A qualified organization issued an “A” permit 
may award prize money or merchandise of a value in excess of 
twenty-five thousand dollars ($25,000). 

(2) “B” permit. A qualified organization issued a “B” permit 
may award prize money or merchandise of a value up to and 
including twenty-five thousand dollars ($25,000) during any one 
bingo session. 

(3) “C” permit. A qualified organization issued a “C” permit 
may award prize money or merchandise of a value up to and 
including three thousand dollars ($3,000) during any one bingo 
session. 

(4) “D” or “Special” permit. A qualified organization which does 
not hold an “A”, “B”, or “C” permit may apply for a “D” or special 
permit for conducting a bingo session at a designated location for a 
special occasion. A special permit shall contain the name and 
address of the permit holder and shall specify the location and 
date of the bingo session. The applicant shall submit to the govern¬ 
ing body of the jurisdiction where the bingo session is to be con¬ 
ducted a written application prepared in accordance with the rules 
and on a form provided by the Calhoun County Bingo Regulatory 
Commission. The applicant and the governing body shall follow 
the procedure provided in subsection (b) of Section 4 before the 
special permit is issued, and the application for a “D” or special 
permit shall include the information required by subsections (b) 
and (c) of Section 4. The applicant shall also indicate the day or 
days on which the bingo session for the special occasion is to occur. 
Once the Calhoun County Bingo Regulatory Commission and the 
appropriate governing body determine that the applicant is a qual¬ 
ified organization and the applicant pays the required fees, the 
governing body may issue the applicant a “D” or special permit. 
Only one special permit may be issued to the same qualified organ¬ 
ization per quarter, not to exceed four special permits per year. 
Special permits are not transferable or assignable. 

(b) The permits described in this act are in addition to, and not 
in lieu of, any other business license which may be required by 
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law, and no bingo game shall be conducted until all required 
licenses have been obtained. In addition to any permit issuance fee 
charged by the governing body, the qualified organization shall 
pay to the governing body a fee for the benefit of the Calhoun 
County Bingo Regulatory Commission. Fees collected in this man¬ 
ner shall be deposited in the general funds of the governing bodies 
collecting the fee and then paid by the governing bodies directly to 
the Calhoun County Bingo Regulatory Commission for use in the 
regulation of bingo games in Calhoun County. The amount of the 
fee charged to qualified organizations for the benefit of the 
Calhoun County Bingo Regulatory Commission shall be as follows: 

(1) “A” permit. One thousand dollars ($1,000) upon issuance of 
the permit, upon issuance of an amended permit, and upon reis¬ 
suance of any permit annually. 

(2) “B” permit. Five hundred dollars ($500) upon issuance of 
the permit, upon issuance of an amended permit, and upon reis¬ 
suance of any permit annually. 

(3) “C” permit. Two hundred fifty dollars ($250) upon issuance 
of the permit, upon issuance of an amended permit, and upon reis¬ 
suance of any permit annually. 

(4) “D” or “Special” permit. One hundred dollars ($100) upon 
issuance of each permit, except, there shall be no permit fee 
required for educational institutions or religious organizations in 
Calhoun County. 

Section 6. (a) Each bingo permit shall contain the name and 

address of the permit holder, the location at which the permit 
holder is permitted to conduct bingo games, and the day or days of 
the week on which the permit holdpr ic permitted Lo conduct bingo

(b) The bingo permit holder shall display the permit conspicu¬ 
ously at the location where bingo is being conducted at all times 
during the conduct of the games. 

Section 7. (a) It is the intention of the Legislature that only 

those qualified organizations which are properly issued permits 
pursuant to this act shall be allowed to conduct bingo games. A 
qualified organization shall not lend its name or allow its identity 
to be used by any other person in operating or promoting a bingo 
game in which the other person has a substantial financial interest. 

(b) It shall be unlawful for two or more qualified organizations 
to pyramid the valuation of prizes in a manner to exceed the limits 
in cash, or gifts of equivalent value, as provided in Section 9. 
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(c) Except as otherwise provided by this act, a qualified organi¬ 
zation may deduct the reasonable expense of operating and con¬ 
ducting bingo games. Reasonable expense shall be defined as 
including customary and usual business overhead expenses and as 
specified in Section 8. 

(d) No person shall pay consulting fees to any person for any 
services performed in relation to the operation or conduct of a 
bingo game. 

(e) No person other than a bona fide member of the permit 
holder may participate in the management or operation of a bingo 
game conducted pursuant to this act. A person may receive a rea¬ 
sonable salary, commission, pay, or wage for valuable services ren¬ 
dered in the operation of the bingo games, pursuant to this act and 
subject to the approval of the governing body issuing the permit 
and to the approval of the commission. 

Section 8. (a) All of the net proceeds of a bingo game shall 

be designated and expended for charitable or educational pur¬ 
poses. Net proceeds shall include gross proceeds less reasonable 
expenses incurred or paid in connection with the holding, operat¬ 
ing, or conducting of bingo games, including all of the following 
bona fide expenses, in reasonable amounts: 

(1) The purchase or rental of equipment necessary for conduct¬ 
ing bingo games and payment of services reasonably necessary for 
the repair and maintenance of equipment. 

(2) The payment of cash prizes or the purchase of prizes or 
merchandise. 

(3) The reasonable rental or mortgage payment on the location 
at which bingo is conducted. The rental or mortgage payment shall 
be reasonable as compared to the fair rental value or fair market 
value of similar property located in the area where the bingo 
games are conducted. 

(4) Insurance on the facilities and liability coverage, as is rea¬ 
sonable for the operation of bingo games. 

(5) Utilities. 

(6) Janitorial services. 

(7) The fee required for issuance or reissuance of a permit to 
conduct bingo, including the fee to be collected by the governing 
body and paid to the Calhoun County Bingo Regulatory 
Commission. 
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(8) Reasonable payment for rental of vehicles to transport par¬ 
ticipants to and from bingo sessions, reasonable payment to 
drivers of vehicles transporting participants to and from bingo ses¬ 
sions, payment for rental of the vehicles and payment to drivers of 
the vehicles shall be documented and reported by the permit 
holder to the governing body and the Calhoun County Bingo 
Regulatory Commission as provided in this act. 

(9) Security personnel. 

(10) Accountant fees in connection with the preparing and fil¬ 
ing of financial statements required by this act. 

(11) Other reasonable expenses incurred by the permit holder, 
not inconsistent with this act. 

Section 9, (a) Bingo may not be conducted with any equip¬ 

ment which is not owned, being purchased, or being rented at a 
reasonable rate by the permit holder, except as otherwise provided 
in this act. 

(b) Prizes awarded by any organization for the playing of bingo 
games during a bingo session shall not be less than 50 percent of 
the gross receipts in cash or gifts of equivalent value during the 
bingo session. 

(c) A permit holder shall display its bingo license conspicuously 
at the location where the bingo game is conducted. 

(d) In any advertisement for bingo, the permit holder shall 
indicate the purposes for which the net proceeds will be used by 
the permit holder. 

(e) A permit holder shall conduct bingo games only at the sin¬ 
gle location specified in the application of the permit holder. Any 
video or audio broadcast of bingo from that location shall be per¬ 
formed in accordance with all state and federal laws relating to the 
broadcasting of gambling events, and any proceeds received by the 
permit holder as a result of the broadcast shall be considered part 
of the gross proceeds of the bingo session which is broadcast. 

(f) A permit holder shall not conduct more than six bingo ses¬ 
sions during any one calendar week and no session shall exceed 10 
hours. 

(g) The same organization shall not be issued a permit more 
than once quarterly and no session shall exceed 10 hours. 

(h) No person under the age of 19 years shall be permitted to 
play, unless accompanied by a parent or guardian, any game or 
games of bingo conducted pursuant to any permit issued pursuant 
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to this act. No person under the age of 19 years shall be permitted 
to conduct or assist in conducting any game of bingo or other 
related activity in the location where the bingo games are 
conducted. 

Section 10. Each permit holder, for compliance with this act 
only, shall maintain all of the following records pertaining to each 
bingo session for at least three years from the date of the session: 

(1) An itemized list of gross receipts. 

(2) An itemized list of all expenses, including the name and 
address of each person to whom the expenses are paid and a 
receipt or invoice for all expenses. 

(3) An itemized list of the names and addresses of all prizewin¬ 
ners and the amount of prize money or merchandise awarded by 
the organization to the prizewinner. 

(4) A current list of all officers, directors, and employees of the 
qualified organization. 

(5) A current list of all members of the organization conducting 
or assisting in the conducting of the bingo session or sessions. 

Section 11. (a) On or before January 15, April 15, July 15, 

and October 15, respectively, occurring one year after the effective 
date of this act, and on or before January 15, April 15, July 15, and 
October 15 of each year thereafter, each permit holder shall file 
with the governing body which issued the permit and with the 
Calhoun County Bingo Regulatory Commission, a copy of the 
records required in Section 9 relating to the operation of bingo ses¬ 
sions in the previous quarter of the calendar year in which bingo 
games were operated by the qualified organization. Copies of the 
records shall be maintained by the governing body and the 
Calhoun County Bingo Regulatory Commission, and shall be open 
to inspection by any law enforcement agency. For good cause 
shown, the governing body or the Calhoun County Bingo 
Regulatory Commission may require the permit holder to file with 
the governing body the records at intervals more frequent than 
quarterly. 

(b) The records required to be kept pursuant to Section 9 of 
this act shall be open to inspection by the sheriff, the district attor¬ 
ney, the governing body which issued the permit, members of the 
Calhoun County Bingo Regulatory Commission, any law enforce¬ 
ment agency, or the duly authorized representatives of any of 
these, during regular business hours. Upon the request of the gov¬ 
erning body of the Calhoun County Bingo Regulatory Commission, 
the State Auditor, the Department of Examiners of Public 
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Accounts, or a certified public accountant appointed by the govern¬ 
ing body or the commission shall examine and conduct an audit of 
the records, accounts, and transactions related to the operation of 
bingo of a permit holder. 

(c) The location at which bingo is being conducted, or at which 
an applicant or permit holder intends to conduct bingo, shall be 
open to inspection during regular business hours by the sheriff, 
district attorney, or any law enforcement agency, or their duly 
authorized representatives. 

Section 12. The governing body of the jurisdiction in which 
bingo is conducted by a permit holder may, for good cause shown, 
revoke any permit if the permit holder or any officer, director, 
agent, member, or employee of the permit holder violates this act 
or rule promulgated pursuant to this act. The revocation by the 
governing body shall become effective 10 days after proper notice 
by the governing body to the permit holder unless within the 10 
days the permit holder makes a written request for a hearing to 
the governing body. All existing rules and procedures for meetings 
and hearings before the particular governing body which issued 
the permit shall apply unless in direct conflict with this act. After 
a full hearing and the rendering of a written decision by the gov¬ 
erning body adverse to the permit holder, the permit shall immedi¬ 
ately be revoked. Members of the Calhoun County Bingo 
Regulatory Commission may attend any hearing granted by the 
governing body to consider revocation of any permit to operate 
bingo games and shall have the right to be heard prior to the ren¬ 
dering of any decision by the governing body whether a permit 
should be revoked. 

Section 13. The Calhoun County Bingo Regulatory 
Commission may, for good cause shown, and ctfler diligent investi¬ 
gation subsequent to the receipt of an application pursuant to this 
act, recommend to any governing body that a permit to operate 
bingo games in this county be issued or not be issued to any appli¬ 
cant. The Calhoun County Bingo Regulatory Commission may, for 
good cause shown, recommend to any governing body that a permit 
which has been issued to a permit holder for the conducting of 
bingo games pursuant to this act be revoked or not be revoked. If, 
after the Calhoun County Bingo Regulatory Commission recom¬ 
mends to the appropriate governing body that a permit not be 
issued, or be revoked by the governing body, and the governing 
body notwithstanding the recommendation of the commission 
issues the permit or fails to revoke the permit, the Calhoun County 
Bingo Regulatory Commission shall file with the district attorney 
a report of its findings and shall make recommendations to the 
district attorney concerning the actions of the governing body.

Section 14. Notwithstanding the provisions contained in 
Sections 12 and 13, the district attorney, with or without the con¬ 
sent of the governing body which issued the permit, and with or 
without the consent and recommendation of the Calhoun County 
Bingo Regulatory Commission, may file a motion to revoke the 
permit with the Circuit Court of Calhoun County if, in his or her 
opinion, the permit should not have been issued, or if the permit 
holder or any officer, director, agent, member, or employee of the 
permit holder has violated this act or any provision of the Code of 
Alabama 1975, pertaining to gambling offenses. 

Section 15. (a) A permit holder whose permit is revoked for 

any reason is ineligible to apply for a permit for the operation of 
bingo games in Calhoun County for a period of one year after the 
revocation. 

(b) A person convicted subsequent to the effective date of this 
act of an offense under Section 17 or any other gambling offense is 
ineligible to serve as an officer or a permit holder, or to participate 
in conducting bingo games for a period of one year after the convic¬ 
tion becomes final. If the person is licensed pursuant to this act, 
the person shall forfeit the permit and is ineligible to apply for the 
issuance or reissuance of the permit for a period of one year from 
the date of conviction. 

(c) The permit holder shall return the permit to the governing 
body which issued the permit on or before the effective date of a 
revocation or forfeiture. Whether returned or not, the permit shall 
not be valid beyond the effective date of the revocation or forfei¬ 
ture, and if the permit holder conducts bingo games after the effec¬ 
tive date of the revocation of the permit, the permit holder or any 
officer, director, agent, member, or employee of the permit holder 
may be prosecuted for violation of this act or any other gambling 
offense. 

Section 16. The Circuit Court of Calhoun County shall have 
jurisdiction to restrain or enjoin violations of this act and shall 
have jurisdiction to revoke permits issued by any governing body 
in this county for the conducting of bingo games pursuant to this 
act. 

Section 17. Any person who violates this act shall be guilty 
of a Class A misdemeanor and shall be punished as provided by 
law. 

Section 18. Any device, equipment, record, money, or stakes 
used in any bingo game or operation in violation of this act is con¬ 
traband and may be seized and forfeited. Property forfeited may be 
sold, destroyed, or retained for official use by the municipal, 
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county, or state law enforcement agencies instrumental in its 
seizure, as the circuit court directs following a hearing in the 
court. 

Section 19. Bingo operators presently holding a valid bingo 
permit in Calhoun County after the effective date of this act shall 
be allowed to continue to operate for a period of six months while 
working to come into compliance with this act. 

Section 20. The provisions of this act are severable. If any 
part of this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, that decla¬ 
ration shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 21. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
act are repealed. 

Section 22. This act shall become effective on January 1, 
1997, upon its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its 
otherwise becoming a law. 

This Act became a law under Section 125 of the Constitution 
on May 21, 1996 without approval by the Governor.

Relating to institutions of higher education; defining a resident student and 
prescribing tuition rates for nonresident students; providing for exceptions; permit¬ 
ting the application of a more rigorous policy by an institution; and requiring 
annual audits. 

Bp Tf Enacted by ike Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . For the purposes of this act, the following terms 
have the following meanings: 

(1) MINOR. An individual who, because of age, lacks the 
capacity to contract under Alabama law. Under current law, this 
means a single individual under 19 years of age and a married 
individual under 18 years of age, but excludes an individual whose 
disabilities of nonage have been removed by a court of competent 
jurisdiction for a reason other than establishing a legal residence 
in Alabama. If current law changes, this definition shall change 
accordingly. 

(2) RESIDENCE. The single location at which a person resides 
with the intent of remaining in that location indefinitely as 
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evidenced by more substantial connections with that place than 
with any other place. 

(3) RESIDENT. One whose residence is in the State of Alabama. 

(4) RESIDENT/NONRESIDENT STUDENT. In determining 
resident or nonresident classification, the primary issue is one of 
intent. If a person is in Alabama primarily for the purpose of 
obtaining an education, that person shall be considered a nonresi¬ 
dent student. 

(5) SUPPORTING PERSON. Either or both of the parents of 
the student, if the parents are living together, or if the parents are 
divorced or living separately, then either the parent having legal 
custody or, if different, the parent providing the greater amount of 
financial support. If both parents are deceased or if neither has 
legal custody, supporting person shall mean, in the following 
order: the legal custodian of the student, the guardian, and the 
conservator. 

Section 2. For purposes of admission and tuition, a public 
institution of higher education may consider that the term resi¬ 
dent student includes any of the following: 

(1) One who, at the time of registration, is not a minor and sat¬ 
isfies one of the following: 

a. Is a full-time permanent employee of the institution at 
which the student is registering or is the spouse of such an 
employee. 

b. Can verify full-time permanent employment within the 
State of Alabama or is the spouse of such an employee and will 
commence said employment within 90 days of registration with 
the institution. 

c. Is a member or the spouse of a member of the United States 
military on full-time active duty stationed in Alabama under 
orders for duties other than attending school. 

d. Is employed as a graduate assistant or fellow by the institu¬ 
tion at which the student is registering. 

e. Is an accredited member of or the spouse of an accredited 
member of a consular staff assigned to duties in Alabama. 

f. Is, at the time of passage of this act, a student enrolled at a 
public college or university and who is currently classified as a res¬ 
ident for tuition purposes provided such student maintains contin¬ 
uous enrollment at that institution. 

(2) One who, at the time of registration, is a minor and whose 
supporting person satisfies one of the following: 
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a. Is a full-time permanent employee of the institution at 
which the student is registering. 

b. Can verify full-time permanent employment within the 
State of Alabama and will commence said employment within 90 
days of registration with the institution. 

c. Is a member of the United States military on full-time active 
duty stationed in Alabama under orders for duties other than 
attending school. 

d. Is an accredited member of a consular staff assigned to 
duties in Alabama. 

Section 3. (a) An individual claiming to be a resident for 

purposes of this act shall certify by a signed statement each of the 
following: 

(1) A specific address or location within the State of Alabama 
as his or her residence. 

(2) An intention to remain at this address indefinitely. 

(3) Possession of more substantial connections with the State 
of Alabama than with any other state. 

(b) Though certification of an address and an intent to remain 
in the state indefinitely shall be prerequisites to establishing sta¬ 
tus as a resident, ultimate determination of that status shall be 
made by the institution by evaluating the presence or absence of 
connections with the State of Alabama. This evaluation shall 
include the consideration of all of the following connections. 

(1) Consideration of the location of high school graduation. 

(2) Payment of Alabama state income taxes as a resident. 

(3) Ownership of a residence or other real property in the state 
and payment of state ad valorem taxes on the residence or 
property. 

(4) Full-time employment in the state. 

(5) Residence in the state of a spouse, parents, or children. 

(6) Previous periods of residency in the state continuing for one 
year or more. 

(7) Voter registration and voting in the state; more signifi¬ 
cantly, continuing voter registration in the state that initially 
occurred at least one year prior to the initial registration of the 
student in Alabama at a public institution of higher education. 

(8) Possession of state or local licenses to do business or prac¬ 
tice a profession in the state. 
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(9) Ownership of personal property in the state, payment of 
state taxes on the property, and possession of state license plates. 

(10) Continuous physical presence in the state for a purpose 
other than attending school, except for temporary absences for 
travel, military service, and temporary employment. 

(11) Membership in religious, professional, business, civic, or 
social organizations in the state. 

(12) Maintenance in the state of checking and savings 
accounts, safe deposit boxes, or investment accounts. 

(13) In-state address shown on selective service registration, 
driver’s license, automobile title registration, hunting and fishing 
licenses, insurance policies, stock and bond registrations, last will 
and testament, annuities, or retirement plans. 

Section 4. (a) Each Alabama public institution of higher 

education shall charge each undergraduate student who is regis¬ 
tered as a nonresident a minimum tuition of two times the resi¬ 
dent tuition rate charged by that institution. This rate shall be 
effective for students who register at an institution beginning 
August 1, 1997. A nonresident graduate student at an institution 
shall be charged a rate of tuition that is at least at the level of 
tuition charged to a nonresident undergraduate. 

(b) The governing boards of each four-year public institution of 
higher education shall retain the power to extend resident tuition 
rates to students who reside in any county within fifty miles of a 
campus of the institution; provided, however, that campus must be 
in existence and operating as of January 1, 1996. For public 
two-year institutions, the State Board of Education, upon the rec¬ 
ommendation of the Chancellor of the Department of 
Postsecondary Education, shall retain the power to extend resi¬ 
dent tuition rates to students who reside in any county within fifty 
miles of a campus of the institution; provided, however, that cam¬ 
pus must be in existence and operating as of January 1, 1996. 

Section 5. A four-year public institution of higher education, 
at the discretion of its governing board and a two-year public insti¬ 
tution of higher education at the discretion of the chancellor of the 
Department of Postsecondary Education may elect to adopt poli¬ 
cies regarding nonresident tuition which are more rigorous than 
those specified in this act. 

Section 6. The out-of-state tuition practices of each institu¬ 
tion, and particularly decisions regarding resident and nonresi¬ 
dent status and reporting thereof, shall be audited annually by the 
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Alabama Commission on Higher Education or by the Examiners of 
Public Accounts. 

Section 7. The provisions of this act shall not apply to those 
off-campus offerings on military bases conducted by colleges and 
universities. 

Section 8. The provisions of this act are severable. If any 
part of this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, that decla¬ 
ration shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 9. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Section 36-21-4.1 of the Code of Alabama 1975 is 
amended to read as follows: 

"§36-21-4.1. 

“(a) Any nonelected law enforcement officer in the service of a 
county who has worked a number of hours in excess of the estab¬ 
lished and recurring work period, shall be compensated according 
to the standards and guidelines established by the Fair Labor 
Standards Act (29 C.F.R. §553.200, et seq.). The officer shall be 
compensated at a rate of not less than one and one-half hours for 
each hour of employment for which overtime is required. 
Nonelected law enforcement officers may receive, in lieu of over¬ 
time pay, compensatory time off at a rate of not less than one and 
one-half hours for each hour of employment for which overtime is 
required. 

"(b) Any law enforcement officer covered by this section who 
works overtime during any calendar month shall on the last day of 
the month file in writing a statement indicating the number of hours 
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of overtime worked. The decision as to whether a nonelected law 
enforcement officer shall receive overtime pay or compensatory 
leave shall be at the option of the officer as prescribed in this sub¬ 
section. In the event the law enforcement officer receives overtime 
pay, the pay shall be included with his or her compensation for the 
next succeeding pay period. If he or she receives compensatory 
leave, the leave shall be taken at any time during the calendar 
year in which it is earned, except during times of emergency.”

ployment compensation benefits. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Sections 25-4-8, 25-4-10, 25-4-16, as amended by 
Act No. 95-311, S. 275 of the 1995 Regular Session, 25-4-54, as 
amended by Acts 95-311 and 95-764 of the 1995 Regular Session, 
25-4-92, and 25-4-152, Code of Alabama 1975, are amended to read 
as follows: 

“§25-4-8. 

“(a) “Employer,” as used in this chapter, prior to January 1, 
1978, shall mean any employing unit which was so defined in this 
chapter prior to such date. 

“After December 31, 1977, except as otherwise provided in this 
chapter, “employer,” as used in this chapter shall mean: 

“(1) Any employing unit which, after December 31, 1977: 

“a. In any calendar quarter in either the current or preceding 
calendar year paid, for service in employment, wages of $1,500.00 
or more; or 
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“b. For some portion of a day in each of 20 different calendar 
weeks, whether or not such weeks were consecutive, in either the 
current or the preceding calendar year, had in employment at 
least one individual (irrespective of whether the same individual 
was in employment in each such day). 

“(2) Any employing unit which, having become an employer 
under this chapter, has not under Sections 25-4-130 and 25-4-131 
ceased to be an employer subject to this chapter. 

“(3) For the effective period of its election pursuant to Section 
25-4-131, any other employing unit which has elected to become 
fully subject to this chapter. 

“(4) Any employing unit (whether or not an employing unit at 
the time of acquisition) which: 

“a. Acquired the organization, trade or business, or substan¬ 
tially all the assets thereof, of another employing unit which at the 
time of such acquisition was an employer subject to this chapter; or 

“b. Acquired a segregable part of the organization, trade or 
business of another employing unit which at the time of such 
acquisition was an employer subject to this chapter; provided, that 
such segregable part would have been an employer subject to this 
chapter if such part had constituted its entire organization, trade 
or business. 

“(5) Any employing unit which acquires the organization, trade 
or business, or substantially all of the assets thereof of another 
employing unit (not an employer subject to this chapter) and 
which, if the employment record of such employing unit subse¬ 
quent to such acquisition, together with the employment record of 
the acquired unit prior to such acquisition, both within the barne 
calendar year, would be sufficient to constitute an employing unit 
an employer subject to this chapter. 

“(6) Any employing unit not an employer by reason of any 
other paragraph of this section: 

“a. For which, within either the current or preceding calendar 
year, service is or was performed with respect to which such 
employing unit is held liable by the federal government for any 
federal tax against which credit may be taken for contributions 
required to be paid into a state unemployment fund; or 

“b. Which, as a condition for approval of this chapter for full 
tax credit against the tax imposed by the Federal Unemployment 
Tax Act, is required, pursuant to such Federal Unemployment Tax 
Act, to be an “employer” under this chapter. 
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“(7) Any employing unit for which service in employment as 
defined in paragraph (a)(2)a of Section 25-4-10 is performed after 
December 31, 1971, or for which service in employment as defined 
in paragraph (a)(2)b of Section 25-4-10 is performed after 
December 31, 1977; provided, however, that such service is not 
excluded from the definition of “employment” by any of the provi¬ 
sions of subsection (b) of Section 25-4-10. 

“(8) Any employing unit for which service in employment as 
defined in subdivision (a)(3) of Section 25-4-10 is performed after 
December 31, 1971. 

“(9) Any employing unit for which agricultural labor as defined 
in subdivision (b)(1) of Section 25-4-10 is performed after Decem¬ 
ber 31, 1977, but only if the provisions of paragraph (a)(4)a of 
Section 25-4-10 are met. 

“(10) Any employing unit for which domestic service in employ¬ 
ment as defined in paragraph (a)(4)b of Section 25-4-10 is per¬ 
formed after December 31, 1977. 

“(11) a. In determining whether or not an employing unit for 
which service other than domestic service is also performed is an 
employer under this section other than under subdivision (10) of 
this subsection, the wages paid to, or the employment of, an 
employee performing domestic service after December 31, 1977, 
shall not be taken into account. 

“b. In determining whether or not an employing unit for which 
service other than agricultural labor is also performed is an 
employer under this section other than under subdivisions (7) and 
(8) of this subsection, the wages paid to, or the employment of, an 
employee performing service in agricultural labor after December 
31, 1977, shall not be taken into account. If an employing unit is 
determined an employer of agricultural labor, such employing unit

“employment” shall include services described in subparagraphs 1 
and 2 of paragraph c of this subdivision, performed after December 
31, 1971, only if: 

“(i) The contract of service contemplates that substantially all 
of the services are to be performed personally by such individual; 

“(ii) The individual does not have a substantial investment in 
facilities used in connection with the performance of the services 
(other than in facilities for transportation); and 

“(iii) The services are not in the nature of a single transaction 
that is not part of a continuing relationship with the person for 
whom the services are rendered. 
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“(2) Service performed: 

“a. After December 31, 1971, but prior to January 1, 1978, by 
an individual in the employ of this state or any of its instrumental¬ 
ities or political subdivisions or their instrumentalities (or in the 
employ of any of the foregoing and one or more other states or 
their instrumentalities or political subdivisions) for a hospital or 
institution of higher education located in this state; provided, how¬ 
ever, that such service is excluded from “employment” as defined 
in the Federal Unemployment Tax Act solely by reason of Section 
3306(c)(7) of that act, and is not excluded from “employment” 
under subsection (b) of this section; provided further, that such 
service in the employ of a political subdivision or any of its instru¬ 
mentalities shall be deemed to be “employment” within the mean¬ 
ing of this chapter only if the political subdivision or its instru¬ 
mentalities has elected to become an employer subject to this 
chapter pursuant to Section 25-4-131 for all such service in the 
employ of the political subdivision and its instrumentalities and 
has not ceased to be an employer subject hereto pursuant to 
Section 25-4-130 or Section 25-4-131; and 

“b. After December 31, 1977, in the employ of this state or any 
of its instrumentalities or of any political subdivision thereof or 
any of its instrumentalities or any instrumentality of more than 
one of the foregoing or any instrumentality of any one of the fore¬ 
going and one or more other states or political subdivisions, pro¬ 
vided, however, that such service is excluded from “employment” 
as defined in the Federal Unemployment Tax Act by Section 
3306(c)(7) of that act and is not excluded from “employment” under 
subsection (b) of this section. 

“c. For the purposes of this chapter, the term “governmental 
entity” in reference to this state is defined as the entirety of state 
government, but for the purposes of reporting, accounting or other 
administrative procedures such entity shall be divided into each 
department, agency, board, commission and any other separately 
organized division or instrumentality of this state. The comptroller 
of this state shall make such payments to the director as are 
required by the other provisions of this chapter as they pertain to 
the various organizational components of the state. The 
comptroller is hereby authorized to require of such components 
such payments as are necessary to discharge his or her responsi¬ 
bilities and shall enforce such payments under the provisions of 
subsection (b) of Section 25-4-51. 

“d. The term “governmental entity” in reference to any political 
subdivision is defined as each county and its instrumentalities and 
each municipality and its instrumentalities, except that each 
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instrumentality of a political subdivision which is separately incor¬ 
porated or otherwise removed from the control of the governing 
body of the political subdivision shall be a separate governmental 
entity. Instrumentalities organized and operated jointly by any 
combination of two or more of the aforementioned entities shall be 
considered as constituting a separate governmental entity. The 
foregoing notwithstanding, each separate public school system 
shall constitute a separate governmental entity. 

“(3) Service performed after December 31, 1971, by an individ¬ 
ual in the employ of a religious, charitable, educational or other 
organization but only if the following conditions are met: 

“a. The service is excluded from “employment” as defined in 
the Federal Unemployment Tax Act solely by reason of Section 
3306(c)(8) of that act, and is not excluded from “employment” 
under subdivisions (8) and (21) of subsection (b) of this section; 
and 


“b. The organization had four or more individuals in employ¬ 
ment for some portion of a day in each of 20 different weeks, 
whether or not such weeks were consecutive, within either the cur¬ 
rent or preceding calendar year, regardless of whether they were 
employed at the same moment of time. 

“(4) a. Service performed after December 31, 1977, by an indi¬ 
vidual in agricultural labor as defined in subdivision (1) of subsec¬ 
tion (b) of this section, when: 

“1. Such service is performed for an employing unit which: 

“(i) During any calendar quarter in either the current or the 
preceding calendar year paid remuneration in cash of $20,000 or 
more to individuals employed in agricultural labor (not taking into 
account service in agricultural labor performed before January 1. 
1984, by an alien referred to in subparagraph 2 of this paragraph 
a; or 

“(ii) For some portion of a day in each of 20 different calendar 
weeks, whether or not such weeks were consecutive, in either the 
current or the preceding calendar year, employed in agricultural 
labor (not taking into account service in agricultural labor per¬ 
formed before January 1 , 1984, by an alien referred to in subpara¬ 
graph 2 of this paragraph a, 10 or more individuals, regardless of 
whether they were employed at the same moment of time. 

“2. For the purposes of this paragraph a, such service is not 
considered to be performed in agricultural labor if performed 
before January 1, 1984, by an individual who is an alien admitted 
to the United States to perform service in agricultural labor 
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pursuant to Sections 214(c) and 101(a)(15)(H) of the Immigration 
and Nationality Act. 

“3. For the purposes of this paragraph a any individual who is 
a member of a crew furnished by a crew leader to perform service 
in agricultural labor for any other person shall be treated as an 
employee of such crew leader. 

“(i) If such crew leader holds a valid certificate of registration 
under the Farm Labor Contractor Registration Act of 1963, or sub¬ 
stantially all the members of such crew operate or maintain trac¬ 
tors, mechanized harvesting or crop dusting equipment, or any 
other mechanized equipment, which is provided by such crew 
leader; and 

“(ii) If such individual is not an employee of any other person 
within the meaning of subdivision (1) of this subsection. 

“4. For the purposes of this subdivision (4) in the case of any 
individual who is furnished by a crew leader to perform service in 
agricultural labor for any other person and who is not treated as 
an employee of such crew leader under subparagraph 3 of this 
paragraph a: 

“(i) Such other person and not the crew leader shall be treated 
as the employer of such individual; and 

“(ii) Such other person shall be treated as having paid cash 
remuneration to such individual in an amount equal to the 
amount of cash remuneration paid to such individual by the crew 
leader (either on his or her own behalf or on the behalf of such 
other person) for the service in agricultural labor performed for 
such other person. 

“5. For the purposes of this paragraph a, the term “crew 
leader” shall mean an individual who: 

“(i) Furnishes individuals to perform service in agricultural 
labor for any other persons; 

“(ii) Pays (either on his or her own behalf or on behalf of such 
other person) the individuals so furnished by him or her for the 
service in agricultural labor performed by them; and 

“(iii) Has not entered into a written agreement with the farm 
operator under which such crew leader is designated as an 
employee of such farm operator. 

“b. Domestic service after December 31, 1977, in a private 
home, local college club, or local chapter of a college fraternity or 
sorority performed for a person, their spouse, or estate who paid 
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cash remuneration of $1,000 or more in any calendar quarter in 
the current calendar year or the preceding calendar year to indi¬ 
viduals employed in such domestic service. 

“For the purposes of this paragraph b the term “domestic serv¬ 
ice” includes all service for a person in the operation and mainte¬ 
nance of a private household, local college club, or local chapter of 
a college fraternity or sorority as distinguished from service as an 
employee in the pursuit of an employer's trade, occupation, profes¬ 
sion, enterprise, or vocation. 

“(5) The term “employment” shall include the service of an 
individual who is a citizen of the United States, performed outside 
the United States after December 31, 1971, (except in Canada or 
in the case of the Virgin Islands after December 31, 1971, and 
prior to January 1 of the year following the year in which the U. S. 
Secretary of Labor approves the Unemployment Compensation 
Law of the Virgin Islands under Section 3304(a) of the Internal 
Revenue Code of 1954) in the employ of an American employer 
(other than service which is deemed “employment” under the pro¬ 
visions of subdivision (8) or (9) of this subsection (a) or the parallel 
provisions of another state’s law), if: 

“a. The employer’s principal place of business in the United 
States is located in this state; or 

“b. The employer has no place of business in the United States, 

but: 


“1. The employer is an individual who is a resident of this 
state; or 

“2. The employer is a corporation which is organized under the 
laws of this state; or 

“3. The employer is a partnership or a trust and the number of 
the partners or trustees who are residents of this state is greater 
than the number who are residents of any other state; or 

“c. None of the criteria of paragraphs a and b of this subdivi¬ 
sion (5) is met but the employer has elected coverage in this state, 
or the employer having failed to elect coverage in any state, the 
individual has filed a claim for benefits, based on such service, 
under the law of this state. 

“d. An “American employer,” for the purpose of this subsection, 
means a person who is: 

“1. An individual who is a resident of the United States; or 

“2. A partnership, if two-thirds or more of the partners are res¬ 
idents of the United States; or 
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“3. A trust, if all of the trustees are residents of the United 
States; or 

“4. A corporation organized under the laws of the United 
States or of any state. 

“e. For the purposes of this subdivision (5), the term “United 
States” includes the states of the United States, the District of 
Columbia, the Commonwealth of Puerto Rico, and in the case of 
the Virgin Islands, after December 31 of the year in which the 
U. S. Secretary of Labor approves the Virgin Islands’ 
Unemployment Insurance Law for the first time. 

“(6) Notwithstanding subdivision (8) of this subsection (a), all 
service performed by an officer or a member of the crew of an 
American vessel on or in connection with such vessel, if the operat¬ 
ing office from which the operations of such vessel operating on 
navigable waters within, or within and without, the United States 
are ordinarily and regularly supervised, managed, directed and 
controlled, is within this state. 

“(7) Notwithstanding any other provisions of this section, serv¬ 
ice with respect to which a tax is required to be paid under any 
federal law imposing a tax against which credit may be taken for 
contributions required to be paid into a state unemployment fund 
or which as a condition for full tax credit against the tax imposed 
by the Federal Unemployment Tax Act is required to be covered 
under this chapter. 

“(8) Subject to the other provisions of this section, the term 
“employment” shall include an employee’s entire service, per¬ 
formed within or both within and without this state if: 

“a. The service is localized in this state; or 

“b. The service is not localized in any state but some of the 
service is performed in this state and the base of operations, or, if 
there is no base of operations, then the place from which such 
service is directed or controlled is in this state, or the base of oper¬ 
ations or place from which such service is directed or controlled is 
not in any state in which some part of the service is performed, but 
the employee’s residence is in this state; 

“c. Service shall be deemed to be localized within a state if the 
service is performed entirely within such state, or the service is 
performed both within and without such state, but the service per¬ 
formed without such state is incidental to the employee’s service 
within the state; for example, service which is temporary or transi¬ 
tory in nature or consists of isolated transactions; 
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“d. The service shall be deemed to be localized in this state 
wherever such service is performed within the United States, as 
defined in paragraph e of subdivision (5) of subsection (a) of this 
section, if such service is not covered under the unemployment 
compensation law of any other state, as defined in Section 25-4-14, 
and the place from which such service is directed or controlled is in 
this state. 

“(9) Services not covered under subdivision (8) of this subsec¬ 
tion (a) and performed entirely without the state, with respect to 
no part of which contributions are required and paid under an 
unemployment compensation law of any other state or of the fed¬ 
eral government, shall be deemed to be employment subject to this 
chapter if the employee performing such service is a resident of 
this state and the director approves the election of the employing 
unit for whom such services are performed. The entire sendee of 
such employee shall be deemed to be “employment” subject to this 
chapter. 

“(10) The term “employment” includes a person's entire serv¬ 
ices if such service is deemed performed in this state by virtue of 
reciprocal agreements pursuant to the provisions of Section 
25-4-120 and does not include any service which by virtue of such 
agreement is deemed performed in another state. 

“(b) The term “employment” shall not include: 

“(1) Except as provided in paragraph a of subdivision (4) of 
subsection (a) of this section, service performed by an individual in 
agricultural labor. For purposes of this chapter, the term “agricul¬ 
tural labor” means any service performed prior to January 1, 1978, 
which was agricultural labor as defined in this section prior to 
such date, and remunerated service performed after December 31, 
1977, if such service was performed: 

“a. On a farm, in the employ of any employing unit, in cumwt- 
tion with cultivating the soil, or in connection with raising or har¬ 
vesting any agricultural or horticultural commodity, including the 
raising, shearing, feeding, caring for, training and management of 
livestock, bees, poultry and fur-bearing animals and wildlife. 

“b. In the employ of the owner or tenant or other operator of a 
farm, in connection with the operation, management, conserva¬ 
tion, improvement or maintenance of such farm and its tools and 
equipment, or in salvaging timber or clearing land of brush and 
other debris left by a hurricane, if the major part of such service is 
performed on a farm. 

“c. In connection with the production or harvesting of any com¬ 
modity defined as an agricultural commodity in Section 15(g) of 
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the Agricultural Marketing Act, as amended (46 Stat. 1550, Sec. 3; 
12 U.S.C. 1141j), or in connection with the ginning of cotton, or in 
connection with the operation or maintenance of ditches, canals, 
reservoirs, or waterways, not owned or operated for profit, used 
exclusively for supplying and storing water for farming purposes. 

“d. In the employ of the operator of a farm, a group of opera¬ 
tors of farms (or a cooperative organization of which such opera¬ 
tors are members) in handling, planting, drying, packing, packag¬ 
ing, processing, freezing, grading, storing, or delivering to storage 
or to market or to a carrier for transportation to market, in its 
unmanufactured state, any agricultural or horticultural commodi¬ 
ties, but only if such operator or group of operators (or a coopera¬ 
tive organization of which such operators are members) produced 
more than one half of the commodity with respect to which service 
is performed; provided, however, the provisions of this paragraph 
shall not be deemed to be applicable with respect to service per¬ 
formed in connection with commercial canning or commercial 
freezing or in connection with any agricultural or horticultural 
commodity after its delivery to a terminal market for distribution 
for consumption. 

“e. On a farm operated for profit if such service is not in the 
course of the employer’s trade or business. 

“As used in this subdivision, the term “farm” includes stock, 
dairy, poultry, fruit, fur-bearing animal and truck farms, planta¬ 
tions, ranches, nurseries, ranges, greenhouses, or other similar 
structures used primarily for the raising of agricultural or horti¬ 
cultural commodities, and orchards. 

“(2) Prior to January 1, 1978, domestic services in a private 
home, local college club, or local chapter of a college fraternity or 
sorority and after December 31, 1977, if the provisions of para¬ 
graph b of subdivision (4) of subsection (a) of this section are not 
met. 

“(3) Casual labor not in the usual course of the employer’s 
trade or business performed after December 31, 1971, in any cal¬ 
endar quarter by an individual, unless the cash remuneration paid 
for such service is $50 or more and such service is performed by an 
individual who is regularly employed by such employing unit to 
perform such service. For the purposes of this subdivision, an indi¬ 
vidual shall be deemed to be regularly employed to perform service 
not in the course of an employing unit’s trade or business during a 
calendar quarter only if: 

“a. On each of some 24 days during such quarter such individ¬ 
ual performs such service for some portion of the day; or 
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“b. Such individual was regularly employed (as determined 
under paragraph a of this subdivision) by such employing unit in 
the performance of such service during the preceding calendar 
quarter. 

“(4) Service performed by an individual in the employ of his or 
her son, daughter or spouse, and service performed by an individ¬ 
ual under the age of 21 in the employ of his or her father or 
mother. 

“(5) Prior to January 1, 1978, except to the extent set forth in 
subdivision (2) of subsection (a) of this section, service performed 
in the employ of this state, or any political subdivision thereof, or 
of any instrumentality of this state or its political subdivisions. 

“(6) Prior to January 1, 1978, except as provided in subdivision 
(2) of subsection (a) of this section, service performed in the employ 
of any other state or any political subdivisions thereof, or any 
instrumentality of any one or more of the foregoing which is 
wholly owned by one or more such states or political subdivisions, 
and any service performed in the employ of any instrumentality of 
any one or more other states or their political subdivisions to the 
extent that the instrumentality is, with respect to such service, 
immune, under the Constitution of the United States from the tax 
imposed by Section 3301 of the Federal Internal Revenue Code. 

“(7) Service performed in the employ of the United States gov¬ 
ernment or of any instrumentality wholly owned by the United 
States, except that if the Congress of the United States shall per¬ 
mit states to require any instrumentalities of the United States to 
make payments into an unemployment fund under this chapter, 
then to the extent permitted by Congress and from and after the 
date as of which such permission becomes effective, all of the pro¬ 
visions of this chapter shall be applicable to snrh instrumentalities 
and to services performed by employees for such instrumentalities 
in the same manner, to the same extent, and on the same terms as 
to all other employers and employing units; provided, however, if 
this state should not be certified by the Secretary of Labor under 
Section 3304(c) of the Federal Internal Revenue Code for any year, 
then the payment required of such instrumentality with respect to 
such year shall be deemed to have been erroneously collected 
within the meaning of Article 3 of this chapter and shall be 
refunded by the director from the fund in accordance with the pro¬ 
visions of Section 25-4-137. 

“(8) Except to the extent set forth in subdivision (3) of subsec¬ 
tion (a) of this section, service performed in the employ of a corpo¬ 
ration, community chest, fund or foundation organized and oper¬ 
ated exclusively for religious, charitable, scientific, literary or 
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educational purposes, or for the prevention of cruelty to children or 
animals, no part of the net earnings of which inures to the benefit 
of any private shareholder or individual, and no substantial part of 
the activities of which is carrying on propaganda, or otherwise 
attempting to influence legislation. 

“(9) Service performed after June 30, 1939, with respect to 
which unemployment compensation is payable under the Railroad 
Unemployment Insurance Act of Congress (52 Stat. 1094, as 
amended) and services with respect to which unemployment com¬ 
pensation is payable under any other unemployment compensation 
system established by an act of Congress; provided, however, that 
the director is hereby authorized and directed to enter into agree¬ 
ments with the proper agencies under such act or acts of Congress, 
which agreements shall become effective 10 days after publication 
thereof in the manner provided in Section 25-4-111 for general 
rules to provide reciprocal treatment to individuals who have, 
after acquiring potential rights to benefits under this chapter 
acquired rights to unemployment compensation under such act or 
acts of Congress, or who have, after acquiring potential rights to 
unemployment compensation under such act or acts of Congress, 
acquired rights to benefits under this chapter. 

"(10) Service performed by an individual as an insurance 
agent or as an insurance solicitor, if all such service performed by 
such individual is performed for remuneration solely by way of 
commission. 

"(11) Service performed, in the employ of a school, college or 
university, if such service is performed: 

“a. By a student who is enrolled and is regularly attending 
classes at such school, college or university; or 

“b. By the spouse of such a student, if such spouse is advised at 
the time such spouse commences to perform such service, that: 

"1. The employment of such spouse to perform such service is 
provided under a program to provide financial assistance to such 
student by such school, college or university; and 

“2. Such employment will not be covered by any program of 
unemployment insurance. 

“(12) Service performed by an individual who is enrolled at a 
nonprofit or public educational institution which normally main¬ 
tains a regular faculty and curriculum and normally has a regu¬ 
larly organized body of students in attendance at the place where 
its educational activities are carried on, as a student in a full-time 
program, taken for credit at such institution, which combines 
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academic instruction with work experience, if such service is an 
integral part of such program, and such institution has so certified 
to the employer, except this paragraph shall not apply to service 
performed in a program established for or on behalf of an employer 
or group of employers. 

“(13) Service performed in the employ of a hospital, if such 
service is performed by a patient of the hospital as defined in sub¬ 
section (e) of this section, or service performed as a student nurse 
in the employ of a hospital or a nurses' training school by an indi¬ 
vidual who is enrolled and is regularly attending classes in a 
nurses’ training school chartered or approved pursuant to state 
laws, and service performed as an intern in the employ of a hospi¬ 
tal by an individual who has completed a four-year course in a 
medical school chartered or approved pursuant to state law. 

“(14) Service performed by an individual under the age of 18 in 
the delivery or distribution of newspapers or shopping news, not 
including delivery or distribution to any point for subsequent 
delivery or distribution. 

“(15) Except as provided in subdivisions (2) and (3) of subsec¬ 
tion (a) of this section, any employment or service which is 
excluded by the express statutory provisions of Section 3306 of the 
Federal Internal Revenue Code as amended. 

“(16) Service performed by an officer or member of the crew of 
a vessel which is not an American vessel. The term “American ves¬ 
sel” means any vessel documented or numbered under the law of 
the United States, and includes any vessel which is neither docu¬ 
mented nor numbered under the laws of the United States nor doc¬ 
umented under the laws of any foreign country, if its crew is 
employed solely by one or more citizens or residents of the United 
States or corporations organized under the laws of the United 
States or of any state. 

“(17) Service performed by an individual in (or as an officer or 
member of the crew of a vessel while it is engaged in) the catching, 
taking, harvesting, cultivating or farming of any kind of fish, shell¬ 
fish, Crustacea, sponges, seaweeds or other aquatic forms of animal 
and vegetable life (including service performed by any such indi¬ 
vidual as an ordinary incident to any such activity), except: 

“a. Service performed in connection with the catching or taking 
of salmon or halibut for commercial purposes; and 

“b. Service performed on or in connection with a vessel of more 
than 10 net tons (determined in the manner provided for deter¬ 
mining the register tonnage of merchant vessels under the laws of 
the United States). 
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“(18) Service performed in the employ of a foreign government 
(including service as a consular or other officer or employee or a 
nondiplomatic representative). 

“(19) Service performed in the employ of an instrumentality 
wholly owned by a foreign government if: 

“a. The service is of a character similar to that performed in 
foreign countries by employees of the United States government or 
of an instrumentality thereof; and 

“b. The director finds that the United States Secretary of State 
has certified to the United States Secretary of the Treasury that 
the foreign government, with respect to whose instrumentality 
exemption is claimed, grants an equivalent exemption with respect 
to similar service performed in the foreign country by employees of 
the United States government and of instrumentalities thereof. 

“(20) Except to the extent set forth in subdivision (3) of subsec¬ 
tion (a) of this section, service performed in any calendar quarter 
in the employ of any organization exempt from income tax under 
Section 501(a) of the Federal Internal Revenue Code (other than 
organizations described in Section 401(a)) or under Section 521 of 
such Code, if the remuneration for such service is less than $50. 

“(21) Services performed for any governmental entity, institu¬ 
tion or organization described in subdivisions (2) and (3) of subsec¬ 
tion (a) of this section: 

“a. In the employ of: 

“1. A church or convention or association of churches; or 

“2. An organization that is operated primarily for religious 
purposes and which is either operated, supervised, controlled, or 
principally supported by a church or convention or association of 
churches; or 

“b. By a duly ordained, commissioned or licensed minister of a 
church in the exercise of his or her ministry or by a member of a 
religious order in the exercise of duties required by such order; or 

“c. Except as provided in subdivision (7) of subsection (a) of 
Section 25-4-8: 

“1. Prior to January 1, 1978, in the employ of a school which is 
not an institution of higher education; 

“2. After December 31, 1977, in the employ of a governmental 
entity referred to in paragraph b of subdivision (2) of subsection (a) 
of this section, if such service is performed by an individual in the 
exercise of duties: 
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“(i) As an elected official; 

“(ii) As a member of a legislative body, or a member of the judi¬ 
ciary of this state or any of its political subdivisions; 

“(iii) As a member of the State National Guard or Air National 
Guard; 

“(iv) As an employee serving on a temporary basis in case of 
fire, storm, snow, earthquake, flood or similar emergency (this 
exclusion does not apply to permanent employees whose usual 
responsibilities include emergency situations); 

“(v) In a position which, under or pursuant to the laws of this 
state, is designated as a major nontenured policymaking or advi¬ 
sory position or a policymaking or advisory position the perfor¬ 
mance of the duties of which ordinarily does not require more than 
8 hours per week; or 

“(d) In a facility conducted for the purpose of carrying out a 
program of rehabilitation for individuals whose earning capacity is 
impaired by age or physical or mental deficiency or injury or pro¬ 
viding remunerative work for individuals who because of their 
impaired physical or mental capacity cannot be readily absorbed in 
the competitive labor market by an individual receiving such reha¬ 
bilitation or remunerative work; or 

“e. As part of an unemployment work relief or work training 
program assisted or financed in whole or in part by any federal 
agency or an agency of a state or political subdivision thereof, by 
an individual receiving such work relief or work training; or 

“f. For a hospital in a state prison or other state correctional 
institution prior to January 1, 1978, by an inmate of the prison or 
correctional institution and, after December 31, 1977, by an 
inmate of a custodial or penal institution. 

“(22) Services performed by an individual as a qualified real 
estate agent. For the purposes of this chapter the term “qualified 
real estate agent” shall mean an individual who is a sales person 
if: 


“a. Such individual is a licensed real estate agent; and 

“b. Substantially all of the remuneration for services per¬ 
formed as a real estate agent (whether or not paid in cash) is 
directly related to sales or other output (including the performance 
of services), rather than the number of hours worked, and 

“c. The services performed by the individual are performed 
pursuant to a written contract between such individual and the 
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person for whom the services are performed and such contract pro¬ 
vides that the individual will not be treated as an employee with 
respect to such services for federal tax purposes. 

“(23) Services performed by an individual as a direct seller. For 
the purposes of this chapter the term “direct seller” shall mean 
any individual who: 

“a. Is engaged in the trade or business of selling (or soliciting 
the sale of) consumer products to any buyer on a: 

“1. Buy-sell basis, or 

“2. Deposit-commission basis, or 

“3. Any similar basis which the U.S. Secretary of the Treasury 
prescribes by regulations, for resale (by the buyer or any other 
individual), in the home or otherwise than in a permanent retail 
establishment; or 

“b. Is engaged in the trade or business of selling (or soliciting 
the sale of) consumer products to a consumer in the home or other¬ 
wise than in a permanent retail establishment, and 

“c. Substantially all of the remuneration for the services per¬ 
formed by such individual as a direct seller (whether or not paid in 
cash) is directly related to sales or output (including the perfor¬ 
mance of services) rather than to the number of hours worked, and 

“d. The services performed by such individual are performed 
pursuant to a written contract between such individual and the 
person for whom the services are performed and such contract pro¬ 
vides that the individual will not be treated as an employee with 
respect to such services for federal tax purposes. 

“(c) “Institution of higher education,” for the purposes of this 
chapter, means an educational institution which: 

“(1) Admits as regular students only individuals having a cer¬ 
tificate of graduation from a high school, or the recognized equiva¬ 
lent of such a certificate; 

“(2) Is legally authorized in this state to provide a program of 
education beyond high school; 

“(3) Provides an educational program for which it awards a 
bachelor’s or higher degree, or provides a program which is accept¬ 
able for full credit toward such a degree, or a program of postgrad¬ 
uate or postdoctoral studies, or a program of training to prepare 
students for gainful employment in a recognized occupation. 

“(d) For the purposes of this chapter the term “educational insti¬ 
tution” means an educational institution (including an institution of 
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higher education as defined in subsection (c) of this section) in 
which: 

“(1) Participants, trainees or students are offered an organized 
course of study or training designed to transfer to them knowl¬ 
edge, skills, information, doctrines, attitudes or abilities from, by 
or under the guidance of an instructor(s) or teacher(s). 

“(2) It is approved, licensed or issued a permit to operate as a 
school by the State Department of Education or other government 
agency that is authorized within the state to approve, license or 
issue a permit for the operation of a school. 

“(3) The courses of study or training which it offers may be 
academic, technical, trade, or preparation for gainful employment 
in a recognized occupation, as opposed to study or training in the 
social graces or skills or whose primary purpose is to provide 
baby-sitting or day care services although some learning activities 
may be included. 

“In any particular case, the question of whether or not an insti¬ 
tution is an educational institution (other than an institution of 
higher education) within the meaning of the criteria described 
above will depend on what that particular institution actually 
does. 

“(e) “Hospital” means an institution which has been licensed, 
certified or approved by the State Board of Health or the State 
Department of Mental Health and Mental Retardation as a hospi¬ 
tal or a similar institution operated by the state or any of its politi¬ 
cal subdivisions or by an instrumentality of either of the foregoing. 

“(f) If the services performed during one half or more of any 
pay period by an employee for the employing unit employing him 
or her constitute employment all of the services of such ^tti pi ovpp 
for such period shall be deemed to be employment, but if the serv¬ 
ices performed during more than one half of any such pay period 
by an employee for the employing unit employing him or her do 
not constitute employment, then none of the services of such 
employee for such period shall be deemed to be employment. As 
used in this subsection the term “pay period” means a period (of 
not more than 31 consecutive days) for which a payment or remu¬ 
neration is ordinarily made to the employee by the employing unit 
employing the employee.” 

“§25-4-16. 

“(a) Prior to January 1, 1983, “wages,” as used in this chapter, 
shall mean such remuneration as was defined in this section prior 
to such date. 
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“(b) On and after January 1, 1983, “wages,” as used in this 
chapter, shall mean every form of remuneration paid or received 
for personal services, including the cash value of any remunera¬ 
tion paid in any medium other than cash. The reasonable cash 
value of remuneration paid in any medium other than cash shall 
be determined in accordance with rules prescribed by the director; 
except that effective on May 28, 1980, and for the purposes of 
reporting and computing the amount of contributions due, back 
pay awarded as the result of an agreement, arbitration or order of 
a court of competent jurisdiction on a retroactive basis shall be 
considered “wages” during the calendar quarter in which such 
retroactive payments are made. The term “wages,” however, shall 
not include: 

“(1) That part of remuneration, which after remuneration 
equal to $8,000.00 (or such greater amount as may be or become 
subject to a tax under a federal law imposing a tax against which 
credit may be taken for contributions required to be paid into a 
state unemployment fund) has been paid in a calendar year to an 
individual by an employer or his predecessor employer or by a 
combination of both the employer and his predecessor employer 
with respect to employment during any calendar year, is paid to 
such individual by such employer during such calendar year 
except with respect to subdivisions (1) and (2) of subsection (a), 
subdivision (4) of subsection (b) and subsection (c) of Section 
25-4-54 and Sections 25-4-71 through 25-4-75. For the purpose of 
this subdivision (1), the term “employment” shall include service 
constituting employment under any unemployment compensation 
law of another state or of this state. 

“(2) The amount of any payments (including any amount paid 
by an employer for insurance or annuities, or into a fund to pro¬ 
vide for any such payment) made to, or on behalf of an employee or 
any of his dependents under a plan or system established by an 
employer which makes provisions for his employees generally (or 
for his employees generally and their dependents) or for a class or 
classes of his employees (or for a class or classes of his employees 
and their dependents), on account of: 

“a. Retirement; or 

“b. Sickness or accident disability; or 

“c. Medical or hospitalization expenses in connection with sick¬ 
ness or accident disability; or 

“d. Death; or 

“e. Effective January 1, 1996, sick pay wages made by an 
employer to, or on behalf of, an employee after the expiration of six 
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calendar months following the last calendar month in which the 
employee worked for such employer. 

“(3) Any payment made to an employee (including any amount 
paid by an employer for insurance or annuities, or into a fund to 
provide for any such payment) on account of retirement. 

“(4) Any payment made by an employer to, or on behalf of, any 
employee or his beneficiary: 

“a. From or to a trust which meets the requirements of Section 
401(k) of the federal Internal Revenue Code and which is exempt 
from tax under Section 501(a) of the federal Internal Revenue 
Code at the time of such payment unless such payment is made to 
an employee of the trust as remuneration for services rendered as 
such employee and not as a beneficiary of the trust; or 

“b. Under or to an annuity plan which, at the time of such pay¬ 
ment, meets the requirements of Section 401(a) (3), (4), (5) and (6) 
of the federal Internal Revenue Code. 

“(5) The payment by an employer (without deduction from the 
remuneration of the employee) of the tax imposed upon an 
employee under Article 3 of this chapter, or of the tax imposed 
upon an employee by Section 3101 of the federal Internal Revenue 
Code, as amended, with respect only to remuneration paid to an 
employee for domestic service in a private home or for agricultural 
labor. 

“(6) Remuneration paid in any medium other than cash to an 
employee for agricultural or domestic services or for services not in 
the course of the employer’s trade or business. 

“(7) Any payment (other than vacation or sick pay) made to an 
employee after the month in which he attains the age of 65, if he 
did not work for the employer in the period for which such pay¬ 
ment is made. 

“(8) Dismissal payments which the employer is not legally 
required to make. 

“(9) Payments made into a fund by an employer to provide for 
supplemental unemployment benefits under a plan established to 
provide such benefits to employees in general, or a group or class 
of employees, of such employer.” 

“§25-4-54. 

“(a) Determination of contribution rates. 

“(1) For the 12-month period beginning on January 1 of each 
year which begins after December 31, 1996, any employer whose 
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experience rating account has been subject to benefit charges 
throughout at least the fiscal year, as defined in Section 25-4-4, 
immediately preceding such January 1, shall have his rate deter¬ 
mined by the Unemployment Compensation Fund’s liability for 
benefits paid to his employees, modified by the fund’s balance as of 
the most recent June 30. The employment record of an organiza¬ 
tion which has been making payments in lieu of contributions but 
which elects to change to payment of contributions shall be 
deemed to have been chargeable with benefits throughout the 
period (not to exceed three fiscal years) with respect to which it 
was making payments in lieu of contributions and its benefit 
charges and payrolls for such period shall be used in computing its 
benefit ratio pursuant to subsection (d) of this section. 

“(2) For the 12-month period beginning on January 1 of each 
calendar year which begins before January 1, 1997, the rates of 
contribution shall be determined as was prescribed by this section 
prior to said January 1, 1997. 

“(b) Determination of individual benefit charges. 

“(1) An individual's “benefit charges” shall be as follows: 

“a. For each week benefits are paid, an individual’s “benefit 
charges” shall be equal to the amount of benefits he was paid for 
such week. 

“b. For each week extended benefits pursuant to Section 
25-4-75 are paid to an individual, the “benefit charges” shall be 
equal to the state’s share of such benefits paid to him for such 
weeks; provided, however, where an individual’s “benefit charges” 
for extended benefits are attributable to service in the employ of 
any governmental entity, as defined in paragraph (a)(2)b of 
Section 25-4-10, the individual’s “benefit charges” shall be an 
amount equal to the benefits he was paid for such week. 

“(2) Any benefits paid to an individual based on wages paid to 
an employee during his base period for part-time employment by 
an employer who continues to give the employee employment to 
the same extent while he is receiving benefits as he did during his 
base period shall not be determined to be the individual’s benefit 
charges. The employer shall establish the continuation of work to 
the satisfaction of the director by submitting such information as 
the director may require within the time required by other provi¬ 
sions of this chapter after the date of notification or mailing of 
notice by the director that the employee has first filed a claim for 
benefits. 

“(3) If benefits paid to an individual are based on wages paid 
by two or more employers, the amount of the individual’s benefit 
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charges applicable to any one employer shall be an amount which 
bears the same ratio to the total benefit charges as the total base 
period wages paid by such employer to the individual and used for 
the payment of benefits bears to the total base period wages paid 
to the individual by all his base period employers and used for the 
payment of benefits. 

“(4) When, in the determination of any individual’s benefits, 
wages have been properly included once for one benefit year or for 
one base period, such wages shall not thereafter be included again 
in the computation of his benefits for any other benefit year or in 
his wages for any other base period respectively. 

“(c) Determination of employer benefit charges. 

“(1) An employer’s benefit charges for each and every fiscal 
year shall be the total of the regular benefits and the state’s share 
of the extended benefits paid during such fiscal year to all of his 
employees or former employees which are attributable to wages 
paid by such employer to his employees or former employees; 
except as is provided by paragraph a of subdivision (a)(5) of 
Section 25-4-51 for governmental entities. 

“(2) The director shall analyze the benefit payments in each 
fiscal year and determine each employer’s benefit charges for each 
fiscal year. 

“(3) The director shall, after the close of each calendar quarter, 
furnish each employer with a statement of the benefits paid to his 
workers, or former workers, which became his benefit charges in 
that calendar quarter, together with the names of such workers, or 
former workers, and such statement, in the absence of an applica¬ 
tion for a revision thereof within 30 days of the mailing of such 
statement to the employer’s last known address, shall be conclu¬ 
sive and tinai upon the employe! fui all purposes and in all pro¬ 
ceedings whatsoever. Such application for revision shall be in the 
form and manner prescribed by regulation of the director. Upon 
receipt of, within the time allowed, an application for revision of 
such statement, the director shall allow such application in whole 
or in part, or shall deny such application and shall serve notice 
upon the employer of such decision. Such decision of the director 
shall he final and conclusive on the employer at the expiration of 
30 days from the date of service of such notice, unless the 
employer shall within the said 30-day period file with the director 
a written protest and a petition for hearing, specifying his objec¬ 
tions thereto. Upon receipt of such petition the director shall fix a 
time and place for a hearing and shall notify the employer thereof. 
At any hearing held as herein provided, the decision of the director 
shall be prima facie correct, and the burden shall be upon the 
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protesting employer to prove it is incorrect. No employer shall 
have the right to object to the benefit charges with respect to any 
worker as shown on such statement, unless he shall first show 
that such charges arose as a result of benefits paid to such worker 
in accordance with a determination, or a redetermination, to which 
such employer was a party entitled to notice thereof, as provided 
by Article 5 of this chapter, and shall further show that he was not 
notified of such determination or redetermination in accordance 
with the requirements of said Article 5 of this chapter. Nothing 
herein contained shall affect the right of any employer at such 
hearing to object to such statement of benefit charges on the 
ground that it is incorrect by reason of a clerical error made by the 
director or any of his employees. The employer shall be promptly 
notified by mail of the director’s decision. Such decision shall be 
final and conclusive unless an appeal is taken therefrom in the 
manner and within the time prescribed in subsection (h) of this 
section. 

“(4) Nothing contained in subdivision (3) of this subsection (c) 
shall be construed as limiting or affecting in any manner the right 
and authority of the director to remove benefit charges from any 
employer’s account upon discovering or being aware of any such 
employer’s workers or former workers having drawn benefits by 
reason of false representation of their earnings while filing claims 
for benefits nor to make any corrections resulting from any adjust¬ 
ment to benefits paid to the individual. 

“(5) Any Alabama unemployment compensation benefits paid 
to any claimant under the following conditions shall not be 
charged to the account of a contributory base period employer(s) 
for the state fiscal year ending June 30, 1996, and each fiscal year 
thereafter, if: 

“a. The benefits are paid for unemployment due directly to a 
major natural disaster, and 

“b. The President has declared the event a disaster pursuant 
to the Disaster Relief Act of 1970, 42 USC § 4401, et seq., as 
amended, and 

“c. The benefits are paid from the Alabama U.I. Trust Fund to 
claimants who would have been eligible for disaster unemploy¬ 
ment assistance under this act, if they have not first received 
Alabama unemployment insurance benefits with respect to their 
unemployment. 

“(d) Determination of employer benefit ratio. —Effective 
January 1, 1997, and each year thereafter, the benefit ratio of each 
employer who qualifies for a rate determination under subdivision 
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(a)(1) of this section and has been chargeable with benefits 
throughout the three most recent preceding fiscal years shall be a 
percentage obtained by dividing the total of his benefit charges for 
such three-year period by that part of his total taxable payroll for 
the same three-year period with respect to which contributions 
have been paid on or before July 31, next following such period, 
and the benefit ratio of each employer who qualifies for a rate 
determination under subdivision (a)(1) of this section, but who has 
not been subject to this chapter for a period of time sufficient to 
have been chargeable with benefits throughout the three most 
recent preceding fiscal years, shall be a percentage obtained by 
dividing the total of his benefit charges for the period throughout 
which he has been chargeable, such period to be not less than the 
most recent preceding fiscal year by that part of his total taxable 
payroll for the same period with respect to which contributions 
have been paid on or before July 31 next following such period. 
The employers benefit ratio shall be computed to the fourth deci¬ 
mal and be used in determining each employer’s contribution rate 
as prescribed in subsection (a) of this section for the next calendar 
year; except that: 

“For tax rate year beginning January 1, 1991, the employer’s 
benefit ratio shall be determined by the employer’s actual benefit 
charges to his account for the fiscal year ending September 30, 
1990, and for fiscal years ending September 30, 1988, and 
September 30, 1989, the employer’s benefit charges shall be deter¬ 
mined from data accumulated by the director during such years 
relative to benefit wage charges and converted to benefit charges, 
in such manner as the director shall prescribe. 

“Penalty Rate. — Effective January 1, 1996, and each calendar 
year thereafter, employers shall be assigned a penalty rate equal 
to the maximum rate of the prevailing tax rate schedule for that 
year and the shared cost assessment fui that year if both of the 
following occur: 

“(1) The employer is eligible for an experience rate under 
Section 25-4-54. 

“(2) On October 1, subsequent to each fiscal year, the employer 
is delinquent in the payment of monies or filing of quarterly contri¬ 
bution reports and wage reports, or both, for any calendar quarters 
ending on or prior to June 30, 1996, and each tiscai year there¬ 
after. 

“(e) Shared costs. 

“(1) For the purposes of this subsection (e) and for the determi¬ 
nation of an employer’s rate of contribution pursuant to subsection 
(0, “shared” or “socialized” cost for each fiscal year is defined to be: 
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“a. Benefit charges which cannot be effectively assigned to an 
individual employer’s experience rating account during such fiscal 
year because of the employer becoming inactive (in accordance 
with Section 25-4-130); and 

“b. The total amount of the difference between the benefit 
charges to all employers during the fiscal year who are assigned 
the maximum rate of contribution under any one of the rate sched¬ 
ules for the calendar year next following such fiscal year and the 
total amount of contributions received from all such maximum 
rated employers during the same fiscal year; and 

“c. Credits granted employers during such fiscal year because 
of the reason for separation (as provided in Section 25-4-78), con¬ 
tinued part-time work, as provided by subdivision (b)(2) of this sec¬ 
tion, and relief from charges granted an employer under the provi¬ 
sions of subdivision (c)(4) of this section; and 

“d. Benefit overpayments which have been declared uncol¬ 
lectible or have been waived by the director during the fiscal year 
pursuant to the applicable provisions of this chapter; and 

“e. Contributions due from employers but not paid and which 
have been, during such fiscal year, declared uncollectible by the 
bankruptcy courts or official action by the director; and 

“f. Cost resulting from the relief of charges for contributory 
employers under Section 25-4-54(c)(5) will be included in shared 
cost as defined in this section. 

“(2) The total of the amounts determined under the provisions 
of subdivision (1) above shall be the statewide total shared cost for 
any fiscal year. 

“(3) Net shared costs for any fiscal year shall be the statewide 
total of shared costs for that fiscal year reduced (but not below 
zero) by the amount of: 

“a. Interest received by the fund from the U. S. Treasury dur¬ 
ing such fiscal year; and 

“b. The total amount of the difference between the contribu¬ 
tions received from all employers during such fiscal year who are 
assigned the minimum rate of contributions under any one of the 
rate schedules for the calendar year next following such fiscal year 
and the total of all benefit charges made to all such minimum 
rated employers during the same fiscal year. 

“(4) To determine the “shared cost ratio” for any fiscal year, the 
net shared cost for such fiscal year shall be divided by the 
statewide total of taxable wages for the same fiscal year which 
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have been reported by all contributory employers and upon which 
contributions have been timely paid (reduced by the total of the 
taxable wages reported and timely paid on by any employer or 
employers for the same fiscal year, who by the provisions of subdi¬ 
vision (5) of this subsection (e) are relieved of the shared cost 
assessment). The resulting quotient adjusted to the nearest multi¬ 
ple of one-thousandth shall be the “shared cost ratio” applicable for 
assessment to all contributory employers for the next following 
calendar year. 

“(5) a. Except as is hereinafter provided, the shared cost ratio 
as computed under the above provision for each fiscal year shall, 
for the next calendar year, be assessed each employer eligible for a 
rate determination under the provision of subdivision (a)(1) of this 
section, in addition to the rate of contributions determined by the 
tables contained in subsection (f) of this section. 

“1. Any employer whose rate of contribution has been deter¬ 
mined to be the minimum rate allowed under Schedule A for a cal¬ 
endar year, shall be relieved of any shared cost assessment during 
that calendar year; 

“2. Any employer whose rate of contribution has been deter¬ 
mined to be the minimum rate allowed under Schedule B for a cal¬ 
endar year and whose experience rating account has not been 
charged with any benefits during the three immediately preceding 
fiscal years, shall be relieved of any shared cost assessment for 
that calendar year; 

“3. No relief shall be granted to any employer for any portion 
of the shared cost assessment for a calendar year when either 
Schedule C or D is in effect. 

“b. The assessment fnr shared costs shall become due and 
payable at the same time and in the same manner as contributions. 

“c. The authority of the director to enforce collection of any 
shared cost assessment shall be the same as is provided in this 
chapter for the enforcement of the collections of contributions. 

“(f) Notice of contribution rate, etc.; maximum rate. — The 
contribution rates (expressed as a percentage of taxable wages) for 
each employer, as provided in subsection (a; of this section, shall 
be determined by the director and the director shall notify each 
employer of his benefit ratio and his contribution rate within 30 
days after the effective date of such rate. Such employer contribu¬ 
tion rate for the tax rate years beginning January 1, 1991, shall be 
determined from the appropriate rate schedule prescribed for that 
tax rate year by the provisions of subsection (g) of this section and 
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shall be the rate which appears on the same horizontal line on 
which is found the employer’s benefit ratio.

profit organizations, hospitals, educational institutions, agencies 
of the State of Alabama and political subdivisions of the state who 
have, under the option permitted by Section 25-4-51, for that cal¬ 
endar year elected to pay contributions. The adjustment shall not 
apply to any employer who, because of insufficient unemployment 
experience, has not become eligible to have his rate of contribution 
determined by the method prescribed under this subsection (f), 
whose rate of contribution is determined to be 5.4%, or is above 
5.4% and by the application of the adjustment would become a rate 
less than 5.4%; and all employers who being eligible for such 
option have elected the option to make payments in lieu of 
contributions. 

“(g) Determination of contribution rate schedule. — Contribution 
rates for each employer, determined pursuant to subsection (f) of 
this section, shall nevertheless be subject to the contribution rate 
schedule as is hereinafter provided. 

“(1) The “benefits payroll ratio” of the state for each fiscal year 
shall be determined by dividing the total of benefits paid, includ¬ 
ing the state’s portion of benefits paid under any extended benefit 
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preceding fiscal year, less any benefits paid for which payments in 
lieu of contributions have been paid or are currently due to be 
paid, by the statewide total payrolls of all employers upon which 
contributions on the taxable portion thereof have been paid during 
the same fiscal year, and by adjusting the quotient to the nearest 
multiple of one-thousandth. 

“(2) The desired level of unemployment compensation fund for 
each fiscal year shall be one and four-tenths times the amount 
determined by multiplying the highest statewide total of payrolls 
of all employers upon which contributions on the taxable portion 
thereof have been paid during any one of the three most recent 
preceding fiscal years by the highest benefits payroll ratio for any 
one of the 10 most recent preceding fiscal years. 
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“(3) The director shall, on or before the December 1 next fol¬ 
lowing the end of each fiscal year, declare effective for the 
12-month period beginning with January 1 of the immediately suc¬ 
ceeding calendar year, the desired level of the fund and the sched¬ 
ule to be in effect for that 12-month period. The contribution rate 
for each employer for the next calendar year shall be determined 
by the director as provided in subsection (f) of this section on the 
basis of each employer’s benefit ratio as determined under the pro¬ 
visions of subsection (d) of this section; and whenever at the end of 
any fiscal year, the fund balance is: 

“a. One hundred twenty-five percent or more of the desired 
level computed for the fiscal year, contribution rates shall be 
determined under Schedule A; 

“b. Equal to the desired level but is less than 125% thereof, 
contribution rates shall be determined under Schedule B. 

“c. Less than the desired level but is at least 70% thereof, con¬ 
tribution rates shall be determined under Schedule C. 

“d. Less than 70 percent of the desired level, contribution rates 
shall be determined under Schedule D. 

“(4) Any amount credited to this state’s account under Section 
903 of the Social Security Act, as amended, which has been appro¬ 
priated for expenses of administration, whether or not withdrawn 
from the trust fund, shall be included in the trust fund balance in 
determining whether or not such fund is greater or less than the 
desired level of the fund for a fiscal year; except, that any amount 
appropriated and withdrawn which will not be repaid to the fund 
shall not be included in such balances. 

“(5) The director shall notify each employer of such declaration 
and of his benefit ratio and his contribution rate within 30 days 
after each such January 1. This subdivision (5) shall not apply to 
employers who, in lieu of contributions, reimburse the fund for 
benefits paid. 

“(h) Review of contribution rate, etc. — Any employer may 
apply to the director for and shall be entitled to a review as to the 
determination of his benefit ratio and his contribution rate as fixed 
by his benefit ratio, provided such application is filed within 30 
days of the date of the mailing by the director to the employer of 
the notice of such determination. Pending such review, such 
employer shall make all contribution payments otherwise required 
by this chapter at contribution rates fixed by the determination 
sought to be reviewed and resulting overpayments or underpay¬ 
ments of contributions by the employer shall, upon any redetermi¬ 
nation, be adjusted or refunded pursuant to Section 25-4-137. Any 
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employer may within 30 days after the date of mailing by the 
director to such employer of notice of the ruling of the director 
upon such application for review appeal such ruling to the circuit 
court of any county wherein the employer is engaged in doing busi¬ 
ness, upon such terms and upon giving such security for costs as 
the court may upon application prescribe. Trial in that court shall 
be de novo with respect to his benefit ratio. 

“(i) Contribution rate, etc., of successor employer. — For the 
purpose of this section, an employer’s benefit charges and that 
part of his taxable payroll with respect to which contributions 
have been paid, shall be deemed benefit charges and taxable pay¬ 
rolls of a successor employer and shall be taken into account in 
determining the contribution rate of such successor employer as 
provided in subsection (f) of this section, if such successor succeeds 
the employer in any of the manners set out in paragraph (a)(4)a of 
Section 25-4-8; provided, that an employer subject to this chapter 
who becomes such in any of the manners set out in paragraph 
(a)(4)b of Section 25-4-8 may have that portion of his predecessor’s 
benefit charges and that part of his predecessor’s total taxable 
payroll, with respect to which contributions have been paid which 
correspond to the segregable portion of the business assets and 
payroll thereof, acquired from his predecessor, deemed to be his 
benefit charges and his payroll and such shall be taken into 
account in determining his rates, as provided in subsection (f) of 
this section; provided, that he: 

“(1) Makes written application within 90 calendar days from 
the date of such acquisition; and 

“(2) Furnishes to the director within 120 calendar days from 
the date of such acquisition a transcript of such total and taxable 
payrolls which correspond to the segregable portion acquired from 
his predecessor; provided further that in the event that within the 
intervening 120 days a notice of his rate of contribution has been 
mailed to the partial successor, the 30-day finality provision set 
forth in subsection (h) of this section shall not prevail but, instead, 
be effective with respect to the subsequent notice computed on the 
basis of the benefit ratio and taxable payrolls of the acquired seg¬ 
regable portion.”

“(a) To hear and decide disputed claims and other due process 
cases involving a division of the Department of Industrial 
Relations, the director shall appoint one or more impartial appeals 
tribunals, consisting in each instance of an officer or an employee 
of the department of industrial relations. The appeals tribunals

“(a) (1) An individual filing a new claim for unemployment 
compensation shall, at the time of filing such claim, disclose 
whether or not the individual owes child support obligations as 
defined under subdivision (7). If any such individual discloses that 
he or she owes child support obligations, and is determined to be 
eligible for unemployment compensation, the director shall notify 
the state or local child support enforcement agency enforcing such 
obligation that the individual has been determined to be eligible 
for unemployment compensation.

“(4) Any amount deducted and withheld under subdivision (2) 
shall for all purposes be treated as if it were paid to the individual 
as unemployment compensation and paid by such individual to the 
state or local child support enforcement agency in satisfaction of 
the individual's child support obligations. 

“(5) For purposes of subdivisions (1) through (4), the term 
“unemployment compensation” means any compensation payable 
under this section (including amounts payable by the director pur¬ 
suant to an agreement under any federal law providing for compen¬ 
sation, assistance, or allowances with respect to unemployment). 

“(6) The provisions of this section shall apply only if appropri¬ 
ate arrangements have been made for reimbursement by the state 
or local child support enforcement agency for the administrative 
costs incurred by the director under this section which are 
attributable to child support obligations being enforced by the 
state or local child support enforcement agency. 

“(7) The term “child support obligations” is defined for pur¬ 
poses of these provisions as including only obligations which are 
being enforced pursuant to a plan described in Section 454 of the 
Social Security Act which has been approved by the U.S. Secretary 
of Health and Human Services under Part D of Title IV of the 
Social Security Act. 

“(8) The term “state or local child support enforcement agency” 
as used in these provisions means any agency of this state or a 
political subdivision thereof operating pursuant to a plan as 
described in subdivision (7). 

“(b) The provisions of subsection (a) shall become effective for 
implementation with respect to benefits paid on or after 
September 25, 1982. 

“(c) (1) Effective January 1, 1997, and thereafter an individual 
filing an initial claim for unemployment compensation shall, at the 
time of filing such claim, be advised that: 

“(a) Unemployment compensation is subject to federal income tax. 

“(b) Requirements exist pertaining to estimated tax payments. 

“(c) The individual may elect to have federal income tax 
deducted and withheld from the individual's payment of unem¬ 
ployment compensation at the amount specified in the Federal 
Internal Revenue Code. 
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“(d) The individual shall be permitted to change a previously 
elected withholding status one time within a benefit year. 

“(2) Amounts deducted and withheld from unemployment com- 
pensation shall remain in the unemployment fund until trans¬ 
ferred to the federal taxing authority as a payment of income tax. 

“(3) The director shall follow all procedures specified by the 
United States Department of Labor and the Federal Internal 
Revenue Service pertaining to the deduction and withholding of 
income tax. 

“(4) Amounts shall be deducted and withheld under this sec¬ 
tion only after amounts are deducted and withheld for any over 
payments of unemployment compensation, child support obliga¬ 
tions or any other amounts required to be deducted and withheld 
under this act.”

To amend Section 37-15-4, Code of Alabama 1975, to provide further for loca¬ 
tion of any proposed excavation or demolition and for exemptions to the notice 
requirements. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Section 37-15-4, Code of Alabama 1975, is 
amended to read as follows: 

“§37-15-4. 

“(a) A permit issued pursuant.to law authorizing excavation or 
demolition operations shall not be deemed to relieve a person from 
the responsibility for complying with the provisions of this chap¬ 
ter. Any public agency issuing such permit shall notify the person 
receiving the permit of the notification requirements of this chap¬ 
ter; however, failure to provide such notification shall not make 
the State Department of Transportation subject to the penalties 
provided for in Section 37-15-10. 

“(b) Before commencing any excavation or demolition operation 
prohibited by Section 37-15-3, each person responsible for such 
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excavation or demolition shall give written, telephonic or elec¬ 
tronic notice of such intent to excavate or demolish to the under¬ 
ground facility operator or a “One-Call Notification System” acting 
on behalf of the operator at least two but not more than ten work¬ 
ing days prior to the start of the proposed excavation and at least 
two working days but not more than thirty calendar days prior to 
the start of demolition or any blasting operations for either excava¬ 
tion or demolition. Written notice shall be by registered mail and 
shall be valid only upon receipt of the written information required 
by this chapter by the operator or by a “One-Call Notification 
System” acting on behalf of the operator. 

“(c) The notice required by subsection (b) of this section must 
contain the name, address, and telephone number of the person 
responsible for the excavation or the demolition and the person 
giving notice, the proposed starting date and time, the type of 
excavation or demolition operation to be conducted, the location of 
the proposed excavation or demolition with sufficient details to 
enable the operator to locate same with reasonable certainty, and 
whether or not explosives are to be used. In the event the location 
requirements of this subsection cannot be met, the excavator shall 
mark the route or boundaries of the site of proposed excavation or 
demolition by means of white as the identifying color on stakes, 
flags, paint, bouys or clearly identifiable materials placed on the 
surface of the ground or water. 

“(d) Notification to an operator or to a “One-Call Notification 
System” acting on behalf of the operator of an intent to excavate 
shall be valid for a period of fourteen calendar days from the pro¬ 
posed starting date given and the notice to demolish shall be valid 
for a period of thirty calendar days from the starting date given. 
Each person responsible for excavation or demolition shall renew 
with the underground facility operator or a “One-Call Notification 
System” acting on behalf of the operator each notice of intent to 
excavate or demolish at least two working days prior to the expira¬ 
tion date of the notice if the excavation or demolition has not been 
completed. 

“(e) When engaged in an extensive and contiguous construc¬ 
tion, demolition or excavation activity, working agreements may 
be established to accomplish the intent and purpose of this chapter 
between operators, public agencies and contractors after initial 
compliance with the notification provisions of this chapter. 

“(f) Compliance with the notice requirements of this section is 
not required of any governmental entity doing maintenance work 
within dedicated state, county or city road rights-of-way; or of 
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persons plowing less than 12 inches in depth for agricultural 
purposes; or of municipal or public corporations operating water 
and sewer boards, which produce, treat and sell water and provide 
fire protection in accordance with Insurance Service Office fire 
protection standards while doing work on any easements, 
rights-of-way or other property owned by said board or to which 
said board had access; or of any rural water system. 

“(g) Compliance with the notice requirements of this section is 
not required by persons or operators excavating on their own prop¬ 
erty or easement when no other persons or operators have under¬ 
ground facilities on the property or easement. 

“(h) Compliance with the notice requirements of this section is 
not required by operators when excavating at a depth of 18 inches 
or less for the purpose of extending their underground facility from 
an easement or right-of-way on to the property of the person to be 
served by these extended facilities; if in the process of the exten¬ 
sion, no mechanized equipment is used in any excavation within 
the easement or right-of-way.”

To amend Section 9-11-54, Code of Alabama 1975, relating to fishing licenses 
for totally disabled persons, so as to provide for the issuance of the licenses on a 
continuous basis, subject to certain recertification requirements under certain 
circumstances. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Section 9-11-54, Code of Alabama 1975, is 
amended to read as follows: 

“§9-11-54. 


“(a) Any person who is totally disabled and who has been a 
bona fide resident of this state for not less than six months next 
preceding the date of application may, upon the payment of an 
issuance fee of $1.00, procure a special disabled person’s fishing 
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license in the following manner: The applicant shall file with the 
person, in the county in which he or she resides, who is duly 
authorized to issue licenses, an application, stating his or her age, 
place of residence, post office address, and length of residence in 
this state. The application shall have attached a sworn statement 
by a licensed physician or chiropractor of this state stating that 
the applicant is totally disabled. 

“(b) The fishing licenses issued pursuant to this section shall 
be valid on a continuous basis during the period of total disability; 
provided, however, that any conservation enforcement officer may, 
upon reasonable belief that the license holder is no longer totally 
disabled, request the holder to obtain a recertification of disability, 
which request shall be in writing. Upon the failure of the holder to 
furnish the recertification of disability within 90 days of receipt of 
request, the holder’s license shall be void and shall be confiscated 
by the Department of Conservation and Natural Resources, Game 
and Fish Division. 

“(c) The issuing officer or authority shall be allowed an 
issuance fee of $1.00 for each license issued. In counties in which 
the probate judge or issuing officer is on a fee system, the issuing 
fee shall be retained by the probate judge or issuing officer, and in 
a county in which the probate judge or issuing officer is on a salary 
basis, the issuing fee shall be paid into the county treasury. These 
licenses shall not be issued by special agents. The name of the 
physician certifying to the disability of the licensee shall be writ¬ 
ten upon the license. 

“(d) For the purposes of this section, the term “disabled” means 
inability to engage in any substantial gainful activity by reason of 
any medically determinable physical impairment which can be 
expected to result in death or in blindness or to be of long contin¬ 
ued and indefinite duration. The term “blindness,” as used in this 
section, means central visual acuity of 5/200 or less in the better 
eye with the use of a corrective lens. An eye in which the visual 
field is reduced to five degrees or less concentric contraction shall 
be considered for the purposes of this section as having a central 
visual acuity of 5/200 or less. No applicant shall be considered dis¬ 
abled unless he or she furnishes the required medical statement 
setting out the fact of such disability.” 

Section 2. This act shall become effective on the first day of 
the month, 60 days after its passage and approval by the 
Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

"§9-11-270. 

"No person shall willfully and knowingly prevent, obstruct, 
impede, disturb, or interfere with, or attempt to prevent, obstruct, 
impede, disturb, or interfere with any person in legally hunting or 
fishing pursuant to the rules and regulations of the Department of 
Conservation and Natural Resources and the law of the State of 
Alabama. 

"§9-11-271. 

"Activities prohibited by this article shall include, but not be 
limited to the following: 

“(a) Creating a visual, aural, olfactory, or physical stimulus 
intended to affect the natural behavior of the wild animal being 
hunted or fish for the purpose of fishing. 

“(b) Affecting the condition or location of personal property 
intended for use in the hunting or fishing. 

"§9-11-273. 

"This article applies only to activities on lands or waters upon 
which hunting or fishing may legally occur. This article does not 
apply to acts of a peace officer, owner of the lands or waters, or the 
tenant or other person acting under authority of the owner of the 
lands or waters; provided, however, that the provisions of this arti¬ 
cle shall apply to wildlife and game management areas operated 
by the Game and Fish Division of the Alabama Department of 
Conservation and Natural Resources. This article shall not be con¬ 
strued to prohibit conduct protected under the First Amendment 
to the United States Constitution. 
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“§9-11-275. 

“This article is supplemental to all laws relating to hunting 
and fishing and shall be construed in pari materia with Chapter 
15 of Title 35.”

AN ACT 

Providing distinctive motor vehicle license tags or plates for members of the 
Alabama State Defense Force; providing for the fees for these tags or plates and for 
the disposition of the fees; and providing for a delayed effective date. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. (a) An active or inactive member of the Alabama 

State Defense Force who is the owner of a motor vehicle and a resi¬ 
dent of the state may be issued a distinctive Alabama State 
Defense Force license tag or plate. The distinctive plates or tags 
shall be designed by the Department of Revenue with the advice of 
the Commander of the Alabama State Defense Force. Applicants 
for the distinctive plates shall present to the judge of probate or 
license commissioner proof of active or inactive membership in the 
Alabama State Defense Force on forms prescribed by the 
Commander of the Alabama State Defense Force. The members of 
the Alabama State Defense Foice shall comply with the motor 
vehicle registration and licensing laws, pay the regular fees 
required by law for license tags or plates for private passenger or 
pleasure motor vehicles, and pay an additional annual fee of fifty 
dollars ($50). The Department of Revenue shall coordinate with 
the Commander of the Alabama State Defense Force for the 
issuance of the numbers on the tags or plates. 

(b) The tags or plates shall be issued, printed, and processed 
like other distinctive and personalized tags and plates provided for 
in Chapter 6 of Title 32 of the Code of Alabama 1975. The tags or 
plates shall be valid for five years and may be replaced with either 
a conventional, personalized, or new Alabama State Defense Force 
tags or plates. Payment of required license fees and taxes for the 
years during which a new tag or plate is not issued shall be evi¬ 
denced as provided in Section 32-6-63 of the Code of Alabama 1975. 
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Section 2. The proceeds of the additional revenues gener¬ 
ated by the fifty-dollar ($50) fee for the Alabama State Defense 
Force tags and plates, less cost of production and administration, 
shall be deposited into the State General Fund. 

Section 3. The distinctive license plates or tags issued pur¬ 
suant to this act shall not be transferable between motor vehicle 
owners, and in the event the owner of a vehicle bearing the dis¬ 
tinctive plates sells, trades, exchanges, or otherwise disposes of the 
motor vehicle, the plates shall be retained by the owner to whom 
issued and returned to the judge of probate or license commis¬ 
sioner of the county, who shall receive and account for the tags or 
plates as provided in this section. In the event the owner acquires 
by purchase, trade, exchange, or otherwise a vehicle for which no 
standard plates have been issued during the current license 
period, the judge of probate or license commissioner of the county 
shall, upon being furnished by the owner proper certification of the 
acquisition of the vehicle and the payment of the motor vehicle 
license tax due upon the vehicle, authorize the transfer of the dis¬ 
tinctive license plates or tags previously purchased by the owner to 
the vehicle, which plates or tags shall authorize the operation of 
the vehicle for the remainder of the then current license period. In 
the event the owner of the distinctive license plates or tags 
acquires by purchase, trade, exchange, or otherwise a vehicle for 
which standard plates have been issued during the current license 
year, the judge of probate or license commissioner shall, upon 
proper certification of the owner and upon delivery to the official of 
the standard plates previously issued for the vehicle, authorize the 
owner of the newly-acquired vehicle to place the distinctive license 
plates or tags previously purchased for the vehicle and use the 
plates for the remainder of the then current license period. The 
notice of transfer of ownership shall be made of record by the judge 
of probate or the license commissioner. 

Any person acquiring by purchase, trade, exchange, or other¬ 
wise any vehicle formerly bearing the distinctive plates may, upon 
certification of the fact to the judge of probate or license commis¬ 
sioner of the county and the payment of the fee now required by 
law, purchase standard replacement plates for the vehicle which 
shall authorize the operation of the vehicle by the new owner for 
the remainder of the license period. 

Section 4. Upon termination of active and inactive member¬ 
ship with the Alabama State Defense Force, an applicant to whom 
an Alabama State Defense Force license plate was issued under 
this section shall, within 30 days, return the plate to the judge of 
probate or the license commissioner of the county of the applicant’s 
residence. 
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Section 5. The provisions of this act are severable. If any 
part of this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, that decla¬ 
ration shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 6. This act shall become effective on October 1, 
1996.

“§15-18-83. 

“(a) The following persons may be present at an execution and 
none other: 

“(1) The executioner and any persons necessary to assist in 
conducting the execution. 

“(2) The commissioner of corrections or his or her representa¬ 
tive. 

“(3) Two physicians, including the prison physician. 

“(4) The spiritual advisor of the condemned. 

“(5) The chaplain of Holman prison. 

“(6) Such newspaper reporters as may be admitted by the 
warden. 

“(7) Any of the relatives or friends of the condemned person 
that he or she may request, not exceeding two in number. 

“(8) Any of the immediate family of the victim, not to exceed 
two in number; provided that if there was more than one victim, 
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the number and manner of selection of victims’ representatives 
shall be as determined by the Commissioner of Corrections. 

“(b) No convict shall be permitted by the prison authorities to 
witness the execution.” 

Section 2. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

AN ACT 

Relating to health benefit plans; to provide for the inclusion of obstetricians 
and gynecologists as primary care physicians; to provide that a health benefit plan 
may not require a referral from a primary care physician as a condition for the cov¬ 
erage of the services of an obstetrician or gynecologist; and to designate this act as 
the “Women’s Access to Health Care Act.” 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . This act shall be known and may be cited as the 
“Women’s Access to Health Care Act.” 

Section 2. The Legislature finds that the specialty of obstet¬ 
rics and gynecology is devoted to primary and preventive health 
care of women throughout their lifetime. Significant numbers of 
women view their obstetrician and gynecologist as their primary 
or only physician. For many women, an obstetrician or gynecolo¬ 
gist is often the only physician they see regularly during their 
reproductive years. A general medical examination was the second 
most frequently cited purpose for patient visits to obstetricians 
and gynecologists in 1989 and 1990. Obstetricians and gynecolo¬ 
gists refer their patients less frequently than other primary care 
physicians, thus avoiding costly and time consuming referrals to 
specialists. Accordingly, it is the intent of the Legislature that 
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women enrolled or covered by health benefit plans have direct 
access to the services of a participating obstetrician or a participat¬ 
ing gynecologist. 

Section 3. As used in this act, the following terms shall 
have the following meanings: 

(1) HEALTH BENEFIT PLAN. Any individual or group plan, 
policy, or contract for health care services issued, delivered, issued 
for delivery, renewed in this state by a health care insurer, health 
maintenance organization, accident and sickness insurer, fraternal 
benefit society, nonprofit hospital service corporation, nonprofit 
medical service corporation, health care service plan, or any other 
person, firm, corporation, joint venture, or other similar business 
entity that pays for, purchases, or furnishes health care services to 
patients, insureds, or beneficiaries in this state. The term 
includes, but is not limited to, entities created pursuant to Article 
6, Chapter 4, Title 10, Code of Alabama 1975. For the purposes of 
this act, a health benefit plan located or domiciled outside of the 
State of Alabama is deemed to be subject to the provisions of this 
act if it receives, processes, adjudicates, pays, or denies claims for 
health care services submitted by or on behalf of patients, 
insureds, or beneficiaries who reside in the State of Alabama or 
who receive health care services in the State of Alabama. 

(2) OBSTETRICIAN/GYNECOLOGIST. A physician who is 
board eligible or board certified by the American Board of 
Obstetricians and Gynecologists. 

(3) PARTICIPATING OBSTETRICIAN/PARTICIPATING 
GYNECOLOGIST. An obstetrician or a gynecologist who is 
employed by or under contract with-a health benefit plan. 

(4) PRIMARY CARE PHY SICIAN. A physician who has the 
responsibility for providing initial and primary care to patients, for 
maintaining the continuity of patient care, and for initiating refer¬ 
rals for specialist care. 

Section 4. (a) Each health benefit plan which is issued, 

delivered, issued for delivery, or renewed in this state on or after 
October 1, 1996, shall allow obstetricians and gynecologists as pri¬ 
mary care physicians. This subsection shall not be construed to 
require an individual obstetrician or gynecologist to accept pri¬ 
mary care physician status if the obstetrician or gynecologist does 
not wish to be designated as a primary care physician, nor to inter¬ 
fere with the credentialing and other selection criteria usually 
applied by a health benefit plan with respect to other physicians 
within its network. 
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(b) For women not using an obstetrician or gynecologist as 
their primary care physician, no health benefit plan which is 
issued, delivered, issued for delivery, or renewed in this state on or 
after October 1, 1996, shall require as a condition to the coverage 
of the services of a participating obstetrician or a participating 
gynecologist that an enrollee, subscriber, or insured first obtain a 
referral from another primary care physician, it being the intent of 
this subsection that a woman shall at all times have direct access 
to the services of a participating obstetrician or a participating 
gynecologist, or both, under any health benefit plan; provided, 
however, that the service covered by this subsection shall be lim¬ 
ited to those services defined by the published recommendations of 
the Accreditation Council For Graduate Medical Education for 
training as an obstetrician or gynecologist, including, but not lim¬ 
ited to, diagnosis, treatment, and referral. 

Section 5. Any violation of this act shall constitute grounds 
for suspension or revocation of a license by the Department of 
Insurance issued to an insurance company or health maintenance 
organization. 

Section 6. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
act are repealed. 

Section 7. The provisions of this act are severable. If any 
part of this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, that decla¬ 
ration shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 8. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To clarify the duty and responsibility of the Department of Human Resources 
to establish rules and standards for the inspection and approval of adult day care 
centers and adult day care homes with whom the Department of Human Resources 
contracts or otherwise agrees to purchase adult day care services. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Section 38-2-6, Code of Alabama 1975, is 
amended to read as follows: 

“§38-2-6. 

The aim of the state department shall be the promotion of a 
unified development of welfare activities and agencies of the state 
and of the local governments so that each agency and each govern¬ 
mental institution shall function as an integral part of a general 
system. In order to carry out effectively these aims, it shall be the 
duty and responsibility of the state department to: 

(1) Administer or supervise all forms of public assistance 
including general home relief, outdoor and indoor care for persons 
in need of assistance, also including those duties that have to do 
primarily with the determination of need and authorization of 
relief. 

(2) Exercise all the powers, duties, and responsibilities previ¬ 
ously vested by law in the State Child Welfare Department. 

(3) Provide services to county or municipal governments 
including the organization and supervision of counties for the 
effective carrying out of welfare functions, the compilation of 
statistics, and other information relative to public welfare and to 
make surveys and in other ways to ascertain the facts which cause 
or contribute to the need for public assistance, family welfare, 
child welfare, and other welfare activities. 

(4) Assist other departments, agencies, and institutions of the 
state and federal government, when so requested, by performing 
services in conformity with the purposes of the state department. 

(5) Act as the agent of the federal government in welfare mat¬ 
ters of mutual concern, and in the administration of any federal 
funds granted to the state to aid in the furtherance of any of the 
functions of the state department, and be empowered to meet such 
federal standards as may be established for the administration of 
such funds. 
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“(6) Designate county departments as its agents under its 
rules and regulations to perform any of the state department’s 
functions. 

“(7) Administer such welfare functions as may hereafter be 
vested in it by law. 

“(8) Establish and enforce reasonable rules and regulations 
governing the custody, use, and preservation of the records, 
papers, files, and communications of the state and county depart¬ 
ments. The use of such records, papers, files, and communications 
by any other agency or department of government shall be limited 
to the purposes for which they are furnished and by the provisions 
of the law under which they may be furnished. All case records of 
recipients of, and applicants for, assistance, including, but not lim¬ 
ited to, payments and services, shall be considered confidential 
and not public writings and shall not be subject to public use or 
inspection. At each session of the circuit court, however, the direc¬ 
tor of human resources in each county shall, upon request, submit 
to the grand jury a list of persons receiving public assistance in the 
county or division of the county covered by the court, and the 
grand jury may examine the list of public assistance recipients 
within the county and make such investigation in regard thereto 
as may be necessary to verify the accuracy of the same. It shall be 
the duty of the presiding judge to charge the grand jury at each 
session that it may make such investigation. The information 
obtained from either the state or county departments of human 
resources by the grand juries in investigations shall be subject to 
the same safeguards with respect to the confidential nature of 
such information as prevails with respect to such records and 
information while in the custody of the county or state depart¬ 
ments of human resources. Confidential information concerning 
children and their families and applicants for and recipients of 
public assistance, including, but not limited to, payments or serv¬ 
ices, shall not be used or disclosed for any purposes not directly 
connected with the administration of public assistance, or the 
investigation thereof by grand juries. Any violation of this provi¬ 
sion shall be a misdemeanor and punishable accordingly. 

“(9) Cooperate with the State Department of Corrections or 
with any pardon and parole authority of the State of Alabama by 
making necessary investigations with reference to families or 
dependents of persons committed to state penal institutions; in the 
discharge of its responsibility with reference to dependent or 
neglected minor children whose parent or parents may be inmates 
of any prison or jail, the State Department of Human Resources 
shall cooperate and advise with the State Department of 
Corrections and with the officials of the courts committing said 
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parent or parents to a prison or jail to the end that as full protec¬ 
tion as possible may be afforded the families or children of said 
prisoners. 

“(10) Seek out, through investigation, complaints from citizens, 
or otherwise, the minor children in the state who are in need of its 
care and protection and shall, as far as may be possible, through 
existing agencies, public or private, or through such other 
resources, aid such children to a fair opportunity in life. 

(11) Advise with the judges and probation officers of the juve¬ 
nile courts of the several counties of the state, and aid in perfect- 
ing the organization and work of such courts. 

(12) Exercise the right of visitation and inspection of all state, 
county, municipal, and other agencies and institutions, public or 
private, receiving, placing, or caring for dependent or neglected 
minor children for the purpose of ascertaining from time to time 
the capacity and adequacy of the facilities offered by these agen¬ 
cies and institutions for the care of such children; the manner, 
character or way in which such children are cared for in such insti¬ 
tutions or agencies, the children who are in such institutions, the 
facts showing their social status, the source of income and cost of 
maintenance, and the way in which such children are received into 
and dismissed from such institutions or agencies. 

(13) License biennially all institutions and agencies except 
those under state ownership and control, caring for, receiving, or 
placing minor children and to revoke such license for cause. 

(14) Establish and maintain homes or other agencies for the 
care of dependent or neglected minor children or contract with any 
approved agency or institution for the care of such children, and, 
also, receive and care for dependent or neglected minor children 
committed to its care, make a careful physical examination and, if 
possible, a mental examination of every such child, investigate in 
detail the personal and family history of the child and its environ¬ 
ment, and place such children in family homes or in approved suit¬ 
able institutions operating in accordance with the provisions of 
this title and supervise such children however placed. 

“(15) Require reports from courts and institutions, public and pri¬ 
vate, to the extent and in the form and manner as required by law. 

“(16) Solicit, receive, and hold gifts, devises, and bequests of 
money, real estate and other things of value to be used in the sup¬ 
port, development, and carrying on of its work. 

‘(17) Administer and exercise all responsibility for the food 
stamp program. 
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“(18) Establish rules and standards for the inspection, 
approval, and operation of foster homes for adults which serve 
only those individuals who are eligible for adult foster care serv¬ 
ices and are referred and placed by the Department of Human 
Resources. 

“(19) Establish rules and standards for the inspection and 
approval of adult day care centers and adult day care homes with 
whom the Department of Human Resources contracts or otherwise 
agrees to purchase adult day care services.” 

Section 3. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

The initial chair selected pursuant to this act 
shall be entitled to a salary and expense allowance of thirty-seven 
thousand five hundred dollars ($37,500) per annum of total com¬ 
pensation. Beginning with the expiration of the term of the incum¬ 
bent chair, the chair of the Tallapoosa County Commission shall 
receive a total salary of thirty-seven thousand five hundred dollars 
($37,500) per annum, payable in equal monthly installments from 
the general fund of the county, and at that time all expense 
allowances heretofore provided by law shall become null and void. 

Section 3. The chair of the Tallapoosa County Commission 
shall serve at the pleasure of the members of the county commis¬ 
sion and may be removed from the office of chair by a majority 
vote of the county commission. 

Section 4. The provisions of this act are severable. If any 
part of this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, that decla¬ 
ration shall not affect the part which remains.

Relating to Calhoun County; to provide for the rehabilitation of certain per¬ 
sons convicted of any type crime and sentenced to a term of confinement in the 
Calhoun County jail or state prison; to provide for a rehabilitation board to super¬ 
vise and administer the rehabilitation processes of this act; and to repeal all laws 
or parts of laws which conflict with this act. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 
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Section 1 . This act shall apply to Calhoun County. 

Section 2. The following words shall have the following 
meanings: 

(1) BOARD. The Calhoun County Rehabilitation Board, which 
shall be composed of the sheriff who shall act as chair; the district 
attorney; the senior circuit judge; the senior district judge; and a 
fifth person to be selected by the Calhoun County Commission. 

(2) INMATE. Any person convicted of a crime and sentenced to 
the county jail or state prison. 

Section 3. (a) The board shall adopt written procedures of 

operation and administration and shall elect one of its members as 
chair on an annual basis. Meetings shall generally be conducted in 
accordance with Robert’s Rules of Order. 

(b) Any rules, regulations, or policies promulgated by the board 
shall be written upon the minutes of the board, and shall be 
acknowledged and signed by each member of the board a mini¬ 
mum of 30 days before the rules, regulations, or policies can be 
implemented or utilized for any prisoner pursuant to this act. 

(c) Inmates shall participate in paid employment at the discre¬ 
tion of the board. 

Section 4. The board shall adopt written regulations and poli¬ 
cies permitting the sheriff to extend the limits of the place of con¬ 
finement of an inmate, if there is reasonable cause to believe his or 
her suitability, by authorizing him or her under prescribed condi¬ 
tions to leave the confines of the county jail unaccompanied by a 
custodial agent for n presrriher] period of time to work at paid 
employment while continuing as an inmate in the jail in which he or 
she shall be confined except during the hours of his or her employ¬ 
ment and transportation to and from the place of employment. 

Section 5. (a) The employer of an inmate involved in work 

release shall pay the wages of the inmate to the board or an agent 
designated by the board to administer the accounting and disposi¬ 
tion of the wages of the inmate. This designation will be renewed 
annually or can be terminated by agreement of the board and the 
employer. The disposition of the net wages of the inmate shall be 
in the following amounts and priority: 

(1) Thirty percent shall be withheld for the costs of the confine¬ 
ment of the inmate and paid to the sheriff monthly. The sheriff 
may use these funds to pay any costs associated with the adminis¬ 
tration and operation of the jail including, but not limited to, 
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salaries for necessary staff, equipment, and administrative costs 
for purposes of this act. 

(2) That amount ordered by the circuit or juvenile or district 
court to be paid for child support shall be paid monthly to the 
appropriate court or agency. 

(3) An amount as ordered by the circuit or district court to be 
paid monthly to the clerk of the court for court costs, fines, restitu¬ 
tion, and other costs up to 25 percent of the net wages of the 
inmate. 

(4) An amount as agreed to in writing by the inmate to be paid 
monthly to the family of the inmate. 

(5) Any remaining amount each month will be deposited in the 
Calhoun County Jail Inmate Trust Fund, to be paid to the inmate 
for his or her personal use as prescribed by jail rules or held until 
the inmate’s release. 

(b) Any legal encumbrances upon the wages of the inmate may 
preclude participation of the inmate in this program. 

Section 6. The willful failure of an inmate to remain within 
the extended limits of his or her confinement or to return within 
the time prescribed by the sheriff to the county jail shall be 
deemed as an escape from the custody of the sheriff and shall be 
punishable as provided by law for escaped prisoners. 

Section 7. The board, its employees, or an agency desig¬ 
nated by the board are authorized to make investigations and rec¬ 
ommendations pertaining to the validity of requests by inmates to 
be considered for this work release program. The agency initially 
designated shall be the Calhoun County Community Punishment 
and Corrections Authority, Inc. This designation shall be renewed 
annually or may be terminated by agreement of the board or both 
parties. The investigations shall include, but not be limited to, 
actual employment of the inmate, reliability of transportation to 
and from work, knowledge by the employer of the status of the 
inmate, the agreement of the employer to send the inmate’s pay 
checks to the agency, and the inmate’s signed agreement to abide 
by the conditions governing his or her participation in the pro¬ 
gram. A nonrefundable investigation application fee of fifty dollars 
($50) shall be paid to the designated agent by the inmate in apply¬ 
ing for this program. This fee may be changed at the discretion of 
the board. 

Section 8. A primary consideration for inmates to par¬ 
ticipate in this program is that they already have a source of 
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employment. However, the board may endeavor to secure employ¬ 
ment for eligible inmates under this act subject to the following: 

(1) Wages shall be at least as high as the prevailing wage for 
similar work in the area. 

(2) The employment shall not result in displacement of cur¬ 
rently employed workers. 

(3) Inmates eligible for work release shall not be employed as 
strike breakers or in impairment of any existing contracts. 

(4) Exploitation of eligible inmates in any form is prohibited. 

Section 9. No inmate granted privileges pursuant to this act 
shall be deemed to be an agent, employee, or involuntary servant 
of the board, state, county, or municipality while working in the 
community or while going to and from employment or other speci¬ 
fied areas, or while on furlough. 

Section 10. The sheriff shall prepare an annual report to be

To amend Section 32-5A-191 and Section 32-5A-194 of the Code of Alabama 
1975, as amended by Act No. 96-341, S. 206, J.996 Regular ocooiuii, relating to d?* 1 ' 7 - 
ing under the influence of alcohol and drugs; to prohibit the operation of a motor 
vehicle by a person under the age of 21 years who has .02 percent or more by 
weight of alcohol in his or her blood; and to provide for the approval of permits by 
the Department of Forensic Sciences. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Section 32-5A-191 of the Code of Alabama 1975, 
as amended by Act No. 96-341, is amended to read as follows: 

“§32-5A-191. 

“(a) A person shall not drive or be in actual physical control of 
any vehicle while: 

“(1) There is 0.08 percent or more by weight of alcohol in his or 
her blood; 
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“(2) Under the influence of alcohol; 

“(3) Under the influence of a controlled substance to a degree 
which renders him or her incapable of safely driving; 

“(4) Under the combined influence of alcohol and a controlled 
substance to a degree which renders him or her incapable of safely 
driving; or 

“(5) Under the influence of any substance which impairs the 
mental or physical faculties of such person to a degree which ren¬ 
ders him or her incapable of safely driving. 

“(b) A person who is under the age of 21 years shall not drive 
or be in actual physical control of any vehicle if there is .02 per¬ 
centage or more by weight of alcohol in his or her blood. The 
Department of Public Safety shall suspend or revoke the driver’s 
license of any person, including, but not limited to, a juvenile, 
child, or youthful offender, convicted or adjudicated of, or subjected 
to a finding of delinquency based on this subsection. 
Notwithstanding the foregoing, upon the first violation of this sub¬ 
section by a person whose blood alcohol level is between .02 and 
.08, the person’s driver’s license or driving privilege shall be sus¬ 
pended for a period of 30 days in lieu of any penalties provided in 
subsection (e) of this section and there shall be no disclosure, other 
than to courts and law enforcement agencies, by any entity or per¬ 
son of any information, documents, or records relating to the per¬ 
son’s arrest, conviction, or adjudication of or finding of delinquency 
based on this subsection. 

“All persons, except as otherwise provided in this subsection 
for a first offense, including, but not limited to, a juvenile, child, or 
youthful offender, convicted or adjudicated of, or subjected to a 
finding of delinquency based on this subsection shall be fined 
pursuant to this section, notwithstanding any other law to the 
contrary. 

“(c) A school bus or day care driver shall not drive or be in 
actual physical control of any vehicle while in performance of his 
or her duties if there is greater than .02 percentage by weight of 
alcohol in his or her blood. A person convicted pursuant to this 
subsection shall be subject to the penalties provided by this section 
except that on the first conviction the Director of Public Safety 
shall suspend the driving privilege or driver’s license for a period 
of one year. 

“(d) The fact that any person charged with violating this sec¬ 
tion is or has been legally entitled to use alcohol or a controlled 
substance shall not constitute a defense against any charge of vio¬ 
lating this section. 
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“(e) Upon first conviction, a person violating this section shall 
be punished by imprisonment in the county or municipal jail for 
not more than one year, or by fine of not less than five hundred 
dollars ($500) nor more than two thousand dollars ($2,000), or by 
both a fine and imprisonment. In addition, on a first conviction, 
the Director of Public Safety shall suspend the driving privilege or 
driver's license of the person convicted for a period of 90 days. 

“(f) On a second conviction within a five-year period, a person 
convicted of violating this section shall be punished by a fine of not 
less than one thousand dollars ($1,000) nor more than five thou¬ 
sand dollars ($5,000) and by imprisonment, which may include 
hard labor in the county or municipal jail for not more than one 
year. The sentence shall include a mandatory sentence, which is 
not subject to suspension or probation, of imprisonment in the 
county or municipal jail for not less than 48 consecutive hours or 
community service for not less than 20 days. In addition the 
Director of Public Safety shall revoke the driving privileges or 
driver’s license of the person convicted for a period of one year. 


“(g) On a third conviction within a five-year period, a person 
convicted of violating this section shall be punished by a fine of not 
less than two thousand dollars ($2,000) nor more than ten thou¬ 
sand dollars ($10,000) and by imprisonment, which may include 
hard labor, in the county or municipal jail for not less than 60 days 
nor more than one year, to include a minimum of 60 days which 
shall be served in the county or municipal jail and cannot be pro¬ 
bated or suspended. In addition, the Director of Public Safety shall 
revoke the driving privilege or driver’s license of the person con¬ 
victed for a period of three years. 


“(h) On a fourth or subsequent conviction within a five-year 
period, a person convicted of violating this section shall be guilty of 
a Class C felony and punished by a fine of not less than four thou¬ 
sand dollars ($4,000) nor more than ten thousand dollars ($10,000) 
and by imprisonment of not less than one year and one day nor 
more than 10 years. Any term of imprisonment may include hard 
labor for the county or state, and where imprisonment does not 
exceed three years confinement may be in the county jail. Where 
imprisonment does not exceed one year and one day, confinement 
shall be in the county jail. The minimum sentence shall include a 
term of imprisonment for at least one year and one day which may 
be suspended or probated, but only if the defendant enrolls and 
successfully completes a state certified chemical dependency pro¬ 
gram recommended by the court referral officer and approved by 
the sentencing court. Where probation is granted, the sentencing 
court may, in its discretion, and where monitoring equipment is 
available, place the defendant on house arrest under electronic 
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surveillance during the probationary term. In addition to the other 
penalties authorized, the Director of Public Safety shall revoke the 
driving privilege or driver’s license of the person convicted for a 
period of five years. 

“Any law to the contrary notwithstanding, the Alabama habit¬ 
ual felony offender law shall not apply to a conviction of a felony 
pursuant to this subsection, and a conviction of a felony pursuant 
to this subsection shall not be a felony conviction for purposes of 
the enhancement of punishment pursuant to Alabama’s habitual 
felony offender law. 

“(i) In addition to the penalties provided herein, any person 
convicted of violating this section shall be referred to the court 
referral officer for evaluation and referral to appropriate commu¬ 
nity resources. The defendant shall, at a minimum, be required to 
complete a DUI or substance abuse court referral program 
approved by the Administrative Office of Courts and operated in 
accordance with provisions of the Mandatory Treatment Act of 
1990, Sections 12-23-1 to 12-23-19, inclusive. The Department of 
Public Safety shall not reissue a driver’s license to a person con¬ 
victed under this section without receiving proof that the defen¬ 
dant has successfully completed the required program. 

“(j) Neither reckless driving nor any other traffic infraction is a 
lesser included offense under a charge of driving under the influ¬ 
ence of alcohol or of a controlled substance. 

“(k) Except for fines collected for violations of this section 
charged pursuant to a municipal ordinance, fines collected for vio¬ 
lations of this section shall be deposited to the State General 
Fund; however, beginning October 1, 1995, of any amount collected 
over two hundred fifty dollars ($250) for a first conviction, over five 
hundred dollars ($500) for a second conviction within five years, 
over one thousand dollars ($1,000) for a third conviction within 
five years, and over two thousand dollars ($2,000) for a fourth or 
subsequent conviction within five years, the first one hundred dol¬ 
lars ($100) of that additional amount shall be deposited to the 
Alabama Chemical Testing Training and Equipment Trust Fund, 
after three percent of the one hundred dollars ($100) is deducted 
for administrative costs, and the remainder shall be deposited to 
the State General Fund. Fines collected for violations of this sec¬ 
tion charged pursuant to a municipal ordinance shall be deposited 
as follows: the first two hundred fifty dollars ($250) collected for a 
first conviction, the first five hundred dollars ($500) collected for a 
second conviction within five years, the first one thousand dollars 
($1,000) collected for a third conviction within five years, and the 
first two thousand dollars ($2,000) collected for a fourth or subse¬ 
quent conviction within five years shall be deposited to the state 
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treasury with the first one hundred dollars ($100) collected for 
each conviction credited to the Alabama Chemical Testing 
Training and Equipment Trust Fund and the balance credited to 
the State General Fund. Any amounts collected over these 
amounts shall be deposited as otherwise provided by law. 

“(1) A person who has been arrested for violating this section 
shall not be released from jail under bond or otherwise, until there 
is less than the same percent by weight of alcohol in his or her 
blood as specified in subsection (a)(1) or, in the case of a person 
who is under the age of 21 years, subsection (b) hereof. 

“(m) Upon verification that a defendant arrested pursuant to 
this section is currently on probation from another court of this 
state as a result of a conviction for any criminal offense, the prose¬ 
cutor shall provide written or oral notification of the defendant’s 
subsequent arrest and pending prosecution to the court in which 
the prior conviction occurred.” 

Section 2. Section 32-5A-194 of the Code of Alabama 1975, 
as amended by Act No. 96-341, S. 208, 1996 Regular Session, is 
amended to read as follows: 

“§32-5A-194. 

“(a) Upon the trial of any civil, criminal or quasi-criminal 
action or proceeding arising out of acts alleged to have been com¬ 
mitted by any person while driving or in actual control of a vehicle 
while under the influence of alcohol or controlled substance, evi¬ 
dence of the amount of alcohol or controlled substance in a per¬ 
son’s blood at the alleged time, as determined by a chemical analy¬ 
sis of the person’s blood, urine, breath or other bodily substance, 
shall be admissible. Where such a chemical test is made the follow¬ 
ing provisions shall apply: 

“(1) Chemical analyses of the person’s blood, urine, breath or 
other bodily substance to be considered valid under the provisions 
of this section shall have been performed according to methods 
approved by the Department of Forensic Sciences and by an indi¬ 
vidual possessing a valid permit issued by the Department of 
Forensic Sciences for this purpose. The court trying the case may 
take judicial notice of the methods approved by the Department of 
Forensic Sciences. The Department of Forensic Sciences is author¬ 
ized to approve satisfactory techniques or methods, to ascertain 
the qualifications and competence of individuals to conduct such 
analyses, and to issue permits which shall be subject to termina¬ 
tion or revocation at the discretion of the Department of Forensic 
Sciences. The Department of Forensic Sciences shall approve per¬ 
mits required in this section only for employees of state, county, 
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municipal, and federal law enforcement agencies and for 
laboratory personnel employed by the Department of Forensic 
Sciences. 

“(2) When a person shall submit to a blood test at the direction 
of a law enforcement officer under the provisions of Section 
32-5-192, only a physician or a registered nurse (or other qualified 
person) may withdraw blood for the purpose of determining the 
alcoholic content therein. This limitation shall not apply to the 
taking of breath or urine specimens. If the test given under 
Section 32-5-192 is a chemical test of urine, the person tested shall 
be given such privacy in the taking of the urine specimen as will 
insure the accuracy of the specimen and, at the same time, main¬ 
tain the dignity of the individual involved. 

“(3) The person tested may at his own expense have a physi¬ 
cian, or a qualified technician, registered nurse or other qualified 
person of his own choosing administer a chemical test or tests in 
addition to any administered at the discretion of a law enforce¬ 
ment officer. The failure or inability to obtain an additional test by 
a person shall not preclude the admission of evidence relating to 
the test or tests taken at the direction of a law enforcement officer. 

“(4) Upon the written request of the person who shall submit 
to a chemical test or tests at the request of a law enforcement offi¬ 
cer, full information concerning the test or tests shall be made 
available to him or his attorney. 

“(5) Percent by weight of alcohol in the blood shall be based 
upon grams of alcohol per 100 cubic centimeters of blood or grams 
of alcohol per 210 liters of breath. 

“(b) Upon the trial of any civil, criminal, or quasi-criminal 
action or proceeding arising out of acts alleged to have been com¬ 
mitted by any person while driving or in actual physical control of 
a vehicle while under the influence of alcohol, the amount of alco¬ 
hol in the person’s blood at the time alleged as shown by chemical 
analysis of the person’s blood, urine, breath or other bodily sub¬ 
stance shall give rise to the following presumptions: 

“(1) If there were at that time 0.05 percent or less by weight of 
alcohol in the person’s blood, it shall be presumed that the person 
was not under the influence of alcohol unless the person was oper¬ 
ating a motor vehicle in performance of his or her duties as a 
school bus driver or day care driver at that time or was under the 
age of 21 years at that time. 

“(2) If there were at the time in excess of 0.05 percent but less 
than 0.08 percent by weight of alcohol in the person’s blood, such 
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fact shall not give rise to any presumption that the person was or 
was not under the influence of alcohol, but such fact may be con¬ 
sidered with other competent evidence in determining whether the 
person was under the influence of alcohol unless the person was 
operating a motor vehicle in performance of his or her duties as a 
school bus driver or day care driver at that time or was under the 
age of 21 years at that time. 

“(3) If there were at that time 0.08 percent or more by weight 
of alcohol in the person’s blood, or greater than .02 percent if the 
person was operating a motor vehicle in performance of his or her 
duties as a school bus driver or day care driver at that time or was 
under the age of 21 years at that time, it shall be presumed that 
the person was under the influence of alcohol. 

“(4) The foregoing provisions of this subsection shall not be 
construed as limiting the introduction of any other competent evi¬ 
dence bearing upon the question whether the person was under 
the influence of alcohol. 

“(c) If a person under arrest refuses to submit to a chemical 
test under the provisions of Section 32-5-192, evidence of refusal 
shall be admissible in any civil, criminal or quasi-criminal action 
or proceeding arising out of acts alleged to have been committed 
while the person was driving or in actual physical control of a 
motor vehicle while under the influence of alcohol or controlled 
substance. 

“(d) No physician, registered nurse or duly licensed chemical 
laboratory technologist or clinical laboratory technician or medical 
facility shall incur any civil or criminal liability as a result of the 
proper administering of a blood test when requested in writing by 
a law enforcement officer to administer such a test.” 

Section 3, The distribution of fines collected for violations of 
this act charged pursuant to subsection (k) of Section 32-5A-191 of 
the Code of Alabama 1975, shall be effective June 1, 1996, as pro¬ 
vided in Act 96-341. 

Section 4. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

Act No. 96-724 S. 699 - Senators Denton and Mitchell 

AN ACT 

Relating to the Uniform Disposition of Unclaimed Property Act, to amend 
Sections 35-12-21, 35-12-22, 35-12-31, 35-12-32, 35-12-33, 35-12-34, 35-12-35, 
35-12-36, 35-12-37, 35-12-38, 35-12-39, 35-12-40, 35-12-41, 35-12-42, 35-12-43, 
35-12-44, 35-12-45, 35-12-46, and 36-17-3 of the Code of Alabama 1975, to transfer 
the duties related to the administration and enforcement of the provisions of the 
Uniform Disposition of Unclaimed Property Act from the Commissioner of Revenue 
to the State Treasurer; providing for an appropriation from the State General 
Fund; providing for a transfer of certain funds from the Department of Revenue to 
the State Treasurer; providing for a transitional period of up to six months after 
the effective date of this act in which to accomplish the transfer; and providing for a 
delayed effective date. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Sections 35-12-21, 35-12-22, 35-12-31, 35-12-32, 
35-12-33, 35-12-34, 35-12-35, 35-12-36, 35-12-37, 35-12-38, 
35-12-39; 35-12-40, 35-12-41, 35-12-42, 35-12-43, 35-12-44, 
35-12-45, 35-12-46, and 36-17-3 of the Code of Alabama 1975, are 
amended to read as follows: 

“§35-12-21. 

“As used in this article, unless the context otherwise requires, 
the following terms shall have the meanings respectively ascribed 
to them by this section: 

“(1) ALLOWED CLAIM. A claim completed and approved by 
the Treasurer for payment from the Unclaimed Property Claims 
Fund. 

“(2) BANKING ORGANIZATION. Any bank, trust company, 
savings bank, industrial bank, land bank, safe deposit company, or 
a private banker engaged in business in this state. 

“(3) BUSINESS ASSOCIATION. Any corporation other than a 
public corporation, joint stock company, business trust, partner¬ 
ship, broker, or any association for business purposes of two or 
more individuals. 
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“(4) COMPLETED CLAIM. Any claim completed, executed, 
submitted, pursuant to all requirements set forth by the Treasurer 
pursuant to this article. 

“(5) FINANCIAL ORGANIZATION. Any savings and loan 
association, building and loan association, industrial loan organi¬ 
zation, credit union, cooperative bank, or investment company 
engaged in business in this state. 

"(6) HOLDER. Any person in possession of property subject to 
this article belonging to another, or who is trustee in case of a trust 
or is indebted to another on an obligation subject to this article. 

“(7) INSURANCE CORPORATION. Any association or corpo¬ 
ration transacting the business of insurance on the lives of persons 
or property, or insurance appertaining thereto, including, but not 
by way of limitation, endowments and annuities, and also includ¬ 
ing disability, accident and health, casualty and surety insurance 
companies. 

“(8) OWNER. A depositor in case of a deposit, a beneficiary in 
case of a trust, a creditor, claimant, or payee in case of other choses 
in action, or any person having a legal or equitable interest in 
property subject to this article, or his or her legal representative. 

“(9) PERSON. Any individual, business association, govern¬ 
ment or political subdivision, public corporation, public authority, 
public official, estate, trust, two or more persons having a joint or 
common interest, or any other legal or commercial entity. 

“(10) PROCEEDS. Any funds received by the Treasurer pur¬ 
suant to this article, including, without limitation, funds received 
from the sale of property pursuant to this article, and all incre¬ 
ments. dividends, and interest. 

“(11) TREASURER. The Treasurer of the State of Alabama. 

“(12) UTILITY. Any person who owns or operates within this 
state, for public use, any plant, equipment, property, franchise, or 
license for the transmission of communications or the production, 
storage, transmission, sale, delivery, or furnishing of electricity, 
water, steam, or gas. 

“§35-12-22. 

“The following property held or owing by a banking or fi¬ 
nancial organization or by a business association is presumed 
abandoned: 

“(1) Any demand, savings or matured time deposit made in 
this state with a banking organization, together with any interest 
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or dividend thereon, excluding any charges that may lawfully be 
withheld, unless the owner has, within five years: 

“a. Increased or decreased the amount of the deposit, or pre¬ 
sented the passbook or other similar evidence of the deposit for the 
crediting of interest; or 

“b. Corresponded in writing with the banking organization 
concerning the deposit; or 

“c. Otherwise indicated an interest in the deposit as evidenced 
by a memorandum on file with the banking organization. Any cor¬ 
respondence in writing from a banking organization to the owner, 
such as the mailing of a statement, report of interest paid or cred¬ 
ited or other written advice relating to the deposit shall be con¬ 
strued to mean that the owner has indicated an interest in the 
deposit if the correspondence in writing is not returned to the 
banking organization for nondelivery thereof. 

“d. For the purposes of paragraphs (l)a, (l)b, and (l)c of this 
section, any activity or indication of interest by an owner in any 
other deposits in a banking organization shall be construed to be 
activity and indication of interest in all other deposits of the owner 
in the banking organization. 

“(2) Any funds paid toward the purchase of shares or other 
interest in a financial organization or any deposit made therewith 
and any interest or dividends thereon, excluding any charges that 
may lawfully be withheld, unless the owner has within five years: 

“a. Increased or decreased the amount of the funds or deposit 
or presented an appropriate record for the crediting of interest or 
dividends; or 

“b. Corresponded in writing with the financial organization 
concerning the funds or deposit; or 

“c. Otherwise indicated an interest in the funds or deposit as 
evidenced by a memorandum on file with the financial organiza¬ 
tion. Any correspondence in writing from a financial organization 
to the owner, such as the mailing of a statement, report of interest 
or dividends paid or credited, or other written advice relating to 
the shares or other interest in the financial organization shall be 
construed to mean that the owner has indicated an interest in 
such shares if the correspondence in writing is not returned to the 
financial organization for nondelivery thereof. 

“d. For the purposes of paragraphs (2)a, (2)b, and (2)c of this 
section, any activity or indication of interest by an owner in any 
other shares in a financial organization shall be construed to be 
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activity and indication of interest in all other shares of the owner 
in the financial organization. 

“(3) Any sum payable on checks certified in this state or on 
written instruments issued in this state on which a banking or 
financial organization or business association is directly liable, 
including, by way of illustration but not of limitation, certificates 
of deposit, drafts, money orders, and traveler’s checks, that, with 
the exception of traveler’s checks, has been outstanding for more 
than five years from the date it was payable, or from the date of its 
issuance if payable on demand, or in the case of traveler’s checks, 
that has been outstanding for more than 15 years from the date of 
its issuance, unless the owner has within five years, or within 15 
years in the case of traveler’s checks, corresponded in writing with 
the banking or financial organization or business association con¬ 
cerning it, or otherwise indicated an interest as evidenced by a 
memorandum on file with the banking or financial organization or 
business association. 

“(4) Any funds or other personal property, tangible or intangi¬ 
ble, removed from a safe deposit box or any other safekeeping 
repository or agency or collateral deposit box in this state on which 
the lease or rental period has expired due to nonpayment of the 
rental charges or other reason, or any surplus amounts arising 
from the sale thereof pursuant to law, that have been unclaimed 
by the owner for more than five years from the date on which the 
lease or rental period expired. 

“§35-12-31. 

“(a) Every person holding funds or other property, tangible or 
intangible, presumed abandoned under this article shall report to 
the Treasurer with respect to the property and deliver the prop¬ 
erty to the Treasurer as hereinafter provided. Unless otherwise 
authorized in writing by the Treasurer, the holder of the property 
shall simultaneously with the filing of the report as required in 
this section deliver such property to the Treasurer. 

“(b) The report shall be verified and shall include: 

“(1) Except with respect to traveler’s checks and money orders, 
the name, if known, and last known address, if any, of each person 
appearing from the records of the holder to be the owner of any 
property of a value reasonably believed to be ten dollars ($10) or 
more presumed abandoned under this section. No appraisal shall 
be required of the holder to determine the value of the property, 
and the holder may also include in property of a value less than 
ten dollars ($10) in the report; 

“(2) In case of unclaimed funds of life insurance corporations, 
the full name of the insured or annuitant and his or her last 
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known address according to the life insurance corporation’s 
records; 

(3) The nature and identifying number, if any, or description 
of the property and the amount appearing from the records to be 
due; 

“(4) The date when the property became payable, demandable, 
or returnable and the date of the last transaction with the owner 
with respect to the property; 

(5) A sworn statement that the holder has exercised due dili¬ 
gence pursuant to subsection (e) of this section; and 

(6) Other information which the Treasurer prescribes by rule 
as necessary for the administration of this article. 

“(c) If the person holding property presumed abandoned is suc¬ 
cessor to other persons who previously held the property for the 
owner or if the holder’s name has changed since the holder 
acquired the property, the holder shall file with the holder’s report 
all prior known names and addresses of each holder of the 
property. 

“(d) Reports required under this article shall be filed before 
November 1 of each year as of June 30 next preceding, but the 
reports filed by insurance corporations shall be filed before May 1 
of each year as of December 31 next preceding. Any request for 
postponement must be submitted to the Treasurer, in writing, and 
prior to the expiration of the reporting period required in this sec¬ 
tion. Any decision regarding any postponement of the required 
reporting date shall be within the Treasurer’s discretion. 

(e) If the holder of property presumed abandoned under this 
article knows the whereabouts of the owner and if the owner’s 
claim has not been barred by the statute of limitations, the holder 
shall, before filing the annual report, attempt to communicate with 
the owner and take necessary steps to prevent abandonment from 
being presumed. The holder shall exercise due diligence to ascer¬ 
tain the whereabouts of the owner. The holder’s obligations under 
this subsection shall be satisfied if the holder mails written notice 
by certified mail, or any other method approved by the State 
Treasurer, regarding the property to the owner at the last address 
of the owner known to the holder, if any, at least 30 days prior to 
filing the annual report. 

(f) Verification, if made by a partnership, shall be executed by 
a partner; if made by an unincorporated association or private cor¬ 
poration, by an officer; and if made by a public corporation, by its 
chief fiscal officer. 
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“§35-12-32. 

“(a) Within 120 days from the filing of the reports and delivery 
of the property as required by section 35-12-31, the Treasurer 
shall mail notice regarding the subject property to each person 
whose name and address appears on the report of the property 
delivered to the Treasurer. As close as is practicable within the 
Treasurer’s discretion to the date on which the Treasurer mails 
the notices, the Treasurer shall also cause notice regarding the 
subject property to be published at the time and in the manner 
and place determined by the Treasurer in his or her discretion to 
provide actual notice to potential owners of property. Other than 
as provided in this section, the mailed and published notices shall 
be of a form and content which in the Treasurer’s discretion is 
likely to provide actual notice to potential owners of such property. 

“(b) The mailed notice shall contain: 

“(1) A statement that the Treasurer is holding property to 
which the addressee appears entitled. 

“(2) A statement that, if satisfactory proof of claim is not pre¬ 
sented by the owner to the Treasurer by the date specified in the 
published notice, the property may, at the discretion of the 
Treasurer, be disposed of by the Treasurer as provided by this 
article. 

“(c) The published notice shall be entitled “notice of names of 
persons appearing to be owners of abandoned property,” and shall 
contain: 

“(1) The names in alphabetical order and last known 
addresses, if any, of persons listed in the report and entitled to 
notice as hereinbefore specified. 

“(2) A statement that information concerning the amount or 
description of the property and the name and address of the holder 
may be obtained by any person possessing an interest in the prop¬ 
erty by addressing a written inquiry to the Treasurer. The written 
inquiry shall contain a statement of the nature of the interest in 
the property claimed by the person requesting the information. 

“(3) A statement that, if a completed claim is not presented by 
the owner to the Treasurer within one year from the date on which 
notice is published pursuant to this section, the Treasurer may at 
his or her discretion dispose of the property pursuant to this article. 

“(d) The Treasurer is not required to publish in the notice any 
item which in the Treasurer’s opinion is of a value less than fifty 
dollars ($50) unless the Treasurer deems the publication to be in 
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the public interest. The Treasurer is not required to obtain an 
appraisal of the property to determine value under this section. 

(e) In addition to the methods provided above, the Treasurer 
may use any other method of providing notice or further informa¬ 
tion to potential owners of abandoned property if the Treasurer 
determines that the other method would be likely to provide notice 
to potential owners of abandoned property. 

(f) This section is not applicable to sums payable on traveler’s 
checks or money orders presumed abandoned under section 
35-12-22. 

“§35-12-33. 

“Every person who files a report pursuant to this article shall 
simultaneously, and in no event later than 20 days after the filing 
of the report, unless a written extension is obtained from the 
Treasurer, pay or deliver to the Treasurer all abandoned property 
specified in the report; except, that if it reasonably appears that 
the presumption of abandonment is erroneous, the holder need not 
pay or deliver the property, which will no longer be presumed 
abandoned, to the Treasurer, but in lieu thereof shall file with the 
Treasurer a verified written explanation of the proof of claim or of 
the error in the presumption of abandonment. 

“§35-12-34. 

Upon the payment or delivery of abandoned property to the 
Treasurer, the state shall assume custody and shall be responsible 
for the safekeeping thereof. Except as otherwise provided in this 
section, any person who pays or delivers abandoned property to 
the Treasurer under this article is relieved of all liability to the 
extent of the value of the property so paid or delivered for any 
claim which then exists or which thereafter may arise or be made 
in respect to the property. Except as otherwise provided in this 
section, the payment or delivery of abandoned property to the 
Treasurer shall operate as a full, absolute and unconditional 
release and discharge of the person making the payment or deliv¬ 
ery from any and all claims or demands of or liability to any per¬ 
son entitled thereto, or to any other claimant or state, and the pay¬ 
ment or delivery may be pleaded as an absolute bar to any action 
brought against the person making the payment or delivery by any 
other person entitled thereto, or by any other claimant or state. 
Except as otherwise provided by this section, the person making 
the payment or delivery shall immediately and thereafter be 
relieved of and held harmless by the state of Alabama from any 
and all liabilities for any claim or claims which exist at the time 
with reference to the abandoned property or which may thereafter 
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be made or may come into existence on account of or in respect to 
any such abandoned property. This section does not relieve any 
person from any fine or civil penalty imposed pursuant to Section 
35-12-45. Any right to the abandoned property which any other 
person entitled thereto or any claimant or state may have against 
the person making the payment or delivery to the Treasurer shall 
thereby become the obligation of the state of Alabama. Any holder 
who has paid moneys to the Treasurer pursuant to this article may 
make payment to any person appearing to the holder to be entitled 
thereto; and, upon proof of the payment, proof that the payee was 
entitled thereto, and unless the Treasurer has already paid a 
claim for the property, the Treasurer shall forthwith reimburse 
the holder for the payment.

“When property is paid or delivered to the Treasurer under 
this article, the owner is not entitled to receive income, interest, or 
other increments accruing thereafter. 

“§35-12-36. 

“The Treasurer may destroy or otherwise dispose of property 
which in the Treasurer’s opinion has insubstantial commercial 
value, but in no instance shall such destruction or other disposi¬ 
tion occur before the expiration of one calendar year from the date 
on which the later of the mailing or publishing notice pursuant to 
Section 35-12-32 occurs. Except as otherwise provided by this arti¬ 
cle the destruction or disposition of pronertv under this section is 
excepted from all requirements in this article relating to the sale 
or disposition of abandoned property. Any proceeds received by the 
Treasurer upon sale or disposition of property under this section 
shall be deposited according to the requirements set forth in 
Section 35-15-39. 

“§35-12-37. 

“The expiration of any period of time specified by statute or 
court order during which an action or proceeding may be com¬ 
menced or enforced to obtain payment of a claim for money or 
recovery of property shall not prevent the money or property from 
being presumed abandoned property nor affect any duty to file a 
report required by this article or to pay or deliver abandoned prop¬ 
erty to the Treasurer. 
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“§35-12-38. 

“(a) Except as provided in subsections (b) and (c), all aban¬ 
doned property other than money delivered to the Treasurer under 
this article shall, within one year after notice published pursuant 
to Section 35-12-32, be sold by the Treasurer to the highest bidder 
at public sale in whatever city in the state affords in his or her 
judgment the most favorable market for the property involved. 

“The Treasurer may decline the highest bid and reoffer the 
property for sale if the Treasurer considers the price bid insuffi¬ 
cient. The Treasurer need not offer any property for sale if, in the 
Treasurer s opinion, the probable cost of sale exceeds the value of 
the property. The Treasurer is not required to obtain an appraisal 
to determine value under this section. 

(b) Securities listed on an established stock exchange may be 
sold through that exchange at the prevailing prices on such 
exchange. Other securities may be sold over the counter at prevail¬ 
ing prices. 

(c) Bonds issued by the United States, or any state, or any 
county, municipality, or other political subdivision of any state, or 
any other governmental body or agency of any governmental body, 
foreign or domestic, or any corporation, which have reached matu¬ 
rity may be presented to the issuer for payment. 

(d) Any sale held under this section shall be preceded by a sin¬ 
gle publication of notice thereof, at least three weeks in advance of 
sale in an English language newspaper of general circulation in 
the county where the property is to be sold. 

(e) The purchaser at any sale conducted by the Treasurer pur¬ 
suant to this article shall receive title to the property purchased, 
free from all claims of the owner or prior holder thereof and of all 
persons claiming through or under them. The Treasurer shall exe¬ 
cute all documents necessary to complete the transfer of title. 

“§35-12-39. 

(a) The following funds shall be, and are hereby, created 
within the State Treasury: 

(1) The Unclaimed Property Claims Fund, the purpose of 
which shall be to pay any and all allowed claims, as that term is 
defined in this article. 

“(2) The Unclaimed Property Administrative Fund, the pur¬ 
pose of which shall be to serve as a source of payment of all costs 
and expenses of administering the unclaimed property program 
under this article, including without limitation, any costs or 
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expenses for which holders are due to be reimbursed pursuant to 
Section 35-12-22(4)(a) of this article. 

“(3) The Unclaimed Property Reserve Fund, the purpose of 
which shall be to indemnify the Unclaimed Property Claims Fund 
and the Unclaimed Property Administrative Fund. 

“(b) An amount sufficient to meet all administrative costs and 
expenses of the Treasurer in fulfilling the requirements of this 
article shall be appropriated from the general fund. 

“(c) Except as otherwise provided by this section, all funds 
received under this article, including proceeds from the sale of 
abandoned property under Section 35-12-38, shall be deposited as 
follows: 

“(1) First, into the Unclaimed Property Administrative Fund 
an amount sufficient to meet the administrative costs and 
expenses incurred by the Treasurer in meeting the requirements 
of this article. 

“(2) Second, into the Unclaimed Property Claims Fund an 
amount sufficient to pay allowed claims or maintain a minimum 
balance of five hundred thousand dollars ($500,000), whichever is 
greater, up to a maximum balance of one million dollars 
($1,000,000). 

“(3) Third, all monies remaining shall be deposited into the 
Unclaimed Property Reserve Fund. Surpluses in this fund shall be 
deposited into the State General Fund on a quarterly schedule. 

“(d) The Treasurer may at the Treasurer’s discretion use any 
funds in the Unclaimed Property Reserve Fund to satisfy any 
requirement of this article, including, by way of example, main¬ 
taining balances required hv this sentinn tn he maintained in the 
Unclaimed Property Administrative Fund and Unclaimed 
Property Claims Fund. 

“(e) Any funds remaining in the Unclaimed Property Reserve 
Fund after the requirements of this section have been met as to 
the Unclaimed Property Claims Fund and Unclaimed Property 
Administrative Fund shall be deposited into the State General 
Fund on a quarterly basis. 

“(f) Funds derived under this article from all estates of 
deceased persons who die without leaving a will or heir shall be 
used or applied to the furtherance of education in accordance with 
the provisions of section 258 of the Constitution of Alabama 1901, 
as amended by Amendment No. 3, and shall be deposited in the 
public school fund. All other funds recovered under this article 
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shall be deposited in accordance with the requirements of this 
section. 

"§35-12-40. 

“Any person claiming an interest in any property delivered to 
the state under this article may file at any time a claim thereto or 
to the proceeds from the sale thereof on the form prescribed by the 
Treasurer. 

“§35-12-41. 

“(a) The Treasurer shall consider any claim filed under this 
article and may hold a hearing and receive evidence concerning it. 
If a hearing is held, he shall prepare a finding and a decision in 
writing on each claim filed, stating the substance of any evidence 
heard by him and the reasons for his decision. The decision shall 
be a public record. 

(b) If the claim is allowed, the Treasurer shall make payment 
forthwith. The claim shall be paid without deduction for costs of 
notices or sale or for service charges. 

“§35-12-42. 

Any person aggrieved by a decision of the Treasurer or as to 
whose claim the Treasurer has failed to act within 90 days after 
the filing of the claim may commence a civil action for a declara- 
tory judgment against the Treasurer in the circuit court of 
Montgomery County, Alabama, or in the circuit court of the county 
in Alabama of residence of the person aggrieved, to determine or 
establish the claimant’s rights. The proceeding shall be brought 
within 90 days after the decision of the Treasurer or within 180 
days from the filing of the claim if the Treasurer fails to act. The 
action shall be tried de novo without a jury. 

“§35-12-43. 

The Treasurer may at reasonable times and upon reasonable 
notice examine the records of any person if the Treasurer has rea¬ 
son to believe that the person has failed to report property that 
should have been reported pursuant to this article. 

“In order to effectuate the purposes of this article, all depart¬ 
ments, offices, and other divisions of state and local government or 
any agent or employee thereof shall make available to the 
Treasurer any pertinent records pertaining to property which 
should have been reported pursuant to this article or potential 
holders of the property. Information obtained through the exami¬ 
nation which is not relevant to the object of the inquiry shall not 
be divulged. 
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“§35-12-44. 

“If any person refuses to deliver property to the Treasurer as 
required under this article, the Treasurer may bring an action in a 
court of appropriate jurisdiction to enforce the delivery in the 
name of the state of Alabama on the relation of the Treasurer. 

“§35-12-45. 

“(a) Any person who willfully fails to render any report or per¬ 
form other duties required under this article shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor and, upon conviction, shall be subject to a fine of not 
more than one hundred dollars ($100) a day for each day the 
report is withheld. 

“(b) Any person who willfully refuses to pay or deliver aban¬ 
doned property to the Treasurer as required under this article 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction shall be pun¬ 
ished by a fine of not less than one hundred dollars ($100) nor 
more than one thousand dollars ($1,000), or imprisonment for not 
more than six months, or by both, at the discretion of the court. 

“(c) If the Treasurer determines that any person has willfully 
failed to either file any report required under this article or pay or 
deliver to the Treasurer any property required to be delivered to 
the administrator pursuant to this article or willfully violated the 
confidentiality provision of Section 35-12-46, the Treasurer may 
order the person to pay to the Treasurer a civil penalty in an 
amount equal to the Treasurer’s determination of the value of the 
property at the time it should have been respectively reported or 
delivered pursuant to this article, whichever is earlier, or in the 
case of a breach of confidentiality, the value of the property on the 
date the breach first occurred. In the event the Treasurer assesses 
« rivil penalty pursuant to this section, then the State of Alabama 
shall have a lien in the amount of the assessment in the property 
of the person against whom the assessment was made. The lien 
shall be perfected by the filing of a notice of lien in the office of the 
judge of probate for the county in which the holder resides, or in 
the event the holder does not reside within the state, the county in 
which the property is located. Once the lien is perfected as previ¬ 
ously described, the administrator may enforce the lien by filing 
suit for enforcement within six months of the date of perfection in 
the county in which the holder resides, or if the holder resides out¬ 
side this state, then in the county where the property is located. 
The civil penalty is in addition to any criminal fine levied pur¬ 
suant to this section. In no event shall the total amount of civil 
penalties assessed pursuant to this section total more than the 
value of the subject property. 
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(d) Any penalty provided in this section may be reduced or 
remitted in whole or in part by the Treasurer for good cause. 

“§35-12-46. 

(a) Information regarding any property which is the subject of 
this article, including, without limitation, descriptions of the prop¬ 
erty and names, addresses, or any other information which may be 
used, directly or indirectly, to attempt to contact actual or poten¬ 
tial owners of the property, is confidential and is hereby excepted 
from any and all laws relating to the disclosure of public records. 
Except as expressly authorized by the Treasurer, it shall be unlaw¬ 
ful for any person to print, publish, or divulge any information 
regarding property subject to this article, including, without limi¬ 
tation, descriptions of the property and names, addresses, or any 
information which may be used to contact owners or potential 
owners of the property. Any person violating the provisions of this 
section shall have committed a Class A misdemeanor for each 
unlawful act of disclosure and shall be further subject to the penal¬ 
ties set forth in Section 35-12-45. 

“(b) The Treasurer is exclusively authorized to make any nec¬ 
essary rules and regulations necessary to carry out this article, 
and, under the provisions of the merit system, shall have the 
authority to appoint or employ the accountants, examiners, clerks, 
and other employees necessary to carry out the duties conferred 
upon the Treasurer, and the salaries therefor shall be fixed accord¬ 
ing to the provisions of the merit system. The Treasurer shall also 
have the authority to employ one employee whose salary shall be 
set by the Treasurer and who shall not be subject to the merit sys¬ 
tem and, by and with the approval of the governor, have authority 
to employ and fix the compensation of the special counsel or attor¬ 
neys as he or she may deem necessary and expedient to carry out 
this article and pay the same out of the Unclaimed Property 
Administrative Fund provided for in section 35-12-39. 

“§36-17-3. 

The powers, functions, and duties of the Treasurer shall be: 

(1) To receive all moneys due the state and deposit them in 
the proper accounts. 

“(2) To perform the functions and duties now authorized by 
law with respect to state depositaries. 

“(3) To pay all warrants duly executed by the comptroller, and 
to pay for funds electronically transferred by the comptroller in 
accordance with section 41-4-50, upon the determination that 
there is sufficient money for the payment thereof in the fund upon 
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which they are drawn. No warrant executed by any other person 
shall be honored. All checks drawn on the state funds shall be 
signed by the Treasurer, or the chief clerk in the office, and coun¬ 
tersigned by the special assistant in the office of the Treasurer, 
who is appointed by the Treasurer with the approval of the gover¬ 
nor. Another employee may be designated by the Treasurer, with 
the approval of the governor, to countersign checks in the absence 
of the special assistant.

“(4) To take receipts for all payments, to file the receipts and 
warrants, to number them in chronological order for each fiscal 
year and to keep account of the receipts and expenditures of the 
public money. 

“(5) To particularly enter in his or her books the amounts of 
money he or she receives for taxes, licenses, or on any other 
account of the state, so that the net receipts of the whole revenue 
as well as of every branch thereof and the amounts of disburse¬ 
ments shall distinctly appear. 

“(6) To give information, in writing, to the legislature or either 
house thereof or to the governor when required, reporting all mat¬ 
ters pertaining to his or her office. 

“(7) To pay the principal and interest on the state debt and for 
the purpose of paying the interest on the bonded indebtedness of 
the state, and it is his or her particular duty to conform in all 
respects to the requirements of the law as set forth in this chapter. 

“(8) To have the custody of, and keep safe, all moneys, bonds, 
and other securities held in any sinking fund for the payments of 
bonds of the state and to do and perform the other duties with ref¬ 
erence to state bonds and their redemption as arc now, or may hp 
required by law. 

“(9) To have the custody of, and to keep safe, all moneys, 
bonds, mortgages, and other securities required or permitted by 
law to be deposited with the state or any officer thereof, by any 
bank, trust company, insurance company, mutual aid or benefit 
association, or other person or corporation, and also all securities 
held by the state, including those held for the account of any sink¬ 
ing fund, including those heretofore in the custody of their sinking 
fund commission. All of the moneys, bonds, mortgages, and other 
securities shall be guarded at all times by a bonded officer or 
employee while in the office of the Treasurer and shall, upon 
receipt, be deposited in a burglarproof and fireproof vault by the 
Treasurer. Until the state shall have acquired an adequate 
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burglarproof and fireproof vault, the combinations to which shall 
be known only to the Treasurer and adequately bonded employees, 
all of the bonds, mortgages, and other securities shall be kept in 
safety deposit boxes or vaults in one or more banks or trust compa¬ 
nies approved for that purpose by the Treasurer. In any event, 
however, whether any vault shall have been acquired by the state 
or not, when requested by any depositor, the Treasurer may 
authorize the deposit of any money, bonds, mortgages, or other 
securities by the depositor with a bank or trust company in the 
state of Alabama to be held in its safety deposit boxes or vaults, 
which bank or trust company shall have been approved in advance 
by the Treasurer (“authorized institution”); provided that securi¬ 
ties pledged to secure state funds may be held by an authorized 
institution a. in the vault of any bank insured by the Federal 
Deposit Insurance Corporation and located in a federal reserve 
bank city or b. through any clearing corporation which effects 
book-entry transfers of securities deposited with it. Any authorized 
institution accepting the deposits or holding the securities, either 
in its vault, safety deposit box, or through a bank or clearing cor¬ 
poration, shall have executed with the Treasurer a contract with 
respect to the safekeeping of the money, bonds, mortgages, or 
other securities, and the substitution therefor of other money, 
bonds, mortgages, or other securities. The contract shall be 
approved in writing by the depositor. When an authorized institu¬ 
tion sends a written acknowledgment to the Treasurer that it 
holds, whether in its vault, safety deposit box, or through a bank 
or clearing corporation, securities for the state pursuant to a safe¬ 
keeping contract, then at the time, for purposes hereof and for all 
purposes of the Alabama Commercial Code, Title 7, Alabama 
Code, 1975, the state takes delivery of, is a holder of, and obtains a 
perfected security interest in the securities. Any charges in con¬ 
nection with the deposit shall be paid by the depositor. The 
Treasurer shall not be personally liable for the loss of money, 
bonds, mortgages, or other securities so deposited if he or she shall 
have used reasonable precaution in approving the authorized insti¬ 
tution. When, in the opinion of the governor, it is considered neces- 
sary, the Treasurer shall be required to give an additional bond in 
such a sum as is determined by the governor, the premium 
thereon to be paid from the state treasury. 

(10) To serve as a member of the state board of adjustment 
and of the other boards and commissions of which he or she is by 
law made a member. 

(11) To have access to all records and accounts relating to 
receipts and disbursements of the state treasury in any other 
department, board, bureau, commission, agency, or office of the 
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state, to enable him or her to better perform the functions and 
duties required of him or her by the Constitution and laws of the 
state and protect himself or herself in the performance of those 
functions and duties. 

“(12) To make reports as are required by the Constitution, 
which reports shall, however, be printed and bound with, and as a 
part of, the annual financial report of the state prepared by the 
department of finance and to make other reports as may be 
required by the governor or the legislature. 

“(13) To furnish to the comptroller, on or before the tenth day 
of each month, a list of all outstanding warrants existing at the 
end of the month next preceding and from the beginning of the fis¬ 
cal year as shown by the records of the Treasurer’s office. 

“(14) To take out security insurance for the safekeeping of 
bonds, robbery insurance, burglary insurance, or any other insur- 
ance as may be deemed necessary for the safeguarding of money and 
security, the premiums thereon to be paid from the state treasury. 

“(15) To administer and enforce the provisions of the Uniform 
Disposition of Unclaimed Property Act, as codified under Chapter 
12 of Title 35 of the Code of Alabama 1975. 

“(16) To perform such other duties as are, or may be, by law 
required of him or her.” 

Section 2. In order to effectuate the orderly transfer of the 
administrative and enforcement duties relative to the Uniform 
Disposition of Unclaimed Property Act, as codified under Chapter 
12 of Title 35 of the Code of Alabama 1975, as well as properties 
and funds acquired thereunder, and the records thereof, from the 
Commissioner of Revenue to the State Treasurer, a transitional 
period of up to six consecutive calendar months following the effec¬ 
tive date of this act is granted. 

Section 3. There shall be a one-time appropriation of sev¬ 
enty-five thousand dollars ($75,000) from the general fund of the 
State Treasury for the purpose of covering the expenses of moving 
the unclaimed property department from the Department of 
Revenue to the Treasurer’s Office including, without limitation, 
purchasing equipment and furniture necessary for the department 
and installing any telephone lines and computer lines. There shall 
also be transferred to the Treasurer’s Office five hundred thousand 
dollars ($500,000), in current-year funds already appropriated to 
the Department of Revenue for the purpose of operating the 
unclaimed property department for the 1996-1997 fiscal year. All 
computer equipment currently in use by the unclaimed property

department shall be transferred from the Department of Revenue 
to the Treasurer's Office at no cost. 

Section 4. Section 35-12-24.1 of the Code of Alabama 1975, 
is not repealed. 

Section 5. The provisions of this act are severable. If any 
part of this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, that decla¬ 
ration shall not affect the part which remains. 

All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
act are repealed.

to read as follows: 

Section 6. The chairman of the board shall be entitled to 
receive four hundred dollars ($400) per month and the members of 
the board shall be entitled to receive three hundred dollars ($300) 
per month. The board shall have the power to appoint clerical 
assistants and engage legal counsel of its own choice. The clerk of 
the civil service board shall be paid a minimum of six hundred dol¬ 
lars ($600) per month. The members of the civil service board, the 
clerical assistants, and the legal counsel shall be paid by the city.”

AN ACT 

To amend Sections 12-15-1 and 12-15-58 of the Code of Alabama 1975, to 
exclude the violation of juvenile curfew ordinances from the definition of a delin¬ 
quent act; and to provide that a child being held for the violation of a municipal 
curfew ordinance be held in a curfew detention facility. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Section 12-15-1 of the Code of Alabama 1975, is 
amended to read as follows: 

“§12-15-1. 

“When used in this chapter, the following words and phrases 
shall have the following meanings, respectively, unless the context 
clearly indicates otherwise: 

“(1) ADULT. An individual 19 years of age or older. 

“(2) AFTERCARE. Such conditions and supervision as the 
court orders after release of legal custody. 

“(3) CHILD. An individual under the age of 18, or under 19 
years of age and before the juvenile court for a matter arising 
before that individual’s 18th birthday. 

“(4) CHILD IN NEED OF SUPERVISION. A child who: 

“a. Being subject to compulsory school attendance, is habitu¬ 
ally truant from school; or 

w b. Disobeys the reasonable and lawtul demands of the child s 
parents, guardian, or other custodian and is beyond their control; 
or 

“c. Has committed an offense established by law but not classi¬ 
fied as criminal or one applicable only to children; and 

“d. In any of the foregoing, is in need of care or rehabilitation. 

“(5) COMMIT. Transfer legal and physical custody. 

“(6) CONSENT DECREE. An order, entered after the filing of 
a delinquency petition and before the entry of an adjudication 
order, suspending the proceedings and continuing the case of the 
child under supervision in the child’s own home, under terms and 
conditions agreed to by all parties concerned. 
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“(7) COURT or JUVENILE COURT. The juvenile division of 
the district court or the juvenile division of the circuit court as 
established by this chapter. 

“(8) DELINQUENT ACT. An act committed by a child that is 
designated a violation, misdemeanor, or felony offense under the 
law of this state or of another state if the act occurred in another 
state or under federal law or a violation of a municipal ordinance 
except violations of municipal curfew ordinances. Provided, that 
the term shall not include traffic offenses committed by one 16 
years of age or older, other than those charged pursuant to Section 
32-5A-191 or a municipal ordinance prohibiting the same conduct. 
Provided, further, the term shall not include any criminal act, 
offense, or violation committed by a child who has previously been 
transferred for criminal prosecution pursuant to Section 12-15-34 
and convicted or adjudicated a youthful offender on the criminal 
charge. 

“(9) DELINQUENT CHILD. A child who has committed a 
delinquent act and is in need of care or rehabilitation. 

"(10) DEPENDENT CHILD. A child: 

"a. Who, for any reason is destitute, homeless, or dependent on 
the public for support; or 

“b. Who is without a parent or guardian able to provide for the 
child’s support, training, or education; or 

“c. Whose custody is the subject of controversy; or 

“d. Whose home, by reason of neglect, cruelty, or depravity on 
the part of the parent, parents, guardian, or other person in whose 
care the child may be, is an unfit and improper place for the child; or 

“e. Whose parent, parents, guardian, or other custodian 
neglects or refuses, when able to do so or when such service is 
offered without charge, to provide or allow medical, surgical, or 
other care necessary for the child’s health or well-being; or 

“f. Who is in a condition or surroundings or is under improper 
or insufficient guardianship or control as to endanger the morals, 
health, or general welfare of the child; or 

“g. Who has no proper parental care or guardianship; or 

“h. Whose parent, parents, guardian, or custodian fails, refuses, 
or neglects to send the child to school in accordance with the terms 
of the compulsory school attendance laws of this state; or 

“i. Who has been abandoned by the child’s parents, guardian, 
or other custodian; or 
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“j . Who is physically, mentally, or emotionally abused by the 
child’s parents, guardian, or other custodian or who is without 
proper parental care and control necessary for the child’s 
well-being because of the faults or habits of the child’s parents, 
guardian, or other custodian or their neglect or refusal, when able 
to do so, to provide them; or 

“k. Whose parents, guardian, or other custodian are unable to 
discharge their responsibilities to and for the child; or 

“1. Who has been placed for care or adoption in violation of the 
law; or 

“m. Who for any other cause is in need of the care and protec¬ 
tion of the state; and 

“n. In any of the foregoing, is in need of care or supervision. 

“(11) DETENTION CARE. The temporary care of delinquent 
children or children alleged to be delinquent in secure custody 
pending court disposition or transfer to a residential facility or fur¬ 
ther care of a child adjudicated a delinquent. 

“(12) GUARDIAN AD LITEM. A licensed lawyer appointed by 
a court to defend or represent a child in any action to which such 
child may be a party. 

“(13) INTAKE OFFICE. The office in the probation service or 
designee of the judge with the duty of primary contact with the 
law enforcement agency and complainants of children coming 
under the jurisdiction of the court. 

“(14) JUDGE. Judge of the juvenile court as prescribed by this 
chapter. 

“(15) LAW ENFORCEMENT OFFICER. Any person, however 
denominated, who is authorized by law to exercise the police pow¬ 
ers of the state or local governments. 

“(16) LEGAL CUSTODIAN. A person, agency, or department, 
other than a parent or legal guardian, to whom legal custody of the 
child has been given by court order or who is acting in loco parentis. 

“(17) LEGAL CUSTODY. A legal status created by court order 
which vests in a custodian the right to have physical custody of the 
child and to determine where and with whom the child shall live 
within the state and the right and duty to protect, train, and 
discipline the child and to provide the child with food, shelter, 
clothing, education, and ordinary medical care, all subject to the 
powers, rights, duties, and responsibilities of the guardian of the 
person of the child and subject to any residual parental rights and 
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responsibilities. An individual granted legal custody shall exercise 
the rights and responsibilities personally unless otherwise author¬ 
ized by the juvenile court. 

“(18) MINOR. An individual who is under the age of 19 years 
and who is not a “child” within the meaning of this chapter. 

“(19) MULTIPLE NEEDS CHILD. A child coming to the atten¬ 
tion of the court or one of the entities listed herein who is at immi¬ 
nent risk of out-of-home placement or a placement in a more 
restrictive environment, as a result of the conditions of emotional 
disturbance, behavior disorder, mental retardation, mental illness, 
dependency, chemical dependency, educational deficit, lack of 
supervision, delinquency, or physical illness or disability, or any 
combination thereof, and whose needs require the services of two 
or more of the following entities: Department of Youth Services, 
public school system (services for exceptional needs), Department 
of Human Resources, Department of Public Health, juvenile court 
probation services, or Department of Mental Health and Mental 
Retardation. 

“(20) PROBATION. The legal status created by court order fol¬ 
lowing an adjudication of delinquency or in need of supervision 
whereby a child is permitted to remain in a community subject to 
supervision and return to court for violation of probation at any 
time during the period of probation. 

“(21) PROTECTIVE SUPERVISION. A legal status created by 
court order following an adjudication of dependency whereby a 
child is permitted to remain in the child’s home subject to supervi¬ 
sion and to return to the court for violation of protective supervi¬ 
sion at any time during the period of protective supervision. 

“(22) RESIDENTIAL FACILITY. A dwelling, other than a 
detention or shelter care facility, providing living accommodations, 
care, treatment, and maintenance for children, including institu¬ 
tions, foster family homes, group homes, half-way houses, and 
forestry camps, and, where not operated by a public agency, 
licensed, or approved to provide such care. 

“(23) RESIDUAL PARENTAL RIGHTS AND RESPONSIBILI¬ 
TIES. Those rights and responsibilities remaining with the parent 
after the transfer of legal custody or guardianship of the person, 
including, but not necessarily limited to, the right of visitation, the 
right to consent to adoption, the right to determine religious affili¬ 
ation, and the responsibility for support. 

“(24) SHELTER CARE. The temporary care of children in 
group homes, foster care, or other nonpenal facilities.” 
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Section 2. Section 12-15-58 of the Code of Alabama 1975, is 
amended to read as follows: 

"§12-15-58. 

"(a) A person taking a child into custody shall, with all possible 
speed, and in accordance with this chapter and the rules of court 
pursuant thereto: 

"(1) Release the child to the child’s parents, guardian, custo¬ 
dian or other suitable person able and willing to provide supervi¬ 
sion and care for the child and issue oral counsel and warning as 
may be appropriate. 

w (2) Release the child to the child’s parents, guardian or custo¬ 
dian upon their promise to bring the child before the court when 
requested, unless the child’s placement in detention or shelter care 
appears required. 

"(3) Bring the child, if not released, to the intake office of pro¬ 
bation services or deliver the child to a place of detention or shel¬ 
ter care designated by the court and, in the most expeditious 
manner possible, give notice of the action taken, together with a 
statement of the reasons for taking the child into custody, in writ¬ 
ing to the intake office, to the court and to the parent, guardian or 
other custodian of the child and, in the case of dependency, to the 
Department of Human Resources, except in the case of a juvenile 
being taken into custody for a violation of a municipal curfew ordi¬ 
nance. In curfew violation cases, if the child is not released, the 
child may be taken to a facility which has been previously 
approved by the court as a curfew detention facility. A child taken 
to a curfew detention facility shall be released within eight hours. 

“(b) Whenever a child, taken into custody pursuant to this 
chapter is brought to a shelter or other care facility established or 
approved by the Department of Human Resources or the 
Department of Youth Services or to the intake office, the person in 
charge of the intake office or the representative of the Department 
of Human Resources, prior to admitting the child for care, shall 
review the need for detention or shelter care and shall release the 
child unless detention or shelter care is required under Section 
12-15-59 or has been ordered by the court. 

"(c) A person taking a child into custody pursuant to subdivi¬ 
sions (1) and (7) of Section 12-15-56 shall bring the child to the 
place of detention or shelter care or to the intake office which shall 
thereupon proceed in accordance with this chapter. 

"(d) A person taking a child into custody pursuant to subdivi¬ 
sion (4) of Section 12-15-56 shall bring the child to a medical or 
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mental health facility designated by the court if the child is 
believed to be suffering from a serious mental health condition, ill¬ 
ness, or injury which requires either prompt treatment or prompt 
diagnosis for the child’s welfare or for evidentiary purposes, and, 
in the most expeditious manner possible, give notice of the action 
taken together with a statement of taking the child into custody in 
writing to the court, the parents, guardian or other custodian and 
to the intake office and to the Department of Human Resources in 
the case of a dependency allegation.” 

Section 3. This act is applicable to municipal curfew viola¬ 
tions occurring after its effective date and municipal curfew viola¬ 
tions occurring on or before this acts’s effective date shall be gov¬ 
erned by preexisting law. 

Section 4. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To create the Alabama Sickle Cell Oversight and Regulatory 
Commission; to provide for appointment to the commission; and to 
provide for the powers and duties of the commission. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . There is created and established the Alabama 
Sickle Cell Oversight and Regulatory Commission. 

Section 2. (a) The commission shall consist of the following 

members:

In the event of the death or resignation of any member of 
the commission, a successor shall be appointed by the original 
appointing authority and the successor appointed to the vacancy 
shall serve for the remainder of the unexpired term. The members 
shall elect from their membership a chair and a vice chair at an 
organizational meeting held no later than 30 days after appoint¬ 
ments to the commission are confirmed.

audio-video communication. 
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Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Whenever the law requires a defendant in a crimi¬ 
nal case to appear before any judge or magistrate for a first or sub¬ 
sequent appearance, bail, arraignment, or other pre-trial proceed¬ 
ing, at the discretion of the court, the proceeding may be conducted 
by an audio-video communication devise, in which case the defen¬ 
dant shall not be required to be physically brought before the judge 
or magistrate. The audio-video communication shall enable the 
judge or magistrate to see and converse simultaneously with the 
defendant or other person and operate so that the defendant and 
his or her counsel, if any, can communicate privately, and so that 
the defendant and his or her counsel are both physically present in 
the same place during the audio-video communication. The signal 
of the audio-video communication shall be transmitted live and 
shall be secure from interception through lawful means by anyone 
other than the persons communicating. Nothing herein shall be 
construed as affecting the defendant’s right to waive counsel. 

Section 2. If the court has provided for the use of an 
audio-video communication system to facilitate communication 
between the court and the defendant during any pre-trial proceed¬ 
ing, the physical presence of the defendant in open court during 
the proceeding shall not be required.

Relating to Marengo County; to amend further Act No. 183, S. 234, 1935 
Regular Session (Local Acts 1935, p. 106), to provide that the members of the 
Marengo County Board of Education serve terms of six years with such terms 
phased in and staggered; to provide for the election of a president and vice-presi¬ 
dent of the board and to prescribe the powers and duties of the president; to provide 
for an expense allowance for members of the board; and to repeal Act No. 80-345, 
H. 955, 1980 Regular Session (Acts 1980, p. 467). 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Sections 1, 2, 3, 4, and 5 of Act No. 183, S. 234, 
1935 Regular Session (Local Acts 1935, p. 106), as last amended, is 
amended to read as follows: 

“Section 1. The Board of Education nf Marengo County shall 
consist of five members. 

“Section 2. The five members of the Board of Education of 
Marengo County shall each represent a separate district as these 
districts were constituted on January 1, 1996. 

“Section 3. At the annual meeting, the Board of Education of 
Marengo County shall elect one of its members to serve as presi¬ 
dent. The president shall be the presiding officer of the board, and 
shall have the same rights, privileges, powers, and authority and 
shall perform the same duties, take the same oath, and receive the 
same compensation as the other members of the board. In addi¬ 
tion, the president shall have all the power and authority and per¬ 
form all of the duties now or hereafter required of the president of 
county boards of education pursuant to the general laws of the 
state. 
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Section 4. The members of the board representing District 1 
and District 2 shall be elected at the general election in 1996 for 
terms of four years and at the general election in 2000, and every 
six years thereafter, for terms of six years. The members of the 
board representing District 3, District 4, and District 5 shall be 
elected at the general election in 1998 with one member, selected 
by the board by lot, to serve for a term of four years and the two 
remaining members to serve for terms of six years. Thereafter, the 
members of the board representing District 3, District 4, and 
District 5 shall be elected every six years for terms of six years. 
The members of the board shall assume office on the first Monday 
after the second Tuesday in January next after their election and 
shall serve until their successors have been elected and have quali¬ 
fied. All the incumbent members of the board shall continue in 
office until the expiration of the term for which they were elected. 

Section 5. At its annual meeting, the Board of Education of 
Marengo County shall elect one of its members to serve as 
vice-president.” 

Section 2. Each member of the Marengo County Board of 
Education shall receive a monthly expense allowance of three hun¬ 
dred dollars ($300). The expense allowance shall be in lieu of all 
other compensation, salary, or expense allowance heretofore pro¬ 
vided by law. 

Section 3. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
act are repealed, and Act No. 80-345, H. 955, 1980 Regular Session 
(Acts 1980, p. 467), is specifically repealed. 

Section 4. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

SHORT TITLE AND GENERAL MATTERS 

SECTION 7-8-101. SHORT TITLE. This Article may be 
cited as Uniform Commercial Code—Investment Securities. 

SECTION 7-8-102. DEFINITIONS. 

(a) In this Article: 

(1) “Adverse claim” means a claim that a claimant has a prop¬ 
erty interest in a financial asset and that it is a violation of the 
rights of the claimant for another person to hold, transfer, or deal 
with the financial asset. 

(2) Bearer form, as applied to a certificated security, means 
a form in which the security is payable to the bearer of the secu¬ 
rity certificate according to its terms but not by reason of an 
indorsement. 
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(3) “Broker” means a person defined as a broker or dealer 
under the federal securities laws, but without excluding a bank 
acting in that capacity. 

(4) “Certificated security” means a security that is represented 
by a certificate. 

(5) “Clearing corporation” means: 

(i) a person that is registered as a “clearing agency” under the 
federal securities laws; 

(ii) a federal reserve bank; or 

(iii) any other person that provides clearance or settlement 
services with respect to financial assets that would require it to 
register as a clearing agency under the federal securities laws but 
for an exclusion or exemption from the registration requirement, if 
its activities as a clearing corporation, including promulgation of 
rules, are subject to regulation by a federal or state governmental 
authority. 

(6) “Communicate” means to: 

(i) send a signed writing; or 

(ii) transmit information by any mechanism agreed upon by 
the persons transmitting and receiving the information. 

(7) “Entitlement holder” means a person identified in the 
records of a securities intermediary as the person having a secu¬ 
rity entitlement against the securities intermediary. If a person 
acquires a security entitlement by virtue of Section 7-8-501(b)(2) or 
(3), that person is the entitlement holder. 

(8) “Entitlement order” means a notification communicated to 
a secuiities intermediary directing transfer or redemption of a 
financial asset to which the entitlement holder has a security 
entitlement. 

(9) “Financial asset,” except as otherwise provided in Section 
7-8-103, means: 

(i) a security; 

(ii) an obligation of a person or a share, participation, or other 
interest in a person or in property or an enterprise of a person, 
which is, or is of a type, dealt in or traded on financial markets, or 
which is recognized in any area in which it is issued or dealt in as 
a medium for investment; or 

(iii) any property that is held by a securities intermediary for 
another person in a securities account if the securities intermediary 
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has expressly agreed with the other person that the property is to 
be treated as a financial asset under this Article. As context 
requires, the term means either the interest itself or the means 
by which a person s claim to it is evidenced, including a certifl- 
cated or uncertificated security, a security certificate, or a secu¬ 
rity entitlement. 

(10) “Good faith,” for purposes of the obligation of good faith in 
the performance or enforcement of contracts or duties within this 
Article, means honesty in fact and the observance of reasonable 
commercial standards of fair dealing. 

Ol) Indorsement means a signature that alone or accompa¬ 
nied by other words is made on a security certificate in registered 
form or on a separate document for the purpose of assigning, 
transferring, or redeeming the security or granting a power to 
assign, transfer, or redeem it. 

(12) “Instruction” means a notification communicated to the 
issuer of an uncertificated security which directs that the transfer 
ol the security be registered or that the security be redeemed. 

(13) Registered form, as applied to a certificated security, 
means a form in which: 

(i) the security certificate specifies a person entitled to the 
security; and 

(11) a transfer of the security may be registered upon books 
maintained for that purpose by or on behalf of the issuer or the 
security certificate so states. 

(14) “Securities intermediary” means: 

(i) a clearing corporation; or 

(ii) a person, including a bank or broker, that in the ordinary 
course of its business maintains securities accounts for others and 
is acting in that capacity. 

(15) “Security,” except as otherwise provided in Section 
7-8-103, means an obligation of an issuer or a share, participation, 
or other interest in an issuer or in property or an enterprise of an 
issuer: 

(i) which is represented by a security certificate in bearer or 
registered form, or the transfer of which may be registered upon 
books maintained for that purpose by or on behalf of the issuer; 

(ii) which is one of a class or series or by its terms is divisible 
into a class or series of shares, participations, interests, or obliga¬ 
tions; and 
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(iii) which: 

(A) is, or is of a type, dealt in or traded on securities exchanges 
or securities markets; or 

(B) is a medium for investment and by its terms expressly pro¬ 
vides that it is a security governed by this Article. 

(16) “Security certificate” means a certificate representing a 
security. 

(17) “Security entitlement” means the rights and property 
interest of an entitlement holder with respect to a financial asset 
specified in Part 5. 

(18) “Uncertificated security” means a security that is not rep¬ 
resented by a certificate. 

(b) Other definitions applying to this Article and the sections 
in which they appear are:

(c) In addition, Article 1 contains general definitions and prin- 
cipies of construction and interpretation applicable throughout 
this Article. 


(d) The characterization of a person, business, or transaction 
for purposes of this Article does not determine the characterization 
of the person, business, or transaction for purposes of any other 
law, regulation, or rule. 

SECTION 7-8-103. RULES FOR DETERMINING 
WHETHER CERTAIN OBLIGATIONS AND INTERESTS ARE 
SECURITIES OR FINANCIAL ASSETS. 

(a) A share or similar equity interest issued by a corporation, 
business trust, joint stock company, or similar entity is a security. 

(b) An “investment company security” is a security. “Invest¬ 
ment company security” means a share or similar equity interest 
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issued by an entity that is registered as an investment company 
under the federal investment company laws, an interest in a unit 
investment trust that is so registered, or a face-amount certificate 
issued by a face-amount certificate company that is so registered. 
Investment company security does not include an insurance policy 
or endowment policy or annuity contract issued by an insurance 
company. 

(c) An interest in a partnership or limited liability company is 
not a security unless it is dealt in or traded on securities 
exchanges or in securities markets, its terms expressly provide 
that it is a security governed by this Article, or it is an investment 
company security. However, an interest in a partnership or limited 
liability company is a financial asset if it is held in a securities 
account. 

(d) A writing that is a security certificate is governed by this 
Article and not by Article 3, even though it also meets the require¬ 
ments of that Article. However, a negotiable instrument governed 
by Article 3 is a financial asset if it is held in a securities account. 

(e) An option or similar obligation issued by a clearing corpora¬ 
tion to its participants is not a security, but is a financial asset. 

(f) A commodity contract, as defined in Section 7-9-115, is not a 
security or a financial asset. 

SECTION 7-8-104. ACQUISITION OF SECURITY OR 
FINANCIAL ASSET OR INTEREST THEREIN. 

(a) A person acquires a security or an interest therein, under 
this Article, if: 

(1) the person is a purchaser to whom a security is delivered 
pursuant to Section 7-8-301; or 

(2) the person acquires a security entitlement to the security 
pursuant to Section 7-8-501. 

(b) A person acquires a financial asset, other than a security, 
or an interest therein, under this Article, if the person acquires a 
security entitlement to the financial asset. 

(c) A person who acquires a security entitlement to a security 
or other financial asset has the rights specified in Part 5, but is a 
purchaser of any security, security entitlement, or other financial 
asset held by the securities intermediary only to the extent pro¬ 
vided in Section 7-8-503. 

(d) Unless the context shows that a different meaning is 
intended, a person who is required by other law, regulation, rule, 
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or agreement to transfer, deliver, present, surrender, exchange, or 
otherwise put in the possession of another person a security or 
financial asset satisfies that requirement by causing the other per¬ 
son to acquire an interest in the security or financial asset pur¬ 
suant to subsection (a) or (b). 

SECTION 7- 8-105. NOTICE OF ADVERSE CLAIM. 

(a) A person has notice of an adverse claim if: 

(1) the person knows of the adverse claim; 

(2) the person is aware of facts sufficient to indicate that there 
is a significant probability that the adverse claim exists and delib¬ 
erately avoids information that would establish the existence of 
the adverse claim; or 

(3) the person has a duty, imposed by statute or regulation, to 
investigate whether an adverse claim exists, and the investigation 
so required would establish the existence of the adverse claim. 

(b) Having knowledge that a financial asset or interest therein 
is or has been transferred by a representative imposes no duty of 
inquiry into the rightfulness of a transaction and is not notice of 
an adverse claim. However, a person who knows that a representa¬ 
tive has transferred a financial asset or interest therein in a trans¬ 
action that is, or whose proceeds are being used, for the individual 
benefit of the representative or otherwise in breach of duty has 
notice of an adverse claim. 

(c) An act or event that creates a right to immediate perfor¬ 
mance of the principal obligation represented by a security certifi¬ 
cate or sets a date on or after which the certificate is to be pre¬ 
sented or surrendered for redemption or exchange does not itself 
constitute notice of an adverse claim except in the case of a trans¬ 
fer more than: 

(1) one year after a date set for presentment or surrender for 
redemption or exchange; or 

(2) six months after a date set for payment of money against 
presentation or surrender of the certificate, if money was available 
for payment on that date. 

(d) A purchaser of a certificated security has notice of an 
adverse claim if the security certificate: 

(1) whether in bearer or registered form, has been indorsed 
“for collection” or “for surrender” or for some other purpose not 
involving transfer; or 
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(2) is in bearer form and has on it an unambiguous statement 
that it is the property of a person other than the transferor, but the 
mere writing of a name on the certificate is not such a statement. 

(e) Filing of a financing statement under Article 9 is not notice 
of an adverse claim to a financial asset. 

SECTION 7-8-106. CONTROL. 

(a) A purchaser has “control” of a certificated security in bearer 
form if the certificated security is delivered to the purchaser. 

(b) A purchaser has “control” of a certificated security in regis¬ 
tered form if the certificated security is delivered to the purchaser, 
and: 

(1) the certificate is indorsed to the purchaser or in blank by 
an effective indorsement; or 

(2) the certificate is registered in the name of the purchaser, 
upon original issue or registration of transfer by the issuer. 

(c) A purchaser has “control” of an uncertificated security if: 

(1) the uncertificated security is delivered to the purchaser; or 

(2) the issuer has agreed that it will comply with instructions 
originated by the purchaser without further consent by the 
registered owner. 

(d) A purchaser has “control” of a security entitlement if: 

(1) the purchaser becomes the entitlement holder; or 

(2) the securities intermediary has agreed that it will comply 
with entitlement orders originated by the purchaser without fur¬ 
ther consent by the entitlement holder. 

(e) If an interest in a security entitlement is granted by the 
entitlement holder to the entitlement holder’s own securities inter¬ 
mediary, the securities intermediary has control. 

(f) A purchaser who has satisfied the requirements of subsec¬ 
tion (c)(2) or (d)(2) has control even if the registered owner in the 
case of subsection (c)(2) or the entitlement holder in the case of 
subsection (d)(2) retains the right to make substitutions for the 
uncertificated security or security entitlement, to originate 
instructions or entitlement orders to the issuer or securities inter¬ 
mediary, or otherwise to deal with the uncertificated security or 
security entitlement. 

(g) An issuer or a securities intermediary may not enter into 
an agreement of the kind described in subsection (c)(2) or (d)(2) 
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without the consent of the registered owner or entitlement holder, 
but an issuer or a securities intermediary is not required to enter 
into such an agreement even though the registered owner or enti¬ 
tlement holder so directs. An issuer or securities intermediary that 
has entered into such an agreement is not required to confirm the 
existence of the agreement to another party unless requested to do 
so by the registered owner or entitlement holder. 

SECTION 7-8-107. WHETHER INDORSEMENT, IN¬ 
STRUCTION, OR ENTITLEMENT ORDER IS EFFECTIVE. 

(a) “Appropriate person” means: 

(1) with respect to an indorsement, the person specified by a 
security certificate or by an effective special indorsement to be 
entitled to the security; 

(2) with respect to an instruction, the registered owner of an 
uncertificated security; 

(3) with respect to an entitlement order, the entitlement 
holder; 

(4) if the person designated in paragraph (1), (2), or (3) is 
deceased, the designated person's successor taking under other 
law or the designated person’s personal representative acting for 
the estate of the decedent; or 

(5) if the person designated in paragraph (1), (2), or (3) lacks 
capacity, the designated person’s guardian, conservator, or other 
similar representative who has power under other law to transfer 
the security or financial asset. 

(b) An indorsement, instruction, or entitlement order is 
effective if: 

(1) it is made by the appropriate person; 

(2) it is made by a person who has power under the law of 
agency to transfer the security or financial asset on behalf of the 
appropriate person, including, in the case of an instruction or enti¬ 
tlement order, a person who has control under Section 
7-8-106(c)(2) or (d)(2); or 

(3) the appropriate person has ratified it or is otherwise pre¬ 
cluded from asserting its ineffectiveness. 

(c) An indorsement, instruction, or entitlement order made by 
a representative is effective even if: 

(1) the representative has failed to comply with a controlling 
instrument or with the law of the State having jurisdiction of the 
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representative relationship, including any law requiring the repre¬ 
sentative to obtain court approval of the transaction; or 

(2) the representative's action in making the indorsement, 
instruction, or entitlement order or using the proceeds of the 
transaction is otherwise a breach of duty. 

(d) If a security is registered in the name of or specially 
indorsed to a person described as a representative, or if a securi¬ 
ties account is maintained in the name of a person described as a 
representative, an indorsement, instruction, or entitlement order 
made by the person is effective even though the person is no longer 
serving in the described capacity. 

(e) Effectiveness of an indorsement, instruction, or entitlement 
order is determined as of the date the indorsement, instruction, or 
entitlement order is made, and an indorsement, instruction, or 
entitlement order does not become ineffective by reason of any 
later change of circumstances. 

SECTION 7-8-108. WARRANTIES IN DIRECT HOLDING. 

(a) A person who transfers a certificated security to a pur¬ 
chaser for value warrants to the purchaser, and an indorser, if the 
transfer is by indorsement, warrants to any subsequent purchaser, 
that: 

(1) the certificate is genuine and has not been materially 
altered; 

(2) the transferor or indorser does not know of any fact that 
might impair the validity of the security; 

(3) there is no adverse claim to the security; 

(4) the transfer does not violate any restriction on transfer; 

(5) if the transfer is by indorsement, the indorsement is made 
by an appropriate person, or if the indorsement is by an agent, the 
agent has actual authority to act on behalf of the appropriate 
person; and 

(6) the transfer is otherwise effective and rightful. 

(b) A person who originates an instruction for registration of 
transfer of an uncertificated security to a purchaser for value 
warrants to the purchaser that: 

(1) the instruction is made by an appropriate person, or if the 
instruction is by an agent, the agent has actual authority to act on 
behalf of the appropriate person; 

(2) the security is valid; 
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(3) there is no adverse claim to the security; and 

(4) at the time the instruction is presented to the issuer: 

(i) the purchaser will be entitled to the registration of transfer; 

(ii) the transfer will be registered by the issuer free from all 
liens, security interests, restrictions, and claims other than those 
specified in the instruction; 

(iii) the transfer will not violate any restriction on transfer; 

and 

(iv) the requested transfer will otherwise be effective and 
rightful. 

(c) A person who transfers an uncertificated security to a pur¬ 
chaser for value and does not originate an instruction in connec¬ 
tion with the transfer warrants that: 

(1) the uncertificated security is valid; 

(2) there is no adverse claim to the security; 

(3) the transfer does not violate any restriction on transfer; 

and 

(4) the transfer is otherwise effective and rightful. 

(d) A person who indorses a security certificate warrants to the 
issuer that: 

(1) there is no adverse claim to the security; and 

(2) the indorsement is effective. 

(e) A person who originates an instruction for registration of 
transfer of an uncertificated security warrants to the issuer that: 

(1) the instruction is effective, and 

(2) at the time the instruction is presented to the issuer the 
purchaser will be entitled to the registration of transfer. 

(f) A person who presents a certificated security for registra¬ 
tion of transfer or for payment or exchange warrants to the issuer 
that the person is entitled to the registration, payment, or 
exchange, but a purchaser for value and without notice of adverse 
claims to whom transfer is registered warrants only that the 
person has no knowledge of any unauthorized signature in a 
necessary indorsement. 

(g) If a person acts as agent of another in delivering a certifi¬ 
cated security to a purchaser, the identity of the principal was 
known to the person to whom the certificate was delivered, and the 
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certificate delivered by the agent was received by the agent from 
the principal or received by the agent from another person at the 
direction of the principal, the person delivering the security certifi¬ 
cate warrants only that the delivering person has authority to act 
for the principal and does not know of any adverse claim to the 
certificated security. 

(h) A secured party who redelivers a security certificate 
received, or after payment and on order of the debtor delivers the 
security certificate to another person, makes only the warranties 
of an agent under subsection (g). 

(i) Except as otherwise provided in subsection (g), a broker act¬ 
ing for a customer makes to the issuer and a purchaser the war¬ 
ranties provided in subsections (a) through (f). A broker that deliv¬ 
ers a security certificate to its customer, or causes its customer to 
be registered as the owner of an uncertificated security, makes to 
the customer the warranties provided in subsection (a) or (b), and 
has the rights and privileges of a purchaser under this section. 
The warranties of and in favor of the broker acting as an agent are 
in addition to applicable warranties given by and in favor of the 
customer. 

SECTION 7-8-109. WARRANTIES IN INDIRECT HOLDING. 

(a) A person who originates an entitlement order to a securi¬ 
ties intermediary warrants to the securities intermediary that: 

(1) the entitlement order is made by an appropriate person, or 
if the entitlement order is by an agent, the agent has actual 
authority to act on behalf of the appropriate person; and 

(2) there is no adverse claim to the security entitlement. 

(b) A person who delivers a security certificate to a securities 
intermediary for credit to a securities account or originates an 
instruction with respect to an uncertificated security directing that 
the uncertificated security be credited to a securities account 
makes to the securities intermediary the warranties specified in 
Section 7-8-108(a) or (b). 

(c) If a securities intermediary delivers a security certificate to 
its entitlement holder or causes its entitlement holder to be regis¬ 
tered as the owner of an uncertificated security, the securities 
intermediary makes to the entitlement holder the warranties spec¬ 
ified in Section 7-8-108(a) or (b). 

SECTION 7-8-110. APPLICABILITY; CHOICE OF LAW. 

(a) The local law of the issuer's jurisdiction, as specified in sub¬ 
section (d), governs: 
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(1) the validity of a security; 

(2) the rights and duties of the issuer with respect to registra¬ 
tion of transfer; 

(3) the effectiveness of registration of transfer by the issuer; 

(4) whether the issuer owes any duties to an adverse claimant 
to a security; and 

(5) whether an adverse claim can be asserted against a person 
to whom transfer of a certificated or uncertificated security is 
registered or a person who obtains control of an uncertificated 
security. 

(b) The local law of the securities intermediary’s jurisdiction, 
as specified in subsection (e), governs: 

(1) acquisition of a security entitlement from the securities 
intermediary; 

(2) the rights and duties of the securities intermediary and 
entitlement holder arising out of a security entitlement; 

(3) whether the securities intermediary owes any duties to an 
adverse claimant to a security entitlement; and 

(4) whether an adverse claim can be asserted against a person 
who acquires a security entitlement from the securities intermedi¬ 
ary or a person who purchases a security entitlement or interest 
therein from an entitlement holder. 

(c) The local law of the jurisdiction in which a security certifi¬ 
cate is located at the time of delivery governs whether an adverse 
claim can be asserted against a person to whom the security cer¬ 
tificate is delivered. 

(d) ‘Issuer’s jurisdiction” means the jurisdiction under which 
the issuer of the security is organized or, if permitted by the law of 
that jurisdiction, the law of another jurisdiction specified by the 
issuer. An issuer organized under the law of this State may specify 
the law of another jurisdiction as the law governing the matters 
specified in subsection (a)(2) through (5). 

(e) The following rules determine a “securities intermediary’s 
jurisdiction” for purposes of this section: 

(1) If an agreement between the securities intermediary and 
its entitlement holder specifies that it is governed by the law of a 
particular jurisdiction, that jurisdiction is the securities intermedi¬ 
ary’s jurisdiction. 

(2) If an agreement between the securities intermediary and 
its entitlement holder does not specify the governing law as 
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provided in paragraph (1), but expressly specifies that the securi¬ 
ties account is maintained at an office in a particular jurisdiction, 
that jurisdiction is the securities intermediary’s jurisdiction. 

(3) If an agreement between the securities intermediary and 
its entitlement holder does not specify a jurisdiction as provided in 
paragraph (1) or (2), the securities intermediary’s jurisdiction is 
the jurisdiction in which is located the office identified in an 
account statement as the office serving the entitlement holder’s 
account. 

(4) If an agreement between the securities intermediary and 
its entitlement holder does not specify a jurisdiction as provided in 
paragraph (1) or (2) and an account statement does not identify an 
office serving the entitlement holder’s account as provided in para¬ 
graph (3), the securities intermediary’s jurisdiction is the jurisdic¬ 
tion in which is located the chief executive office of the securities 
intermediary. 

(f) A securities intermediary’s jurisdiction is not determined by 
the physical location of certificates representing financial assets, 
or by the jurisdiction in which is organized the issuer of the finan¬ 
cial asset with respect to which an entitlement holder has a secu¬ 
rity entitlement, or by the location of facilities for data processing 
or other record keeping concerning the account. 

SECTION 7-8-111. CLEARING CORPORATION RULES. A 
rule adopted by a clearing corporation governing rights and obliga¬ 
tions among the clearing corporation and its participants in the 
clearing corporation is effective even if the rule conflicts with this 
title and affects another party who does not consent to the rule. 

SECTION 7-8-112. CREDITOR’S LEGAL PROCESS. 

(a) The interest of a debtor in a certificated security may be 
reached by a creditor only by actual seizure of the security certifi¬ 
cate by the officer making the attachment or levy, except as other¬ 
wise provided in subsection (d). However, a certificated security for 
which the certificate has been surrendered to the issuer may be 
reached by a creditor by legal process upon the issuer. 

(b) The interest of a debtor in an uncertificated security may 
be reached by a creditor only by legal process upon the issuer at its 
chief executive office in the United States, except as otherwise pro¬ 
vided in subsection (d). 

(c) The interest of a debtor in a security entitlement may be 
reached by a creditor only by legal process upon the securities 
intermediary with whom the debtor’s securities account is main¬ 
tained, except as otherwise provided in subsection (d). 
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(d) The interest of a debtor in a certificated security for which 
the certificate is in the possession of a secured party, or in an 
uncertificated security registered in the name of a secured party, 
or a security entitlement maintained in the name of a secured 
party, may be reached by a creditor by legal process upon the 
secured party. 

(e) A creditor whose debtor is the owner of a certificated secu¬ 
rity, uncertificated security, or security entitlement is entitled to 
aid from a court of competent jurisdiction, by injunction or other¬ 
wise, in reaching the certificated security, uncertificated security, 
or security entitlement or in satisfying the claim by means allowed 
at law or in equity in regard to property that cannot readily be 
reached by other legal process. 

SECTION 7-8-113. STATUTE OF FRAUDS INAPPLICA¬ 
BLE. A contract or modification of a contract for the sale or pur¬ 
chase of a security is enforceable whether or not there is a writing 
signed or record authenticated by a party against whom enforce¬ 
ment is sought, even if the contract or modification is not capable 
of performance within one year of its making. 

SECTION 7-8-114. EVIDENTIARY RULES CONCERNING 
CERTIFICATED SECURITIES. The following rules apply in an 
action on a certificated security against the issuer: 

(1) Unless specifically denied in the pleadings, each signature 
on a security certificate or in a necessary indorsement is admitted. 

(2) If the effectiveness of a signature is put in issue, the burden 
of establishing effectiveness is on the party claiming under the sig¬ 
nature, but the signature is presumed to be genuine or authorized. 

(3) If signatures on a security certificate are admitted or estab¬ 
lished, production of the certificate entitles a holder to recover on 
it unless the defendant establishes a defense or a detect gomg to 
the validity of the security. 

(4) If it is shown that a defense or defect exists, the plaintiff 
has the burden of establishing that the plaintiff or some person 
under whom the plaintiff claims is a person against whom the 
defense or defect cannot be asserted. 

SECTION 7-8-115. SECURITIES INTERMEDIARY AND 
OTHERS NOT LIABLE TO ADVERSE CLAIMANT. A securities 
intermediary that has transferred a financial asset pursuant to an 
effective entitlement order, or a broker or other agent or bailee 
that has dealt with a financial asset at the direction of its cus¬ 
tomer or principal, is not liable to a person having an adverse 
claim to the financial asset, unless the securities intermediary, or 
broker or other agent or bailee: 
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(1) took the action after it had been served with an injunction, 
restraining order, or other legal process enjoining it from doing so, 
issued by a court of competent jurisdiction, and had a reasonable 
opportunity to act on the injunction, restraining order, or other 
legal process; or 

(2) acted in collusion with the wrongdoer in violating the rights 
of the adverse claimant; or 

(3) in the case of a security certificate that has been stolen, 
acted with notice of the adverse claim. 

SECTION 7-8-116. SECURITIES INTERMEDIARY AS 
PURCHASER FOR VALUE. A securities intermediary that 
receives a financial asset and establishes a security entitlement to 
the financial asset in favor of an entitlement holder is a purchaser 
for value of the financial asset. A securities intermediary that 
acquires a security entitlement to a financial asset from another 
securities intermediary acquires the security entitlement for value 
if the securities intermediary acquiring the security entitlement 
establishes a security entitlement to the financial asset in favor of 
an entitlement holder. 


PART 2 

ISSUE AND ISSUER 

SECTION 7- 8-201. ISSUER. 

(a) With respect to an obligation on or a defense to a security, 
an “issuer” includes a person that: 

(1) places or authorizes the placing of its name on a security 
certificate, other than as authenticating trustee, registrar, transfer 
agent, or the like, to evidence a share, participation, or other inter¬ 
est in its property or in an enterprise, or to evidence its duty to 
perform an obligation represented by the certificate; 

(2) creates a share, participation, or other interest in its prop¬ 
erty or in an enterprise, or undertakes an obligation, that is an 
uncertificated security; 

(3) directly or indirectly creates a fractional interest in its 
rights or property, if the fractional interest is represented by a 
security certificate; or 

(4) becomes responsible for, or in place of, another person 
described as an issuer in this section. 

(b) With respect to an obligation on or defense to a security, a 
guarantor is an issuer to the extent of its guaranty, whether or not 
its obligation is noted on a security certificate. 
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(c) With respect to a registration of a transfer, issuer means a 
person on whose behalf transfer books are maintained. 

SECTION 7-8-202. ISSUER'S RESPONSIBILITY AND 
DEFENSES; NOTICE OF DEFECT OR DEFENSE. 

(a) Even against a purchaser for value and without notice, the 
terms of a certificated security include terms stated on the certifi¬ 
cate and terms made part of the security by reference on the cer¬ 
tificate to another instrument, indenture, or document or to a 
constitution, statute, ordinance, rule, regulation, order, or the like, 
to the extent the terms referred to do not conflict with terms 
stated on the certificate. A reference under this subsection does 
not of itself charge a purchaser for value with notice of a defect 
going to the validity of the security, even if the certificate 
expressly states that a person accepting it admits notice. The 
terms of an uncertificated security include those stated in any 
instrument, indenture, or document or in a constitution, statute, 
ordinance, rule, regulation, order, or the like, pursuant to which 
the security is issued. 

(b) The following rules apply if an issuer asserts that a secu¬ 
rity is not valid: 

(1) A security other than one issued by a government or gov¬ 
ernmental subdivision, agency, or instrumentality, even though 
issued with a defect going to its validity, is valid in the hands of a 
purchaser for value and without notice of the particular defect 
unless the defect involves a violation of a constitutional provision. 
In that case, the security is valid in the hands of a purchaser for 
value and without notice of the defect, other than one who takes by 
original issue. 

(2) Paictgiaph (I) applies to an issuer that is a government or 
governmental subdivision, agency, or instrumentality only if there 
has been substantial compliance with the legal requirements gov¬ 
erning the issue or the issuer has received a substantial considera¬ 
tion for the issue as a whole or for the particular security and a 
stated purpose of the issue is one for which the issuer has power to 
borrow money or issue the security. 

(c) Except as otherwise provided in Section 7-8-205, lack of 
genuineness of a certificated security is a complete defense, even 
against a purchaser for value and without notice. 

(d) All other defenses of the issuer of a security, including non¬ 
delivery and conditional delivery of a certificated security, are inef¬ 
fective against a purchaser for value who has taken the certifi¬ 
cated security without notice of the particular defense. 
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(e) This section does not affect the right of a party to cancel a 
contract for a security “when, as and if issued” or “when dis¬ 
tributed” in the event of a material change in the character of the 
security that is the subject of the contract or in the plan or 
arrangement pursuant to which the security is to be issued or 
distributed. 

(f) If a security is held by a securities intermediary against 
whom an entitlement holder has a security entitlement with 
respect to the security, the issuer may not assert any defense that 
the issuer could not assert if the entitlement holder held the secu¬ 
rity directly. 

SECTION 7-8-203. STALENESS AS NOTICE OF DEFECT 
OR DEFENSE. After an act or event, other than a call that has 
been revoked, creating a right to immediate performance of the 
principal obligation represented by a certificated security or set¬ 
ting a date on or after which the security is to be presented or sur¬ 
rendered for redemption or exchange, a purchaser is charged with 
notice of any defect in its issue or defense of the issuer, if the act or 
event: 

(1) requires the payment of money, the delivery of a certifi¬ 
cated security, the registration of transfer of an uncertificated 
security, or any of them on presentation or surrender of the secu¬ 
rity certificate, the money or security is available on the date set 
for payment or exchange, and the purchaser takes the security 
more than one year after that date; or 

(2) is not covered by paragraph (1) and the purchaser takes the 
security more than two years after the date set for surrender or 
presentation or the date on which performance became due. 

SECTION 7-8-204. EFFECT OF ISSUER’S RESTRICTION 
ON TRANSFER. A restriction on transfer of a security imposed by 
the issuer, even if otherwise lawful, is ineffective against a person 
without knowledge of the restriction unless: 

(1) the security is certificated and the restriction is noted con¬ 
spicuously on the security certificate; or 

(2) the security is uncertificated and the registered owner has 
been notified of the restriction. 

SECTION 7-8-205. EFFECT OF UNAUTHORIZED SIGNA¬ 
TURE ON SECURITY CERTIFICATE. An unauthorized signature 
placed on a security certificate before or in the course of issue is 
ineffective, but the signature is effective in favor of a purchaser for 
value of the certificated security if the purchaser is without notice 
of the lack of authority and the signing has been done by: 
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(1) an authenticating trustee, registrar, transfer agent, or 
other person entrusted by the issuer with the signing of the secu¬ 
rity certificate or of similar security certificates, or the immediate 
preparation for signing of any of them; or 

(2) an employee of the issuer, or of any of the persons listed in 
paragraph (1), entrusted with responsible handling of the security 
certificate. 

SECTION 7-8-206. COMPLETION OR ALTERATION OF 
SECURITY CERTIFICATE. 

(a) If a security certificate contains the signatures necessary to 
its issue or transfer but is incomplete in any other respect: 

(1) any person may complete it by filling in the blanks as 
authorized; and 

(2) even if the blanks are incorrectly filled in, the security cer¬ 
tificate as completed is enforceable by a purchaser who took it for 
value and without notice of the incorrectness. 

(b) A complete security certificate that has been improperly 
altered, even if fraudulently, remains enforceable, but only accord¬ 
ing to its original terms. 

SECTION 7-8-207. RIGHTS AND DUTIES OF ISSUER 
WITH RESPECT TO REGISTERED OWNERS. 

(a) Before due presentment for registration of transfer of a cer¬ 
tificated security in registered form or of an instruction requesting 
registration of transfer of an uncertificated security, the issuer or 
indenture trustee may treat the registered owner as the person 
exclusively entitled to vote, receive notifications, and otherwise 
exercise all the rights and powers of an owner. 

(b) This Article does not affect the liability of the registered 
owner of a security for a call, assessment, or the like. 

SECTION 7-8-208. EFFECT OF SIGNATURE OF AUTHEN¬ 
TICATING TRUSTEE, REGISTRAR, OR TRANSFER AGENT. 

(a) A person signing a security certificate as authenticating 
trustee, registrar, transfer agent, or the like, warrants to a pur¬ 
chaser for value of the certificated security, if the purchaser is 
without notice of a particular defect, that: 

(1) the certificate is genuine; 

(2) the person’s own participation in the issue of the security is 
within the person’s capacity and within the scope of the authority 
received by the person from the issuer; and 
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(3) the person has reasonable grounds to believe that the cer¬ 
tificated security is in the form and within the amount the issuer 
is authorized to issue. 

(b) Unless otherwise agreed, a person signing under subsection 
(a) does not assume responsibility for the validity of the security in 
other respects. 

SECTION 7-8-209. ISSUER’S LIEN. A lien in favor of an 
issuer upon a certificated security is valid against a purchaser only 
if the right of the issuer to the lien is noted conspicuously on the 
security certificate. 

SECTION 7-8-210. OVERISSUE. 

(a) In this section, “overissue” means the issue of securities in 
excess of the amount the issuer has corporate power to issue, but 
an overissue does not occur if appropriate action has cured the 
overissue. 

(b) Except as otherwise provided in subsections (c) and (d), the 
provisions of this Article which validate a security or compel its 
issue or reissue do not apply to the extent that validation, issue, or 
reissue would result in overissue. 

(c) If an identical security not constituting an overissue is rea¬ 
sonably available for purchase, a person entitled to issue or valida¬ 
tion may compel the issuer to purchase the security and deliver it 
if certificated or register its transfer if uncertificated, against sur¬ 
render of any security certificate the person holds. 

(d) If a security is not reasonably available for purchase, a per¬ 
son entitled to issue or validation may recover from the issuer the 
price the person or the last purchaser for value paid for it with 
interest from the date of the person’s demand. 


PART 3 

TRANSFER OF CERTIFICATED 
AND UNCERTIFICATED SECURITIES 

SECTION 7-8-301. DELIVERY. 

(a) Delivery of a certificated security to a purchaser occurs when: 

(1) the purchaser acquires possession of the security certificate; 

(2) another person, other than a securities intermediary, either 
acquires possession of the security certificate on behalf of the pur¬ 
chaser or, having previously acquired possession of the certificate, 
acknowledges that it holds for the purchaser; or 
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(3) a securities intermediary acting on behalf of the purchaser 
acquires possession of the security certificate, only if the certificate 
is in registered form and has been specially indorsed to the pur¬ 
chaser by an effective indorsement. 

(b) Delivery of an uncertificated security to a purchaser occurs 
when: 

(1) the issuer registers the purchaser as the registered owner, 
upon original issue or registration of transfer; or 

(2) another person, other than a securities intermediary, either 
becomes the registered owner of the uncertificated security on 
behalf of the purchaser or, having previously become the regis¬ 
tered owner, acknowledges that it holds for the purchaser. 

SECTION 7-8-302. RIGHTS OF PURCHASER. 

(a) Except as otherwise provided in subsections (b) and (c), 
upon delivery of a certificated or uncertificated security to a pur¬ 
chaser, the purchaser acquires all rights in the security that the 
transferor had or had power to transfer. 

(b) A purchaser of a limited interest acquires rights only to the 
extent of the interest purchased. 

(c) A purchaser of a certificated security who as a previous 
holder had notice of an adverse claim does not improve its position 
by taking from a protected purchaser. 

SECTION 7-8-303. PROTECTED PURCHASER. 

(a) “Protected purchaser” means a purchaser of a certificated 
or uncertificated security, or of an interest therein, who: 

(1) gives value; 

(2) does not have notice of any adverse claim to the security; 

and 


(3) obtains control of the certificated or uncertificated security. 

(b) In addition to acquiring the rights of a purchaser, a pro¬ 
tected purchaser also acquires its interest in the security free of 
any adverse claim. 

SECTION 7-8-304. INDORSEMENT. 

(a) An indorsement may be in blank or special. An indorse¬ 
ment in blank includes an indorsement to bearer. A special 
indorsement specifies to whom a security is to be transferred or 
who has power to transfer it. A holder may convert a blank 
indorsement to a special indorsement. 
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(b) An indorsement purporting to be only of part of a security 
certificate representing units intended by the issuer to be sepa¬ 
rately transferable is effective to the extent of the indorsement. 

(c) An indorsement, whether special or in blank, does not con¬ 
stitute a transfer until delivery of the certificate on which it 
appears or, if the indorsement is on a separate document, until 
delivery of both the document and the certificate. 

(d) If a security certificate in registered form has been deliv¬ 
ered to a purchaser without a necessary indorsement, the 
purchaser may become a protected purchaser only when the 
indorsement is supplied. However, against a transferor, a transfer 
is complete upon delivery and the purchaser has a specifically 
enforceable right to have any necessary indorsement supplied. 

(e) An indorsement of a security certificate in bearer form may 
give notice of an adverse claim to the certificate, but it does not 
otherwise affect a right to registration that the holder possesses. 

(f) Unless otherwise agreed, a person making an indorsement 
assumes only the obligations provided in Section 7-8-108 and not 
an obligation that the security will be honored by the issuer. 

SECTION 7-8-305. INSTRUCTION. 

(a) If an instruction has been originated by an appropriate per¬ 
son but is incomplete in any other respect, any person may com¬ 
plete it as authorized and the issuer may rely on it as completed, 
even though it has been completed incorrectly. 

(b) Unless otherwise agreed, a person initiating an instruction 
assumes only the obligations imposed by Section 7-8-108 and not 
an obligation that the security will be honored by the issuer. 

SECTION 7-8-306. EFFECT OF GUARANTEEING SIGNA¬ 
TURE, INDORSEMENT, OR INSTRUCTION. 

(a) A person who guarantees a signature of an indorser of a 
security certificate warrants that at the time of signing: 

(1) the signature was genuine; 

(2) the signer was an appropriate person to indorse, or if the 
signature is by an agent, the agent had actual authority to act on 
behalf of the appropriate person; and 

(3) the signer had legal capacity to sign. 

(b) A person who guarantees a signature of the originator of an 
instruction warrants that at the time of signing: 

(1) the signature was genuine; 
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(2) the signer was an appropriate person to originate the 
instruction, or if the signature is by an agent, the agent had actual 
authority to act on behalf of the appropriate person, if the person 
specified in the instruction as the registered owner was, in fact, 
the registered owner, as to which fact the signature guarantor 
does not make a warranty; and 

(3) the signer had legal capacity to sign. 

(c) A person who specially guarantees the signature of an origi¬ 
nator of an instruction makes the warranties of a signature guar¬ 
antor under subsection (b) and also warrants that at the time the 
instruction is presented to the issuer: 

(1) the person specified in the instruction as the registered 
owner of the uncertificated security will be the registered owner; 
and 


(2) the transfer of the uncertificated security requested in the 
instruction will be registered by the issuer free from all liens, secu¬ 
rity interests, restrictions, and claims other than those specified in 
the instruction. 

(d) A guarantor under subsections (a) and (b) or a special guar¬ 
antor under subsection (c) does not otherwise warrant the rightful¬ 
ness of the transfer. 

(e) A person who guarantees an indorsement of a security cer¬ 
tificate makes the warranties of a signature guarantor under sub¬ 
section (a) and also warrants the rightfulness of the transfer in all 
respects. 

(f) A person who guarantees an instruction requesting the 
transfer of an uncertificated security makes the warranties of a 
special signature guarantor under subsection (c) and also warrants 
the nghtfulness of the transfer in ail respects. 

(g) An issuer may not require a special guaranty of signature, 
a guaranty of indorsement, or a guaranty of instruction as a condi¬ 
tion to registration of transfer. 

(h) The warranties under this section are made to a person 
taking or dealing with the security in reliance on the guaranty, 
and the guarantor is liable to the person for loss resulting from 
their breach. An indorser or originator of an instruction whose sig¬ 
nature, indorsement, or instruction has been guaranteed is liable 
to a guarantor for any loss suffered by the guarantor as a result of 
breach of the warranties of the guarantor. 

SECTION 7-8-307. PURCHASER’S RIGHT TO REQUI¬ 
SITES FOR REGISTRATION OF TRANSFER. Unless otherwise 
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agreed, the transferor of a security on due demand shall supply 
the purchaser with proof of authority to transfer or with any other 
requisite necessary to obtain registration of the transfer of the 
security, but if the transfer is not for value, a transferor need not 
comply unless the purchaser pays the necessary expenses. If the 
transferor fails within a reasonable time to comply with the 
demand, the purchaser may reject or rescind the transfer. 


PART 4 

REGISTRATION 

SECTION 7-8-401. DUTY OF ISSUER TO REGISTER 
TRANSFER. 

(a) If a certificated security in registered form is presented to 
an issuer with a request to register transfer or an instruction is 
presented to an issuer with a request to register transfer of an 
uncertificated security, the issuer shall register the transfer as 
requested if: 

(1) under the terms of the security the person seeking registra¬ 
tion of transfer is eligible to have the security registered in its 
name; 

(2) the indorsement or instruction is made by the appropriate 
person or by an agent who has actual authority to act on behalf of 
the appropriate person; 

(3) reasonable assurance is given that the indorsement or 
instruction is genuine and authorized (Section 7-8-402); 

(4) any applicable law relating to the collection of taxes has 
been complied with; 

(5) the transfer does not violate any restriction on transfer 
imposed by the issuer in accordance with Section 7-8-204; 

(6) a demand that the issuer not register transfer has not 
become effective under Section 7-8-403, or the issuer has complied 
with Section 7-8-403(b) but no legal process or indemnity bond is 
obtained as provided in Section 7-8-403(d); and 

(7) the transfer is in fact rightful or is to a protected purchaser. 

(b) If an issuer is under a duty to register a transfer of a secu¬ 
rity, the issuer is liable to a person presenting a certificated secu¬ 
rity or an instruction for registration or to the person’s principal 
for loss resulting from unreasonable delay in registration or failure 
or refusal to register the transfer. 
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SECTION 7-8-402. ASSURANCE THAT INDORSEMENT 
OR INSTRUCTION IS EFFECTIVE. 

(a) An issuer may require the following assurance that each 
necessary indorsement or each instruction is genuine and 
authorized: 

(1) in all cases, a guaranty of the signature of the person mak¬ 
ing an indorsement or originating an instruction including, in the 
case of an instruction, reasonable assurance of identity; 

(2) if the indorsement is made or the instruction is originated 
by an agent, appropriate assurance of actual authority to sign; 

(3) if the indorsement is made or the instruction is originated 
by a fiduciary pursuant to Section 7-8-107(a)(4) or (a)(5), appropri¬ 
ate evidence of appointment or incumbency; 

(4) if there is more than one fiduciary, reasonable assurance 
that all who are required to sign have done so; and 

(5) if the indorsement is made or the instruction is originated 
by a person not covered by another provision of this subsection, 
assurance appropriate to the case corresponding as nearly as may 
be to the provisions of this subsection. 

(b) An issuer may elect to require reasonable assurance beyond 
that specified in this section. 

(c) In this section: 

(1) “Guaranty of the signature” means a guaranty signed by or 
on behalf of a person reasonably believed by the issuer to be 
responsible. An issuer may adopt standards with respect to 
responsibility if they are not manifestly unreasonable. 

(2) "Appropriate evidence of appointment, or incumbency” 
means: 

(i) in the case of a fiduciary appointed or qualified by a court, a 
certificate issued by or under the direction or supervision of the 
court or an officer thereof and dated within 60 days before the date 
of presentation for transfer; or 

(ii) in any other case, a copy of a document showing the 
appointment or a certificate issued by or on behalf of a person rea¬ 
sonably believed by an issuer to be responsible or, in the absence 
of that document or certificate, other evidence the issuer reason¬ 
ably considers appropriate. 

SECTION 7-8-403. DEMAND THAT ISSUER NOT REGIS¬ 
TER TRANSFER. 
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(a) A person who is an appropriate person to make an indorse¬ 
ment or originate an instruction may demand that the issuer not 
register transfer of a security by communicating to the issuer a 
notification that identifies the registered owner and the issue of 
which the security is a part and provides an address for communi¬ 
cations directed to the person making the demand. The demand is 
effective only if it is received by the issuer at a time and in a man¬ 
ner affording the issuer reasonable opportunity to act on it. 

(b) If a certificated security in registered form is presented to 
an issuer with a request to register transfer or an instruction is 
presented to an issuer with a request to register transfer of an 
uncertificated security after a demand that the issuer not register 
transfer has become effective, the issuer shall promptly communi¬ 
cate to (i) the person who initiated the demand at the address pro¬ 
vided in the demand and (ii) the person who presented the security 
for registration of transfer or initiated the instruction requesting 
registration of transfer a notification stating that: 

(1) the certificated security has been presented for registration 
of transfer or the instruction for registration of transfer of the 
uncertificated security has been received; 

(2) a demand that the issuer not register transfer had previ¬ 
ously been received; and 

(3) the issuer will withhold registration of transfer for a period 
of time stated in the notification in order to provide the person 
who initiated the demand an opportunity to obtain legal process or 
an indemnity bond. 

(c) The period described in subsection (b)(3) may not exceed 
30 days after the date of communication of the notification. A 
shorter period may be specified by the issuer if it is not manifestly 
unreasonable. 

(d) An issuer is not liable to a person who initiated a demand 
that the issuer not register transfer for any loss the person suffers 
as a result of registration of a transfer pursuant to an effective 
indorsement or instruction if the person who initiated the demand 
does not, within the time stated in the issuer’s communication, 
either: 

(1) obtain an appropriate restraining order, injunction, or 
other process from a court of competent jurisdiction enjoining the 
issuer from registering the transfer; or 

(2) file with the issuer an indemnity bond, sufficient in the 
issuer’s judgment to protect the issuer and any transfer agent, reg¬ 
istrar, or other agent of the issuer involved from any loss it or they 
may suffer by refusing to register the transfer. 
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(e) This section does not relieve an issuer from liability for reg¬ 
istering transfer pursuant to an indorsement or instruction that 
was not effective. 

SECTION 7-8-404. WRONGFUL REGISTRATION. 

(a) Except as otherwise provided in Section 7-8-406, an issuer 
is liable for wrongful registration of transfer if the issuer has regis¬ 
tered a transfer of a security to a person not entitled to it, and the 
transfer was registered: 

(1) pursuant to an ineffective indorsement or instruction; 

(2) after a demand that the issuer not register transfer became 
effective under Section 7-8-403(a) and the issuer did not comply 
with Section 7-8-403(b); 

(3) after the issuer had been served with an injunction, 
restraining order, or other legal process enjoining it from register¬ 
ing the transfer, issued by a court of competent jurisdiction, and 
the issuer had a reasonable opportunity to act on the injunction, 
restraining order, or other legal process; or 

(4) by an issuer acting in collusion with the wrongdoer. 

(b) An issuer that is liable for wrongful registration of transfer 
under subsection (a) on demand shall provide the person entitled 
to the security with a like certificated or uncertificated security, 
and any payments or distributions that the person did not receive 
as a result of the wrongful registration. If an overissue would 
result, the issuer’s liability to provide the person with a like secu¬ 
rity is governed by Section 7-8-210. 

(c) Except as otherwise provided in subsection (a) or in a law 
relating to the coll potion of taxes, an issuer is not liable to an 
owner or other person suffering loss as a result of the registration 
of a transfer of a security if registration was made pursuant to an 
effective indorsement or instruction. 

SECTION 7-8-405. REPLACEMENT OF LOST, DESTROYED, 
OR WRONGFULLY TAKEN SECURITY CERTIFICATE. 

(a) If an owner of a certificated security, whether in registered 
or bearer form, claims that the certificate has been lost, destroyed, 
or wrongfully taken, the issuer shall issue a new certificate if the 
owner: 

(1) so requests before the issuer has notice that the certificate 
has been acquired by a protected purchaser; 

(2) files with the issuer a sufficient indemnity bond; and 
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(3) satisfies other reasonable requirements imposed by the 
issuer. 

(b) If, after the issue of a new security certificate, a protected 
purchaser of the original certificate presents it for registration of 
transfer, the issuer shall register the transfer unless an overissue 
would result. In that case, the issuer’s liability is governed by 
Section 7-8-210. In addition to any rights on the indemnity bond, 
an issuer may recover the new certificate from a person to whom it 
was issued or any person taking under that person, except a pro¬ 
tected purchaser. 

SECTION 7-8-406. OBLIGATION TO NOTIFY ISSUER OF 
LOST, DESTROYED, OR WRONGFULLY TAKEN SECURITY 
CERTIFICATE. If a security certificate has been lost, apparently 
destroyed, or wrongfully taken, and the owner fails to notify the 
issuer of that fact within a reasonable time after the owner has 
notice of it and the issuer registers a transfer of the security before 
receiving notification, the owner may not assert against the issuer 
a claim for registering the transfer under Section 7-8-404 or a 
claim to a new security certificate under Section 7-8-405. 

SECTION 7-8-407. AUTHENTICATING TRUSTEE, TRANS¬ 
FER AGENT, AND REGISTRAR. A person acting as authenticating 
trustee, transfer agent, registrar, or other agent for an issuer in the 
registration of a transfer of its securities, in the issue of new secu¬ 
rity certificates or uncertificated securities, or in the cancellation of 
surrendered security certificates has the same obligation to the 
holder or owner of a certificated or uncertificated security with 
regard to the particular functions performed as the issuer has in 
regard to those functions. 


PARTS 

SECURITY ENTITLEMENTS 

SECTION 7-8-501. SECURITIES ACCOUNT; ACQUISI¬ 
TION OF SECURITY ENTITLEMENT FROM SECURITIES 
INTERMEDIARY. 

(a) “Securities account” means an account to which a financial 
asset is or may be credited in accordance with an agreement under 
which the person maintaining the account undertakes to treat the 
person for whom the account is maintained as entitled to exercise 
the rights that comprise the financial asset. 

(b) Except as otherwise provided in subsections (d) and (e), a 
person acquires a security entitlement if a securities intermediary: 
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(1) indicates by book entry that a financial asset has been cred¬ 
ited to the person’s securities account; 

(2) receives a financial asset from the person or acquires a 
financial asset for the person and, in either case, accepts it for 
credit to the person’s securities account; or 

(3) becomes obligated under other law, regulation, or rule to 
credit a financial asset to the person’s securities account. 

(c) If a condition of subsection (b) has been met, a person has a 
security entitlement even though the securities intermediary does 
not itself hold the financial asset. 

(d) If a securities intermediary holds a financial asset for 
another person, and the financial asset is registered in the name 
of, payable to the order of, or specially indorsed to the other per¬ 
son, and has not been indorsed to the securities intermediary or in 
blank, the other person is treated as holding the financial asset 
directly rather than as having a security entitlement with respect 
to the financial asset. 

(e) Issuance of a security is not establishment of a security 
entitlement. 

SECTION 7-8-502. ASSERTION OF ADVERSE CLAIM 
AGAINST ENTITLEMENT HOLDER. An action based on an 
adverse claim to a financial asset, whether framed in conversion, 
replevin, constructive trust, equitable lien, or other theory, may 
not be asserted against a person who acquired a security entitle¬ 
ment with respect to such financial asset under Section 7-8-501 for 
value and without notice of the adverse claim. 

SECTION 7-8-503. PROPERTY INTEREST OF ENTITLE¬ 
MENT HOLDER IN FINANCIAL ASSET HELD BY SECURITIES 
INTERMEDIARY. 

(a) To the extent necessary for a securities intermediary to sat¬ 
isfy all security entitlements with respect to a particular financial 
asset, all interests in that financial asset held by the securities 
intermediary are held by the securities intermediary for the enti¬ 
tlement holders, are not property of the securities intermediary, 
and are not subject to claims of creditors of the securities interme¬ 
diary, except as otherwise provided in Section 7-8-511. 

(b) An entitlement holder’s property interest with respect to a 
particular financial asset under subsection (a) is a pro rata prop¬ 
erty interest in all interests in that financial asset held by the 
securities intermediary, without regard to the time the entitle¬ 
ment holder acquired the security entitlement or the time the 
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securities intermediary acquired the interest in that financial 
asset. 

(c) An entitlement holder’s property interest with respect to a 
particular financial asset under subsection (a) may be enforced 
against the securities intermediary only by exercise of the entitle¬ 
ment holder’s rights under Sections 7-8-505 through 7-8-508. 

(d) An entitlement holder’s property interest with respect to a 
particular financial asset under subsection (a) may be enforced 
against a purchaser of the financial asset or interest therein only if: 

(1) insolvency proceedings have been initiated by or against 
the securities intermediary; 

(2) the securities intermediary does not have sufficient inter¬ 
ests in the financial asset to satisfy the security entitlements of all 
of its entitlement holders to that financial asset; 

(3) the securities intermediary violated its obligations under 
Section 7-8-504 by transferring the financial asset or interest 
therein to the purchaser; and 

(4) the purchaser is not protected under subsection (e). The 
trustee or other liquidator, acting on behalf of all entitlement hold¬ 
ers having security entitlements with respect to a particular finan¬ 
cial asset, may recover the financial asset, or interest therein, from 
the purchaser. If the trustee or other liquidator elects not to pur¬ 
sue that right, an entitlement holder whose security entitlement 
remains unsatisfied has the right to recover its interest in the 
financial asset from the purchaser. 

(e) An action based on the entitlement holder’s property inter¬ 
est with respect to a particular financial asset under subsection 
(a), whether framed in conversion, replevin, constructive trust, 
equitable lien, or other theory, may not be asserted against any 
purchaser of a financial asset or interest therein who gives value, 
obtains control, and does not act in collusion with the securities 
intermediary in violating the securities intermediary’s obligations 
under Section 7-8-504. 

SECTION 7-8-504. DUTY OF SECURITIES INTERMEDI¬ 
ARY TO MAINTAIN FINANCIAL ASSET. 

(a) A securities intermediary shall promptly obtain and there¬ 
after maintain a financial asset in a quantity corresponding to the 
aggregate of all security entitlements it has established in favor of 
its entitlement holders with respect to that financial asset. The 
securities intermediary may maintain those financial assets 
directly or through one or more other securities intermediaries.

(b) Except to the extent otherwise agreed by its entitlement 
holder, a securities intermediary may not grant any security inter¬ 
ests in a financial asset it is obligated to maintain pursuant to 
subsection (a). 

(c) A securities intermediary satisfies the duty in subsection 
(a) if: 

(1) the securities intermediary acts with respect to the duty as 
agreed upon by the entitlement holder and the securities interme¬ 
diary; or 

(2) in the absence of agreement, the securities intermediary 
exercises due care in accordance with reasonable commercial stan¬ 
dards to obtain and maintain the financial asset. 

(d) This section does not apply to a clearing corporation that is 
itself the obligor of an option or similar obligation to which its enti¬ 
tlement holders have security entitlements. 

SECTION 7-8-505. DUTY OF SECURITIES INTERMEDI¬ 
ARY WITH RESPECT TO PAYMENTS AND DISTRIBUTIONS. 

(a) A securities intermediary shall take action to obtain a pay¬ 
ment or distribution made by the issuer of a financial asset. A 
securities intermediary satisfies the duty if: 

(1) the securities intermediary acts with respect to the duty as 
agreed upon by the entitlement holder and the securities interme¬ 
diary; or 

(2) in the absence of agreement, the securities intermediary 
exercises due care in accordance with reasonable commercial stan¬ 
dards to attempt to obtain the payment or distribution. 

(b) A securities intermediary is obligated to its entitlement 
holder for <x payment cr distribution tosHp hv the issuer of a finan¬ 
cial asset if the payment or distribution is received by the securi¬ 
ties intermediary. 

SECTION 7-8-506. DUTY OF SECURITIES INTERMEDI¬ 
ARY TO EXERCISE RIGHTS AS DIRECTED BY ENTITLE¬ 
MENT HOLDER. A securities intermediary shall exercise rights 
with respect to a financial asset if directed to do so by an entitle¬ 
ment holder. A securities intermediary satisfies the duty if: 

(1) the securities intermediary acts with respect to the duty as 
agreed upon by the entitlement holder and the securities interme¬ 
diary; or 

(2) in the absence of agreement, the securities intermediary 
either places the entitlement holder in a position to exercise the 
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rights directly or exercises due care in accordance with reasonable 
commercial standards to follow the direction of the entitlement 
holder. 

SECTION 7-8-507. DUTY OF SECURITIES INTERMEDI¬ 
ARY TO COMPLY WITH ENTITLEMENT ORDER. 

(a) A securities intermediary shall comply with an entitlement 
order if the entitlement order is originated by the appropriate per¬ 
son, the securities intermediary has had reasonable opportunity to 
assure itself that the entitlement order is genuine and authorized, 
and the securities intermediary has had reasonable opportunity to 
comply with the entitlement order. A securities intermediary satis¬ 
fies the duty if: 

(1) the securities intermediary acts with respect to the duty as 
agreed upon by the entitlement holder and the securities inter¬ 
mediary; or 

(2) in the absence of agreement, the securities intermediary 
exercises due care in accordance with reasonable commercial stan¬ 
dards to comply with the entitlement order. 

(b) If a securities intermediary transfers a financial asset pur¬ 
suant to an ineffective entitlement order, the securities intermedi¬ 
ary shall reestablish a security entitlement in favor of the person 
entitled to it, and pay or credit any payments or distributions that 
the person did not receive as a result of the wrongful transfer. If 
the securities intermediary does not reestablish a security entitle¬ 
ment, the securities intermediary is liable to the entitlement 
holder for damages. 

SECTION 7-8-508. DUTY OF SECURITIES INTERMEDI¬ 
ARY TO CHANGE ENTITLEMENT HOLDER’S POSITION TO 
OTHER FORM OF SECURITY HOLDING. A securities intermedi¬ 
ary shall act at the direction of an entitlement holder to change a 
security entitlement into another available form of holding for 
which the entitlement holder is eligible, or to cause the financial 
asset to be transferred to a securities account of the entitlement 
holder with another securities intermediary. A securities interme¬ 
diary satisfies the duty if: 

(1) the securities intermediary acts as agreed upon by the enti¬ 
tlement holder and the securities intermediary; or 

(2) in the absence of agreement, the securities intermediary 
exercises due care in accordance with reasonable commercial stan¬ 
dards to follow the direction of the entitlement holder. 
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SECTION 7-8-509. SPECIFICATION OF DUTIES OF 
SECURITIES INTERMEDIARY BY OTHER STATUTE OR REG¬ 
ULATION; MANNER OF PERFORMANCE OF DUTIES OF 
SECURITIES INTERMEDIARY AND EXERCISE OF RIGHTS 
OF ENTITLEMENT HOLDER. 

(a) If the substance of a duty imposed upon a securities inter¬ 
mediary by Sections 7-8-504 through 7-8-508 is the subject of other 
statute, regulation,, or rule, compliance with that statute, regula¬ 
tion, or rule satisfies the duty. 

(b) To the extent that specific standards for the performance of 
the duties of a securities intermediary or the exercise of the rights 
of an entitlement holder are not specified by other statute, regula¬ 
tion, or rule or by agreement between the securities intermediary 
and entitlement holder, the securities intermediary shall perform 
its duties and the entitlement holder shall exercise its rights in a 
commercially reasonable manner. 

(c) The obligation of a securities intermediary to perform the 
duties imposed by Sections 7-8-504 through 7-8-508 is subject to: 

(1) rights of the securities intermediary arising out of a secu¬ 
rity interest under a security agreement with the entitlement 
holder or otherwise; and 

(2) rights of the securities intermediary under other law, regu¬ 
lation, rule, or agreement to withhold performance of its duties as 
a result of unfulfilled obligations of the entitlement holder to the 
securities intermediary. 

(d) Sections 7-8-504 through 7-8-508 do not require a securities 
intermediary to take any action that is prohibited by other statute, 
regulation, or rule. 

SECTION 7-8-510. RIGHTS OF PURCHASER OF SECU¬ 
RITY ENTITLEMENT FROM ENTITLEMENT HOLDER. 

(a) An action based on an adverse claim to a financial asset or 
security entitlement, whether framed in conversion, replevin, con¬ 
structive trust, equitable lien, or other theory, may not be asserted 
against a person who purchases a security entitlement, or an 
interest therein, from an entitlement holder if the purchaser gives 
value, does not have notice of the adverse claim, and obtains 
control. 

(b) If an adverse claim could not have been asserted against an 
entitlement holder under Section 7-8-502, the adverse claim can¬ 
not be asserted against a person who purchases a security entitle¬ 
ment, or an interest therein, from the entitlement holder. 
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(c) In a case not covered by the priority rules in Article 9, a 
purchaser for value of a security entitlement, or an interest 
therein, who obtains control has priority over a purchaser of a 
security entitlement, or an interest therein, who does not obtain 
control. Purchasers who have control rank equally, except that a 
securities intermediary as purchaser has priority over a conflicting 
purchaser who has control unless otherwise agreed by the securi¬ 
ties intermediary. 

SECTION 7-8-511. PRIORITY AMONG SECURITY 
INTERESTS AND ENTITLEMENT HOLDERS. 

(a) Except as otherwise provided in subsections (b) and (c), if a 
securities intermediary does not have sufficient interests in a par¬ 
ticular financial asset to satisfy both its obligations to entitlement 
holders who have security entitlements to that financial asset and 
its obligation to a creditor of the securities intermediary who has a 
security interest in that financial asset, the claims of entitlement 
holders, other than the creditor, have priority over the claim of the 
creditor. 

(b) A claim of a creditor of a securities intermediary who has a 
security interest in a financial asset held by a securities intermedi¬ 
ary has priority over claims of the securities intermediary’s enti¬ 
tlement holders who have security entitlements with respect to 
that financial asset if the creditor has control over the financial 
asset. 

(c) If a clearing corporation does not have sufficient financial 
assets to satisfy both its obligations to entitlement holders who 
have security entitlements with respect to a financial asset and its 
obligation to a creditor of the clearing corporation who has a secu¬ 
rity interest in that financial asset, the claim of the creditor has 
priority over the claims of entitlement holders. 


PART 6 

SECTION 7-8-601. EFFECTIVE DATE. This Act takes 
effect January 1, 1996. 

SECTION 7-8-602. REPEALS. This Act repeals Sections 8- 
6-70 through 8-6-80 of the Code of Alabama 1975, cited as the 
Uniform Act for Simplification of Fiduciary Security Transfers. 

SECTION 7-8-603. SAVINGS CLAUSE. 

(a) This Act does not affect an action or proceeding commenced 
before this Act takes effect. 
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(b) If a security interest in a security is perfected at the date 
this Act takes effect, and the action by which the security interest 
was perfected would suffice to perfect a security interest under 
this Act, no further action is required to continue perfection. If a 
security interest in a security is perfected at the date this Act 
takes effect but the action by which the security interest was per¬ 
fected would not suffice to perfect a security interest under this 
Act, the security interest remains perfected for a period of four 
months after the effective date and continues perfected thereafter 
if appropriate action to perfect under this Act is taken within that 
period. If a security interest is perfected at the date this Act takes 
effect and the security interest can be perfected by filing under 
this Act, a financing statement signed by the secured party instead 
of the debtor may be filed within that period to continue perfection 
or thereafter to perfect. 

Section 2. Sections 7-9-103, 7-9-105, 7-9-106, 7-9-203, 
7-9-301, 7-9-302, 7-9-304, 7-9-306, 7-9-309, and 7-9-312, Code of 
Alabama 1975, are amended to read as follows: 

“§7-9-103. Perfection of security interests in multiple state 
transactions. 

“(1) Documents, instruments and ordinary goods. 

“(a) This subsection applies to documents and instruments and 
to goods other than those covered by a certificate of title described 
in subsection (2), mobile goods described in subsection (3), and 
minerals described in subsection (5). 

“(b) Except as otherwise provided in this subsection, perfection 
and the effect of perfection or nonperfection of a security interest 
in collateral are governed by the law of the jurisdiction where the 
collateral is wb^n the last event occurs on which is based the 
assertion that the security interest is perfected ui unperfccted. 

“(c) If the parties to a transaction creating a purchase money 
security interest in goods in one jurisdiction understand at the 
time that the security interest attaches that the goods will be kept 
in another jurisdiction, then the law of the other jurisdiction gov¬ 
erns the perfection and the effect of perfection or nonperfection of 
the security interest from the time it attaches until 30 days after 
the debtor receives possession of the goods and thereafter if the 
goods are taken to the other jurisdiction before the end of the 
30-day period. 

“(d) When collateral is brought into and kept in this state 
while subject to a security interest perfected under the law of the 
jurisdiction from which the collateral was removed, the security 
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interest remains perfected, but if action is required by Part 3 of 
this article to perfect the security interest: 

(i) If the action is not taken before the expiration of the period 
of perfection in the other jurisdiction or the end of four months 
after the collateral is brought into this state, whichever period 
first expires, the security interest becomes unperfected at the end 
of that period and is thereafter deemed to have been unperfected 
as against a person who became a purchaser after removal and 
before the action is taken; 

(ii) If the action is taken before the expiration of the period 
specified in subparagraph (i), the security interest continues per¬ 
fected thereafter; 

(iii) For the purpose of priority over a buyer of consumer 
goods (subsection (2) of Section 7-9-307), the period of the effective¬ 
ness of a filing in the jurisdiction from which the collateral is 
removed is governed by the rules with respect to perfection in sub- 
paragraphs (i) and (ii). 

“(2) Certificate of title. 

(a) This subsection applies to goods covered by a certificate of 
title issued under a statute of this state or of another jurisdiction 
under the law of which indication of a security interest on the cer¬ 
tificate is required as a condition of perfection. 

“(b) Except as otherwise provided in this subsection, perfection 
and the effect of perfection or nonperfection of the security interest 
are governed by the law (including the conflict of laws rules) of the 
jurisdiction issuing the certificate until four months after the 
goods are removed from that jurisdiction and thereafter until the 
goods are registered in another jurisdiction, but in any event not 
beyond surrender of the certificate. After the expiration of that 
period, the goods are not covered by the certificate of title within 
the meaning of this section. 

(c) Except with respect to the rights of a buyer described in 
paragraph (d), a security interest, perfected in another jurisdiction 
otherwise than by notation on a certificate of title, in goods 
brought into this state and thereafter covered by a certificate of 
title issued by this state is subject to the rules stated in paragraph 
(d) of subsection (1). 

(d) If goods are brought into this state while a security inter¬ 
est therein is perfected in any manner under the law of the juris¬ 
diction from which the goods are removed and a certificate of title 
is issued by this state and the certificate does not show that the 
goods are subject to the security interest or that they may be 
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subject to security interests not shown on the certificate, the secu¬ 
rity interest is subordinate to the rights of a buyer of the goods 
who is not in the business of selling goods of that kind to the 
extent that he gives value and receives delivery of the goods after 
issuance of the certificate and without knowledge of the security 
interest. 

“(3) Accounts, general intangibles and mobile goods. 

“(a) This subsection applies to accounts (other than an account 
described in subsection (5) on minerals) and general intangibles 
(other than uncertificated securities) and to goods which are 
mobile and which are of a type normally used in more than one 
jurisdiction, such as motor vehicles, trailers, rolling stock, air¬ 
planes, shipping containers, road building and construction 
machinery and commercial harvesting machinery and the like, if 
the goods are equipment or are inventory leased or held for lease 
by the debtor to others, and are not covered by a certificate of title 
described in subsection (2). 

“(b) The law (including the conflict of laws rules) of the juris¬ 
diction in which the debtor is located governs the perfection and 
the effect of perfection or nonperfection of the security interest. 

“(c) If, however, the debtor is located in a jurisdiction which is 
not a part of the United States, and which does not provide for per¬ 
fection of the security interest by filing or recording in that juris¬ 
diction, the law of the jurisdiction in the United States in which 
the debtor has its major executive office in the United States gov¬ 
erns the perfection and the effect of perfection or nonperfection of 
the security interest through filing. In the alternative, if the 
debtor is located in a jurisdiction which is not a part of the United 
States or Canada and the collateral is accounts or general intangi¬ 
bles for money due or to hpoome due, the security interest may be 
perfected by notification to the account debtor. As used in this 
paragraph, “United States” includes its territories and possessions 
and the commonwealth of Puerto Rico. 

“(d) A debtor shall be deemed located at his place of business if 
he has one, at his chief executive office if he has more than one 
place of business, otherwise at his residence. If, however, the 
debtor is a foreign air carrier under the Federal Aviation Act of 
1958, as amended, it shall be deemed located at the designated 
office of the agent upon whom service of process may be made on 
behalf of the foreign air carrier. 

“(e) A security interest perfected under the law of the juris¬ 
diction of the location of the debtor is perfected until the expiration 
of four months after a change of the debtor’s location to another 
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jurisdiction, or until perfection would have ceased by the law of the 
first jurisdiction, whichever period first expires. Unless perfected 
in the new jurisdiction before the end of that period, it becomes 
unperfected thereafter and is deemed to have been unperfected as 
against a person who became a purchaser after the change. 

“(4) Chattel paper. 

“The rules stated for goods in subsection (1) apply to a posses¬ 
sory security interest in chattel paper. The rules stated for 
accounts in subsection (3) apply to a nonpossessory security inter¬ 
est in chattel paper, but the security interest may not be perfected 
by notification to the account debtor. 

“(5) Minerals. 

“Perfection and the effect of perfection or nonperfection of a 
security interest which is created by a debtor who has an interest 
in minerals or the like (including oil and gas) before extraction and 
which attaches thereto as extracted, or which attaches to an 
account resulting from the sale thereof at the wellhead or mine, 
are governed by the law (including the conflict of laws rules) of the 
jurisdiction wherein the wellhead or mine is located. 

“(6) Investment property. 

“(a) This subsection applies to investment property. 

“(b) Except as otherwise provided in paragraph (f), during the 
time that a security certificate is located in a jurisdiction, 
perfection of a security interest, the effect of perfection or nonper¬ 
fection, and the priority of a security interest in the certificated 
security represented thereby are governed by the local law of that 
jurisdiction. 

“(c) Except as otherwise provided in paragraph (f), perfection of 
a security interest, the effect of perfection or nonperfection, and 
the priority of a security interest in an uncertificated security are 
governed by the local law of the issuer’s jurisdiction as specified in 
Section 7-8-110(d). 

“(d) Except as otherwise provided in paragraph (f), perfection 
of a security interest, the effect of perfection or nonperfection, and 
the priority of a security interest in a security entitlement or secu¬ 
rities account are governed by the local law of the securities inter¬ 
mediary’s jurisdiction as specified in Section 7-8-110(e). 

“(e) Except as otherwise provided in paragraph (f), perfection 
of a security interest, the effect of perfection or nonperfection, and 
the priority of a security interest in a commodity contract or com¬ 
modity account are governed by the local law of the commodity 
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intermediary’s jurisdiction. The following rules determine a “com¬ 
modity intermediary’s jurisdiction” for purposes of this paragraph: 

“(i) If an agreement between the commodity intermediary and 
commodity customer specifies that it is governed by the law of a 
particular jurisdiction, that jurisdiction is the commodity interme¬ 
diary’s jurisdiction. 

“(ii) If an agreement between the commodity intermediary and 
commodity customer does not specify the governing law as pro¬ 
vided in subparagraph (i), but expressly specifies that the com¬ 
modity account is maintained at an office in a particular jurisdic¬ 
tion, that jurisdiction is the commodity intermediary’s jurisdiction. 

“(iii) If an agreement between the commodity intermediary 
and commodity customer does not specify a jurisdiction as pro¬ 
vided in subparagraphs (i) or (ii), the commodity intermediary’s 
jurisdiction is the jurisdiction in which is located the office identi¬ 
fied in an account statement as the office serving the commodity 
customer’s account. 

“(iv) If an agreement between the commodity intermediary and 
commodity customer does not specify a jurisdiction as provided in 
subparagraphs (i) or (ii) and an account statement does not iden¬ 
tify an office serving the commodity customer’s account as pro¬ 
vided in subparagraph (iii), the commodity intermediary’s jurisdic¬ 
tion is the jurisdiction in which is located the chief executive office 
of the commodity intermediary. 

“(f) Perfection of a security interest by filing, automatic perfec¬ 
tion of a security interest in investment property granted by a bro¬ 
ker or securities intermediary, and automatic perfection of a secu¬ 
rity interest in a commodity contract or commodity account 
granted by a commodity intermediary are governed by the local 
law of the jurisdiction in which the debtor is located. 

“§7-9-105. Definitions and index of definitions. 

“(1) In this article unless the context otherwise requires: 

“(a) “Account debtor” means the person who is obligated on an 
account, chattel paper or general intangible; 

“(b) “Chattel paper” means a writing or writings which evi¬ 
dence both a monetary obligation and a security interest in or a 
lease of specific goods, but a charter or other contract involving the 
use or hire of a vessel is not chattel paper. When a transaction is 
evidenced both by such a security agreement or a lease and by an 
instrument or a series of instruments, the group of writings taken 
together constitutes chattel paper; 
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“(c) “Collateral” means the property subject to a security inter¬ 
est, and includes accounts and chattel paper which have been sold; 

“(d) “Debtor” means the person who owes payment or other 
performance of the obligation secured, whether or not he owns or 
has rights in the collateral, and includes the seller of accounts or 
chattel paper. Where the debtor and the owner of the collateral are 
not the same person, the term “debtor” means the owner of the col¬ 
lateral in any provision of this article dealing with the collateral, 
the obligor in any provision dealing with the obligation, and may 
include both where the context so requires; 

“(e) “Deposit account” means a demand, time, savings, pass¬ 
book or like account maintained with a bank, savings and loan 
association, credit union or like organization, other than an 
account evidenced by a certificate of deposit; 

“(f) “Document” means document of title as defined in the gen¬ 
eral definitions of article 1 (Section 7-1-201), and a receipt of the 
kind described in subsection (2) of Section 7-7-201; 

“(g) “Encumbrance” includes liens on real estate, other rights 
that are not ownership interests and real estate mortgages; 

“(h) “Goods” includes all things which are movable at the time 
the security interest attaches or which are fixtures (Section 
7-9-313), but does not include money, documents, instruments, 
investment property, accounts, chattel paper, general intangibles 
or minerals or the like (including oil and gas) before extraction. 
“Goods” also include the unborn young of animals, growing crops 
and timber to be cut; 

“(i) “Instrument” means a negotiable instrument (defined in 
Section 7-3-104), or any other writing which evidences a right to 
the payment of money and is not itself a security agreement or 
lease and is of a type which is in ordinary course of business trans¬ 
ferred by delivery with any necessary indorsement or assignment. 
The term does not include investment property; 

“(j) “Mortgage” means a consensual interest created by a real 
estate mortgage, a trust deed on real estate or the like; 

“(k) An advance is made “pursuant to commitment” if the 
secured party has bound himself to make it, whether or not a sub¬ 
sequent event of default or other event not within his control has 
relieved or may relieve him from his obligation; 

“(1) “Security agreement” means an agreement which creates 
or provides for a security interest; 
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“(m) “Secured party” means a lender, seller or other person in 
whose favor there is a security interest, including a person to 
whom accounts or chattel paper have been sold. When the holders 
of obligations issued under an indenture of trust, equipment trust 
agreement or the like are represented by a trustee or other person, 
the representative is the secured party; 

“(n) “Utility” means any person primarily engaged in the rail¬ 
road, street railway or trolley bus business, the telephone or tele¬ 
graph business, the transmission of goods by pipeline or the trans¬ 
mission or the production and transmission of electricity, steam, 
gas or water. The term “transmission” shall include distribution; 

“(o) “Timber to be cut” means standing timber and trees, and 
cutting rights with respect thereto, to the extent, and only to the 
extent, the same are and are to be considered as chattels and not 
real property, or any interest therein, as provided by Section 
35-4-363. 

“(2) Other definitions applying to this article and the sections 
in which they appear are: 

““Account.” Section 7-9-106. 

““Attach.” Section 7-9-203. 

““Commodity contract.” Section 7-9-115. 

““Commodity customer.” Section 7-9-115. 

““Commodity intermediary.” Section 7-9-115.

“(4) In addition article 1 contains general definitions and prin¬ 
ciples of construction and interpretation applicable throughout 
this article. 

“§7-9-106. Definitions: “Account”; “general intangibles.” 

“ “Account” means any right to payment for goods sold or 
leased or for services rendered which is not evidenced by an 
instrument or chattel paper, whether or not it has been earned by 
performance. “General intangibles” means any personal property 
(including things in action) other than goods, accounts, chattel 
paper, documents, instruments, investment property, and money. 
All rights to payment earned or unearned under a charter or other 
contract involving the use or hire of a vessel and all rights incident 
to the charter or contract are accounts. 
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“§7-9-203. Attachment and enforceability of security interest; 
proceeds; formal requisites. 

“(1) Subject to the provisions of Section 7-4-208 on the security 
interest of a collecting bank, Sections 7-9-115 and 7-9-116 on secu¬ 
rity interests in investment property, and Section 7-9-113 on a 
security interest arising under the article on sales, a security 
interest is not enforceable against the debtor or third parties with 
respect to the collateral and does not attach unless: 

“(a) The collateral is in the possession of the secured party pur¬ 
suant to agreement, the collateral is investment property and the 
secured party has control pursuant to agreement, or the debtor 
has signed a security agreement which contains a description of 
the collateral and in addition, when the security interest covers 
crops growing or to be grown or timber to be cut, a description of 
the land concerned; and 

“(b) Value has been given; and 

“(c) The debtor has rights in the collateral. 

“(2) A security interest attaches when it becomes enforceable 
against the debtor with respect to the collateral. Attachment 
occurs as soon as all of the events specified in subsection (1) have 
taken place unless explicit agreement postpones the time of 
attaching. 

“(3) Unless otherwise agreed a security agreement gives the 
secured party the rights to proceeds provided by Section 7-9-306. 

“(4) A transaction, although subject to this article, is also sub¬ 
ject to any statute of this state governing small loans, retail 
installment sales, consumer credit or the like, and in the case of 
conflict between the provisions of this article end any such statute, 
the provisions of such statute control. Failure to comply with any 
applicable statute has only the effect which is specified therein. 

“§7-9-301. Persons who take priority over unperfected security 
interests; “lien creditor.” 

“(1) Except as otherwise provided in subsection (2), an unper¬ 
fected security interest is subordinate to the rights of: 

“(a) Persons entitled to priority under Section 7-9-312; 

“(b) A person who becomes a lien creditor before the security 
interest is perfected; 

“(c) In the case of goods, instruments, documents and chattel 
paper, a person who is not a secured party and who is a transferee 
in bulk or other buyer not in ordinary course of business, or is a 
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buyer of farm products in ordinary course of business, to the 
extent that he gives value and receives delivery of the collateral 
without knowledge of the security interest and before it is 
perfected; 

“(d) In the case of accounts, general intangibles, and invest¬ 
ment property, a person who is not a secured party and who is a 
transferee to the extent that he gives value without knowledge of 
the security interest and before it is perfected; 

“(e) A landlord’s lien entitled to priority under Section 7-9-310. 

“(2) If the secured party files with respect to a purchase money 
security interest before or within 20 days after the debtor receives 
possession of the collateral, he takes priority over the rights of a 
transferee in bulk or of a lien creditor which arise between the 
time the security interest attaches and the time of filing. 

“(3) A “lien creditor” means a creditor who has acquired a lien 
on the property involved by attachment, levy or the like and 
includes an assignee for benefit of creditors from the time of 
assignment, and a trustee in bankruptcy from the date of the filing 
of the petition or a receiver from the time of appointment. 

(4) A person who becomes a lien creditor while a security 
interest is perfected takes subject to the security interest only to 
the extent that it secures advances made: 

“(a) Before he becomes a lien creditor; or 

(b) Within 45 days after he becomes a lien creditor regardless 
of the secured party’s knowledge of the lien; or 

(c) More than 45 days after he becomes a lien creditor and 
prior to receipt by the secured party of written notice of the lien 
from the lien creditor; or 

“(d) Pursuant to a commitment entered into prior to receipt by 
the secured party of written notice of the lien from the lien creditor. 

§7-9-302. When filing is required to perfect security interest; 
security interests to which filing provisions of this article do not 
apply. 

(1) A financing statement must be filed to perfect all security 
interests except the following: 

(a) A security interest in collateral in possession of the 
secured party under Section 7-9-305; 

(b) A security interest temporarily perfected in instruments, 
certificated securities, or documents without delivery under 
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Section 7-9-304 or in proceeds for a 20-day period under Section 
7-9-306; 

“(c) A security interest created by an assignment of a beneficial 
interest in a trust or a decedent’s estate; 

“(d) A purchase money security interest in consumer goods; but 
filing is required for a motor vehicle required to be registered; and 
fixture filing is required for priority over conflicting interests in 
fixtures to the extent provided in Section 7-9-313; 

“(e) An assignment of accounts which does not alone or in con¬ 
junction with other assignments to the same assignee transfer a 
significant part of the outstanding accounts of the assignor; 

“(f) A security interest of a collecting bank (Section 7-4-208) or 
arising under the article on sales (see Section 7-9-113) or covered 
in subsection (3) of this section; 

“(g) An assignment for the benefit of all the creditors of the 
transferor, and subsequent transfers by the assignee thereunder; 

“(h) A security interest in investment property which is per¬ 
fected without filing under Section 7-9-115 or Section 7-9-116. 

“(2) If a secured party assigns a perfected security interest, no 
filing under this article is required in order to continue the per¬ 
fected status of the security interest against creditors of and trans¬ 
ferees from the original debtor. 

“(3) The filing of a financing statement otherwise required by 
this article is not necessary or effective to perfect a security inter¬ 
est in property subject to: 

“(a) A statute or treaty of the United States which provides for a 
national or mteinauonai registration or a national or international 
certificate of title or which specifies a place of filing different from 
that specified in this article for filing of the security interest; or 

“(b) The following statutes of this state: any certificate of title 
statute covering automobiles, trailers, mobile homes, boats, farm 
tractors or the like, and any central filing statute; but during any 
period in which collateral is inventory held for sale by a person 
who is in the business of selling goods of that kind, the filing provi¬ 
sions of this article (Part 4) apply to a security interest in that col¬ 
lateral created by him as debtor; or 

“(c) A certificate of title statute of another jurisdiction under 
the law of which indication of a security interest on the certificate 
is required as a condition of perfection (subsection (2) of Section 
7-9-103). 
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“(4) Compliance with a statute or treaty described in subsec¬ 
tion (3) is equivalent to the filing of a financing statement under 
this article, and a security interest in property subject to the 
statute or treaty can be perfected only by compliance therewith 
except as provided in Section 7-9-103 on multiple state transac¬ 
tions. Duration and renewal of perfection of a security interest per¬ 
fected by compliance with the statute or treaty are governed by the 
provisions of the statute or treaty; in other respects the security 
interest is subject to this article. 

“(5)(a) The filing provisions of this article also do not apply to a 
security interest in personal property or fixtures of a utility which 
is created by a mortgage or other security agreement which also 
covers real property situated in the State of Alabama and which 
has been filed for record in accordance with the laws of Alabama 
governing mortgages of real property. Such security interest shall 
be perfected by such filing, whether such filing shall have been 
accomplished before or after February 1, 1982; and such security 
interest shall be and remain effective, both as to the personal 
property or fixtures covered by the security interest at the time 
that it is perfected and as to personal property or fixtures which 
may subsequently be covered by the security interest under any 
after-acquired property provision of the mortgage or other security 
agreement creating the security interest, as long as such mortgage 
or other security agreement shall remain in effect, without the 
necessity for any refiling under the provisions of this article. 

“(b) Except as otherwise provided in paragraph (a) of this sub¬ 
section (5), security interests in personal property or fixtures of a 
utility are subject to Sections 7-9-401(5) and 7-9-403(6). 

“§7-9-304. Perfection of security interest in instruments, 
documents, and goods covered by documents; perfection by permis¬ 
sive filing; temporary perfection without filing or transfer of 
possession. 

“(1) A security interest in chattel paper or negotiable docu¬ 
ments may be perfected by filing. A security interest in money or 
instruments (other than instruments which constitute part of 
chattel paper) can be perfected only by the secured party’s taking 
possession, except as provided in subsections (4) and (5) of this sec¬ 
tion and subsections (2) and (3) of Section 7-9-306 on proceeds. 

“(2) During the period that goods are in the possession of the 
issuer of a negotiable document therefor, a security interest in the 
goods is perfected by perfecting a security interest in the docu¬ 
ment, and any security interest in the goods otherwise perfected 
during such period is subject thereto. 
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“(3) A security interest in goods in the possession of a bailee 
other than one who has issued a negotiable document therefor is 
perfected by issuance of a document in the name of the secured 
party or by the bailee’s receipt of notification of the secured party’s 
interest or by filing as to the goods. 

“(4) A security interest in instruments, certificated securities, 
or negotiable documents is perfected without filing or the taking of 
possession for a period of 21 days from the time it attaches to the 
extent that it arises for new value given under a written security 
agreement. 

“(5) A security interest remains perfected for a period of 21 
days without filing where a secured party having a perfected secu¬ 
rity interest in an instrument, a certificated security, a negotiable 
document or goods in possession of a bailee other than one who 
has issued a negotiable document therefor: 

“(a) Makes available to the debtor the goods or documents rep¬ 
resenting the goods for the purpose of ultimate sale or exchange or 
for the purpose of loading, unloading, storing, shipping, transship¬ 
ping, manufacturing, processing or otherwise dealing with them in 
a manner preliminary to their sale or exchange, but priority 
between conflicting security interests in the goods is subject to 
subsection (3) of Section 7-9-312; or 

“(b) Delivers the instrument or certificated security to the 
debtor for the purpose of ultimate sale or exchange or of presenta¬ 
tion, collection, renewal or registration of transfer. 

“(6) After the 21-day period in subsections (4) and (5) perfec¬ 
tion depends upon compliance with applicable provisions of this 
article. 

"§7-9-306. “Fiuceeds”; secured party’s right® on disposition of 
collateral. 

“(1) “Proceeds” includes whatever is received upon the sale, 
exchange, collection or other disposition of collateral or proceeds. 
Insurance payable by reason of loss or damage to the collateral is 
proceeds, except to the extent that it is payable to a person other 
than a party to the security agreement. Any payments or distribu¬ 
tions made with respect to investment property collateral are pro¬ 
ceeds. Money, checks, deposit accounts and the like are “cash pro¬ 
ceeds.” All other proceeds are “noncash proceeds.” 

“(2) Except where this article otherwise provides, a security 
interest continues in collateral notwithstanding sale, exchange or 
other disposition thereof unless the disposition was authorized by 
the secured party in the security agreement or otherwise, and also 
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continues in any identifiable proceeds including collections 
received by the debtor. 

“(3) The security interest in proceeds is a continuously per¬ 
fected security interest if the interest in the original collateral was 
perfected but it ceases to be a perfected security interest and 
becomes unperfected 20 days after receipt of the proceeds by the 
debtor unless: 

“(a) A filed financing statement covers the original collateral 
and the proceeds are collateral in which a security interest may be 
perfected by filing in the office or offices where the financing state¬ 
ment has been filed and, if the proceeds are acquired with cash 
proceeds, the description of collateral in the financing statement 
indicates the types of property constituting the proceeds; or 

“(b) A filed financing statement covers the original collateral 
and the proceeds are identifiable cash proceeds; or 

“(c) The original collateral was investment property and the 
proceeds are identifiable cash proceeds; or 

“(d) The security interest in the proceeds is perfected before 
the expiration of the 20-day period. 

Except as provided in this section, a security interest in pro¬ 
ceeds can be perfected only by the methods or under the circum¬ 
stances permitted in this article for original collateral of the same 
type. 

“(4) In the event of insolvency proceedings instituted by or 
against a debtor, a secured party with a perfected security interest 
in proceeds has a perfected security interest only in the following 
proceeds: 

“(a) In identifiable noncash proceeds and in separate deposit 
accounts containing only proceeds; 

“(b) In identifiable cash proceeds in the form of money which is 
neither commingled with other money nor deposited in a deposit 
account prior to the insolvency proceedings; 

“(c) In identifiable cash proceeds in the form of checks and the 
like which are not deposited in a deposit account prior to the insol¬ 
vency proceedings; and 

“(d) In all cash and deposit accounts of the debtor in which pro¬ 
ceeds have been commingled with other funds, but the perfected 
security interest under this paragraph (d) is: 

“(i) Subject to any right of setoff; and 
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“(ii) Limited to an amount not greater than the amount of any 
cash proceeds received by the debtor within 20 days before the 
institution of the insolvency proceedings less the sum of (I) the 
payments to the secured party on account of cash proceeds 
received by the debtor during such period and (II) the cash pro¬ 
ceeds received by the debtor during such period to which the 
secured party is entitled under paragraphs (a) through (c) of this 
subsection (4). 

“(5) If a sale of goods results in an account or chattel paper 
which is transferred by the seller to a secured party, and if the 
goods are returned to or are repossessed by the seller or the 
secured party, the following rules determine priorities: 

“(a) If the goods were collateral at the time of sale for an 
indebtedness of the seller which is still unpaid, the original secu¬ 
rity interest attaches again to the goods and continues as a per¬ 
fected security interest if it was perfected at the time when the 
goods were sold. If the security interest was originally perfected by 
a filing which is still effective, nothing further is required to con¬ 
tinue the perfected status; in any other case, the secured party 
must take possession of the returned or repossessed goods or must 
file. 

“(b) An unpaid transferee of the chattel paper has a security 
interest in the goods against the transferor. Such security interest 
is prior to a security interest asserted under paragraph (a) to the 
extent that the transferee of the chattel paper was entitled to pri¬ 
ority under Section 7-9-308. 

“(c) An unpaid transferee of the account has a security interest 
in the goods against the transferor. Such security interest is subor¬ 
dinate to a security interest asserted under paragraph (a). 

"(u) A becuiity interest of an unpaid transferee asserted under 
paragraph (b) or .(c) must be perfected for protection against 
creditors of the transferor and purchasers of the returned or 
repossessed goods. 

“§7-9-309. Protection of purchasers of instruments and 
documents. 

“Nothing in this article limits the rights of a holder in due 
course of a negotiable instrument (Section 7-3-302) or a holder to 
whom a negotiable document of title has been duly negotiated 
(Section 7-7-501) or a protected purchaser of a security (Section 
7-8-303) and such holders or purchasers take priority over an ear¬ 
lier security interest even though perfected. Filing under this arti¬ 
cle does not constitute notice of the security interest to such hold¬ 
ers or purchasers. 
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“§7-9-312. Priorities among conflicting security interests in the 
same collateral. 

(1) The rules of priority stated in other sections of this part 
and in the following sections shall govern when applicable: Section 
7-4-210 with respect to the security interests of collecting banks in 
items being collected, accompanying documents and proceeds; 
Section 7-9-103 on security interests related to other jurisdictions; 
Section 7-9-114 on consignments; Section 7-9-115 on security 
interests in investment property. 

(2) A perfected security interest in crops for new value given 
to enable the debtor to produce the crops during the production 
season and given not more than three months before the crops 
became growing crops by planting or otherwise takes priority over 
an earlier perfected security interest to the extent that such ear¬ 
lier interest secures obligations due more than six months before 
the crops became growing crops by planting or otherwise, even 
though the person giving new value had knowledge of the earlier 
security interest. 

(3) A perfected purchase money security interest in inventory 
has priority over a conflicting security interest in the same inven¬ 
tory and also has priority in identifiable cash proceeds received on 
or before the delivery of the inventory to a buyer if: 

“(a) The purchase money security interest is perfected at the 
time the debtor receives possession of the inventory; and 

“(b) The holder of the conflicting security interest, if he has 
filed a financing statement covering the same type of inventory 
prior to: 

(i) The date of the filing made by the purchase money secured 
party, or 

(ii) The beginning of the 21-day period where the purchase 
money security interest is temporarily perfected without filing or 
possession (subsection (5) of Section 7-9-304), 

has received notification in writing of the purchase money security 
interest before the debtor receives possession of the inventory; and 

(c) The holder of the conflicting security interest receives the 
notification within five years before the debtor receives possession 
of the inventory; and 

(d) The notification states that the person giving the notice 
has or expects to acquire a purchase money security interest in 
inventory of the debtor, describing such inventory by item or type. 
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“(4) A purchase money security interest in collateral other 
than inventory has priority over a conflicting security interest in 
the same collateral or its proceeds if the purchase money security 
interest is perfected at the time the debtor receives possession of 
the collateral or within 20 days thereafter. 

“(5) In all cases not governed by other rules stated in this sec¬ 
tion (including cases of purchase money security interests which 
do not qualify for the special priorities set forth in subsections (3) 
and (4) of this section), priority between conflicting security inter¬ 
ests in the same collateral shall be determined according to the fol¬ 
lowing rules: 

“(a) Conflicting security interests rank according to priority in 
time of filing or perfection. Priority dates from the time a filing is 
first made covering the collateral or the time the security interest 
is first perfected, whichever is earlier, provided that there is no 
period thereafter when there is neither filing nor perfection. 

“(b) So long as conflicting security interests are unperfected, 
the first to attach has priority. 

“(6) For the purposes of subsection (5) a date of filing or per¬ 
fection as to collateral is also a date of filing or perfection as to 
proceeds. 

“(7) If future advances are made while a security interest is 
perfected by filing, the taking of possession, or under Section 
7-9-115 or Section 7-9-116 on investment property, the security 
interest has the same priority for the purposes of subsection (5) 
with respect to the future advances as it does with respect to the 
first advance. If a commitment is made before or while the security 
interest is so perfected, the security interest has the same priority 
with respect to advances made pursuant thereto. In other cases a 
perfected security interest has priority from the dale the advance 
is made.” 

Section 3. Sections 7-9-115 and 7-9-116 are added to the 
Code of Alabama 1975 to read as follows: 

SECTION 7-9-115. INVESTMENT PROPERTY. 

(1) In this Article: 

(a) “Commodity account” means an account maintained by a 
commodity intermediary in which a commodity contract is carried 
for a commodity customer. 

(b) “Commodity contract” means a commodity futures contract, 
an option on a commodity futures contract, a commodity option, or 
other contract that, in each case, is: 
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(i) traded on or subject to the rules of a board of trade that has 
been designated as a contract market for such a contract pursuant 
to the federal commodities laws; or 

(ii) traded on a foreign commodity board of trade, exchange, or 
market, and is carried on the books of a commodity intermediary 
for a commodity customer. 

(c) Commodity customer” means a person for whom a com¬ 
modity intermediary carries a commodity contract on its books. 

(d) “Commodity intermediary” means: 

(i) a person who is registered as a futures commission mer¬ 
chant under the federal commodities laws; or 

(ii) a person who in the ordinary course of its business provides 
clearance or settlement services for a board of trade that has been 
designated as a contract market pursuant to the federal commodi¬ 
ties laws. 

(e) Control” with respect to a certificated security, uncertifi¬ 
cated security, or security entitlement has the meaning specified 
in Section 7-8-106. A secured party has control over a commodity 
contract if by agreement among the commodity customer, the com¬ 
modity intermediary, and the secured party, the commodity inter¬ 
mediary has agreed that it will apply any value distributed on 
account of the commodity contract as directed by the secured party 
without further consent by the commodity customer. If a commod¬ 
ity customer grants a security interest in a commodity contract to 
its own commodity intermediary, the commodity intermediary as 
secured party has control. A secured party has control over a secu¬ 
rities account or commodity account if the secured party has con¬ 
trol over all security entitlements or commodity contracts carried 
in the securities account or commodity account. 

(f) “Investment property” means: 

(1) a security, whether certificated or uncertificated; 

(ii) a security entitlement; 

(iii) a securities account; 

(iv) a commodity contract; or 

(v) a commodity account. 

(2) Attachment or perfection of a security interest in a securi¬ 
ties account is also attachment or perfection of a security interest 
in all security entitlements carried in the securities account. 
Attachment or perfection of a security interest in a commodity 
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account is also attachment or perfection of a security interest in all 
commodity contracts carried in the commodity account. 

(3) A description of collateral in a security agreement or 
financing statement is sufficient to create or perfect a security 
interest in a certificated security, uncertificated security, security 
entitlement, securities account, commodity contract, or commodity 
account whether it describes the collateral by those terms, or as 
investment property, or by description of the underlying security, 
financial asset, or commodity contract. A description of investment 
property collateral in a security agreement or financing statement 
is sufficient if it identifies the collateral by specific listing, by cate¬ 
gory, by quantity, by a computational or allocational formula or 
procedure, or by any other method, if the identity of the collateral 
is objectively determinable. 

(4) Perfection of a security interest in investment property is 
governed by the following rules: 

(a) A security interest in investment property may be perfected 
by control. 

(b) Except as otherwise provided in paragraphs (c) and (d), a 
security interest in investment property may be perfected by filing. 

(c) If the debtor is a broker or securities intermediary, a secu¬ 
rity interest in investment property is perfected when it attaches. 
The filing of a financing statement with respect to a security inter¬ 
est in investment property granted by a broker or securities inter¬ 
mediary has no effect for purposes of perfection or priority with 
respect to that security interest. 

(d) If a debtor is a commodity intermediary, a security interest 
in a commodity contract or a commodity account is perfected when 
it attaches. The filing of a financing statement with respect to a 
security interest in a commodity contract or a commodity account 
granted by a commodity intermediary has no effect for purposes of 
perfection or priority with respect to that security interest. 

(5) Priority between conflicting security interests in the same 
investment property is governed by the following rules: 

(a) A security interest of a secured party who has control over 
investment property has priority over a security interest of a 
secured party who does not have control over the investment 
property. 

(b) Except as otherwise provided in paragraphs (c) and (d), con¬ 
flicting security interests of secured parties each of whom has con¬ 
trol rank equally. 
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(c) Except as otherwise agreed by the securities intermediary, 
a security interest in a security entitlement or a securities account 
granted to the debtor’s own securities intermediary has priority 
over any security interest granted by the debtor to another secured 
party. 

(d) Except as otherwise agreed by the commodity intermedi¬ 
ary, a security interest in a commodity contract or a commodity 
account granted to the debtor’s own commodity intermediary has 
priority over any security interest granted by the debtor to another 
secured party. 

(e) Conflicting security interests granted by a broker, a securi¬ 
ties intermediary, or a commodity intermediary which are 
perfected without control rank equally. 

(f) In all other cases, priority between conflicting security 
interests in investment property is governed by Section 7-9-312(5), 
(6), and (7). Section 7-9-312(4) does not apply to investment 
property. 

(6) If a security certificate in registered form is delivered to a 
secured party pursuant to agreement, a written security agree¬ 
ment is not required for attachment or enforceability of the secu¬ 
rity interest, delivery suffices for perfection of the security inter¬ 
est, and the security interest has priority over a conflicting 
security interest perfected by means other than control, even if a 
necessary indorsement is lacking. 

SECTION 7-9-116. SECURITY INTEREST ARISING IN 
PURCHASE OR DELIVERY OF FINANCIAL ASSET. 

(1) If a person buys a financial asset through a securities inter¬ 
mediary in a transaction in which the buyer is obligated to pay the 
purchase price to the securities intermediary at the time of the 
purchase, and the securities intermediary credits the financial 
asset to the buyer’s securities account before the buyer pays the 
securities intermediary, the securities intermediary has a security 
interest in the buyer’s security entitlement securing the buyer’s 
obligation to pay. A security agreement is not required for attach¬ 
ment or enforceability of the security interest, and the security 
interest is automatically perfected. 

(2) If a certificated security, or other financial asset repre¬ 
sented by a writing which in the ordinary course of business is 
transferred by delivery with any necessary indorsement or assign¬ 
ment is delivered pursuant to an agreement between persons in 
the business of dealing with such securities or financial assets and 
the agreement calls for delivery versus payment, the person deliv¬ 
ering the certificate or other financial asset has a security interest 
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in the certificated security or other financial asset securing the 
seller’s right to receive payment. A security agreement is not 
required for attachment or enforceability of the security interest, 
and the security interest is automatically perfected. 

Section 4. Sections 7-1-105, 7-1-201, 7-1-206, and 7-5-114, 
Code of Alabama 1975, are amended to read as follows: 

“§7-1-105. Territorial application of title; parties’ power to 
choose applicable law. 

“(1) Except as provided in this section, when a transaction 
bears a reasonable relation to this state and also to another state 
or nation the parties may agree that the law either of this state or 
of such other state or nation shall govern their rights and duties. 
Failing such agreement, this title applies to transactions bearing 
an appropriate relation to this state. 

“(2) Where one of the following provisions of this title specifies 
the applicable law, that provision governs and a contrary agree¬ 
ment is effective only to the extent permitted by the law (including 
the conflict of laws rules) so specified: 

“Rights of creditors against sold goods. Section 7-2-402. 

“Applicability of the article on leases. Sections 7-2A-105 and 
7-2A-106. 

“Applicability of the article on bank deposits and collections. 
Section 7-4-102. 

“Governing law in the article on funds transfers. Section 
7-4A-507. 

“Bulk transfers subject to the article on bulk transfers. Section 
7 - 6 - 102 . 

“Applicability of the article on investment securities. Section 
7-8-110. 

“Perfection provisions of the article on secured transactions. 
Section 7-9-103. 

“§7-1-201. General definitions. 

“Subject to additional definitions contained in the subsequent 
articles of this title which are applicable to specific articles or 
parts thereof, and unless the context otherwise requires, in this 
title: 

“(1) “Action” in the sense of a judicial proceeding includes civil 
action, counterclaim, cross-claim, third party complaint and any 
other proceedings in which rights are determined. 
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“(2) “Aggrieved party” means a party entitled to resort to a 
remedy. 

“(3) “Agreement” means the bargain of the parties in fact as 
found in their language or by implication from other circumstances 
including course of dealing or usage of trade or course of perfor¬ 
mance as provided in this title (Sections 7-1-205 and 7-2-208). 
Whether an agreement has legal consequences is determined by 
the provisions of this title, if applicable; otherwise by the law of 
contracts (Section 7-1-103). (Compare “contract.”) 

(4) “Bank” means any person engaged in the business of 
banking. 

(5) Bearer” means the person in possession of an instrument, 
document of title, or certificated security payable to bearer or 
indorsed in blank. 

“(6) “Bill of lading” means a document evidencing the receipt of 
goods for shipment issued by a person engaged in the business of 
transporting or forwarding goods, and includes an air bill. “Air 
bill means a document serving for air transportation as a bill of 
lading does for marine or rail transportation, and includes an air 
consignment note or air waybill. 

(7) ‘ Branch” includes a separately incorporated foreign 
branch of a bank. 

(8) Burden of establishing” a fact means the burden of per¬ 
suading the triers of fact that the existence of the fact is more 
probable than its nonexistence. 

“(9) 1 “Buyer in ordinary course of business” means a person 
who in good faith and without knowledge that the sale to him or 
her is in violation of the ownership rights or security interest of a 
third party in the goods buys in ordinary course from a person in 
the business of selling goods of that kind but does not include a 
pawnbroker. All persons who sell minerals or the like (including 
oil and gas) at wellhead or mine shall be deemed to be persons in 
the business of selling goods of that kind. “Buying” may be for cash 
or by exchange of other property or on secured or unsecured credit 
and includes receiving goods or documents of title under a preex¬ 
isting contract for sale but does not include a transfer in bulk or as 
security for or in total or partial satisfaction of a money debt. 

(10) “Conspicuous”: A term or clause is conspicuous when it is 
so written that a reasonable person against whom it is to operate 
ought to have noticed it. A printed heading in capitals (as: NON- 
NEGOTIABLE BILL OF LADING) is conspicuous. Language in 
the body of a form is “conspicuous” if it is in larger or other 
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contrasting type or color. But in a telegram any stated term is 
“conspicuous.” Whether a term or clause is “conspicuous or not is 
for decision by the court. 

“(11) “Contract” means the total legal obligation which results 
from the parties’ agreement as affected by this title and any other 
applicable rules of law. (Compare “agreement.”) 

“(12) “Creditor” includes a general creditor, a secured creditor, 
a lien creditor and any representative of creditors, including an 
assignee for the benefit of creditors, a trustee in bankruptcy, a 
receiver in equity and an executor or administrator of an insolvent 
debtor’s or assignor’s estate. 

“(13) “Defendant” includes a person in the position of defen¬ 
dant in a cross-action or counterclaim. 

“(14) “Delivery” with respect to instruments, documents of 
title, chattel paper or certificated securities means voluntary 
transfer of possession. 

“(15) “Document of title” includes bill of lading, dock warrant, 
dock receipt, warehouse receipt or order for the delivery of goods, 
and also any other document which in the regular course of busi¬ 
ness or financing is treated as adequately evidencing that the per¬ 
son in possession of it is entitled to receive, hold and dispose of the 
document and the goods it covers. To be a document of title a docu¬ 
ment must purport to be issued by or addressed to a bailee and 
purport to cover goods in the bailee’s possession which are either 
identified or are fungible portions of an identified mass. 

“(16) “Fault” means wrongful act, omission or breach. 

“(17) “Fungible” with respect to goods or securities means 
goods or securities of which any unit is, by nature or usage of 
trade, the equivalent of any other like unit. Goods which are not 
fungible shall be deemed fungible for the purposes of this title to 
the extent that under a particular agreement or document unlike 
units are treated as equivalents. 

“(18) “Genuine” means free of forgery or counterfeiting. 

“(19) “Good faith” means honesty in fact in the conduct or 
transaction concerned. 

“(20) “Holder” means a person who is in possession of a docu¬ 
ment of title or an instrument or an investment security drawn, 
issued or indorsed to him or her or to his or her order or to bearer 
or in blank. 
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(21) To “honor” is to pay or to accept and pay, or where a 
credit so engages to purchase or discount a draft complying with 
the terms of the credit. 

“(22) “Insolvency proceedings” includes any assignment for the 
benefit of creditors or other proceedings intended to liquidate or 
rehabilitate the estate of the person involved. 

(23) A person is insolvent” who either has ceased to pay his 
or her debts in the ordinary course of business or cannot pay his or 
her debts as they become due or is insolvent within the meaning of 
the federal bankruptcy law. 

(24) Money means a medium of exchange authorized or 
adopted by a domestic or foreign government as a part of its 
currency. 

“(25) A person has “notice” of a fact when: 

“(a) He or she has actual knowledge of it; or 

“(b) He or she has received a notice or notification of it; or 

“(c) From all the facts and circumstances known to him or her 
at the time in question he or she has reason to know that it exists. 
A person knows or has “knowledge” of a fact when he or she has 
actual knowledge of it. “Discover” or “learn” or a word or phrase of 
similar import refers to knowledge rather than to reason to know. 
The time and circumstances under which a notice or notification 
may cease to be effective are not determined by this title. 

(26) A person ‘notifies” or “gives” a notice or notification to 
another by taking such steps as may be reasonably required to 
inform the other in ordinary course whether or not such other 
actually comes to know of it. A person “receives” a notice or notifi¬ 
cation when: 

“(a) It comes to his or her attention; or 

(b) It is duly delivered at the place of business through which 
the contract was made or at any other place held out by him or her 
as the place for receipt of such communications. 

(27) Notice, knowledge or a notice or notification received by 
an organization is effective for a particular transaction from the 
time when it is brought to the attention of the individual conduct- 
ing that transaction, and in any event from the time when it would 
have been brought to his or her attention if the organization had 
exercised due diligence. An organization exercises due diligence if 
it maintains reasonable routines for communicating significant 
information to the person conducting the transaction and there is 
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reasonable compliance with the routines. Due diligence does not 
require an individual acting for the organization to communicate 
information unless such communication is part of his or her 
regular duties or unless he or she has reason to know of the trans¬ 
action and that the transaction would be materially affected by the 
information. 


“(28) “Organization” includes a corporation, government or 
governmental subdivision or agency, business trust, estate, trust, 
partnership or association, two or more persons having a joint or 
common interest, or any other legal or commercial entity. 

“(29) “Party,” as distinct from “third party,” means a person 
who has engaged in a transaction or made an agreement within 
this title. 


“(30) “Person” includes an individual or an organization (see 
Section 7-1-102). 

“(31) “Presumption” or “presumed” means that the trier of fact 
must find the existence of the fact presumed unless and until 
evidence is introduced which would support a finding of its 
nonexistence. 


“(32) “Purchase” includes taking by sale, discount, negotiation, 
mortgage, pledge, lien, security interest, issue or reissue, gift or 
any other voluntary transaction creating an interest in property. 

“(33) “Purchaser” means a person who takes by purchase. 


“(34) “Remedy” means any remedial right to which an 
aggrieved party is entitled with or without resort to a tribunal. 

“(35) “Representative” includes an agent, an officer of a corpo¬ 
ration or association, and a trustee, executor or administrator of 
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“(36) “Rights” includes remedies. 

“(37) a. “Security interest” means an interest in personal prop¬ 
erty or fixtures which secures payment or performance of an obli¬ 
gation. The retention or reservation of title by a seller of goods 
notwithstanding shipment or delivery to the buyer (Section 
7-2-401) is limited in effect to a reservation of a “security interest.” 
The term also includes any interest of a buyer of accounts or chat¬ 
tel paper which is subject to Article 9. The special property 
interest of a buyer of goods on identification of those goods to a 
contract for sale under Section 7-2-401 is not a “security interest, 
but a buyer may also acquire a “security interest” by complying 
with Article 9. Unless a consignment is intended as security, 
reservation of title thereunder is not a “security interest,” but a 
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consignment in any event is subject to the provisions on consign¬ 
ment sales (Section 7-2-326). 

b. Whether a transaction creates a lease or security interest is 
determined by the facts of each case; however, a transaction cre¬ 
ates a security interest if the consideration the lessee is to pay the 
lessor for the right to possession and use of the goods is an obliga¬ 
tion for the term of the lease not subject to termination by the 
lessee, and 

“1. the original term of the lease is equal to or greater than the 
remaining economic life of the goods, or 

2- the lessee is bound to renew the lease for the remaining 
economic life of the goods or is bound to become the owner of the 
goods, or 

3. the lessee has an option to renew the lease for the remain¬ 
ing economic life of the goods for no additional consideration or 
nominal additional consideration upon compliance with the lease 
agreement, or 

4. the lessee has an option to become the owner of the goods 
for no additional consideration or nominal additional consideration 
upon compliance with the lease agreement. 

c. A transaction does not create a security interest merely 
because it provides that: 

“1. the present value of the consideration the lessee is obli¬ 
gated to pay the lessor for the right to possession and use of the 
goods is substantially equal to or is greater than the fair market 
value of the goods at the time the lease is entered into, 

2. the lessee assumes risk of loss of the goods, or agrees to pay 
taxes, insurance, filing, recording, or registration fees, or service or 
maintenance costs with respect to the goods, 

3. the lessee has an option to renew the lease or to become the 
owner of the goods, 

4. the lessee has an option to renew the lease for a fixed rent 
that is equal to or greater than the reasonably predictable fair 
market rent for the use of the goods for the term of the renewal at 
the time the option is to be performed, or 

5. the lessee has an option to become the owner of the goods 
for a fixed price that is equal to or greater than the reasonably pre¬ 
dictable fair market value of the goods at the time the option is to 
be performed. 

“d. For purposes of this subdivision (37): 
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“1. Additional consideration is not nominal if (i) when the 
option to renew the lease is granted to the lessee the rent is stated 
to be the fair market rent for the use of the goods for the term of 
the renewal determined at the time the option is to be performed, 
or (ii) when the option to become the owner of the goods is granted 
to the lessee the price is stated to be the fair market value of the 
goods determined at the time the option is to be performed. 
Additional consideration is nominal if it is less than the lessee s 
reasonably predictable cost of performing under the lease agree¬ 
ment if the option is not exercised; 

“2. “Reasonably predictable” and “remaining economic life of 
the goods” are to be determined with reference to the facts and cir¬ 
cumstances at the time the transaction is entered into; and 

“3. “Present value” means the amount as of a date certain of 
one or more sums payable in the future, discounted to the date cer¬ 
tain. The discount is determined by the interest rate specified by 
the parties if the rate is not manifestly unreasonable at the time 
the transaction is entered into; otherwise, the discount is deter¬ 
mined by the court as a matter of law by a commercially reason¬ 
able rate that takes into account the facts and circumstances of 
each case at the time the transaction was entered into. 

“(38) “Send” in connection with any writing or notice means to 
deposit in the mail or deliver for transmission by any other usual 
means of communication with postage or cost of transmission pro¬ 
vided for and properly addressed and in the case of an instrument 
to an address specified thereon or otherwise agreed, or if there be 
none to any address reasonable under the circumstances. The 
receipt of any writing or notice within the time at which it would 
have arrived if properly sent has the effect of a proper sending. 

“(39) "Signed” include any symbol executed or adopted by a 
party with present intention to authenticate a writing. 

“(40) “Surety” includes guarantor. 

“(41) “Telegram” includes a message transmitted by radio, tele¬ 
type, cable, any mechanical method of transmission, or the like. 

“(42) “Term” means that portion of an agreement which relates 
to a particular matter. 

“(43) “Unauthorized” signature or indorsement means one 
made without actual, implied or apparent authority and includes a 
forgery. 

w (44) “Value.” Except as otherwise provided with respect to 
negotiable instruments and bank collections (Sections 7-3-303, 
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7-4-208 and 7-4-209) a person gives “value” for rights if he or she 
acquires them: 

“(a) In return for a binding commitment to extend credit or for 
the extension of immediately available credit whether or not 
drawn upon and whether or not a charge-back is provided for in 
the event of difficulties in collection; or 

(b) As security for or in total or partial satisfaction of a preex¬ 
isting claim; or 

(c) By accepting delivery pursuant to a preexisting contract 
for purchase; or 

“(d) Generally, in return for any consideration sufficient to 
support a simple contract. 

(45) Warehouse receipt” means a receipt issued by a person 
engaged in the business of storing goods for hire. 

(46) Written or “writing” includes printing, typewriting or 
any other intentional reduction to tangible form. 

§7-1-206. Statute of frauds for kinds of personal property not 
otherwise covered. 

(1) Except in the cases described in subsection (2) of this sec¬ 
tion a contract for the sale of personal property is not enforceable 
by way of action or defense beyond $5,000.00 in amount or value of 
remedy unless there is some writing which indicates that a 
contract for sale has been made between the parties at a defined or 
stated price, reasonably identifies the subject matter, and is signed 
by the party against whom enforcement is sought or by his 
authorized agent. 

(2) Subsection (1) of this section does not apply to contracts 
for the sale of goods (Section 7-2-201) nor of securities (Section 
7-8-113) nor to security agreements (Section 7-9-203). 

“§7-5-114. Issuer’s duty and privilege to honor; right to 
reimbursement. 

“(1) An issuer must honor a draft or demand for payment 
which complies with the terms of the relevant credit regardless of 
whether the goods or documents conform to the underlying con¬ 
tract for sale or other contract between the customer and the bene¬ 
ficiary. The issuer is not excused from honor of such a draft or 
demand by reason of an additional general term that all docu¬ 
ments must be satisfactory to the issuer, but an issuer may 
require that specified documents must be satisfactory to it. 
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“(2) Unless otherwise agreed when documents appear on their 
face to comply with the terms of a credit but a required document 
does not in fact conform to the warranties made on negotiation or 
transfer of a document of title (Section 7-7-507) or of a certificated 
security (Section 7-8-108) or is forged or fraudulent or there is 
fraud in the transaction: 

“(a) The issuer must honor the draft or demand for payment if 
honor is demanded by a negotiating bank or other holder of the 
draft or demand which has taken the draft or demand under the 
credit and under circumstances which would make it a holder in 
due course (Section 7-3-302) and in an appropriate case would 
make it a person to whom a document of title has been duly negoti¬ 
ated (Section 7-7-502) or a bona fide purchaser of a security 
(Section 7-8-302); and 

“(b) In all other cases as against its customer, an issuer acting 
in good faith may honor the draft or demand for payment despite 
notification from the customer of fraud, forgery or other defect not 
apparent on the face of the documents but a court of appropriate 
jurisdiction may enjoin such honor. 

“(3) Unless otherwise agreed an issuer which has duly honored 
a draft or demand for payment is entitled to immediate reimburse¬ 
ment of any payment made under the credit and to be put in effec¬ 
tively available funds not later than the day before maturity of any 
acceptance made under the credit. 

“(4) When a credit provides for payment by the issuer on 
receipt of notice that the required documents are in the possession 
of a correspondent or other agent of the issuer: 

“(a) Any payment made on receipt of such notice is conditional, 

and 

“(b) The issuer may reject documents which do not comply with 
the credit if it does so within three banking days following its 
receipt of the documents; and 

“(c) In the event of such rejection, the issuer is entitled by 
chargeback or otherwise to return of the payment made. 

“(5) In the case covered by subsection (4) failure to reject docu¬ 
ments within the time specified in subparagraph (b) constitutes 
acceptance of the documents and makes the payment final in favor 
of the beneficiary.” 

Section 5. Sections 7-10-104 and 8-9-2, Code of Alabama 
1975, are amended to read as follows: 

“§7-10-104. Laws not repealed.

“(1) The article on documents of title (Article 7) does not repeal 
or modify any laws prescribing the form or contents of documents 
of title or the services or facilities to be afforded by bailees, or oth¬ 
erwise regulating bailees’ businesses in respects not specifically 
dealt with herein; but the fact that such laws are violated does not 
affect the status of a document of title which otherwise complies 
with the definition of a document of title (Section 7-1-201).

“(4) Every agreement, promise or undertaking made upon con¬ 
sideration of marriage, except mutual promises to marry; 

(5) Every contract for the sale of lands, tenements or heredita¬ 
ments, or of any interest therein, except leases for a term not 
longer than one year, unless the purchase money, or a portion 
thereof is paid and the purchaser is put in possession of the land 
by the seller; 

“(6) Every agreement, contract or promise to make a will or to 
devise or bequeath any real or personal property or right, title or 
interest therein; 

“(7) Every agreement or commitment to lend money, delay or 
forebear repayment thereof or to modify the provisions of such an 
agreement or commitment except for consumer loans with a princi¬ 
pal amount financed less than $25,000; 

(8) Notwithstanding section 7-8-113, every agreement for the 
sale or purchase of securities other than through the facilities of a 
national stock exchange or of the over-the-counter securities market.” 
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Section 6. Section 1 of Act 94-245 of the 1994 Regular 
Session, now appearing as Sections 10-2B-6.26 and 10-2B-6.27 of 
the Code of Alabama 1975 are amended to read as follows: 

“§10-2B-6.26. SHARES WITHOUT CERTIFICATES. 

“(a) Unless the articles of incorporation or bylaws provide oth¬ 
erwise, the board of directors of a corporation may authorize the 
issue of some or all of the shares of any or all of its classes or senes 
without certificates. The authorization does not affect shares 
already represented by certificates until they are surrendered to 
the corporation. 

“(b) Within a reasonable time after the issue or transfer of 
shares without certificates, the corporation shall send the share¬

“§10-2B-6.27. Restriction on transfer of shares and other 
securities. 

“(a) The articles of incorporation, bylaws, an agreement among 
shareholders, or an agreement between shareholders and the cor¬ 
poration may impose restrictions on the transfer or registration of 
transfer of shares of corporation. A restriction does not affect 
shares issued before the restriction was adopted unless the holders 
of the shares are parties to the restriction agreement or voted in 
favor of the restriction. 

“(b) A restriction on the transfer or registration of transfer of 
shares is valid and enforceable against the holder or a transferee 
of the holder including an executor, administrator, trustee, 
guardian, conservator or other fiduciary entrusted with like 
T-oGponsibility for the person or estate of the holder, provided the 
restriction is authorized by this section and its existence is noted 
conspicuously on the front or back of the certificate or is contained 
in the information statement required by section 10-2B-6.26(b). 
Even if not so noted, a restriction is enforceable against a person 
with actual knowledge of the restriction. 

“(c) A restriction on the transfer or registration of transfer of 
shares is authorized: 

“(1) To maintain the corporation’s status when it is dependent 
on the number or identity of its shareholders; or 

“(2) To preserve exemptions under federal or state securities 
law; or 

“(3) For any other reasonable purpose. 
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(d) A restriction on the transfer or registration of transfer of 
shares may include, but shall not be limited to, a restriction that: 

(1) Obligates the shareholder first to offer the corporation or 
o her persons (separately, consecutively, or simultaneously) an 
opportunity to acquire the restricted shares; 

(2) Obligates the corporation or other persons (separately 
consecutively, or simultaneously) to acquire the restricted shares; 

“(3) Requires the corporation, the holders of any class of its 
shares, or another person to approve the transfer of the restricted 
shares, it the requirement is not manifestly unreasonable; 

“(4) Prohibits the transfer or registration of the restricted 
shares to or m the name of designated persons or classes of per- 
sons, it the prohibition is not manifestly unreasonable; or 

“(5) Requires the corporation to refuse to transfer the shares. 

f or P ur P ose ' s of this section, “shares” includes a security con¬ 
vertible into or carrying a right to subscribe for or acquire shares.” 

Section 7. This Act shall become effective January 1, 1997.

Section 1. Section 43-2-42, Code of Alabama 1975, is 
amended to read as follows: 


“§43-2-42. 

“(a) Administration of an intestate’s estate must be granted to 
one of the persons herein named if the person is willing to accept 
and satisfactory to serve in the following order: 

“(1) The husband or widow. 

“(2) The next of kin entitled to share in the distribution of the 
estate. 

“(3) The largest creditor of the estate residing in this state. 

“(4) Any other person as the judge of probate may appoint. 

“(b) Notwithstanding the provisions of subsection (a) of this 
section, in all counties having a population of 400,000 or more, 
according to the last or any subsequent federal census, or in any 
county having an elected general or county administrator, admin¬ 
istration of an intestate’s estate must be granted to some one ot 
the persons hereinafter named, if willing to accept and satisfactory 
to serve, in the following order:

“(5) Any other person as the judge of probate may appoint. 

Section 2. This act shall apply to petitions for administra¬ 
tion of the estate of an intestate filed after the effective date of this 
act.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 
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Section 1. Section 40-12-260, Code of Alabama 1975 is 
amended to read as follows: 

“40-12-260. 

“(a) Effective January 1, 1998, license plates, except for license 
plates issued under the provisions of section 40-12-290, et seq., or 
any subsequent enactment which authorizes special license plates 
based on vehicle age, shall not be transferable between motor vehi¬ 
cle owners and the following registration procedures shall apply: 

“(1) When a current and valid Alabama motor vehicle license 
plate has been obtained for the current tax year for use on a motor 
vehicle and the vehicle has been sold or otherwise transferred to a 
new owner, the license plate shall be removed from the vehicle and 
retained by the original plate owner. 

“(2) In the event an owner purchases, trades, exchanges or oth¬ 
erwise acquires another vehicle of the same license registration 
classification, the licensing official shall authorize the transfer of 
the current and valid Alabama license plate previously obtained by 
the owner to the replacement vehicle for the remainder of the cur¬ 
rent license year. In the further event the owner acquires a vehicle 
requiring a higher license classification, the owner shall first 
request a transfer of the valid Alabama license plate to the newly 
acquired vehicle, and, immediately, shall surrender the license 
plate to the issuing official, and upon payment of the difference in 
registration fees on a monthly prorated basis, shall be issued the 
higher license plate classification. Provided, that the owner shall 
not be entitled to a refund when the registration fee for the vehicle 
to which the plate(s) is to be assigned is less than the registration 
lee tor that vehicle to winch the license platc(s) was assigne 
Furthermore, if the owner does not have or does not acquire 
another vehicle to which the license plate(s) may be transferred, 
the owner shall not be entitled to a refund. 

“(3) In the event the owner of a license plate purchases, trades, 
exchanges or otherwise acquires a vehicle for which a license plate 
has been issued during the current license year, and the license 
plate has not been removed by the previous owner in accordance 
with this section, the new owner of the vehicle shall remove and 
return the license plate to the county license plate issuing official 
of the county where the owner resides, if the owner is an individ¬ 
ual, or of the county in which said motor vehicle is used or oper¬ 
ated if the owner is a firm, corporation or association, who sha 
receive, account for, and dispose of the license plate. However, if

“(4)a. The new owner of a motor vehicle shall, within ten calen¬ 
dar days from the date of vehicle purchase or acquisition, make 
application to record the registration of the vehicle by the transfer 
to or the purchase of a license plate for the newly acquired vehicle 
with the license issuing official of the county in which the owner 
resides if the owner is an individual, or with the license issuing 
official of the county in which the motor vehicle is used or operated 
if the owner is a firm, corporation or association and shall pay the 
fee provided under §40-12-271. 

“b. The county license issuing official shall, mail or deliver a 
copy of the registration receipt to the Department of Revenue not 
later than the tenth day of the month succeeding the month the 
registration was issued or transferred. One copy shall be retained 
in the files of the county license issuing official, and one copy shall 
be furnished to the registered owner. However, the Department of 
Revenue may waive the sending of the receipt if the data is elec¬ 
tronically transmitted; provided, that the data electronically trans¬ 
mitted shall be furnished to the Department of Revenue by the 
tenth day of the month succeeding the month in which the regis¬ 
tration was issued or transferred. ° 

c. Licensed motor vehicle dealers shall not be required to reg¬ 
ister vehicles in the name of the dealership for vehicles held for 
resale. The dealership shall register any motor vehicle and pur¬ 
chase an Alabama license plate of the proper classification for any 
motor vehicle purchased, leased, or otherwise withdrawn from 
dealer inventory for private, personal, or business use by any per¬ 
son, including any of the dealership employees. 

“(5) Any person failing to register a motor vehicle by timely 
transferring the license plate as provided by subsections (a)(2) and 
(a)(4) above and (a)(7) below shall pay a penalty of ten dol- 
lars($10). The penalty shall be paid into the treasury of the county, 
with the county treasurer maintaining these moneys as a special 
training fund. Only one special training fund shall be established 
m each county. These moneys shall be used for all reasonable and 
necessary official educational expenses directly related to the 
assessment and collection of taxes on motor vehicles or registra¬ 
tion and titling of motor vehicles. The special training fund shall 
be for the use of the officials in the county charged with the motor 
vehicle responsibilities mentioned above, and shall be in addition 
to the amount budgeted for these offices. Moneys shall be dis¬ 
bursed by the county treasurer for the payment of the motor 
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vehicle related educational expenses of those officials and their 
employees by the county officials requisitioning expenditures from 
the fund. Not more than three thousand dollars ($3,000) shall be 
paid into the special training fund during any fiscal year (October 1 
through September 30). Any excess moneys shall accrue to the 
general fund of the county. 

“(6) Any person, firm or corporation engaged in the business of 
selling or otherwise disposing of motor vehicles which are required 
to be registered in this state shall furnish each purchaser of a 
motor vehicle with a legal bill of sale on which there shall be 
printed stamped or otherwise inscribed in a bold and conspicuous 
manner the words: “Penalty often dollars ($10) due if vehicle is not 
registered in the name of the new owner within ten calendar days. 

“(7) a. In the event a motor vehicle is registered pursuant to 
section 32-6-150 or section 32-6-300, or any other section desig¬ 
nated by the Commissioner of Revenue by rule or regulation, and 
is transferred to the transferor’s spouse or child, at the option of 
the transferor, the license plate may remain on the vehicle in the 
hands of the transferee upon payment of the fee for recording the 
transfer of the license plate. 

“b. 1. A surviving spouse, desiring to operate a vehicle devolv¬ 
ing from a deceased spouse, shall present an application for certifi¬ 
cate of title to the licensing official in his or her name within thirty 
days of obtaining ownership. The licensing official shall then 
transfer the license plate to the surviving spouse. If the motor 
vehicle is not subject to the provisions of the Alabama Uniform 
Certificate of Title and Antitheft Act (§32-8-1, et. seq.), the surviv¬ 
ing spouse shall provide the licensing official evidence that owner¬ 
ship has been conveyed to the surviving spouse. 

“2. In the event that a vehicle is registered and bears a distinc¬ 
tive plate or a registration fee-exempt plate, the plate shall be sur¬ 
rendered to the licensing official within thirty days of the date of 
obtaining ownership conveyance and, upon surrender, the owner 
shall make application for registration of the vehicle. If the n^tor 
vehicle is not subject to the Alabama Uniform Certificate of Title 
and Antitheft Act (§ 32-8-1, et. seq.), the surviving spouse shall 
provide the licensing official evidence that ownership has been 
conveyed to the surviving spouse. 

“(8) In the event the owner of a motor vehicle junks the vehicle 
or the vehicle is totally destroyed, the license plate may be trans¬ 
ferred to a motor vehicle of the same class during the same tax 
year. The owner of the license plate, after authorization by the 
licensing official, and after compliance with the provisions of the 
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Alabama Uniform Certificate of Title and Antitheft Act, if applica¬ 
ble, may transfer the plate to a vehicle currently owned but not 
operated by that owner for the period remaining before expiration 
of the registration, or the license plate may be transferred to a 
newly acquired vehicle. 

“(9) All references in this article to the words “tag” or “plate” 
shall have identical meaning and may be used interchangeably. 
The words tag, “plate,” and “owner” shall mean singular or plural. 

(b)(1) Any person operating a self-propelled vehicle required 
to be registered in this state on the public roads and highways of 
this state shall retain within the vehicle a current and valid 
Alabama motor vehicle registration receipt issued to the vehicle 
being operated. This subsection shall apply to all vehicles regis¬ 
tered on or after January 1, 1998. 

“(2) Within the first ten calendar days of purchase or acquisi¬ 
tion of a self-propelled motor vehicle, prior to receiving a copy of a 
registration receipt, there shall be retained within the vehicle 
being operated a legible copy of the legal bill of sale if the motor 
vehicle is not subject to the provisions of the Alabama Uniform 
Certificate of Title and Antitheft Act (§ 32-8-1, et. seq.), or the 
owner’s permit copy of the application for certificate of title for a 
1975 and subsequent year model vehicle, or an official copy of a 
current and valid Alabama temporary registration receipt as 
authorized under § 32-6-210 to § 32-6-219, inclusive, assigned to 
the vehicle being operated. 

(3) The retained documents specified by subsections (b)(1) and 
(b)(2) above shall be presented, on demand, by the vehicle opera¬ 
tor, for inspection by law enforcement officers. It shall be unlawful 
for the operator to fail or refuse to present, when requested by a 
law enforcement officer, the official registration receipt, or other 
document herein described, or legible copy thereof, for the vehicle 
being used or operated. 

“(4) A motor vehicle dealer licensed under the provisions of 
§ 40-12-390 to § 40-12-400, inclusive, or a motorcycle dealer 
licensed under the provisions of § 40-12-62, or any motor vehicle 
manufacturer utilizing manufacturer license plates as authorized 
under the provisions of subsection (i) of § 40-12-264 shall not be 
required to comply with this subsection for self-propelled motor 
vehicles within the dealer inventory of the motor vehicle dealer, or, 
in the case of the motor vehicle manufacturer, shall not be 
required to comply for new vehicles utilizing the manufacturer 
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license plates and being operated within the provisions of subsec¬ 
tion (i) of § 40-12-264. 

“(c) Any person failing to perform the duties required by the 
provisions of this section shall be guilty of a Class C misdemeanor 
and, upon conviction thereof, shall be fined not less than fifty dol¬ 
lars ($50.00).” 

Section 2 . Section 32-6-65 is hereby amended as follows: 

“Section 32-6-65. 

“a) There shall be one uniform registration renewal form to be 
used statewide. Such form shall be designed so as to provide for 
both the transfer of ownership and the registration of the vehicle. 
All receipts shall be sent to the county agencies charged with han¬ 
dling vehicle registration. All receipts shall be machine prepared. 
The state and the county shall capture the color of the motor vehi¬ 
cle in their permanent records. This paragraph shall not give the 
department of revenue authority to centralize vehicle registration. 
Centralized registration is specifically prohibited and it is the leg¬ 
islative intent that automotive vehicle registration shall remain at 
the county level. 

“(b) A penalty of $10.00 shall be assessed by the official 
charged with issuing motor vehicle licenses for the late registra¬ 
tion of a motor vehicle. “Late registration of a motor vehicle” shall 
include (a) the failure to register the vehicle within 10 calendar 
days of the date of purchase or acquisition; (b) the failure to renew 
the registration in the designated renewal month; and (c) the fail¬ 
ure to register the vehicle in accordance with the provisions of 
Section 40-12-262(a). It shall be the duty of all sheriffs, police offi¬ 
cers, state troopers, license inspectors, deputy license inspectors, 
field agents of the department of avenue. and other law enforce¬ 
ment officers to arrest any person operating a motor vehicle with¬ 
out the current license plate displaying the proper tab, disc or 
decal. Persons apprehended for operating a motor vehicle without 
the current license plate, upon conviction by a court of competent 
jurisdiction, shall be fined not less than $25.00. 

“(c) All penalties assessed by this section shall be distributed 
in the same manner as motor vehicle licenses and registration fees 
are distributed as provided in sections 40-12-269 and 40-12-270. 
Portions of section 40-12-10 as they may conflict with this section, 
are hereby repealed and superseded.” 

Section 3. Section 40-12-264 is hereby amended as follows: 

“40-12-264. 
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(a) A purchaser of a new or used motor vehicle may be 
granted a grace period of 10 days from date of purchase in which 
to procure license tags. 

(b) Effective October 1, 1997, a motor vehicle dealer who has a 
current dealer license as required by Sections 40-12-51 and 
40-12-391, or Section 40-12-169, may purchase dealer license 
plates at a cost of seventeen dollars ($17) per dealer plate; pro¬ 
vided, that license plates shall be valid for a maximum period of 
two years, and anyone obtaining the license plates for a period of 
twelve months or less shall pay one-half the fee. The net proceeds 
of the sale of license plates are continuously appropriated to the 
Department of Transportation for their general operation fund. 
The number of dealer license plates to be acquired shall be deter¬ 
mined by the combination of the number of full-time salespersons 
of a dealership and the number of motor vehicles sold at retail dur¬ 
ing the previous license year. This schedule is as follows: 

“(1) Licensed motor vehicle dealers with annual retail sales of 
more than four motor vehicles, and less than 50 motor vehicles, 
may procure up to a maximum of three dealer license plates 
regardless of the number of salespersons. 

“(2) Licensed motor vehicle dealers with annual retail sales of 
50 motor vehicles or more may procure a maximum of three dealer 
license plates for each full-time salesperson of a dealership. 

(3) A licensed motor vehicle wholesaler, not otherwise licensed 
as a motor vehicle dealer, motor vehicle rebuilder, or motor vehicle 
reconditioner, may procure a maximum of five dealer license plates 
if the number of wholesale sales made during the previous license 
year was more than four motor vehicles and less than 50; and for 
each additional unit of 50 sales for the previous license year may 
secure an additional dealer license plate; provided, the maximum 
number of dealer license plates that may be obtained is 15. 

“(4) Beginning October 1, 1997, a licensed motor vehicle whole¬ 
saler who is also licensed as a motor vehicle dealer may procure a 
maximum of five dealer license plates if the total number of whole¬ 
sale and retail sales made during the previous license year was 
more than four and less than 50 motor vehicles; and for each addi¬ 
tional unit of 50 sales of any combination of retail and wholesale 
sales for the previous license year, an additional dealer license 
plate may be secured; provided, the maximum number of dealer 
license plates that may be obtained is 15. 

“(5) A licensed motor vehicle rebuilder or a licensed motor 
vehicle reconditioner, not otherwise licensed as a motor vehicle 
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dealer or motor vehicle wholesaler, may procure a maximum of 
five dealer license plates. 

“(6) A licensed motor vehicle dealer who has been in operation 
less than one year shall provide a reasonable estimate of the num¬ 
ber of motor vehicles to be sold during the current license year and 
may procure dealer license plates according to the schedule and 
category for motor vehicle dealers shown above. After one full year 
of operation and for each license year thereafter, dealer license 
plates shall be procured based on the actual number of motor vehi¬ 
cles sold at retail, and, if applicable, the total number of retail and 
wholesale sales, during the previous license year and the number 
of full-time salespersons of a dealership according to the schedule 
and category above. 

“(c) A licensed motor vehicle dealer may use dealer license 
plates on vehicles owned by the dealership and being held for 
resale, and dealer license plates may be used in cases where the 
vehicle owner has entered into a consignment sales contract with 
the dealer. Dealer license plates shall not be used on vehicles that 
are utilized by the dealership as rental or lease vehicles, tow 
trucks, service trucks, and other service vehicles. Notwithstanding 
the foregoing, the dealership owner and full-time salespersons of a 
dealership may drive dealership-owned vehicles displaying dealer 
license plates at any time for any purpose, including travel to and 
from home. Dealer license plates may be used to transport dealer- 
ship-owned vehicles or to deliver a customer purchased vehicle. 
A prospective purchaser may make demonstrations of 
dealership-owned vehicles displaying dealer license plates to his or 
her own satisfaction without the motor vehicle dealer’s representa¬ 
tive being in attendance. A prospective purchaser shall be limited 
to 72 hours of use. All automobiles on temporary loan from a motor 
vehicle dealer to a high school for the purpose of student driver 
education shall be considered dealer demonstrator automobiles 
and may be issued an additional dealer license plate for each vehi¬ 
cle loaned to the student program. Dealer license plates issued for 
use on high school driver education vehicles shall be surrendered 
and returned to the official who issued the plates when the vehi¬ 
cles are returned to the dealership. 

“(d) Licensed motor vehicle dealers selling trucks or truck trac¬ 
tors with more than two axles on the power unit or a gross weight 
exceeding 26,000 pounds shall allow prospective purchasers to use 
dealer license plates for one payload trip only, and that use shall 
not exceed 72 hours. The dealer shall provide the prospective 
purchaser a permit fully describing the vehicle by make, model, 
year, and vehicle identification number. The permit shall contain 
the complete name and address of the dealership and of the 
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prospective customer and shall clearly indicate the date and time 
the permit was issued. The permit and dealer license plate shall be 
issued only for demonstration purposes, and shall not be issued by 
the dealer when a vehicle is loaned or rented to an operator for 
any other purpose. 

“(e) A licensed motor vehicle wholesaler may use dealer license 
plates on vehicles being offered for sale to licensed motor vehicle 
dealers. Dealer license plates may be used by the wholesaler to 
display, test, demonstrate, or transport vehicles within the whole¬ 
sale inventory. Dealer license plates shall not be used on service 
vehicles owned by the wholesaler. 

“(f) A licensed motor vehicle rebuilder or motor vehicle recondi¬ 
tioner may use dealer license plates in accordance with subsection 
(a) of Section 32-8-87. 

“(g) Any person acquiring dealer license plates as provided by 
this section shall be subject to audit by the Department of Revenue 
to determine the validity of the information contained in the 
dealer license plate applications, including the names and number 
of full-time salespersons, the number of motor vehicles sold at 
retail and at wholesale during the previous license year, and the 
number of dealer license plates procured. Any person who willfully 
provides a false statement on an application for dealer license 
plates shall be subject to a penalty imposed by the department of 
fifty dollars ($50) for each dealer license plate falsely acquired and 
each such tag shall be forfeited. The licensee may request an 
appeal under the provisions of Chapter 2A of this title for a 
forfeited dealer license plate. 

“(h) An additional administrative fee of three dollars ($3) shall 
be collected for each dealer license plate. The proceeds of the fee 
are continuously appropriated to the Department of Revenue for 
the sole purpose of enforcing the dealer licensing laws and the 
enforcement of the use of dealer license plates in accordance with 
this section, including salaries and the cost of operation of the 
department for the purpose of enforcing the dealer licensing laws 
and enforcement of the use of dealer plates for demonstration pur¬ 
poses. The expenditure of the sums appropriated shall be budgeted 
and allotted pursuant to Article 4 of Chapter 4 of Title 41, and lim¬ 
ited to the amount appropriated to defray the expenses of enforc¬ 
ing the dealer licensing laws for each fiscal year, incident to the 
administration of this section. 

“(i) Any manufacturer of private passenger automobiles, 
trucks, truck tractors, trailers, or manufactured homes who has 
manufacturing facilities located in this state, may procure license 
plates, at a cost of twenty-five dollars ($25) per plate. The word 
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“manufacturer” shall appear on the license plates. The license 
plates may be used for transporting and testing new vehicles or 
manufactured homes owned by the manufacturer. 

“(j) The proceeds of the fees levied by subsections (b), (h), and 
(i) shall not be subject to proration. 

“(k) Any person to whom license plates are issued under this 
section, upon forfeiture of his or her license under Section 
40-12-390 et seq., or upon discontinuing business, shall surrender 
to the Department of Revenue all license plates so issued. 

“(1) Dealer or manufacturer license plates may not be used in 
lieu of regular issued license plates as a means of avoiding the reg¬ 
istration and ad valorem tax requirements of Chapter 12 of this 
title. Any person who willfully violates this section of law shall be 
subject to a Department of Revenue penalty of not less than one 
hundred dollars ($100) and not more than three hundred dollars 
($300) for each violation.” 

Section 4. Sections 40-12-266 and 40-12-261, Code of 
Alabama, 1975 are hereby repealed in their entirety. 

Section 5. The provisions of this act are severable. If any 
part of this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such decla¬ 
ration shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 6. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
act are hereby repealed. 

Section 7. This act shall become effective January 1, 1998, 
upon its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its other¬ 
wise becoming a law.

Tu amend Section 17-4-156, Code of Alabama 1975, to provide further for the 
working days of certain county boards of registrars. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Section 17-4-156 of the Code of Alabama 1975, is 
amended to read as follows: 


§17-4-156. 
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“(a) Each member of the board of registrars in the Counties of 
Chambers, Clay, Cleburne, Coosa, Dallas, Escambia, Geneva, 
Henry, Lawrence, Lowndes, Perry, Sumter, and Wilcox may meet 
a maximum of 120 working days each fiscal year beginning 
October 1, 1984, and thereafter; each member of the board of regis¬ 
trars in the Counties of Barbour, Blount, Butler, Covington, 
Fayette, Greene, Lee, Marengo, Pickens, Pike, Randolph, 
Talladega, and Winston may meet a maximum of 168 working 
days each fiscal year beginning October 1, 1984, and thereafter, 
except in the Counties of Lee and Pike each board of registrars 
may meet up to an additional 30 session days each fiscal year, at 
the discretion of the chairman of the county commission, beginning 
October 1, 1985, and thereafter and such days shall be paid from 
the respective county funds; each member of the board of regis¬ 
trars in Tallapoosa County may meet a maximum of 220 working 
days each fiscal year beginning October 1, 1994, and thereafter; 
each member of the board of registrars in the Counties of Dale, 
Franklin, Houston, Marion, Marshall, Bullock, Macon, and 
Tuscaloosa may meet a maximum of 216 working days each fiscal 
year beginning October 1, 1984, and thereafter; and each member 
of the boards of registrars in the Counties of DeKalb, Elmore, 
Limestone, Russell, and Shelby may meet a maximum of 167 
working days each fiscal year beginning October 1, 1984, and 
thereafter. 

“(b) In the Counties of Choctaw, Coffee, Colbert, Cullman, 
Lauderdale, and Monroe, each member of the board of registrars 
may meet a maximum of 199 working days each fiscal year begin¬ 
ning October 1, 1984, and thereafter. 

“(c) Each member of the board of registrars of Etowah, 
Autauga, Jackson, and Bibb Counties may meet a maximum of 
187 working days each fiscal year. Each member of the board of 
registrars of Walker County may meet a maximum of 180 days 
each fiscal year and each member of the board of registrars of 
Lamar, Cherokee, Clarke, Conecuh, Crenshaw, Hale, and 
Washington Counties may meet a maximum of 140 days each 
fiscal year. 

“(d) Each member of the board of registrars in the Counties of 
Baldwin, Calhoun, Chilton, Madison, Mobile, Montgomery, 
St. Clair, and Morgan are authorized to meet not more than five 
days each week for the purpose of carrying out their official duties.

Pursuant to the Alabama Sunset Law, the sunset 
committee recommends the continuance of the State Board of 
Heating and Air Conditioning, with the additional recommenda¬ 
tion for statutory change as set out in Section 3 of this act. 

Section 2. The existence and functioning of the State Board 
of Heating and Air Conditioning, created and functioning pursuant 
to Sections 34-31-1 to 34-31-34, inclusive, Code of Alabama 1975, 
is continued, and those code sections are expressly preserved. 

Section 3. Section 34-31-20 of the Code of Alabama 1975, is 
amended to read as follows: 


§34-31-20. 
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“(a) There is hereby created the board of heating and air condi¬ 
tioning contractors. The board shall consist of seven members, who 
shall be subject to confirmation by the Senate and whose initial 
appointments shall be effective as of July 1, 1982 as follows: One 
member shall be appointed by the governor for an initial term of 
one year, and must be a mechanical engineer; one member shall be 
appointed by the governor for an initial term of four years and 
must be a heating and air conditioning contractor; one member 
shall be appointed by the lieutenant governor for an initial term of 
three years and must be a trade representative of equipment man¬ 
ufacturer or supplier; one member shall be appointed by the gover¬ 
nor for an initial term of three years and must be a consumer from 
the general public; one member shall be appointed by the speaker 
of the house of representatives for an initial term of two years and 
must be a trade representative of service, repair parts industry; 
one member shall be appointed by the lieutenant governor for an 
initial term of two years, and must be a representative from 
county or local inspection services department; and one member 
shall be appointed by the speaker of the house of representatives 
for an initial term of three years, and must be a consumer from the 
general public. Their successors, who shall be appointed by the 
same respective appointing authorities, and must possess the 
same respective occupational qualifications, shall each serve not 
more than two consecutive terms of office of four years each and 
until their successors are appointed and qualified.

Section 2. The existence and functioning of the Alabama 
Securities Commission, created and functioning pursuant to 
Sections 8-6-50 to 8-6-60, inclusive, Code of Alabama 1975, is con¬ 
tinued, and those code sections are expressly preserved. 

Section 3. Section 8-6-51 of the Code of Alabama 1975, is 
amended to read as follows: 

“§8-6-51. 

“(a) The Securities Commission shall consist of the Attorney 
General of Alabama, the State Superintendent of Banks, the State 
Superintendent of Insurance and four other members appointed bv 
the Governor by and with the advice and consent of the senate. 
Two appointed members shall be members of the Alabama Bar 
Association appointed from a list of three nominees for each posi¬ 
tion submitted by the bar association, and the other two appointed 
members shall be certified public accountants appointed from a 
list of three nominees for each position submitted by the Alabama 
Society of Certified Public Accountants. The membership of the 
commission shall be inclusive and reflect the racial, gender, geo¬ 
graphic, urban/rural, and economic diversity of the state.

“(c) It is unlawful for any member of the commission, the direc¬ 
tor or any other officer or employee of the commission to use for 
personal benefit any information which is filed with or obtained by 
the director and which is not made public. No provision of this 
article authorizes any member of the commission, the director or 
any other officer or employee of the commission to disclose any 
such information except among themselves or when necessary or 
appropriate in a proceeding or investigation under this article.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. There are created two additional circuit judge- 
ships for the Tenth Judicial Circuit, Birmingham Division, which 
shall be designated judgeship numbers 26 and 27 and an addi¬ 
tional district judgeship for the Family Court of Jefferson County, 
Birmingham Division, which shall be designated judgeship num¬ 
ber 8. District judgeship number 8 shall be assigned to the Family 
Court Division of Jefferson County, Birmingham Division; and cir¬ 
cuit judgeship numbers 26 and 27 shall serve in the Criminal 
Division of Jefferson County, Birmingham Division. 

Section 2. If Judgeship number 26 for the circuit court has 
been precleared under Section o of the Voting Rights Act of 1365, 
42 U.S.C., §1973c, prior to the opening of candidate qualifying pre¬ 
ceding the 1998 primary election, the judgeship shall be filled at 
the general election in 1998. If the judgeships have not been pre¬ 
cleared at least 60 days prior to the opening of candidate qualify¬ 
ing preceding the 1998 primary election, the judgeship shall be 
filled at the next general election after preclearance. 

Section 3. Judgeship number 27 for the circuit court and 
judgeship number 8 for the district court shall be filled at the gen¬ 
eral election held in the year 2000, provided, however, that they 
have been precleared under Section 5 of the Voting Rights Act of 
1965, 42 U.S.C., §1973c, at least 60 days prior to the opening of 
the candidate qualifying preceding the year 2000 primary election. 
If the judgeship has not been precleared at least 60 days prior to 
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the opening of the candidate qualifying preceding the primary 
election of the year 2000, the judgeship shall be filled at the next 
general election after preclearance. If one of these new judgeships 
is not approved under Section 5 of the Voting Rights Act of 1965 
prior to the primary election of the year 2000, such failure shall 
not delay the election of the other judgeship for which preclear¬ 
ance has been obtained. 

Section 4. The judges filling the new judgeships herein pro¬ 
vided shall be elected for the same term of office as other judges 
are elected in the state as provided by Section 6.14 and 
Amendment 328 of the Constitution of Alabama of 1901, and shall 
have and exercise all the jurisdiction, power, rights and authority 
and shall possess all the qualifications, perform all of the duties, 
and shall be subject to all of the responsibilities and duties of the 
office to which the other circuit and district judges of the division 
are subject.

1975, to further provide for the dollar amount of the jurisdiction of the small claims 
docket of the district court. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Section 12-11-30, Code of Alabama 1975, as last 
amended by Act No. 95-606 of the 1995 Regular Session, and 
Section 12-12-31, Code of Alabama 1975, are amended to read as 
follows: 


§12-11-30. 
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“(1) CIVIL. — The circuit court shall have exclusive original 
jurisdiction of all civil actions in which the matter in controversy 
exceeds ten thousand dollars ($10,000), exclusive of interest and 
costs, and shall exercise original jurisdiction concurrent with the 
district court in all civil actions in which the matter in controversy 
exceeds three thousand dollars ($3,000), exclusive of interest and 
costs. 

“(2) CRIMINAL. — The circuit court shall have exclusive origi¬ 
nal jurisdiction of all felony prosecutions and of misdemeanor or 
ordinance violations which are lesser included offenses within a 
felony charge or which arise from the same incident as a felony 
charge; except, that the district court shall have concurrent juris¬ 
diction with the circuit court to receive pleas of guilty in felony 
cases not punishable by sentence of death. The circuit court may, 
on conviction of a defendant, upon a showing of inability to make 
immediate payment of fine and costs, continue the case from time 
to time to permit the fine and costs to be paid. 

“(3) APPELLATE. — The circuit court shall have appellate 
jurisdiction of civil, criminal, and juvenile cases in district court 
and prosecutions for ordinance violations in municipal courts, 
except in cases in which direct appeal to the courts of civil or crim¬ 
inal appeals is provided by law or rule. Appeals to the circuit court 
shall be tried de novo, with or without a jury, as provided by law. 

“(4) SUPERINTENDENCE OF DISTRICT, MUNICIPAL AND 
PROBATE COURTS. — The circuit court shall exercise a general 
superintendence over all district courts, municipal courts, and 
probate courts. 

“(5) CONTEMPTS. — The circuit court may punish contempts 
by fines not exceeding one hundred dollars ($100) and by imprison¬ 
ment not exceeding five days. The power of the circuit court to 
enforce its orders and judgements by determinations of civil con¬ 
tempt shall be unaffected by this section. 

“(6) GENERAL. — The circuit court shall have other powers as 
provided by law.” 

“§12-12-31. 

“(a) The district court shall exercise exclusive jurisdiction over 
all civil actions in which the matter in controversy, exclusive of 
interest and costs, does not exceed three thousand dollars ($3,000). 
These actions shall be placed on a small claims docket by each dis¬ 
trict court and shall be processed according to uniform rules of 
simplified civil procedure as may be promulgated by the supreme 
court. 
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“(b) A party, including an individual, partnership, or corpora¬ 
tion, may appear in cases on the small claims docket of district 
court with or without representation by an attorney. If a partner¬ 
ship appears without representation by an attorney, the person 
representing the partnership shall be a partner or employee of the 
partnership and if a corporation appears without representation 
by an attorney, the person representing the corporation shall be an 
officer or full-time employee of the corporation. 

“(c) No party shall seek or recover any judgment in a case on 
the small claims docket which includes an award of attorney fees 
unless the party is represented by a licensed attorney. 

“(d) No action shall be filed or prosecuted on the small claims 
docket by an assignee of the claim which is the subject matter of 
the action without being represented by a licensed attorney; nor 
shall any person, firm or corporation, excluding licensed attorneys, 
file or prosecute such an action on behalf of the original owner of 
the claim. 

“(e) No action may be filed or prosecuted on the small claims 
docket by any individual whose license to practice law, at the time 
of filing or prosecution, has been revoked, suspended, or otherwise 
impaired for disciplinary reasons by the Alabama board of bar 
commissioners or the Alabama supreme court. 

“(f) Notwithstanding any other provision of law, the docket fee 
for cases on the small claims docket in which the matter in contro¬ 
versy exceeds one thousand five hundred dollars ($1,500) shall be 
the same as the docket fee set for cases in the district court that 
are not small claims cases.”

confiscated or liquidated shall be deposited in the operating fund for the depart¬ 
ment; and to provide for supplemental effect. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Section 13A-10-38 of the Code of Alabama 1975, 
is amended to read as follows: 

“§13A-10-38. 

“(a) A person is guilty of promoting prison contraband in the 
third degree if the person does any of the following: 

“(1) He or she intentionally and unlawfully introduces within a 
detention facility, or provides an inmate with, any contraband or 
thing which the actor knows or should know it is unlawful to 
introduce or for the inmate to possess. 

“(2) Being a person confined in a detention facility, he or she 
intentionally and unlawfully makes, obtains, or possesses any 
contraband. 

“(3) He or she intentionally introduces within a state detention 
facility operated by the Department of Corrections, or provides an 
inmate in a state detention facility operated by the Department of 
Corrections with, any currency or coin which the actor knows or 
should know is unlawful to introduce or the possession of which is 
not authorized by an inmate by the written policy of the 
Department of Corrections. 

' (4) Being a person in the custody of the Department of 
Corrections, he or she obtains or possesses any currency or coin, 
the possession of which is not authorized by the written policy of 
the Department of Corrections. 

“(b) Promoting prison contraband in the third degree is a 
Class B misdemeanor.” 

Section 2. Any currency or coin contraband found on or in 
the possession of any inmate in any state detention facility oper¬ 
ated by the Department of Corrections, the possession of which is 
not authorized by the written policy of the Department of 
Corrections, shall be confiscated and liquidated after notice and a 
hearing as provided by departmental policy and the proceeds shall 
be deposited in the general operating fund of the department. 
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Section 3. The provisions of this act are severable. If any 
part of this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, that 
declaration shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 4. This act shall be supplemental to any laws relat- 
ing to prison contraband except to the extent of any conflict in 
which event the conflicting law shall be repealed. 

Section 5. The provisions of this act shall become effective 
90 days after passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its 
otherwise becoming law, and shall be construed prospectively from 
that date as to any occurrence which gives effect to this act.

SENATE JOINT RESOLUTION 

CREATING A JOINT INTERIM LEGISLATIVE COMMIT- 
TEE TO STUDY THE FEASIBILITY OF ESTABLISHING AND 
MAINTAINING A RURAL TRANSPORTATION SYSTEM. 

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, 
BOTH HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That the Joint 
Interim Legislative Committee to Study the Feasibility of 
Establishing and Maintaining a Rural Transportation System is 
created. The committee shall be composed of three members of 
each house, to be appointed by the presiding officer of each house. 
At its first meeting, the committee members shall elect a chairman 
and a vice-chairman from their membership. 

The committee shall study methods of providing rural trans¬ 
portation to the citizens of this state, and in particular to the 
elderly and disadvantaged. The goals of the committee shall 
include all of the following: 

1. Achieve the most cost-effective use of current federal, state, 
and local resources for specialized and rural transportation. 

2. Encourage local governments to take a more active role in 
the management and coordination of programs supporting special¬ 
ized and rural transportation. 

3. Facilitate adoption of administrative and management prac¬ 
tices in the implementation of federal and state programs which 
encourage coordination among service providers and increase 
access to specialized and rural transportation. 
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4. Facilitate the sharing of technical resources and information 
with recipients of federal and state assistance and with trans¬ 
portation providers. 

5. Determine the most efficient system of providing service, 
including consideration of private sector providers and use of com¬ 
petitive bidding. 

The Alabama Department of Transportation shall provide 
technical assistance and advise the committee. Upon request of 
the committee, other state agencies and entities, including, but not 
limited to, the Alabama Medicaid Agency, the Department of 
Human Resources, the Commission on Aging, the Alabama Kidney 
Foundation, the Department of Public Health, the Department of 
Mental Health and Mental Retardation, and the Department of 
Rehabilitation Services, shall provide technical assistance to the 
committee. 

Upon the request of the chair, the Secretary of the Senate and 
the Clerk of the House shall provide necessary clerical assistance 
for the work of the committee. The committee shall report its find¬ 
ings, conclusions, and recommendations to the Legislature not 
later than the 5th legislative day of the 1997 Regular Session, 
whereupon, the committee shall stand dissolved and discharged of 
any further duties and liabilities. Each member of the committee 
shall be entitled to his or her regular legislative compensation, his 
or her per diem, and travel expenses for each day he or she attends 
a meeting of the committee which shall be paid out of any funds 
appropriated to the use of the Legislature, upon warrants drawn 
on the State Comptroller upon requisitions signed by the chair of 
the committee.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . There is hereby appropriated to the Department 
of Public Health for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1997, the 
sum of $4,564,831 from the Education Trust Fund to be used as 
follows: 

(1) For funding Birmingham Regional Medical Services 
System, $345,100; 

(2) For funding East Alabama Emergency Medical Services, 
Inc., $345,100; 

(3) For funding North Alabama Emergency Medical Services 
Inc., $345,100; 

(4) For funding Southeast Alabama Emergency Medical 
Services, Inc., $345,100; 

(5) For funding Southwest Alabama Emergency Medical 
Services, Inc., $345,100; 

(6) For funding West Alabama Emergency Medical Services 
Inc. $345,100; 

(7) For funding special scientific studies and data records for 
emergency medical services providers to evaluate effectiveness of 
educational programs at all levels, and regional equipment and 
training grant funds for emergency medical services, $499,594; 
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(8) For improvement in emergency medical services through 
services offered at the state level, $215,722; 

(9) For emergency medical services education, $1,778,915 as 
provided in Section 3 herein. 

Section 2. The amounts appropriated under subsections (1) 
through (6) of Section 1 shall be used to fund contracted services to 
permit operation and maintenance of the agencies named and for 
the purchase of instructional supplies and new instructional 
equipment by those agencies. The amount appropriated under sub¬ 
section (7) of Section 1 that is not disbursed for the funding of spe¬ 
cial scientific studies and data records for emergency medical serv¬ 
ices providers to evaluate the effectiveness of educational 
programs at all levels shall be disbursed by contract with the 
regional agencies named for equipment and training grant funds 
and shall be placed in segregated accounts to be used exclusively 
for grants for reimbursement of the cost of equipment, tuition, and 
expenses for training by emergency medical services providers. 
Equipment and training grant funds shall be allocated to the agen¬ 
cies named based upon the following formula: 50 percent to be 
divided equally among the agencies named; 25 percent to be appor¬

The Alabama Emergency Medical Services 
Education Commission (hereinafter referred to as the 
Commission) shall direct the expenditure of the funds that are 
appropriated for such purpose by the Legislature by making 
grants to state junior colleges, state technical colleges, and other 
public institutions of higher learning for the purposes of providing 
emergency medical services education. For the fiscal year ending 
September 30, 1997, the Commission shall direct the expenditure 
of $1,778,915 for the purposes of this section. To be eligible for a 
grant from the Commission, an institution shall be certified by the 
Alabama Department of Public Health as having an emergency 
medical services primary education program whose graduates are 
eligible to be examined for state licensure as emergency medical 
technicians at the EMT-Basic, EMT-Intermediate, or EMT- 
Paramedic level or a combination thereof and shall be subject to 
all conditions that in the view of the Commission are necessary to 
assure that grant funds are expended for emergency medical 
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services education purposes. The Commission may require finan¬ 
cial statements as a condition of grant acceptance. 

Section 4. The provisions of this act are severable. If any 
part of this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such decla¬ 
ration shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 5. This act shall become effective on October 1, 
1996, after its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its 
otherwise becoming a law.

To amend Sections 5-18-10, 5-18-12, 5-18-15, 5-18-16, 5-18-17, and 5-18-21, 
Code of Alabama 1975, and to repeal Section 5-18-24, Code of Alabama 1975, relat¬ 
ing to the regulation and licensing of the small loan business; to provide for its 
operation and supervision; to provide for confidentiality of reports; to provide fur¬ 
ther for enforceability and liabilities of small loan contracts; to provide further for 
the promulgation and interpretation of regulations regarding small loans; and to 
change the penalty for violation. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Sections 5-18-10, 5-18-12, 5-18-15, 5-18-16, 
5-18-17, and 5-18-21, Code of Alabama 1975, are amended to read 
as follows: 


“§5-18-10. 

(a) Annual examinations of licensees. — At least once each 
year and at such other time as may be deemed necessary by the 
supervisor of the bureau of loans, an examination shall be made of 
the place of business of each licensee and of the loans, trans¬ 
actions, books, papers, and records of the licensee so far as they 
pertain to the business licensed under this chapter. As cost of 
examination, the licensee shall pay to the bureau of loans the 
actual cost of each examination, the amount of which shall be rea¬ 
sonably prescribed under rules and regulations promulgated by 
the superintendent of banks; provided, however, the cost for each 
day of examination by each examiner shall not exceed eight times 
the average hourly rate for auditing purposes as charged by three 
recognized certified public accountancy firms in the city of 
Montgomery, Alabama. In addition thereto, the licensee shall pay 
as per diem the amount authorized by law for state employees 
traveling inside the state in the service of the state. All such fees 
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shall be paid into the special fund set up by the state treasury pur¬ 
suant to Section 5-2A-20, and used in the supervision and exami¬ 
nation of licensees. 

“(b) Investigations. — For the purpose of discovering violations 
of this chapter or of securing information lawfully required here¬ 
under, the supervisor or his or her duly authorized representatives 
may at any time investigate the business and examine the books, 
accounts, papers, and records used therein of (1) any licensee, (2) 
any other person engaged in the business described in subsection 
(a) of Section 5-18-4 or participating in such business as principal, 
agent, broker, or otherwise and (3) any person who the supervisor 
has reasonable cause to believe is violating or is about to violate 
any provisions of this chapter, whether or not the person shall 
claim to be within the authority or beyond the scope of this chap¬ 
ter. For purposes of this section, any person who shall advertise 
for, solicit, or hold himself out as willing to make loan transactions 
in the amount or of the value of seven hundred forty-nine dollars 
($749) or less shall be presumed to be engaged in the business 
described in subsection (a) of Section 5-18-4. 

“(c) Access to records; witnesses. — For the purposes of this 
section, the supervisor or his or her duly authorized representa¬ 
tives shall have and be given free access to the offices and places of 
business, files, safes, and vaults of all such persons and may 
require the attendance of any person and to examine him or her 
under oath relative to the loans or the business or to the subject 
matter of any examination, investigation, or hearing. 

“(d) Cease and desist orders; injunctions; receivers. — 
Whenever the supervisor has reasonable cause to believe that any 
person is violating or is threatening to or intends to violate any 
provision of this chapter, he or she may in addition to all actions 
provided for in this chapter and in addition to ail other remedies 
that he or she may have at law and without prejudice thereto 
enter an order requiring such person to desist or to refrain from 
such violation, and an action may be brought on the relation of the 
attorney general or the supervisor to enjoin the person from 
engaging in or continuing the violation or from doing any act or 
acts in furtherance thereof. In any action, an order or judgment 
may be entered awarding the preliminary or final injunction as 
may be deemed proper. In addition to all other means provided by 
law for the enforcement of a restraining order or injunction, the 
court in which the action is brought shall have the power and 
jurisdiction to impound and to appoint a receiver for the property 
and business of the defendant, including books, papers, docu¬ 
ments, and records pertaining thereto or so much thereof as the 
court may deem reasonably necessary to prevent violations of this 
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chapter through or by means of the use of the property and busi¬ 
ness. The receiver, when appointed and qualified, shall have such 
powers and duties as to custody, collection, administration, wind¬ 
ing up and liquidation of the property and business as shall from 
time to time be conferred upon him by the court. 

(e) Reports of examinations and investigations of the supervi¬ 
sor, and the books and records of licensees are to be held strictly 
confidential, and may not be produced, reproduced, or otherwise 
made available by the State Banking Department to any persons 
other than those within the State Banking Department unless 
pursuant to a lawfully issued subpoena. This subsection does not 
a PPly to disclosures in proceedings brought by the supervisor pur¬ 
suant to this chapter. 

"§5-18-12. 

(a) Rules, regulations, and orders. — The supervisor shall 
have authority to make reasonable rules, regulations, and orders 
for the administration and enforcement of this chapter, in addition 
hereto and not inconsistent herewith. The regulation or order shall 
be referenced to the section or sections of the chapter which set 
forth the legislative standard which it interprets or to which it 
applies. Every regulation shall be promulgated by an order, and 
any ruling, demand, requirement or similar administrative act 
may be promulgated by an order. Every order shall be in writing, 
shall state its effective date and the date of its promulgation and 
shall be entered in an indexed permanent book which shall be a 
public record. A copy of every order promulgating a regulation and 
of every other order containing a requirement of general applica¬ 
tion shall be mailed to each licensee at least 10 days before the 
effective date thereof. The failure of a licensee to receive a copy of 
the regulations shall not exempt him from the duty of compliance 
with the valid regulations lawfully issued. 

“(b) Certified copies of official documents, — On application of 
any person and payment of the costs thereof, the supervisor shall 
furnish, under his or her seal and signed by him or her or his or 
her deputy a certified copy of any license, regulation or order. In 
any court or proceeding, the copy shall be prima facie evidence of 
the fact of the issuance of the license, regulation or order. 

(c) As set forth in Section 5-19-21, the supervisor may promul¬ 
gate reasonable rules and regulations, consistent with the laws of 
this state, as may be necessary to carry out the provisions of 
Chapter 18 of Title 5, and issue written interpretations of con¬ 
sumer finance laws and regulations. The courts of this state shall 
ppply each regulation that becomes effective and each written 
interpretation that is issued under this subsection, unless the 
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regulation or interpretation is found to be arbitrary and capri¬ 
cious, outside the supervisor’s statutory authority, or violative of 
the Constitution of Alabama of 1901. Any licensee whose practices 
are consistent with any regulation or written interpretation shall 
not be liable for any violation of this chapter, even though the rule, 
or interpretation thereof, is ruled invalid for any reason by a court 
of competent jurisdiction.

“(a) Maximum rates of interest and charge. — Every licensee 
under this chapter may contract for and receive as interest on any 
loan of money not exceeding seven hundred forty-nine dollars 
($749) an amount at a rate not exceeding three percent a month on 
that part of the unpaid principal balance not in excess of two hun¬ 
dred dollars ($200), two percent a month on that part of the 
unpaid principal balance in excess of two hundred dollars ($200) 
but not exceeding seven hundred forty-nine dollars ($749). 

“(b) Charges on loans of seventy-five dollars ($75) or less. 

On a cash advance of seventy-five dollars ($75) or less a licensee 
may charge, in lieu of the charges specified in subsection (a) of this 
section, not in excess of one dollar ($1) for each five dollars ($5) of 
cash advanced to the borrower, up to the amount of seventy-five 
dollars ($75), and a period of at least 15 days must be allowed for 
the repayment of each five dollars ($5) of the cash advanced. The 
charges cannot be assessed by any subterfuge or device on any 
loan over seventy-five dollars ($75) or on any balance of seventy- 
five dollars or less when the original cash advanced was greater 
than seventy-five dollars ($75). 

“(c) Method of computing charges. 

“(1) Interest or charges on loans made under this chapter shall 
rinriijAfQjj discounted, or received in advance 
pounded, "but the rate of charge authorized by this section may be 
precomputed as provided in subdivision (2) of this subsection. 

“For the purpose of this section, one month shall be that period 
of time from any date in a month to a corresponding date in the 
next month and, if there is not a corresponding date, then to the 
next day of the next month, and a day shall be considered one thir¬ 
tieth of a month when computation is made for a fraction of a 
month. 

“(2) When the loan contract requires repayment in substan¬ 
tially equal and consecutive monthly installments of principal and 
charges or interest combined, the charges or interest may be 
precomputed at the agreed monthly or periodic rate not in excess 
of that provided for in subsection (a) or (b) of this section on 
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scheduled unpaid principal balances according to the terms of the 
contract and added to the principal of the loan. Every payment 
may be applied to the combined total of principal and precomputed 
c arge until the contract is fully paid. The acceptance or payment 
of charges on loans made under the provisions of this subsection 
shall not be deemed to constitute payment, deduction or receipt 
thereof in advance nor compounding under subdivision (1) above. 

“(d) Refunds. 

“(1) When any loan contract is paid in full by cash, a new loan 
renewal, or otherwise one month or more before the final install¬ 
ment date, the licensee shall refund or credit the borrower with 
that portion of the total charges which shall be due the borrower 
as determined by schedules prepared under the rule of 
seventy-eighths or sum of the digits principle as follows: The 
amount of the refund or credit shall be as great a proportion of the 
total charges originally contracted for as the sum of the periodic 
time balances of the contract scheduled to follow the date of pre¬ 
payment bears to the sum of all the periodic time balances of the 
contract, both sums to be determined according to the payment 
schedule originally contracted for. 

“(2) If the loan contract is not prepaid in full but becomes par- 
tially prepaid in an amount equal to three or more installments, 
the licensee shall reduce the balance due by the amount that 
would be required to be refunded for prepayment in full on the 
date of the partial prepayment and compute charges as payments 
are made thereafter in the manner prescribed in subdivision (1) of 
subsection (c) of this section, or the licensee may with the consent 
of the borrower reschedule the remaining installments and pre- 
compute charges as prescribed in subdivision (2) of subsection (c) 
or this section. 

(e) Default or extension charges. — If the contract so provides, 
when a scheduled payment is in default or delinquent for 10 or 
more days, the licensee may charge and collect an additional late 
charge not to exceed the greater of ten dollars ($10) or five percent 
of the amount of the scheduled payment in default. Each of the 
ate charges permitted under this subsection may be collected only 
once on any scheduled payment, regardless of the period during 
which the payment remains in default or is delinquent. It is the 
intent of this subsection that if the payment date of all wholly 
unpaid installments is deferred or extended one or more full 
months and the contract so provides, the licensee may charge and 
collect a deferment or default charge only on the installment which 
is delinquent at the date the contract is extended or deferred. 
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“(f) Rules and regulations. — In the addition to the general 
authority granted to him by subsection (a) of Section 5-18-12, the 
supervisor may make such rules and regulations as he or she may 
deem necessary or advisable to insure that rebates, default 
charges, and deferment charges are so computed, paid to or col¬ 
lected from borrowers that the total charges collected by licensees 
under subdivision (2) of subsection (c) of this section are substan¬ 
tially equivalent to charges authorized to be collected by licensees 
under subsection (a) or (b) of this section. 


“(g) Recording fees. — The licensee may collect from the bor¬ 
rower the actual fees paid a public official or agency of the state for 
filing, recording, or releasing any instrument securing the loan. 


“(h) Further charges; splitting of contracts. — No further or 
other charges shall be directly or indirectly contracted for or 
received by any licensee, including insurance premiums of any 
kind, except those specifically authorized by this chapter. No 
licensee shall divide into separate parts any contract made for the 
purpose of or with the effect of obtaining charges in excess of those 
authorized by this section. All balances due to a licensee from any 
person as a borrower, or as an endorser, guarantor or surety for 
any borrower or otherwise, shall be considered a part of any loan 
being made by a licensee to the person for the purpose of comput¬ 
ing charges. 


“(i) Installment payments; contract period. — No licensee shall 
enter into any contract of loan under this chapter in which the bor¬ 
rower agrees to make any scheduled repayment of the cash 
advance more than 25 calendar months from the date of making 
the contract of loan.

“(j) Interest after due date of final installment. — Interest as 
provided in this section shall not accrue or be recovered or charged 
on any loan made under this chapter for any longer than six 
months after the due date of the final installment of principal or 
interest.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . The State Budget Officer shall allocate to the 
State Board of Education, the Board of Trustees of the Alabama 
Institute for Deaf and Blind, the Board of Youth Services 
Department District, the Alabama School of Fine Arts, and the 
Alabama School of Mathematics and Science, for disbursement to 
the employees thereof funds based on the following criteria. It is 
not the intent of the Legislature to make an appropriation in this 
act. 

(a) Certificated Personnel (K-12). For the fiscal year beginning 
October 1, 1996, and each year thereafter, each cell on the state 
salary matrix contained in the annual budget act for the public

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Education shall be paid in full to each person employed before the 
end of the applicable fiscal year as defined in Section 16-1-1, Code 
of Alabama 1975, as amended. 


(b) Extended Work. Employees on contracts which extend 
beyond 180 days shall be given a pro rata salary increment tor 
each day or partial day of work extending beyond 180 days. 

(c) Local Increment. Any cost-of-living adjustment and/or 
increase on the state salary matrix provided for m this act shall be 
exclusive of any local pay increase granted or due to the employee 
under provisions of the local Salary Schedule. 

(d) Reduced Pay. No employee shall be dismissed or have his 
or her work hours reduced or extended or have his or her salary 
reduced due to the provisions of any pay raise mandated by the 
Legislature or by the State Board of Education. 


(e) Community Education. Each Local Board of Education 
shall have the option to exclude from State mandated raises any 
Community Education or school sponsored child care or child 
enrichment program which is supplemental to the regular K- 
program required by the State (e.g. Extended-Day, Pre-school and 
Summer Enrichment Programs). 


(f) Adult Basic Education. All adult basic education program 
employees shall be given the cost-of-living adjustment increase 
provided for by this act. The local board of education shall transfer 
to the adult basic education fund sufficient monies to pay the lull 
cost of the salary increase provided in. 


Section 3. The Legislature by its passage of Act 95-314 
requires the phase out of hold haindea* funds to be couipieu*i m 
FY 1999 in scheduled increments over a four-year period. 
Notwithstanding the legally required phase down schedule, the 
Legislature recognizes that certain school systems desire a year to 
adjust to the required 4% pay increase for education personnel. 
For FY 1997 only, the State Department of Education may exclude 
2% of the amount of the pay raise included in the Foundation 
Program from the calculation of the hold harmless amount to be 
distributed from the Public School Fund. 


Section 4. The provisions of this act are severable. If any 
part of this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such decla¬ 
ration shall not affect the part which remains. 


Section 5. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
act are hereby repealed.

HOUSE JOINT RESOLUTION 

A RESOLUTION CREATING A JOINT LEGISLATIVE 
OVERSIGHT COMMITTEE ON COMMUNITY SERVICES 
GRANTS. 

WHEREAS, the Legislature has the constitutional duty to 
appropriate and safeguard taxpayers' money; and 

WHEREAS, the Legislature has recognized the need for com¬ 
munity services programs; and 

WHEREAS, the Legislature has recognized the purposes for 
which Alabama community services grants may be made in Code 
of Alabama 1975, Section 41-24-3 specifically as follows: 1) to 
enhance the education of the citizenry through activities, expendi¬ 
tures for capital improvements or equipment, that promote liter¬ 
acy, learning, arts appreciation, public health and mental health; 
2) to promote activities that provide human and social services 
which reduce the hardships of old age, poor health or poverty; 3) to 
promote the marketability, yield or quality of Alabama-produced 
agricultural commodities; and 4) to promote the preservation, 
restoration, development and propagation of Alabama’s natural 
resources, recreational facilities, environment, history, culture, 
transportation lanes, tourism, public safety, historic landmarks 
and buildings. 

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA 
BOTH HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That there is hereby 
created a Joint Legislative Oversight Committee on Community 
Services Grants. The committee shall consist of the Chair of the 
House Ways and Means Committee; the Chair of the Senate 
Finance and Taxation-Education Committee; the Chair of the 
Senate Committee on Economic Expansion and Trade; three mem¬ 
bers of the House Ways and Means Committee appointed by the 
Chair of the House Ways and Means Committee; one member of 
the Senate Finance and Taxation-Education Committee appointed 
by the Chair of the Senate Finance and Taxation-Education 
Committee; and one member of the Senate Committee on 
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Economic Expansion and Trade appointed by the Chair of the 
Senate Committee on Economic Expansion and Trade. The State 
Superintendent of Education and State Finance Director shall 
serve in an advisory capacity. The committee shall hold its organi¬ 
zational meeting within thirty days after the adjournment of the 
1996 Regular Session of the Legislature. The committee shall meet 
at the call of the Chair or any majority of members thereof; pro¬ 
vided, that the committee shall meet at least once each four 
months. The committee shall exist through September 30, 1997 
and may meet, act and conduct its business during the sessions of 
the Legislature or any recess thereof, and in the interim period 
between sessions. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That the Secretary of the 
Senate, the Clerk of the House of Representatives, the Legislative 
Reference Service, the Legislative Fiscal Office and the Examiners 
of Public Accounts shall provide any assistance as may be neces¬ 
sary at the committee’s request. Each member of the committee 
shall be entitled to his or her regular legislative compensation, his 
or her per diem and travel expenses for each day he or she attends 
a meeting of the committee which shall be paid out of any funds 
appropriated for the use of the Legislature, upon warrants drawn 
on the state comptroller upon requisitions signed by the commit¬ 
tee’s chair; provided, however, that members shall not receive 
additional legislative compensation or per diem when the 
Legislature is in session but they shall receive their travel 
expenses for all meetings attended. The maximum amount 
expended for the expenses of members of the committee under the 
provisions of this resolution shall not exceed ten thousand dollars 
($10,000) annually. 

RESOLVED FURTHER, That it shall be the duty of the com¬ 
mittee prior to December 31,1996, to review applications and 
jointly with the State Superintendent of Education approve any 
community services grants made from any funds appropriated to 
the committee by the Legislature for the purpose of awarding com¬ 
munity services grants. However, if the State Superintendent of 
Education does not approve any community services grant 
approved by the committee, it may override his action by a 
three-fourths vote of the committee members. All education Trust 
Fund money must be used for K-12 Education projects. The com¬ 
mittee is hereby authorized to become a grant-making agency and 
to receive and distribute any appropriations made by the 
Legislature to the committee for the community service grant pro¬ 
gram pursuant to Chapter 24 of Title 41 of the Code of Alabama 
1975, as amended. The committee shall evaluate grant proposals 
based on the relevance of such proposals to the purposes for which 
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such grants shall be made; the extent to which such grant proposal 
advances the program objective(s) of the grant-making agency; the 
ability of the grant recipient to fulfill the objectives of the grant 
proposal; the extent to which the grant proposal can benefit the 
greatest number of citizens, without excluding any geographic 
regions of the state. All of the above information may be ascer¬ 
tained by appropriate measures, which shall include interviews, 
audits, public hearings and recommendations by members of the 
Legislature. It shall also be the duty of the committee to ensure 
that, of any appropriations received by the committee, a minimum 
of the equivalent of 0.4% of such appropriations shall be dis¬ 
tributed to each House District and 1.2% of such appropriations 
shall be distributed to each Senate District. 

RESOLVED FURTHER, That the committee shall make an 
annual report to members of the Legislature no later than the sev¬ 
enth legislative day of the 1997 and 1998 regular sessions detail¬ 
ing any and all community services grants awarded.

Providing for distinctive motor vehicle license tags or plates to honor cattle 
producers; prescribing the fees for the tags or plates; providing for the disposition of 
the net proceeds from the fees; and providing for a delayed effective date. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Upon application to the judge of probate or 
license commissioner, compliance with motor vehicle registration 
and licensing laws, payment of regular fees required by law for 
license tags or plates for private passenger or pleasure motor vehi¬ 
cles, and payment of an additional annual fee of fifty dollars ($50), 
owners of motor vehicles who are residents of Alabama shall be 
issued distinctive “Alabama Cattlemen’s Foundation” license tags 
and plates. These tags or plates shall be valid for five years, and 
may then be replaced with either conventional, personalized, or 
new “Alabama Cattlemen’s Foundation” tags or plates. Payment of 
required license fees and taxes for the years during which a new 
tag or plate is not issued shall be evidenced as provided for in 
Section 32-6-63 of the Code of Alabama 1975. The Alabama 
Cattlemen’s Foundation shall design, or have designed, the 
Alabama Cattlemen’s Foundation tags or plates which design shall 
be approved by the Alabama Department of Revenue.

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“(b) The department may issue a six-month permit to a facility 
for child care to allow such facility reasonable time to become eligi¬ 
ble for a full license; provided, however, that no such six-month 
permit shall be issued to a foster family home. 

“(c) Notwithstanding any other provision of law to the con¬ 
trary, when a child is taken into the department’s foster care or 
custody on an emergency basis, or when there is a disruption or 
imminent disruption in a current foster care placement requiring 
placement elsewhere, and a prospective foster home is available, 
the department or licensed child-placing agency may conduct a 
preliminary inspection of the home and issue a provisional 
approval of the home. The provisional approval shall continue in 
effect for no more than six months and is nonrenewable. A provi¬ 
sional approval may be denied or revoked by the department at 
any time for failure to meet minimum standards set by the depart¬ 
ment or for any reason set forth in Section 38-7-8.”

Section 1 . Section 7-4-406 of the Code of Alabama 1975, is 
amended to read as follows: 

“§7-4-406. 

(a) A bank that sends or makes available to a customer a 
statement of account showing payment of items for the account 
shall either return or make available to the customer the items 
paid or provide information in the statement of account sufficient 
to allow the customer reasonably to identify the items paid. The 
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statement of account provides sufficient information if the item is 
described by item number, amount, and date of payment. 

“(b) If the items are not returned to the customer, the person 
retaining the items shall either retain the items or, if the items are 
destroyed, maintain the capacity to furnish legible copies of the 
items until the expiration of seven years after receipt of the items. 
A customer may request an item from the bank that paid the item, 
and that bank must provide in a reasonable time either the item 
or, if the item has been destroyed or is not otherwise obtainable, a 
legible copy of the item. 

“(c) If a bank sends or makes available a statement of account 
or items pursuant to subsection (a), the customer must exercise 
reasonable promptness in examining the statement or the items to 
determine whether any payment was not authorized because of an 
alteration of an item or because a purported signature by or on 
behalf of the customer was not authorized. If, based on the state¬ 
ment or items provided, the customer should reasonably have dis¬ 
covered the unauthorized payment, the customer must promptly 
notify the bank of the relevant facts. 

“(d) If the bank proves that the customer failed, with respect to 
an item, to comply with the duties imposed on the customer by 
subsection (c), the customer is precluded from asserting against 
the bank: 

“(1) The customer’s unauthorized signature or any alteration 
on the item, if the bank also proves that it suffered a loss by rea¬ 
son of the failure; and 

“(2) The customer’s unauthorized signature or alteration by 
the same wrongdoer on any other item paid in good faith by the 
bank if the payment was madt; before the bank received notice 
from the customer of the unauthorized signature or alteration and 
after the customer had been afforded a reasonable period of time, 
not exceeding 30 days, in which to examine the item or statement 
of account and notify the bank. 

“(e) If subsection (d) applies and the customer proves that the 
bank failed to exercise ordinary care in paying the item and that 
the failure substantially contributed to loss, the loss is allocated 
between the customer precluded and the bank asserting the 
preclusion according to the extent to which the failure of the cus¬ 
tomer to comply with subsection (c) and the failure of the bank to 
exercise ordinary care contributed to the loss. If the customer 
proves that the bank did not pay the item in good faith, the preclu¬ 
sion under subsection (d) does not apply. 
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“(f) Without regard to care or lack of care of either the cus¬ 
tomer or the bank, a customer who does not within 180 days after 
the statement and the items or a legible copy or image of the items 
are sent to the customer, or within one year after the statement or 
items are otherwise made available to the customer (subsection 
(a)) discover and report the customer’s unauthorized signature on 
or any alteration on the item is precluded from asserting against 
the bank the unauthorized signature or alteration. Without regard 
to care or lack of care of either the customer or the bank, a cus¬ 
tomer who does not within one year after the statement or items 
are sent or made available to the customer, discover and report 
any alteration on the back of the item or any unauthorized 
endorsement is precluded from asserting against the bank any 
such alteration or unauthorized endorsement. If there is a preclu¬ 
sion under this subsection, the payor bank may not recover for 
breach of warranty under Section 7-4-208 with respect to the 
unauthorized signature or alteration to which the preclusion 
applies.”

To amend Section 13A-11-8, Code of Alabama 1975, relating to harassment or 
harassing communications, to further define harassment. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Section 13A-11-8, Code of Alabama 1975, is 
amended to read as follows: 

“§13A-ll-8. 

“(a)(1) Harassment. — A person commits the crime of harass¬ 
ment if, with intent to harass, annoy, or alarm another person, he 
or she: 

a. Strikes, shoves, kicks, or otherwise touches a person or sub¬ 
jects him or her to physical contact. 
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“b. Directs abusive or obscene language or makes an obscene 
gesture towards another person. 

“(2) For purposes of this section, harassment shall include a 
threat, verbal or nonverbal, made with the intent to carry out the 
threat, that would cause a reasonable person who is the target of 
the threat to fear for his or her safety. 

“(3) Harassment is a Class C misdemeanor. 

“(b)(1) Harassing communications. — A person commits the 
crime of harassing communications if, with intent to harass or 
alarm another person, he or she: 

“a. Communicates with a person, anonymously or otherwise, 
by telephone, telegraph, mail, or any other form of written or elec¬ 
tronic communication, in a manner likely to harass or cause 
alarm. 

“b. Makes a telephone call, whether or not a conversation 
ensues, with no purpose of legitimate communication. 

“c. Telephones another person and addresses to or about such 
other person any lewd or obscene words or language. 

“Nothing in this section shall apply to legitimate business tele¬ 
phone communications.

To amend Section 12-15-71, Code of Alabama 1975, to require that under cer¬ 
tain conditions a court order a juvenile to attend an alternative school if the juve¬ 
nile is found to be delinquent and is committed to a juvenile detention facility or to 
the Department of Youth Services, but the juvenile detention facility or the 
Department of Youth Services is unable to take the juvenile due to a lack of space; 
to provide for a court to order a juvenile who has been certified by the juvenile 
court as an adult to attend an alternative school; to provide that the juvenile court 
may release an order requiring the juvenile attend an alternative school to the 
appropriate board of education; and to provide that a juvenile age 16 or over 
charged as an adult or with distribution of a controlled substance would be 
assigned to an alternative school. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 
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Section 1. Section 12-15-71 of the Code of Alabama 1975, is 
amended to read as follows: 

“§12-15-71. 

“(a) If a child is found to be dependent, the court may make 
any of the following orders of disposition to protect the welfare of 
the child: 

“(1) Permit the child to remain with the child’s parents, 
guardian, or other custodian, subject to conditions and limitations 
as the court may prescribe. 

“(2) Place the child under protective supervision as herein pro¬ 
vided or under the supervision of the Department of Human 
Resources. 

“(3) Transfer legal custody to any of the following: 

“a. The Department of Human Resources; provided, that the 
department is equipped to care for the child. 

“b. A local public child-placing agency or private organization 
or facility willing and able to assume the education, care, and 
maintenance of the child and which is licensed by the Department 
of Human Resources or otherwise authorized by law to receive and 
provide care for the child. 

“c. A relative or other individual who, after study by the 
Department of Human Resources, is found by the court to be quali¬ 
fied to receive and care for the child. 

“(4) Make such other order as the court in its discretion shall 
deem to be for the welfare and best interests of the child. 

“(5) In appropriate cases, award permanent custody to the 
Department of Human Resources nr to a licensed child placing 
agency with termination of parental rights and authorization to 
place for adoption, without appointing a legal guardian or 
guardian of the person, or award temporary custody to the same 
without appointing a legal custodian or guardian or guardian of 
the person. 

“(6) There shall be a rebuttable presumption that children can¬ 
not be removed from custody of parents solely because of a need for 
emergency housing. 

“(b) Unless a child found dependent shall also be found to be 
delinquent, the child shall not be committed to or confined in an 
institution established for the care and rehabilitation of delin¬ 
quent children or detention facility. Nothing in this subsection 
shall be construed to prohibit the placement of dependent children 
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in any other residential facility as defined in subdivision (22) of 
Section 12-15-1. 

(c) If a child is found to be delinquent or in need of supervi¬ 
sion, the court may make any of the following orders or disposi¬ 
tions for the child’s supervision, care, and rehabilitation: 

“(1) Permit the child to remain with the child’s parents, 
gnardian, or other custodian, subject to the conditions and limita¬ 
tions the court may prescribe. 

“(2) Place the child on probation under conditions and limita¬ 
tions the court may prescribe. 

(3) Transfer legal custody to any of the following: 

a. The Department of Youth Services, with or without a com¬ 
mitment order to a specific institution. 

b. In the case of a child in need of supervision, the Depart¬ 
ment of Youth Services, or the Department of Human Resources. 

“c. A local, public, or private agency, organization, or facility 
willing and able to assume the education, care, and maintenance 
of the child and which is licensed or otherwise authorized by law to 
receive and provide care for children. 

“d. A relative or other individual who, after study by the pro¬ 
bation services, is found by the court to be qualified to receive and 
care for the child. 

“(4) Make any other order as the court in its discretion shall 
deem to be for the welfare and best interests of the child, including 
random drug screens, assessment of fines not to exceed two hun¬ 
dred fifty dollars ($250), and restitution against the parent, 
guardian, or child, as the court deems appropriate. Costs for 
court-ordered drug screening may be ordered paid for by the state 
out,of moneys appropriated as “court costs not otherwise provided 
for.” Any costs for drug screening recouped by order of court for 
drug screening shall be paid to the state general fund. 

(5) Direct the parent or custodian of the child to perform such 
reasonable acts as are deemed necessary to promote the best inter¬ 
est of the child. 

“(d) No child by virtue of a disposition under this section shall 
be committed or transferred to a penal institution or other facility 
used for the execution of sentences of persons convicted of a crime. 

(e) No child found to be in need of supervision, unless also 
found to be delinquent, shall be committed to or placed in an insti¬ 
tution or facility established for the care and rehabilitation of 
delinquent children unless the court finds upon a further hearing 
that the child is not amenable to treatment or rehabilitation under 
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any prior disposition or unless the child is again alleged to be a 
child in need of supervision and the court, after hearing, so finds. 

“(f) When a delinquent child is committable to an institution or 
agency for the mentally retarded or mentally ill, the court shall 
proceed as provided in Section 12-15-70 rather than committing to 
an institution or facility for the care and rehabilitation of 
delinquent children. 

“(g) Whenever the court vests legal custody in an agency or 
department, it shall transmit with the order copies of the clinical 
reports, predisposition study, and other information it has 
pertinent to the care and treatment of the child. 

"(h)(1) Regardless of the nature of the petition or allegation, 
when evidence is presented to the court that a child is at imminent 
risk of an out-of-home placement or a placement in a more restric¬ 
tive environment as a result of the conditions of emotional distur¬ 
bance, behavior disorder, mental retardation, mental illness, 
dependency, chemical dependency, education deficits, lack of 
supervision, delinquency, physical illness or disability, or any com¬ 
bination thereof, and if such conditions require the services of two 
or more agencies pursuant to Section 12-15-1(19), the juvenile 
court shall refer the child to the county children’s services facilita¬ 
tion team for assessment and recommendations unless a current 
facilitation team plan is available to the court. Within 21 days of 
receipt of the referral, the county children’s services facilitation 
team shall present to the court a preliminary plan of services 
addressing the needs of the child and the respective responsibili¬ 
ties of agencies composing this team. Upon receipt of these prelim¬ 
inary recommendations, the juvenile court may adjudge the child 
as a “multiple needs child” and in accordance with the county chil¬ 
dren’s services facilitation team plan, unless the court finds it not 
in thp beet interest of the child, order the use of any dispositional 
alternative or service available for dependent or delinquent chil¬ 
dren or children-in-need-of-supervision, children who are emotion¬ 
ally disturbed, mentally retarded, or mentally ill, or children who 
need specialized educational services, or children who need health 
services, or any combination thereof.

“(2) No child, unless alleged or adjudicated delinquent, may be 
placed in detention facilities established primarily for delinquents. 
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(3) The juvenile court shall determine the appropriate custo¬ 
dial entity, based on the child’s characteristics of behavior and 
type of treatment needed and in accord, as far as possible, with the 
provisions of this chapter for vesting legal custody in an entity, 
person, or department of a child determined to be dependent, in 
need of supervision, delinquent, mentally ill, or mentally retarded. 
Nothing in this subsection, however, shall require an order of com¬ 
mitment for a child to (i) receive services or (ii) be placed in the 
custody of a state agency or department as an adjudicated multi¬ 
ple needs child. It shall be the duty of probation services, and the 
Departments of Education, Youth Services, Mental Health and 
Mental Retardation, Public Health, and Human Resources to pro¬ 
vide services both at an in-home, community, or residential setting 
for multiple needs children when ordered by the court. 

“(4) The juvenile court may appoint a guardian ad litem for a 
multiple needs child. 

“(5) The provisions of subdivisions (h)(1), (2), (3), and (4) which 
require new or additional services beyond those already provided 
by the agencies are mandated only to the extent that additional 
funds are appropriated to the State Multiple Needs Children Fund 
to implement its provisions. The Departments of Human 
Resources, Mental Health and Mental Retardation, Youth 
Services, and Education along with juvenile probation services 
shall develop a program of services for multiple needs children. 
Nothing in the provisions relating to multiple needs children shall 
prohibit or restrict departments or agencies charged with the duty 
of providing services for children and families from working coop¬ 
eratively and providing financial assistance to address needs 
which have been identified prior to a case being referred to a chil¬ 
dren’s services facilitation team. 

“(i) When a child is placed in the custody of the Department of 
Human Resources, Department of Mental Health and Mental 
Retardation, or Department of Youth Services and when the par¬ 
ents or guardians have resources for child support, the juvenile 
court shall order child support in conformity with the child support 
guidelines as set out in Rule 32, Alabama Rules of Judicial 
Administration. The child support shall be paid to the agency in 
whose primary custody the child is placed and may be expended 
for those matters that are necessary for the welfare and well-being 
of those children placed in the agencies. In these cases, the court 
shall issue income withholding orders subject to state law. Any 
petition for custody of a child filed by the Department of Human 
Resources shall contain a request for child support. 

“O’) Whenever the court commits a child to a state or local 
agency or orders a state or local agency to provide services or 
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treatment for a child, that agency shall accept the child for com¬ 
mitment, ordered services, or treatment within seven days of the 
court’s order.

For the purpose 
specified in subsection (b) of Section 2 of this Act, amounts are 
shown by programmatic area and the total for all programs is 
shown so as to include estimated sources of funds other than those 
listed in subsection (a) of Section 2 of this Act. For the purpose of 
this Act, “ETF” shall mean the Education Trust Fund and “Federal 
and Local Funds shall mean all gifts, grants, contributions, or 
entitlements, including grants by the Congress of the United 
States, municipalities or counties.

shall be paid from funds in the State Treasury to the credit of the 
Education Trust Fund, Alabama Peace Officers’ Standards and 
Training Fund, and Public School Fund and are hereby made for 
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the support of public education in Alabama for the fiscal year end¬ 
ing September 30, 1997, and the appropriations herein made shall 
be subject to the provisions, terms, conditions and limitations of 
the Budget and Financial Control Act (Code of Alabama 1975, 
Sections 41-4-80 et seq.), the provisions of The Budget 
Management Act of 1976 (Code of Alabama 1975, Sections 41-19-1 
et seq.), and shall be in the amounts hereinafter specified.

SECTION 7. The Legislature by its passage of Act 95-314 
requires the phase out of hold harmless funds to be completed in 
FY 1999 in scheduled increments over a four-year period. 
Notwithstanding the legally required phase down schedule, the 
Legislature recognizes that certain school systems desire a year to 
adjust to the required 4% pay increase for education personnel. 
For FY 1997 only, the State Department of Education may exclude 
2% of the amount of the pay raise included in the Foundation 
Program from the calculation of the hold harmless amount to be 
distributed from the Public School Fund.

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SECTION 11. The State Superintendent of Education shall 
make requisitions on the State Comptroller in favor of the proper 
beneficiary in accordance with the law and rules and regulations 
governing the expenditure or disbursement of any and all funds 
appropriated to the State Department of Education and/or the 
State Board of Education in this Act, whereupon the Comptroller 
shall issue his warrant therefor. Furthermore, the Executive 
Director of the Alabama Commission on Higher Education may 
submit to the Comptroller requests for timely payments of war¬ 
rants to students receiving financial assistance to attend postsec¬ 
ondary educational institutions. All other appropriations in this 
Act shall be paid after proper requisitions are made on the state

increases and fringe benefits for Child Nutrition Program workers

SECTION 14. (a) Funds appropriated from the ETF or ear¬ 

marked state funds in this Act to any state department, division, 
board, bureau, commission, agency, institution, or office (with t e 
exception of local boards of education and postsecondary institu¬ 
tions of education) shall not be expended for the purchase or lease 
of automotive vehicles. A state agency funded from the ETF or ear¬ 
marked state funds in this Act may request to purchase or lease 
automotive vehicles for emergency purposes.

this Act, and shall also submit an inventory report of all motor 
vehicles that it operates that do not have state vehicle identifica- 
tion license tags.

(2) The National Association of Insurance Commissioners. 

(d) All reports obtained by or disclosed to the commissioner, 
pursuant to this section, shall be given confidential treatment and 
shall not be subject to subpoena and shall not be made public by 
the commissioner, the National Association of Insurance 
Commissioners, or any other person, except to insurance depart¬ 
ments of other states, without the prior written consent of the 
insurer to which it pertains. The commissioner, after giving the 
insurer who would be affected notice and an opportunity to be 
heard, may determine that the interest of policyholders, share¬ 
holders, or the public will be served by publication, in which event 
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the commissioner may publish all or any part of the information in 
the manner the commissioner may deem appropriate. 

Section 4. Acquisitions and Dispositions of Assets. 

(a) Materiality. 

No acquisitions or dispositions of assets need be reported, pur¬ 
suant to Section 3, if the acquisitions or dispositions are not mate¬ 
rial. For purposes of this section, a material acquisition (or the 
aggregate of any series of related acquisitions during any 30-day 
period) or disposition (or the aggregate of any series of related dis¬ 
positions during any 30-day period) is one that is nonrecurring and 
not in the ordinary course of business and involves more than five 
percent of the reporting insurer’s total admitted assets as reported 
in its most recent statutory statement filed with the insurance 
department of the insurer’s state of domicile. 

(b) Scope. 

(1) Asset acquisitions subject to this act include every pur¬ 
chase, lease, exchange, merger, consolidation, succession, or other 
acquisition, other than the construction or development of real 
property, by or for the reporting insurer or the acquisition of mate¬ 
rials for that purpose. 

(2) Asset dispositions subject to this act include every sale, 
lease, exchange, merger, consolidation, mortgage, hypothecation, 
assignment, whether for the benefit of creditors or otherwise, 
abandonment, destruction, or other disposition. 

(c) Information to be Reported. 

(1) The following information is required to be disclosed in any 
report of a material acquisition or disposition of assets: 

a. Date of the transaction. 

b. Manner of acquisition or disposition. 

c. Description of the assets involved. 

d. Nature and amount of the consideration given or received. 

e. Purpose of, or reason for, the transaction. 

f. Manner by which the amount of consideration was 
determined. 

g. Gain or loss recognized or realized as a result of the 
transaction. 

h. Name of the person from whom the assets were acquired or 
to whom they were disposed. 
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(2) Insurers are required to report material acquisitions and 
dispositions on a nonconsolidated basis, unless the insurer is part 
of a consolidated group of insurers which utilizes a pooling 
arrangement or 100 percent reinsurance agreement that affects 
the solvency and integrity of the insurers reserves and the insurer 
ceded substantially all of its direct and assumed business to the 
pool. An insurer is deemed to have ceded substantially all of its 
direct and assumed business to a pool if the insurer has less than 
one million dollars ($1,000,000) total direct plus assumed written 
premiums during a calendar year that are not subject to a pooling 
arrangement and the net income of the business not subject to the 
pooling arrangement represents less than five percent of the 
insurer’s capital and surplus. 

Section 5. Nonrenewals, Cancellations, or Revisions of 
Ceded Reinsurance Agreements. 

(a) Materiality and Scope. 

(1) No nonrenewals, cancellations, or revisions of ceded rein¬ 
surance agreements need be reported pursuant to Section 3 if the 
nonrenewals, cancellations, or revisions are not material. For pur¬ 
poses of this section, a material nonrenewal, cancellation, or revi¬ 
sion is one that affects: 

a. As respects property and casualty business, including acci¬ 
dent and health business written by a property and casualty 
insurer: 

1. More than 50 percent of the insurer’s total ceded written 
premium. 

2. More than 50 percent of the insurer’s total ceded indemnity 
and loss adjustment reserves. 

b. As respects life, annuity, and accident and health bubiness: 
More than 50 percent of the total reserve credit taken for business 
ceded, on an annualized basis, as indicated in the insurer’s most 
recent annual statement. 

c. As respects either property and casualty or life, annuity, and 
accident and health business, either of the following events shall 
constitute a material revision which shall be reported: 

1. An authorized reinsurer representing more than 10 percent of 
a total cession is replaced by one or more unauthorized reinsurers. 

2. Previously established collateral requirements have been 
reduced or waived as respects one or more unauthorized rein¬ 
surers representing collectively more than 10 percent of a total 
cession. 
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(2) However, no filing shall be required if: 

a. As respects property and casualty business, including acci¬ 
dent and health business written by a property and casualty 
insurer: The insurer’s total ceded written premium represents, on 
an annualized basis, less than 10 percent of its total written pre¬ 
mium for direct and assumed business. 

b. As respects life, annuity, and accident and health business: 
The total reserve credit taken for business ceded represents, on an 
annualized basis, less than 10 percent of the statutory reserve 
requirement prior to any cession. 

(b) Information to be reported. 

(1) The following information is required to be disclosed in any 
report of a material nonrenewal, cancellation, or revision of ceded 
reinsurance agreements: 

a. Effective date of the nonrenewal, cancellation, or revision. 

b. The description of the transaction with an identification of 
the initiator thereof. 

c. Purpose of, or reason for, the transaction. 

d. If applicable, the identity of the replacement reinsurers. 

(2) Insurers are required to report all material nonrenewals, 
cancellations, or revisions of ceded reinsurance agreements on a 
nonconsolidated basis, unless the insurer is part of a consolidated 
group of insurers which utilizes a pooling arrangement or 100 per¬ 
cent reinsurance agreement that affects the solvency and integrity 
of the insurer’s reserves and the insurer ceded substantially all of 
its direct and assumed business to the pool. An insurer is deemed 
to have ceded substantially all of its direct and assumed business 
to a pool if the insurer has less than one million dollars 
($1,000,000) total direct plus assumed written premiums during a 
calendar year that are not subject to a pooling arrangement and 
the net income of the business not subject to the pooling arrange¬ 
ment represents less than five percent of the insurer’s capital and 
surplus. 

Section 6. Sections 6 through 19 of this act shall be known 
as the Alabama Risk-Based Capital (RBC) for Insurers Act. 

Section 7. As used in Sections 6 through 19 of this act, these 
terms shall have the following meanings: 

(1) ADJUSTED RBC REPORT. An RBC report which has been 
adjusted by the commissioner in accordance with subsection (c) of 
Section 8.

(2) CORRECTIVE ORDER. An order issued by the commis¬ 
sioner specifying corrective actions which the commissioner has 
determined are required. 

(3) DOMESTIC INSURER. Any insurance company domiciled 
in this state. 

(4) FOREIGN INSURER. Any insurance company which is 
licensed to do business in this state but not domiciled in this state. 

(5) LIFE OR HEALTH INSURER. Any insurance company 
licensed to do business in this state and authorized to transact life 
and/or disability insurance, including a property and casualty 
insurer writing only disability insurance, but shall not include fra¬ 
ternal benefit societies, health care service corporations, dental 
service organizations, health maintenance organizations, dental 
plan organizations or mutual aid associations. 

(6) NAIC. The National Association of Insurance 
Commissioners. 

(7) NEGATIVE TREND. With respect to a life or health 
insurer, a negative trend over a period of time, as determined in 
accordance with the Trend Test Calculation included in the RBC 
Instructions. 

(8) PROPERTY AND CASUALTY INSURER. Any insurance 
company licensed to do business in this state and authorized to 
transact property, marine, casualty and/or surety insurance, but 
shall not include monoline mortgage guaranty insurers, financial 
guaranty insurers and title insurers. 

(9) RBC. Risk-based capital. 

(10) RBC INSTRUCTIONS. The RBC Report including 
risk-based capital instructions adopted by the NAiC, as the RBC 
Instructions may be amended by the NAIC from time to time in 
accordance with the procedures adopted by the NAIC. 

(11) RBC LEVEL. An insurer's Company Action Level RBC, 
Regulatory Action Level RBC, Authorized Control Level RBC, or 
Mandatory Control Level RBC where: 

a. “Company Action Level RBC” means, with respect to any 
insurer, the product of 2.0 and its Authorized Control Level RBC. 

b. “Regulatory Action Level RBC” means the product of 1.5 and 
its Authorized Control Level RBC. 

c. “Authorized Control Level RBC” means the number deter¬ 
mined under the risk-based capital formula in accordance with the 
RBC Instructions. 
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d. “Mandatory Control Level RBC” means the product of .70 
and the Authorized Control Level RBC. 

(12) RBC PLAN. A comprehensive financial plan containing 
the elements specified in subsection (b) of Section 9. If the commis¬ 
sioner rejects the RBC Plan, and it is revised by the insurer, with 
or without the commissioner’s recommendation, the plan shall be 
called the Revised RBC Plan. 

(13) RBC REPORT. The report required in Section 8. 

(14) STATUTORY CAPITAL AND SURPLUS. The combina¬ 
tion of capital and surplus. As used in this definition, these terms 
shall have the following meanings: 

a. CAPITAL. At any particular time, the sum of (i) the par 
value of all shares of the insurer having a par value that have 
been issued, (ii) the amount of consideration received' by the 
insurer for all shares of the insurer without par value that have 
been issued, except any part of the consideration therefor as may 
have been allocated to surplus in a manner permitted by law, and 
(iii) any amounts not included in clauses (i) and (ii) of this subdivi¬ 
sion as have been transferred to capital of the insurer, whether 
upon the issue of shares as a share dividend or otherwise, minus 
all reductions from the sum as have been affected in a manner per¬ 
mitted by law. 

b. SURPLUS. The excess of the net admitted assets of an 
insurer over its capital. As used in this definition, “net admitted 
assets” means the excess of admitted assets of an insurer over its 
liabilities. 

(15) TOTAL ADJUSTED CAPITAL. The sum of: 

a. An insurer’s statutory capital and surplus. 

b. Other items, if any, as the RBC Instructions may provide. 

Section 8. (a) Every domestic insurer shall, on or prior to 

each March 1 (the “filing date”), prepare and submit to the com¬ 
missioner a report of its RBC Levels as of the end of the calendar 
year just ended, in a form and containing information as is 
required by the RBC Instructions. In addition, every domestic 
insurer shall file its RBC Report with: 

(1) The NAIC according to the RBC Instructions. 

(2) The insurance commissioner in any state in which the 
insurer is authorized to do business, if the insurance commissioner 
has notified the insurer of its request in writing, in which case the 
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insurer shall file its RBC Report not later than the later of either 
of the following: 

a. Fifteen days from the receipt of notice to file its RBC Report 
with that state. 

b. The filing date. 

(b) A life and health insurer’s RBC shall be determined in 
accordance with the formula set forth in the RBC Instructions. 
The formula shall take into account, and may adjust for the covari¬ 
ance between: 

(1) The risk with respect to the insurer’s assets. 

(2) The risk of adverse insurance experience with respect to 
the insurer’s liabilities and obligations. 

(3) The interest rate risk with respect to the insurer’s business. 

(4) All other business risks and other relevant risks as are set 
forth in the RBC Instructions. 

Subdivisions (1) to (4), inclusive, shall be determined in each case 
by applying the factors in the manner set forth in the RBC 
Instructions. 

(c) A property and casualty insurer’s RBC shall be determined 
in accordance with the formula set forth in the RBC Instructions. 
The formula shall take into account and may adjust for the covari¬ 
ance between the following: 

(1) Asset risk. 

(2) Credit risk. 

(3) Underwriting risk. 

(4) All other business risks and other relevant risks as are set 
forth in the RBC Instructions. Subdivisions (1) to (4), inclusive, 
shall be determined by applying the factors in the manner set 
forth in the RBC Instructions. 

(d) An excess of capital over the amount produced by the 
risk-based capital requirements contained in the act and the for¬ 
mulas, schedules, and instructions referenced in this act is desir¬ 
able in the business of insurance. Accordingly, insurers should 
seek to maintain capital above the RBC Levels required by this 
act. Additional capital is used and useful in the insurance business 
and helps to secure an insurer against various risks inherent in or 
affecting the business of insurance and not accounted for or only 
partially measured by the risk-based capital requirements 
contained in this act. 
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(e) If a domestic insurer files an RBC Report which in the judg¬ 
ment of the commissioner is inaccurate, then the commissioner 
shall adjust the RBC Report to correct the inaccuracy and shall 
notify the insurer of the adjustment. The notice shall contain a 
statement of the reason for the adjustment. An RBC Report as so 
adjusted is referred to as an “Adjusted RBC Report.” 

Section 9. (a) “Company Action Level Event” means any of 

the following events: 

(1) The filing of an RBC Report by an insurer which indicates 
either of the following: 

a. The insurer’s Total Adjusted Capital is greater than or 
equal to its Regulatory Action Level RBC, but less than its 
Company Action Level RBC. 

b. If a life or health insurer, the insurer has Total Adjusted 
Capital which is greater than or equal to its Company Action Level 
RBC but less than the product of its Authorized Control Level 
RBC and 2.5 and has a negative trend. 

(2) The notification by the commissioner to the insurer of an 
Adjusted RBC Report that indicates an event in subdivision (1) of 
this subsection, provided the insurer does not challenge the 
Adjusted RBC Report under Section 13. 

(3) If, pursuant to Section 13, an insurer challenges an 
Adjusted RBC Report that indicates the event in subdivision (1) of 
this subsection, the notification by the commissioner to the insurer 
that the commissioner has, after a hearing, rejected the insurer’s 
challenge. 

(b) In the event of a company action level event, the insurer 
shall prepare and submit to the commissioner an RBC Plan which 
shall include all of the following: 

(1) Identify the conditions which contribute to the company 
action level event. 

(2) Contain proposals of corrective actions which the insurer 
intends to take and would be expected to result in the elimination 
of the company action level event. 

(3) Provide projections of the insurer’s financial results in the 
current year and at least the four succeeding years, both in the 
absence of proposed corrective actions and giving effect to the pro¬ 
posed corrective actions, including projections of statutory operat¬ 
ing income, net income, capital, or surplus. The projections for 
both new and renewal business may include separate projections 
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for each major line of business and separately identify each signifi¬ 
cant income, expense, and benefit component. 

(4) Identify the key assumptions impacting the insurer’s pro¬ 
jections and the sensitivity of the projections to the assumptions. 

(5) Identify the quality of, and problems associated with, the 
insurer’s business, including, but not limited to, its assets, antici¬ 
pated business growth and associated surplus strain, extraordi¬ 
nary exposure to risk, mix of business, and use of reinsurance, if 
any, in each case. 

(c) The RBC Plan shall be submitted as follows: 

(1) Within 45 days of the company action level event. 

(2) If the insurer challenges an Adjusted RBC Report pursuant 
to Section 13, within 45 days after notification to the insurer that 
the commissioner has, after a hearing, rejected the insurer’s 
challenge. 

(d) Within 60 days after the submission by an insurer of an 
RBC Plan to the commissioner, the commissioner shall notify the 
insurer whether the RBC Plan shall be implemented or is, in the 
judgment of the commissioner, unsatisfactory. If the commissioner 
determines the RBC Plan is unsatisfactory, the notification to the 
insurer shall set forth the reasons for the determination, and may 
set forth proposed revisions which will render the RBC Plan satis¬ 
factory, in the judgment of the commissioner. Upon notification 
from the commissioner, the insurer shall prepare a Revised RBC 
Plan, which may incorporate by reference any revisions proposed 
by the commissioner, and shall submit the Revised RBC Plan to 
the commissioner as follows: 

(1) Within 45 days after the noiincalioii from the commissioner. 

(2) If the insurer challenges the notification from the commis¬ 
sioner under Section 13, within 45 days after a notification to the 
insurer that the commissioner has, after a hearing, rejected the 
insurer’s challenge. 

(e) In the event of a notification by the commissioner to an 
insurer that the insurer’s RBC Plan or Revised RBC Plan is unsat¬ 
isfactory, the commissioner may, at the commissioner’s discretion, 
subject to the insurer’s right to a hearing under Section 13, specify 
in the notification that the notification constitutes a regulatory 
action level event. 

(f) Every domestic insurer that files an RBC Plan or Revised 
RBC Plan with the commissioner shall file a copy of the RBC Plan

or Revised RBC Plan with the insurance commissioner in any 
state in which the insurer is authorized to do business if: 

(1) The state has an RBC provision substantially similar to 
subsection (a) of Section 14. 

(2) The insurance commissioner of that state has notified the 
insurer of its request for the filing in writing, in which case the 
insurer shall file a copy of the RBC Plan or Revised RBC Plan in 
that state no later than the later of either of the following: 

a. Fifteen days after the receipt of notice to file a copy of its 
RBC Plan or Revised RBC Plan with the state. 

b. The date on which the RBC Plan or Revised RBC Plan is 
filed under subsections (c) and (d) of Section 9. 

Section 10. (a) “Regulatory Action Level Event” means, with 

respect to any insurer, any of the following events: 

(1) The filing of an RBC Report by the insurer which indicates 
that the insurer’s Total Adjusted Capital is greater than or equal 
to its Authorized Control Level RBC but less than its Regulatory 
Action Level RBC. 

(2) The notification by the commissioner to an insurer of an 
Adjusted RBC Report that indicates the event in subdivision (1), 
provided the insurer does not challenge the Adjusted RBC Report 
under Section 13. 

(3) If, pursuant to Section 13, the insurer challenges an 
Adjusted RBC Report that indicates the event in subdivision (1), 
the notification by the commissioner to the insurer that the com¬ 
missioner has, after a hearing, rejected the insurer’s challenge. 

(4) The failure of the insurer to file an RBC Report by the fil¬ 
ing date, unless the insurer has provided an explanation for the 
failure which is satisfactory to the commissioner and has cured the 
failure within 10 days after the filing date. 

(5) The failure of the insurer to submit an RBC Plan to the 
commissioner within the time period set forth in subsection (c) of 
Section 9. 

(6) Notification by the commissioner to the insurer of both of 
the following: 

a. The RBC Plan or Revised RBC Plan submitted by the 
insurer is, in the judgment of the commissioner, unsatisfactory. 

b. The notification constitutes a regulatory action level event 
with respect to the insurer, provided the insurer has not chal¬ 
lenged the determination under Section 13. 
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(7) If, pursuant to Section 13, the insurer challenges a determi¬ 
nation by the commissioner under subdivision (6), the notification 
by the commissioner to the insurer that the commissioner has, 
after a hearing, rejected the challenge. 

(8) Notification by the commissioner to the insurer that the 
insurer has failed to adhere to its RBC Plan or Revised RBC Plan, 
but only if the failure has a substantial adverse effect on the abil¬ 
ity of the insurer to eliminate the company action level event in 
accordance with its RBC Plan or Revised RBC Plan and the com¬ 
missioner has so stated in the notification, provided the insurer 
has not challenged the determination under Section 13. 

(9) If, pursuant to Section 13, the insurer challenges a determi¬ 
nation by the commissioner under subdivision (8), the notification 
by the commissioner to the insurer that the commissioner has, 
after a hearing, rejected the challenge. 

(b) In the event of a regulatory action level event, the commis¬ 
sioner shall do all of the following: 

(1) Require the insurer to prepare and submit an RBC Plan or, 
if applicable, a Revised RBC Plan. 

(2) Perform an examination or analysis as the commissioner 
deems necessary of the assets, liabilities, and operations of the 
insurer including a review of its RBC Plan or Revised RBC Plan. 

(3) Subsequent to the examination or analysis, issue an order 
specifying corrective action as the commissioner shall determine is 
required. 

(c) In determining corrective actions, the commissioner may 
take into account the factors as are deemed relevant with respect 
to the insurer, based upon the commissioner’s examination or 
analysis of the assets, lictuiliticG, and operations of the insurer, 
including, but not limited to, the results of any sensitivity tests 
undertaken pursuant to the RBC Instructions. The RBC Plan or 
Revised RBC Plan shall be submitted: 

(1) Within 45 days after the occurrence of the regulatory action 
level event. 

(2) If the insurer challenges an Adjusted RBC Report pursuant 
to Section 13, and the challenge is not frivolous in the judgment of 
the commissioner, within 45 days after the notification to the 
insurer that the commissioner has, after a hearing, rejected the 
insurer’s challenge. 

(3) If the insurer challenges a Revised RBC Plan pursuant to 
Section 13, and the challenge is not frivolous in the judgment of 
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the commissioner, within 45 days after the notification to the 
insurer that the commissioner has, after a hearing, rejected the 
insurer’s challenge. 

(d) The commissioner may retain actuaries and investment 
experts and other consultants, as may be necessary in the judg¬ 
ment of the commissioner, to review the insurer’s RBC Plan or 
Revised RBC Plan or to examine or analyze the assets, liabilities, 
and operations of the insurer, and to formulate the corrective 
order with respect to the insurer. The fees, costs, and expenses 
relating to consultants shall be borne by the affected insurer or 
other party as directed by the commissioner. 

Section 11. (a) “Authorized Control Level Event” means any 

of the following events: 

(1) The filing of an RBC Report by the insurer which indicates 
that the insurer’s Total Adjusted Capital is greater than or equal 
to its Mandatory Control Level RBC but less than its Authorized 
Control Level RBC. 

(2) The notification by the commissioner to the insurer of an 
Adjusted RBC Report that indicates the event in subdivision (1), 
provided the insurer does not challenge the Adjusted RBC Report 
under Section 13. 

(3) If, pursuant to Section 13, the insurer challenges an 
Adjusted RBC Report that indicates the event in subdivision (1), 
notification by the commissioner to the insurer that the commis¬ 
sioner has, after a hearing, rejected the insurer’s challenge. 

(4) The failure of the insurer to respond, in a manner satisfac¬ 
tory to the commissioner, to a corrective order, provided the 
insurer has not challenged the corrective order under Section 13. 

(5) If the insurer has challenged a corrective order under 
Section 13 and the commissioner has, after a hearing, rejected the 
challenge or modified the corrective order, the failure of the 
insurer to respond, in a manner satisfactory to the commissioner, 
to the corrective order subsequent to rejection or modification by 
the commissioner. 

(b) In the event of an authorized control level event with 
respect to an insurer, the commissioner shall: 

(1) Take actions as required under Section 10 of this act 
regarding an insurer with respect to which a regulatory action 
level event has occurred, or 

(2) If the commissioner deems it to be in the best interests of 
the policyholders and creditors of the insurer and of the public, 
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take actions as necessary to cause the insurer to be placed under 
regulatory control, pursuant to Chapter 32 of Title 27, Code of 
Alabama 1975. In the event the commissioner takes actions, the 
authorized control level event shall be deemed sufficient grounds 
for the commissioner to take action pursuant to Chapter 32 of Title 
27, Code of Alabama 1975, and the commissioner shall have the 
rights, powers, and duties with respect to the insurer as are set 
forth in Chapter 32 of Title 27, Code of Alabama 1975. 

Section 12. (a) “Mandatory Control Level Event” means any 

of the following events: 

(1) The filing of an RBC Report which indicates that the 
insurer’s Total Adjusted Capital is less than its Mandatory Control 
Level RBC. 

(2) Notification by the commissioner to the insurer of an 
Adjusted RBC Report that indicates the event in subdivision (1), 
provided the insurer does not challenge the Adjusted RBC Report 
under Section 13. 

(3) If, pursuant to Section 13, the insurer challenges an 
Adjusted RBC Report that indicates the event in subdivision (1), 
notification by the commissioner to the insurer that the commis¬ 
sioner has, after a hearing, rejected the insurer’s challenge. 

(b) In the event of a mandatory control level event: 

(1) With respect to a life insurer, the commissioner shall take 

actions as necessary to place the insurer under regulatory control 
pursuant to Chapter 32 of Title 27, Code of Alabama 1975. In that 
event, the mandatory control level event shall be deemed sufficient 
grounds for the commissioner to take action pursuant to Chapter 
32 of Title 27, Code of Alabama 1975, and the commissioner shall 
hflvp t.hp ricrhfs and duties with respect to the insurer as 

are set forth in Chapter 32 of Title 27, Code of Alabama 1975. 
Notwithstanding any of the foregoing, the commissioner may 
forego action for up to 90 days after the mandatory control level 
event if the commissioner finds there is a reasonable expectation 
that the mandatory control level event may be eliminated within 
the 90-day period. 

(2) With respect to a property and casualty insurer, the com¬ 
missioner shall take actions as necessary to place the insurer 
under regulatory control pursuant to Chapter 32 of Title 27, Code 
of Alabama 1975. In the case of an insurer which is writing no 
business and which is running-off its existing business, the com¬ 
missioner may allow the insurer to continue its run-off under his 
or her supervision. In either event, the mandatory control level 
event shall be deemed sufficient grounds for the commissioner to 
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take action, pursuant to Chapter 32 of Title 27, Code of Alabama 
1975, and the commissioner shall have the rights, powers, and 
duties with respect to the insurer as are set forth in Chapter 32 of 
Title 27, Code of Alabama 1975. Notwithstanding any of the fore¬ 
going, the commissioner may forego action for up to 90 days after 
the mandatory control level event if the commissioner finds there 
is a reasonable expectation that the mandatory control level event 
may be eliminated within the 90-day period. 

Section 13, (a) An insurer shall have the right to a depart¬ 

mental hearing, on the record, at which the insurer may challenge 
a determination or action by the commissioner upon any of the 
following: 

(1) Notification to an insurer by the commissioner of an 
Adjusted RBC Report. 

(2) Notification to an insurer by the commissioner that: 

a. The insurer’s RBC Plan or Revised RBC Plan is unsatisfac¬ 
tory. 

b. The notification constitutes a regulatory action level event 
with respect to the insurer. 

(3) Notification to any insurer by the commissioner that the 
insurer has failed to adhere to its RBC Plan or Revised RBC Plan 
and that the failure has a substantial adverse effect on the ability 
of the insurer to eliminate the company action level event with 
respect to the insurer in accordance with its RBC Plan or Revised 
RBC Plan. 

(4) Notification to an insurer by the commissioner of a correc¬ 
tive order with respect to the insurer. 

(b) The insurer shall notify the commissioner of its request for 
a hearing within five days after the notification by the commis¬ 
sioner under subdivisions (1), (2), (3), or (4). Upon receipt of the 
insurer’s request for a hearing, the commissioner shall set a date 
for the hearing, which date shall be no less than 10 nor more than 
30 days after the date of the insurer’s request. 

Section 14. (a) All RBC Reports, to the extent the informa¬ 

tion therein is not required to be set forth in a publicly available 
annual statement schedule, and RBC Plans, including the results 
or report of any examination or analysis of an insurer performed 
pursuant hereto and any corrective order issued by the commis¬ 
sioner pursuant to examination or analysis, with respect to any 
domestic insurer or foreign insurer which are filed with the com¬ 
missioner constitute information that may be damaging to the 
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insurer if made available to its competitors and therefore shall be 
kept confidential by the commissioner. This information shall not 
be made public or be subject to subpoena, other than by the com¬ 
missioner, and then only for the purpose of enforcement actions 
taken by the commissioner pursuant to this act or any other provi¬ 
sion of the insurance laws of this state. 

(b) It is the judgment of the Legislature that the comparison of 
an insurer’s Total Adjusted Capital to any of its RBC Levels is a 
regulatory tool which may indicate the need for possible corrective 
action with respect to the insurer, and is not intended as a means 
to rank insurers generally. Therefore, except as otherwise required 
under the provisions of this act, the making, publishing, dissemi¬ 
nating, circulating, or placing before the public, or causing, 
directly or indirectly to be made, published, disseminated, circu¬ 
lated, or placed before the public, in a newspaper, magazine, or 
other publication, or in the form of a notice, circular, pamphlet, let¬ 
ter, or poster, or over any radio or television station, or in any 
other way, an advertisement, announcement, or statement con¬ 
taining an assertion, representation, or statement with regard to 
the RBC Levels of any insurer, or of any component derived in the 
calculation, by any insurer, agent, broker, or other person engaged 
in any manner in the insurance business, would be misleading and 
is therefore prohibited. Except, if any materially false statement 
with respect to the comparison regarding an insurer’s Total 
Adjusted Capital to its RBC Levels, or any of them, or an inappro¬ 
priate comparison of any other amount to the insurer’s RBC Levels 
is published in any written publication, and the insurer is able to 
demonstrate to the commissioner with substantial proof the falsity 
of the statement, or the inappropriateness, as the case may be, 
then the insurer may publish an announcement in a written publi¬ 
cation if the sole purpose of the announcement is to rebut the 
materially false statement. 

(c) It is the further judgment of the Legislature that the RBC 
Instructions, RBC Reports, Adjusted RBC Reports, RBC Plans, 
and Revised RBC Plans are intended solely for use by the commis¬ 
sioner in monitoring the solvency of insurers and the need for pos¬ 
sible corrective action with respect to insurers and shall not be 
used by the commissioner for ratemaking nor considered or intro¬ 
duced as evidence in any rate proceeding nor used by the commis¬ 
sioner to calculate or derive any elements of an appropriate pre¬ 
mium level or rate of return for any line of insurance which an 
insurer or any affiliate is authorized to write. 

Section 15. (a) The provisions of this act are supplemental 

to any other provisions of the laws of this state, and shall not pre¬ 
clude or limit any other powers or duties of the commissioner 
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under other laws, including, but not limited to, Chapter 32 of Title 
27, and Section 27-2-33, Code of Alabama 1975. 

(b) The commissioner may adopt reasonable rules necessary 
for the implementation of this act. 

(c) The commissioner may exempt from the application of this 
act any domestic property and casualty insurer that meets all of 
the following criteria: 

(1) Writes direct business only in this state. 

(2) Writes direct annual premiums of two million dollars 
($2,000,000) or less. 

(3) Assumes no reinsurance in excess of five percent of direct 
premium written. 

Section 16. (a) Any foreign insurer shall, upon the written 

request of the commissioner, submit to the commissioner an RBC 
Report, as of the end of the calendar year just ended, the later of 
either: 

(1) The date an RBC Report would be required to be filed by a 
domestic insurer under this act. 

(2) Fifteen days after the request is received by the foreign 
insurer. 

Any foreign insurer shall, at the written request of the com¬ 
missioner, promptly submit to the commissioner a copy of any 
RBC Plan that is filed with the insurance commissioner of any 
other state. 

(b) In the event of a company action level event, regulatory 
action level event, or authorized control level event with respect to 
any foreign insurer, as determined under the RBC statute applica¬ 
ble in the state of domicile of the insurer or, if no RBC statute is in 
force in that state, pursuant to this act, or if the insurance com¬ 
missioner of the state of domicile of the foreign insurer fails to 
require the foreign insurer to file an RBC Plan, in the manner 
specified under that state’s RBC statute or, if no RBC statute is in 
force in that state, under Section 9 of this act, the commissioner 
may require the foreign insurer to file an RBC Plan with the com¬ 
missioner. In that event, the failure of the foreign insurer to file an 
RBC Plan with the commissioner shall be grounds to order the 
insurer to cease and desist from writing new insurance business in 
this state. 

(c) In the event of a mandatory control level event with respect 
to any foreign insurer, if no domiciliary receiver has been 
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appointed with respect to the foreign insurer under the rehabilita¬ 
tion and liquidation statute applicable in the state of domicile of 
the foreign insurer, the commissioner may make application to the 
circuit court permitted under Chapter 32 of Title 27 of the Code of 
Alabama 1975, with respect to the liquidation of property of for¬ 
eign insurers found in this state. The occurrence of the mandatory 
control level event shall be considered adequate grounds for the 
application. 

Section 17. There shall be no liability on the part of, and no 
cause of action shall arise against, the commissioner or the 
Department of Insurance, or its employees or agents for any action 
taken by them in the performance of their powers and duties pur¬ 
suant to this act. 

Section 18. All notices by the commissioner to an insurer 
that may result in regulatory action pursuant to this act, shall be 
effective upon dispatch if transmitted by registered or certified 
mail, or in the case of any other transmission shall be effective 
upon the insurer’s receipt of the notice. 

Section 19. (a) For RBC Reports required to be filed by life 

insurers with respect to 1996, the following requirements shall 
apply in lieu of the provisions of Sections 9, 10, 11, and 12 as 
follows: 

(1) In the event of a company action level event, with respect to 
a domestic insurer, the commissioner shall take no regulatory 
action hereunder. 

(2) In the event of an regulatory action level event under sub¬ 
divisions (1), (2), or (3) of subsection (a) of Section 10, the commis¬ 
sioner shall take the actions required under Section 9. 

(3) In the eveni of a regulatory «etion level event under subdi¬ 
visions (4), (5), (6), (7), (8), or (9) of subsection (a) of Section 10, o± 
an authorized control level event, the commissioner shall take the 
actions required under Section 10 with respect to the insurer. 

(4) In the event of a mandatory control level event with respect 
to an insurer, the commissioner shall take the actions required 
under Section 11. 

(b) For RBC Reports required to be filed by property and casu¬ 
alty insurers with respect to 1996, the following requirements 
shall apply in lieu of the provisions of Sections 9, 10, 11, and 12: 

(1) In the event of a company action level event with respect to 
a domestic insurer, the commissioner shall take no regulatory 
action hereunder. 
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(2) In the event of a regulatory action level event under subdi¬ 
visions (1), (2), or (3) of subsection (a) of Section 10, the commis¬ 
sioner shall take the actions required under Section 9. 

(3) In the event of a regulatory action level event under subdi¬ 
visions (4), (5), (6), (7), (8), or (9) of subsection (a) of Section 10, or 
an authorized control level event, the commissioner shall take the 
actions required under Section 10 with respect to the insurer. 

(4) In the event of a mandatory control level event with respect 
to an insurer, the commissioner shall take the actions required 
under Section 11. 

Section 20, The provisions of this act are severable. If any 
part of this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, that decla¬ 
ration shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 21. This act shall become effective immediately 
upon its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its other¬ 
wise becoming a law.

To amend Sections 40-23-35 and 40-23-36, Code of Alabama 1975, to limit the 
amount of sales tax discount that may be allowed per license holder; and to dis¬ 
tribute the additional sales tax revenue generated beginning June 1, 1996, until 
September 30, 2002, to the Department of Conservation and Natural Resources for 
capital outlay for the state parks, public historic sites, and public historical parks 
and to the Department of Human Resources for foster care. Beginning October 1, 
2002, $5,000,000 of the additional revenue generated annually will be distributed 
to the Department of Conservation and Natural Resources for capital outlay, 
repairs, maintenance and additions to state parks and the remainder shall be cred¬ 
ited to the State General Fund. To make an appropriation to the Department of 
Conservation and Natural Resources for FY 1995-96 and FY 1996-97 for Capital 
Outlay for State Parks. To create the Alabama State Parks System Joint Study 
Committee; to provide for the duties, powers, composition, meetings, terms of office, 
and compensation of members of the committee. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Section 40-23-35, Code of Alabama 1975 is 
amended to read as follows: 

“§40-23-35.

“(a) Such amount of money as shall be appropriated for each fis¬ 
cal year by the legislature to the Department of Revenue with 
which to pay the salaries, the cost of operation and management of 
said department shall be deducted, as a first charge thereon, from 
the taxes collected under the provisions of this division; provided, 
that the expenditure of said sum so appropriated shall be budgeted 
and allotted pursuant to Article 4 of Chapter 4 of Title 41, and lim¬ 
ited to the amount appropriated to defray the expenses of operating 
said department for each fiscal year. After the payment of the

\1) To the ci tsuil of the 67 counties of the state, to he divided 
and distributed as hereinafter provided, $378,000; 


“(2) To the Department of Human Resources, $1,322,000; 

“(3) Beginning June 1, 1996, until September 30, 2002, to the 
Department of Conservation and Natural Resources for capital 
outlay for repairs, beautification, renovation, alteration, and addi¬ 
tions to state parks only and not for use by the Department of 
Conservation and Natural Resources for personnel or administra¬ 
tive use, the sum equal to the increase in receipts accruing to the 
State of Alabama due to the cap on discounts per license holder in 
Section 40-23-36(b). All capital outlay expenditures shall be sub¬ 
ject to the competitive bid laws of the State of Alabama. Provided, 
however, that six hundred thousand dollars ($600,000) of such 
revenue each fiscal year beginning October 1, 1996, until 
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September 30, 2002, shall be set aside and expended for repairs, 
maintenance and capital outlays on public historic sites and public 
historical parks not under the jurisdiction of the Alabama 
Department of Conservation and Natural Resources and one mil¬ 
lion dollars ($1,000,000) per year to the Department of Human 
Resources beginning October 1, 1996, until September 30, 2002, 
shall go for the foster children program.

“b. Beginning October 1, 2002, to the credit of the State 
General Fund, the balance of the sum equal to the increase in 
receipts accruing to the State of Alabama due to the cap on dis¬ 
counts per license holder in Section 40-23-36(b). 

(c) One-half of the amount deposited to the credit of the 67 
counties as above provided, shall be divided and distributed pro¬ 
portionately among the 67 counties of the state according to the 
population of the said counties as shown by the last federal census 
as proclaimed, published or certified by the director of the bureau 
of the census; and one-half of said proceeds shall be divided or dis¬ 
tributed equally among 67 counties; provided, that the funds

a (e) In addition, there shall be paid, commencing on January 1, 
1978, and on the first day of each fiscal quarter thereafter, to the 
Department of Human Resources for a statewide, state-adminis¬ 
tered food stamp program, as authorized by the Food Stamp Act of 
1964, Public Law 88-525, 88th Congress, and amendments thereto,

(e) Each member of the committee shall be entitled to his or 
her regular legislative compensation, his or her per diem and 
travel expenses for each day he or she attends a meeting of the 
committee which shall be paid out of any funds appropriated to the 
use of the Legislature, upon warrants drawn on the State 
Comptroller upon requisitions signed by the chair of the commit¬ 
tee.

To amend Section 36-27-52, Code of Alabama 1975, to provide an exception to 
mandatory participation in the Employees’ Retirement System for a court reporter 
previously employed on a certain date, who did not elect to be covered by the 
Employees’ Retirement System and who, after a lapse in service, was reemployed 
as an official court reporter. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Section 36-27-52, Code of Alabama 1975, is 
amended to read as follows: 


“§36-27-52. 

“(a) Any person serving as an official court reporter on August 
13, 1987, shall have one year from such date to elect to be covered 
by the employees’ retirement system of Alabama in lieu of eligibi - 
ity to become a supernumerary court reporter. All elections under 
this provision shall be in writing and filed with the administrative 
office of courts and with the board of control of the state employ¬ 
ees’ retirement system within the election period heretofore set 
forth. Provided, however, that the failure of any person to elect 
coverage under the employees’ retirement system shall not affect 
their eligibility to qualify for supernumerary status and any offi¬ 
cial circuit court reporter who was employed on August 13, 1987, 
and did not elect to be covered by the Employees’ Retirement 
System of Alabama may, upon reemployment as an official court 
reporter after a lapse in service, continue to accumulate creditable 
service towards eligibility for supernumerary status. Any ottwaal 
court reporter employed or appointed on or after August 13, 1987, 
shall automatically be covered under the employees’ retirement 
system. 

“(b) Official court reporters electing to be covered under the 
employees’ retirement system may elect within one year of August 
13, 1987, to purchase creditable service in the employees retire¬ 
ment system of up to five years for prior service as an official court 
reporter; provided that any reporter so electing shall pay to the 
state employees’ retirement system a sum equal to a percentage o 
his annual compensation during the five years of prior service, the 
applicable percentage shall be the sum of the prevailing percent¬ 
age rates of employer and member contributions, as required by 
the most recent actuarial valuation by the state employees retire¬ 
ment system.”

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Section 36-27-15.2 of the Code of Alabama 1975, 
is amended to read as follows: 


“§36-27-15.2. 


(a) (1) Any member of the Teachers’ Retirement System of 
Alabama or any member of the Employees’ Retirement System of 
Alabama shall be eligible to receive up to 10 years of creditable 
service for employment in public education in states other than 
Alabama, for prior service in public education in Alabama as a 
support employee or a teacher’s aide or for regular full-time serv¬ 
ice with the teachers’ corps in the State of Alabama or for up to 10 
years of creditable service for public employment rendered in 
states other than Alabama, provided that the member of the 
retirement system claiming the credit shall have attained not less 
than 10 years of contributing membership service credit, exclusive 
of military service credit, under the retirement system of which he 
or she is a member; and, provided further, that the member per¬ 
forms and complies with the conditions prescribed in subdivision 
(2) of this subsection. 


“(2) A member of the Teachers’ or Employees’ Retirement 
System of Alabama, eligible under paragraph a. of this subdivi¬ 
sion, may receive credit for public service rendered in states other 
than Alabama and for prior service in public education in Alabama 
as a support employee or a teacher’s aide or for regular full-time 
service with the teachers’ corps in the State of Alabama as pro¬ 
vided in subdivision (1) of this subsection, provided that as condi¬ 
tions precedent to the receipt of the credit: 

“a. The member shall contribute, prior to the date of his or her 
retirement, to his or her respective retirement system, for each 
year of service credit, a percentage of his or her current annual 
earnable compensation or average final compensation, whichever 
is greater; the applicable percentage of the annual earnable 
compensation or average final compensation, whichever is greater, 
shall be the sum of the prevailing percentage rates of employer 
and member contributions, as required by the most recent 
actuarial valuation. 
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“b. The public retirement system of the other state, county, 
city or other political subdivision thereof shall certify in writing to 
the applicable retirement system that the member had credit 
under the retirement system for the service claimed. 

“c. The member shall claim, purchase, and receive credit for 
out-of-state service in increments of not less than one year, unless 
the member’s total or balance of out-of-state service is less than 
one year, in which event, he or she shall claim and purchase credit 
for the entire period. 

“(b) Any person who is retired under the Teachers or 
Employees’ Retirement System of Alabama may receive credit for 
out-of-state service and prior service in public education in 
Alabama as a support employee or a teacher s aide or regular 
full-time service with the teachers’ corps in the State of Alabama 
under the same conditions as are provided herein for active mem¬ 
bers, except that, in lieu of current compensation, the contribution 
shall be based on his or her average final salary at the time of 
retirement; and, provided, the person was retired on or before July 
30, 1979; and, provided further, that the retired person makes his 
or her contribution in a lump sum prior to the expiration of a 
period being one year next following July 30, 1979. Any retirant so 
claiming and contributing the amount herein required shall have 
his or her retirement allowance redetermined on the basis of the 
additional creditable service, provided, that any increase in the 
retirant’s retirement allowance shall be payable to him or her only 
throughout his or her life and shall not affect, alter, increase, 
decrease, or in any other way change the amount payable to the 
retirant’s estate or designated beneficiary or surviving spouse, 
except under the provisions of Option 1, whereunder the contribu¬ 
tions made pursuant, to this section shall be treated as part cf the 
retirant’s accumulated contributions. 

“(c) Anything in this section to the contrary notwithstanding, a 
member shall not receive credit for the out-of-state service, teach¬ 
ers’ aide service, or support employee service, teachers’ corps serv¬ 
ice where at the time of retirement he or she has credit or is enti¬ 
tled to any benefits whatsoever for the same service under any 
retirement or pension plan, including but not limited to 
TIAA-CREF, and which is wholly or partly funded from public 
funds, or other moneys of public institutions of this or any other 
state or political subdivision thereof; provided, that nothing herein 
shall be construed to apply to participation in the federal social 
security program. In the event of disqualification of out-of-state 
service credit, contributions made under this section by the mem¬ 
ber shall be refunded to him or her. 
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“(d) The retirement system may deduct in 12 equal install¬ 
ments, from the retirement allowance payable to a retired mem¬

unconstitutional language that requires an applicant for a company or broker 
license to maintain a place of business within the state; to provide a hardship post¬ 
ponement for certain temporary license holders; to provide a $25 fee for certain 
license changes; to provide inactive status for certain licensees, to provide a hard¬ 
ship postponement, to provide further for continuing education, and to remove the 
exempt status of licensees age 65 and older; to provide further for unauthorized 
advertising; and to require the commission to notify the complainant and the 
licensee in writing regarding the disposition of a complaint. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Sections 34-27-2, 34-27-6, 34-27-7, 34-27-32, 
34-27-34, 34-27-35, 34-27-35.1, and 34-27-36 of the Code of 
Alabama 1975, are amended to read as follows: 

“§34-27-2. 

“(a) For purposes of articles 1 and 2 of this chapter, the follow¬ 
ing terms shall have the respective meanings ascribed by this 
section: 

“(1) ASSOCIATE BROKER. Any broker other than a qualify¬ 
ing broker. 

“(2) BROKER. Any person licensed as a real estate broker 
under the provisions of Articles 1 and 2 of this chapter.

“(3) COMMISSION. The Alabama Real Estate Commission, 
except where the context requires that it means the fee paid to a 
broker or salesperson. 

“(4) COMMISSIONER. A member of the commission. 

“(5) COMPANY. Any corporation, partnership, or branch office 
licensed as a company under Articles 1 and 2 of this chapter. 

“(6) ENGAGE. Contractual relationships between a qualifying 
broker and an associate broker or salesperson licensed under him 
or her whether the relationship is employer-employee, indepen¬ 
dent contractor, or otherwise. 

“(7) INACTIVE LICENSE. A license which is being held by the 
commission office by law, order of the commission, at the request 
of the licensee, or which is renewable but is not currently valid 
because of failure to renew. 

“(8) LICENSEE. Any broker, salesperson, or company. 

“(9) LICENSE PERIOD. That period of time beginning on 
October 1 of a year designated by the commission to be the first 
year of a license period and ending on midnight September 30 of 
the year designated by the commission as the final year of that 
license period. 

“(10) PERSON. A natural person. 

“(11) PLACE OF BUSINESS. 

“a. A licensed broker living in a rural area of this state who 
operates from his or her home, provided that he or she sets up and 
maintains an office for the conduct of the real estate business, 
which shall not be used for living purposes or occupancy other 
than the conduct of the real estate business. The ottice shall be 
used by the broker only and not as a place of business from which 
any additional licensee operates under his or her license. The 
office shall have a separate business telephone, separate entrance, 
and be properly identified as a real estate office. 

“b. All licensees located within the city limits or police jurisdic¬ 
tion of a municipality shall operate from a separate office located 
in the city limits or police jurisdiction. The office shall have a busi¬ 
ness telephone, meet all other regulations of the Real Estate 
Commission, and be properly identified as a real estate office. 
Hardship cases may be subject to waiver of this regulation upon 
application and approval by the commission. 

“c. All business records and files shall be kept at the place of 
business as required by law or Real Estate Commission rules.

“(12) QUALIFYING BROKER. A broker under whom a corpo¬ 
ration, partnership, or branch office is licensed, or a broker 
licensed to do business as a sole proprietorship who is responsible 
for supervising the acts of the company or proprietorship and all 
real estate licensees licensed therewith. 

“(13) RECOVERY FUND. The Alabama Real Estate Recovery 
Fund. 

“(14) SALESPERSON. Any person licensed as a real estate 
salesperson under Articles 1 and 2 of this chapter. 

“(b) The licensing requirements of Articles 1 and 2 of this 
chapter shall not apply to any of the following persons and 
transactions: 

“(1) Any owner in the managing of, or in consummating a real 
estate transaction involving, his or her own real estate or the real 
estate of his or her spouse or child or parent. 

“(2) An attorney-at-law performing his or her duties as an 
attorney-at-law. 

“(3) Persons acting without compensation and in good faith 
under a duly executed power of attorney authorizing the consum¬ 
mation of a real estate transaction. 

“(4) Persons or a state or federally chartered financial institu¬ 
tion acting as a receiver, trustee, administrator, executor, or 
guardian; or acting under a court order or under authority of a 
trust instrument or will. 

“(5) Public officers performing their official duties. 

“(6) Persons performing general clerical or administrative 
duties for a broker so long as the person does not physically show 
listed property. 

“(7) Persons acting as the manager for an apartment building 
or complex. However, this exception shall not apply to a person act¬ 
ing as an on-site manager of a condominium building or complex; or 

“(8) Persons licensed as time-share sellers under Article 3 of 
this chapter performing an act consistent with that article. 

“(9) Transactions involving the sale, lease, or transfer of ceme¬ 
tery lots. 

“§34-27-6. 

“(a) The commission may approve and regulate schools that 
offer commission approved prelicense, postlicense, and continuing 
education courses. 
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“(b) The commission may approve, sponsor, contract for or con¬ 
duct, or assist in sponsoring or conducting real estate courses for 
licensees, may charge fees, and may incur and pay the necessary 
expenses in connection therewith. 

“(c) The commission may approve and regulate instructors who 
teach the commission approved prelicense, postlicense, and contin¬ 
uing education courses. The commission shall establish and collect 
fees as determined necessary, not to exceed fifty dollars ($50) per 
instructor annually, to approved instructors who teach commission 
approved courses. 

“(d) The commission may approve courses and establish and 
collect fees as determined necessary, not to exceed one hundred 
dollars ($100) per application, to review each course. 

“(e) The commission may establish one-year or multi-year 
approval periods for schools and instructors. 

“(f) The commission shall promulgate rules and regulations as 
necessary to accomplish the purpose of this section in accordance 
with the Administrative Procedure Act. 

“§34-27-7. 

“(a) There is created the Alabama Real Estate Commission. 
The commission shall consist of nine members appointed by the 
Governor with the advice and consent of the senate as hereinafter 
provided. The Governor’s appointments to the commission, except 
for the appointment of the consumer member made pursuant to 
subsection (e), shall be made from a list of three persons nomi¬ 
nated by the governing body of the Alabama Professional Real 
Estate Society or trade association which has the largest licensee 
membership, as evidenced by the tiling of a verified list of paid 
members with the Secretary of State within 10 days of April 6, and 
annually by December 31 of each year thereafter. At least one of 
the persons nominated for each commission seat shall not be a 
member of the Real Estate Society or trade association. The 
Governor shall appoint one of the three nominated persons within 
30 days following receipt of the list. If the Governor does not make 
an appointment within 30 days, the said Real Estate Society or 
trade association shall provide the Governor a list of three addi¬ 
tional nominees.

Appointments made at times when 
the senate is not in session shall be effective ad interim. Any 
appointment made by the Governor while the senate is in session 
shall be submitted not later than the third legislative day following 
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the date of appointment. Any appointment made while the senate 
is not in session shall be submitted not later than the third legisla¬ 
tive day following the reconvening of the legislature. 

“(b) Ad interim appointments may be made by the Governor 
when the legislature is not in session only for vacancies occurring 
by reason of death or resignation of a board member. Ad interim 
appointments shall be confirmed by the senate at the next follow¬ 
ing regular or special session of the legislature. Failure by the sen¬ 
ate to confirm shall result in a vacancy on the board that shall be 
filled by appointment by the Governor and confirmation by the 
senate while the legislature is in session. Any vacancy not acted 
upon shall remain a vacancy until it is filled at a subsequent ses¬ 
sion of the legislature in the manner prescribed in this section. 

“(c) Each of the original seven appointees and their successors 
shall have been a resident and citizen of this state for at least 10 
years prior to his or her appointment and whose vocation for at 
least 10 years shall have been that of a real estate broker or real 
estate salesperson. No person convicted of a violation of any fed¬ 
eral or state real estate license law shall be eligible to serve. Not 
more than one member from any United States Congressional 
District shall be appointed to serve at the same time. The mem¬ 
bers of the commission shall serve five-year terms. On and after 
April 7, 1988, no member shall serve for more than two consecu¬ 
tive terms of office, except, however, each member shall hold office 
until his or her successor is appointed by the Governor and con¬ 
firmed by the senate. The period of time any member serves after 
the expiration of his or her term of office while awaiting the 
appointment and senate confirmation of his or her successor shall 
not be considered as a consecutive term of office in determining 
the two consecutive terms of office limitation herein provided. All 
appointments shall expire on September 30 of the final year of a 
term, or on the date a successor to the member is appointed and 
confirmed. If a member does not serve his or her full term, the 
Governor shall appoint, in the same manner as original appoint¬ 
ments are made, subject to confirmation by the senate, a member 
to serve the unexpired portion of the term. 

“(d) On September 30, 1988, the Governor shall appoint one

who may be appointed from any congressional district in the state.

“(e) On October 1, 1996, the Governor shall appoint one new 
member to the commission, subject to the confirmation of the 
Senate, who shall be a consumer member. The consumer member 
of the commission shall serve no more than two consecutive terms 
of office, shall be a full voting member, and shall be initially 
appointed from any congressional district in the state.

The members 
of the commission, its staff, and attorneys shall receive the same 
per diem and travel allowance paid to state employees for each Hay 
they meet to conduct the official business of the commission. 

“(h) The commission may employ an executive director and an 
assistant executive director, both of whom shall be exempted from 
the classified service under the general laws of the state, and other 
staff members necessary to discharge its duties and administer 
this chapter. The executive director and assistant executive direc¬ 
tor shall be employed on the basis of their education, experience, 
and skills in administration and management. The commission 
shall advertise to seek quality applicants possessing the qualifica¬ 
tions and shall conduct interviews of the top applicants. The assis¬ 
tant executive director shall act as and have authority of the exec¬ 
utive director in his or her absence. The commission shall 
determine the duties and fix the compensation of the executive 
director, assistant executive director, and other staff members, 
subject to the general laws of the state.

“(1) Is trustworthy and competent to transact the business of a 
broker or salesperson in a manner that safeguards the interest of 
the public. 

“(2) Is a person whose application or license has not been 
rejected or revoked in any state within two years prior to date of 
application on any grounds other than failure to pass a written 
examination. Any applicant whose license has been revoked shall 
meet all the requirements imposed on an original applicant for a 
license and shall not be relicensed without the approval of the 
commissioners. 

“(3) Is at least 19 years old.

“ “I, as a nonresident applicant for a real estate license and as 
a licensee, agree that the Alabama Real Estate Commission shall 
have jurisdiction over me in any and all of my real estate related 
activities the same as if I were an Alabama resident licensee. I 
agree to be subject to investigations and disciplinary actions the 
same as Alabama resident licensees. Further, I agree that civil 
actions may be commenced against me in any court of competent 
jurisdiction in any county of the State of Alabama. 

“ “I hereby appoint the executive director or the assistant exec¬ 
utive director of the Alabama Real Estate Commission as my 
agent upon whom all disciplinary, judicial, or other process or 
legal notices may be served. I agree that any service upon my 
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agent shall be the same as service upon me and that certified 
copies of this appointment shall be deemed sufficient evidence and 
shall be admitted into evidence with the same force and effect as 
the original might be admitted. I agree that any lawful process 
against me which is served upon my agent shall be of the same 
legal force and validity as if personally served upon me and that 
this appointment shall continue in effect for as long as I have any 
liability remaining in the State of Alabama.

“The commission may reject the application of any person who 
has been convicted of or pleaded guilty or nolo contendere to a 
felony or a crime involving moral turpitude. 

“(b) (1) A person who holds a current real estate salesperson 
license in another state, including persons who move to and 
become residents of Alabama, shall apply for a reciprocal salesper¬ 
son license on a form prescribed by the commission. A person who 
holds a current broker license in another state, including persons 
who move to and become residents of Alabama, shall apply for a 
reciprocal broker license on a form prescribed by the commission. 
The applicant shall submit proof that he or she has a current real 
estate license in another state as evidenced by a certificate of 
licensure, together with any other information required by the 
commission. Applicants for a reciprocal license shell not be subject 
Lo the examination or temporary license requirements of Section 
34-27-33. A person who holds a reciprocal license shall show proof 
of completion of continuing education either by meeting the 
requirements of Section 34-27-35 or by showing proof that his or 
her other state license remains active in that state.

“(2) A person who holds a current Alabama license who moves 
to and becomes a resident of the state shall within 10 days submit 
to the commission notice of change of address and all other license 
status changes. 
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“(c) A person who does not hold a current real estate broker 
license in another state desiring to be a real estate broker in this 
state shall apply for a broker’s license on a form prescribed by the 
commission which shall specify the real estate office to which he or 
she is registered. Along with the application, he or she shall sub¬ 
mit all of the following: 

“(1) Proof that he or she has had an active real estate salesper¬ 
son’s license in any state for at least 24 months of the 36 month 
period immediately preceding the date of application. 

“(2) Proof that he or she is a high school graduate or the 
equivalent. 

“(3) Proof that he or she has completed a course in real estate 
approved by the commission, which shall be a minimum of 60 clock 
hours. 

“(4) Any other information requested by the commission. 

“(d) A person who does not hold a current real estate salesper¬ 
son license in another state desiring to be a real estate salesperson 
in this state shall apply for a salesperson’s license with the com¬ 
mission on a form prescribed by the commission which shall spec¬ 
ify the real estate office to which he or she is registered. Along 
with the application he or she shall furnish all of the following: 

“(1) Proof that he or she is a high school graduate or the 
equivalent. 

“(2) Proof that he or she has successfully completed a course in 
real estate approved by the commission, which shall be a 
minimum of 60 clock hours. 

“(3) Any other information required by the commission. 

“(e) An application for a company license for a corporation, 
partnership, or branch office shall be made by a qualifying broker 
on a form prescribed by the commission. The qualifying broker 
shall be an officer, partner, or employee of the company. 

“(f) An applicant for a company or broker license shall main¬ 
tain a place of business. 

“(g) If the applicant for a company or broker license maintains 
more than one place of business in the state, he or she shall have a 
company license for each separate location or branch office. Every 
application shall state the location of the branch office and the 
name of its qualifying broker. Each branch office shall be under 
the direction and supervision of a qualifying broker licensed at 
that address. No person may serve as qualifying broker at more 
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than one location. The qualifying broker for the branch office and 
the qualifying broker for the corporation, partnership, or sole pro¬ 
prietorship shall share equal responsibility for the real estate 
activities of all licensees assigned to the branch office. 

“(h) No person shall be a qualifying broker for more than one 
company or for a company and on his or her own behalf unless: 

“(1) All companies for which he or she is and proposes to be the 
qualifying broker consent in writing. 

“(2) He or she files a copy of the written consent with the 
commission. 

“(3) He or she will be doing business from the same location. 

“A person licensed under a qualifying broker may be engaged 
by one or more companies with the same qualifying broker. 

“(i) A company license shall become invalid on the death or dis¬ 
ability of a qualifying broker. Within 30 days after the death or 
disability, the corporation, or the remaining partners or the suc¬ 
cessor partnership, if any, may designate another of its officers, 
members, or salespersons to apply for a license as temporary qual¬ 
ifying broker. The person designated as temporary qualifying bro¬ 
ker shall either be a broker or have been a salesperson for at least 
one year prior to filing the application. If the application is 
granted, the company may operate under that broker for no more 
than six months after the death or disability of its former qualify¬ 
ing broker. Unless the company designates a fully licensed broker 
as the qualifying broker within the six months, the company 
license shall be classified inactive by the commission. 

The commission may charge any applicant a fee for a crimi¬ 
nal record search of the applicant in the same amount as is 
charged the commission by the Department of Public Safety or 
other agency for the search. 

“(k) The commission may charge a fee of ten dollars ($10) for 
furnishing any person a copy of a license, certificate or other offi¬ 
cial record of the commissioner. 

“§34-27-34. 

“(a) (1) A broker may serve as qualifying broker for a salesper¬ 
son or associate broker only if licensed in Alabama, his or her prin¬ 
cipal business is that of a real estate broker, and he or she shall be 
in a position to actually supervise the real estate activities of the 
associate broker or salesperson on a full-time basis.

“(2) A salesperson or associate broker shall not perform acts 
for which a license is required unless licensed under a qualifying 
broker. A qualifying broker shall be held responsible to the com¬ 
mission and to the public for all acts governed by this chapter of 
each salesperson and associate broker licensed under him or her 
and of each company for which he or she is the qualifying broker. 
It shall be the duty of the qualifying broker to see that all transac¬ 
tions of every licensee engaged by him or her or any company for 
which he or she is the qualifying broker comply with this chapter. 
Additionally, the qualifying broker shall be responsible to an 
injured party for the damage caused by any violation of this chap¬ 
ter by any licensee engaged by the qualifying broker. This subsec¬ 
tion does not relieve a licensee from liability that he or she would 
otherwise have. 

“(3) The qualifying brokers' supervision responsibilities, as 
prescribed herein, over the real estate activities of associate bro¬ 
kers and salespersons licensed under him or her are not intended 
to and should not be construed as creating an employer-employee 
relationship contrary to any expressed intent of the qualifying bro¬ 
ker and licensee to the contrary. 

“(b) Any salesperson or associate broker who desires to change 
his or her qualifying broker shall give notice in writing to the com¬ 
mission, and shall send a copy of the notice to his or her qualifying 
broker. The new qualifying broker shall file with the commission a 
request for the transfer and a statement assuming liability for the 
licensee. On payment of a fee of twenty-five dollars ($25), a new 
license certificate shall be issued to the salesperson or associate 
broker for the unexpired term of the original license. A fee of 
twenty-five dollars ($25) shall also be charged for any of the follow¬ 
ing license changes: 

“(1) Change of qualifying broker by a company or sole propri¬ 
etorship. The fee is paid for the license or licenses on which the 
current and new qualifying brokers' names appear. In cases where 
a company has a branch office or offices and the main office quali¬ 
fying broker is changed, the fee is paid for each branch office 
license and for the license of each branch qualifying broker. 

“(2) Change of personal name of a qualifying broker. The fee is 
paid for the license or licenses on which the current qualifying bro¬ 
ker's name appears. 

“(3) Change of personal name of a salesperson or associate bro¬ 
ker. The fee is paid for the license on which the name appears. 

“(4) Change of business location. The fee is paid for the license 
or licenses on which the address appears. 
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“(5) Change of business name. The fee is paid for the license or 
licenses on which the name appears. 

“(6) Change of status from inactive to active. The fee is paid for 
each license being changed from inactive to active status. No fee is 
charged for the change from active to inactive status. 

“(c) A person who wishes to terminate his or her status as 
qualifying broker for a licensee may do so by notifying the licensee 
and the commission in writing and sending the licensee’s license 
certificate to the commission or verifying in writing to the commis¬ 
sion that the certificate has been lost or destroyed. 

“(d) A person who wishes to terminate his or her status as a 
qualifying broker for a company may do so by submitting written 
notice to the company or qualifying broker of the parent company 
and the commission. 

“(e) A salesperson or associate broker shall not perform any act 
for which a license is required after his or her association with his 
or her qualifying broker has been terminated, or if he or she 
changes qualifying brokers, until a new active license has been 
issued by the commission. 

“§34-27-35. 

“(a) The commission shall prescribe the form and content of 
license certificates issued. Each qualifying broker’s license certifi¬ 
cate shall show the name and business address of the broker. The 
license certificate of each active salesperson or associate broker 
shall show his or her name and address. The license certificate of 
each active salesperson or associate broker shall be delivered or 
mailed to his or her qualifying broker. Each license certificate 
shall be kept by the qualifying broker and shall be publicly dis¬ 
played at the address which appears on the license certificate.

The original fee for 
each company license shall be thirty-five dollars ($35) per year for 
each year or portion of a year remaining in the respective license 
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period, and the renewal fee for each license shall be thirty-five dol¬ 
lars ($35) per year for each year of the license period. 

“(d) The renewal research and education fee shall be two dol¬ 
lars and fifty cents ($2.50) per year for each year of the license 
period, and shall be paid at the time of license renewal by all bro¬ 
kers and salespersons in addition to the license renewal fees set 
out in this section. Collection of this fee shall begin and shall apply 
to all broker and salesperson renewals on and after August 1, 
1996, except that brokers who hold more than one broker’s license 
shall pay the fee for only one license at each renewal. 

“(e) The original research and education fee shall be thirty dol¬ 
lars ($30) and shall be paid at the time of all applications received 
on and after October 15, 1995, for issuance of an original broker’s 
license, and shall be paid at the time of all applications received on 
and after October 15, 1995, for issuance of a temporary salesper¬ 
son’s license. This is in addition to the original license fees set out 
in this section, and is in addition to the temporary license fee set 
out in Section 34-27-33. This thirty dollar ($30) original research 
and education fee is a one-time fee which no person shall be 
required to pay more than once. 

“(f) The license of a salesperson who is subsequently issued a 
broker’s license automatically terminates upon the issuance of his 
or her broker’s license certificate. The salesperson’s license certifi¬ 
cate shall be returned to the commission in order for a broker’s 
license to be issued. If the salesperson’s license is terminated dur¬ 
ing a year prior to the final year of a multi-year license period, the 
licensee shall receive a refund equal to the license fee paid for each 
full year remaining in the respective license period. No refund 
shall be made of any penalty fee or recovery fund deposit pertain¬ 
ing to the salesperson’s license. 

“(g) The commission shall prescribe a license renewal form, 
which shall accompany renewal fees, proof of errors and omissions 
insurance coverage, if applicable, and proof of completion of not 
less than 12 clock hours of approved continuing education course 
work, if applicable, and all shall be filed on or before August 31 of 
the final year of each license period in order for the respective 
license to be renewed on a timely basis for the following license 
period. Failure to meet this deadline shall result in the license 
being placed on inactive status on the following October 1, and the 
license shall be subject to all reactivation requirements. 
Reactivations shall be processed in the order received as evidenced 
by postmark or delivery date. Certified or registered mail shall not 
be used for reactivation in these cases. Licensees who renew dur¬ 
ing the period from September 1 of the final year of a license 
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period through September 30 of the initial year of a license period 
shall pay the required license fee, plus a penalty of sixty-five dol¬ 
lars ($65). 

“(h) The renewal form shall be mailed by the commission to 
the licensee's place of business, if an active licensee, or to his or 
her residence if an inactive licensee, prior to August 1 of the final 
year of each license period. Each licensee shall notify the commis¬ 
sion in writing of any change in his or her business or residence 
address within 30 days of the change. 

“(i) Every license shall expire at midnight on September 30 of 
the final year of each license period. An expired license may be 
renewed during the 12-month period following the license period 
for which the license was current. A licensee who fails to renew 
before the end of the 12-month period following the license period 
for which the license was issued has a lapsed license, and shall be 
subject to all requirements applicable to persons who have never 
been licensed, however, the commission may upon determination 
of hardship, allow later renewal upon payment of all fees and 
penalties. An inactive license must be renewed in the same man¬ 
ner as an active license. 

“(j) (1) Each applicant for renewal of an active salesperson or 
broker license issued by the commission shall, on or before 
August 31 of the final year of each license period, submit proof of 
completion of not less than 12 clock hours of approved continuing 
education course work to the commission, in addition to any other 
requirements for renewal. Failure to meet this deadline shall 
result in the license being placed on inactive status on the follow¬ 
ing October 1, and the license shall be subject to all reactivation 
requirements. Reactivations shall be processed in the order 
received as evidenced by postmark or delivery date. Certified or 
registered mail shall not be used for reactivation in this case. The 
commission shall not approve any continuing education course 
work to be taught in any part during the month of September of 
the final year of a license period. The commission shall not accept 
any continuing education course work taken in any part during 
the month of September of the final year of a license period. Proof 
of attendance at the course work, whether or not the applicant 
attained a passing grade in the course, shall be sufficient to satisfy 
requirements for renewal. The 12 clock hours' course work require¬ 
ment shall apply to each two-year license renewal, and hours in 
excess of 12 shall not be cumulated or credited for the purpose of 
subsequent license renewals. The commission shall develop stan¬ 
dards for approval of courses, and shall require certification of the 
course work of the applicant. 
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“Time served as a member of the State Legislature during 
each license renewal period shall be deemed the equivalent of the 
12 hours course work and shall satisfy the requirements of this 
subsection. 

“(2) This section shall apply to renewals of licenses which 
expire after September 30, 1986. An applicant for first renewal 
who has been licensed for not more than one year shall not be 
required to comply with this section for the first renewal of the 
applicant's license. Any licensee upon reaching the age of 65 and 
having been licensed 10 years prior to that date shall be exempt 
from this section. 

“(3) Continuing education shall not result in a passing or fail¬ 
ing grade. 

“(k) A licensee may request that the commission issue his or 
her license to inactive status. Inactive licenses shall be held at the 
commission office until activated. No act for which a license is 
required shall be performed under an inactive license.

“(a) All real estate licensees, except those whose license is on 
inactive status with the commission shall, as a condition to hold¬ 
ing an active license, carry errors and omissions insurance to cover 
activities contemplated under chapter 27 of Title 34. 

“(b) The real estate commission shall make the insurance 
required under this section available to all licensees by contracting 
with an insurance provider having a current rating in A.M. Best of 
A or better for a group policy, after competitive bidding in accor¬ 
dance with applicable Alabama law, except that no bid shall be 
accepted by the commission of any insurance provider having a 
current or former member of the Alabama Real Estate 
Commission or spouse thereof in the employment of that provider. 

“(c) Any policy obtained by the commission must be available 
to all licensees with no right on the part of the insurance provider 
to cancel. 

“(d) All licensees shall have the option of obtaining errors and 
omissions insurance independently, provided that the coverage so 
obtained complies with the minimum requirements established by 
the commission. Those who choose this option shall show compli¬ 
ance by providing a certificate of coverage and filing it with the 
commission office. 

“(e) The commission shall determine and set the terms and 
conditions of coverage mandated under this section, including but 
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not limited to the minimum limits of coverage, the deductible, and 
exclusions from coverage, and that the total premium shall not 
exceed one hundred dollars ($100) per year. 

“(f) Each licensee shall be notified of the required terms and 
conditions of coverage for the policy at least thirty (30) days before 
his or her license is to be renewed. Proof of coverage shall be fur¬ 
nished to the commission on or before August 31 of the final year 
of each license period in order for the respective license to be 
renewed on a timely basis. Failure to meet this deadline shall 
result in the license being placed on inactive status on the follow¬ 
ing October 1, and the license shall be subject to all reactivation 
requirements. Reactivations shall be processed in the order 
received as evidenced by postmark or delivery date. Certified or 
registered mail shall not be used for reactivation in this case. 

“(g) If the commission is unable to obtain errors and omissions 
insurance coverage to insure all licensees who choose to partic¬ 
ipate in the program as prescribed in subsection (e), the require¬ 
ment of insurance coverage under this section shall be void during 
the applicable contract period. 

“(h) The errors and omissions insurance coverage required by 
this section shall become effective as a condition of license issuing 
or renewal on October 1, 1993. Failure by any licensee to obtain 
such coverage shall result in his or her license being issued or 
renewed on inactive status. 

“(i) The Alabama Real Estate Commission is hereby author¬ 
ized to promulgate and implement such administrative rules and 
regulations in accordance with the state administrative procedures 
act as shall be necessary, from time to time, to carry out the provi¬ 
sions of this section.

“(a) The commission or its staff may on its own, or on the veri¬ 
fied complaint in writing of any person, investigate the actions and 
records of a licensee. The commission may issue subpoenas and 
compel the testimony of witnesses and the production of records 
and documents during an investigation. If probable cause is found, 
a formal complaint shall be filed and the commission shall hold a 
hearing on the formal complaint. The commission shall revoke or 
suspend the license or impose a fine of not less than twenty-five 
dollars ($25) nor more than one thousand dollars ($1,000), or both, 
or reprimand the licensee in each instance in which the licensee is 
found guilty of any of the following acts: 

“(1) Procuring or attempting to procure, a license, for himself 
or herself or another, by fraud, misrepresentation, or deceit, or by 
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making a material misstatement of fact in an application for a 
license. 

“(2) Engaging in misrepresentation or dishonest or fraudulent 
acts when selling, buying, trading, or renting real property of his 
or her own or of a spouse or child or parent. 

“(3) Making a material misrepresentation, or failing to disclose 
to a potential purchaser or lessee any latent structural defect or 
any other defect known to the licensee. Latent structural defects 
and other defects do not refer to trivial or insignificant defects but 
refer to those defects that would be a significant factor to a reason¬ 
able and prudent person in making a decision to purchase or lease. 

“(4) Making any false promises of a character likely to influ¬ 
ence, persuade, or induce any person to enter into any contract or 
agreement. 

“(5) Pursuing a continued and flagrant course of misrepresen¬ 
tation or the making of false promises through agents or salesper¬ 
sons or any medium of advertising or otherwise. 

“(6) Publishing or causing to be published any advertisement 
which deceives or which is likely to deceive the public, or which in 
any manner tends to create a misleading impression or which fails 
to identify the person causing the advertisement to be placed as a 
licensed broker or salesperson. 

“(7) Acting for more than one party in a transaction without 
the knowledge and consent in writing of all parties for whom he or 
she acts. 

“(8) a. Failing, within a reasonable time, to properly account 
for or remit money coming into his or her possession which belongs 
to others, or commingling money belonging to others with his or 
her own funds. 

“b. Failing to deposit and account for at all times all funds 
belonging to, or being held for others, in a separate federally 
insured account or accounts in a financial institution located in 
Alabama. 

“c. Failing to keep for at least three years a complete record 
of funds belonging to others showing to whom the money 
belongs, date deposited, date of withdrawal, and other pertinent 
information. 

“(9) Placing a sign on any property offering it for sale, lease, or 
rent without the consent of the owner. 
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“(10) Failing to voluntarily furnish a copy of each listing, con¬ 
tract, lease, and other document to each party executing the docu¬ 
ment with reasonable promptness. 

“(11) Paying any profit, compensation, commission, or fee to, or 
dividing any profit, compensation, commission, or fee with, anyone 
other than a licensee or multiple listing service. 

“(12) Paying or receiving any rebate from any person in a real 
estate transaction. 

“(13) Inducing any party to a contract to break the contract for 
the purpose of substituting a new contract, where the substitution 
is motivated by the personal gain of the licensee. 

“(14) If the licensee is a salesperson or associate broker, 
accepting a commission or other valuable consideration for per¬ 
forming any act for which a license is required from any person 
except his or her qualifying broker. 

“(15) If a qualifying broker or company, allowing a salesperson 
or associate broker licensed under him or her to advertise himself 
or herself as a real estate agent without the name or trade name of 
the qualifying broker or company appearing on the advertising in 
letters at least as large as the name of the salesperson or associate 
broker; or if the licensee is a salesperson or associate broker, 
advertising himself or herself as a real estate agent without the 
name or trade name of the qualifying broker or company under 
whom the salesperson or associate broker is licensed appearing on 
the advertising in letters at least as large as the name of the sales¬ 
person or associate broker. 

“(16) Presenting to the commission, as payment for a fee or 
fine, a check that is returned unpaid. 

“(17) Establishing an association, by employment or otherwise, 
with an unlicensed person who is expected or required to act as a 
licensee, or aiding, abetting, or conspiring with a person to circum¬ 
vent the requirements of this chapter. 

“(18) Failing to disclose to an owner the licensee’s intention to 
acquire, directly or indirectly, an interest in property which he or 
she or his or her associates have been employed to sell. 

“(19) Violating or disregarding any provision of this chapter or 
any rule, regulation, or order of the commission. 

“(20) If a broker, accepting a “net listing” agreement for sale of 
real property or any interest therein. A “net listing” is one that 
stipulates a net price to be received by the owner with the excess 
due to be received by the broker as his or her commission. 
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“(21) Misrepresenting or failing to disclose to any lender, guar¬ 
anteeing agency, or any other interested party, the true terms of a 
sale of real estate. 

“(22) Failing to inform the buyer or seller at the time an offer 
is presented that he or she will be expected to pay certain closing 
costs and the approximate amount of those costs. 

“(23) a. Having entered a plea of guilty or nolo contendere to, 
or having been found guilty of or convicted of a felony or a crime 
involving moral turpitude. 

“b. Having a final money judgment rendered against him or 
her which results from an act or omission occurring in the pursuit 
of his or her real estate business or involves the goodwill of an 
existing real estate business. 

“(24) Offering free lots or conducting lotteries for the purpose 
of influencing a party to purchase or lease real estate. 

“(25) Failing to include a fixed date of expiration in a written 
listing agreement or failing to leave a copy of the agreement with 
the principal. 

“(26) Conduct which constitutes or demonstrates dishonest 
dealings, bad faith, or untrustworthiness. 

“(27) Acting negligently or incompetently in performing an act 
for which a person is required to hold a real estate license. 

“(28) Failing or refusing on demand to produce a document, 
book, or record in his or her possession concerning a real estate 
transaction conducted by him or her for inspection by the commis¬ 
sion or its authorized personnel or representative. 

“(29) Failing within a reasonable time to provide information 
requested by the commission during an investigation or after a for¬ 
mal complaint has been filed. 

“(30) Failing without cause to surrender to the rightful owner, 
on demand, a document or instrument coming into his or her 
possession. 

“(31) If a qualifying broker or company, failing to keep in their 
files copies of all contracts, leases, listings, and other records perti¬ 
nent to real estate transactions for a period of three years. 

“(b) If it appears that a person, firm, corporation, or any busi¬ 
ness entity has engaged, or is about to engage, in an act or practice 
constituting a violation of Article 1 or 2 of this chapter or any rule 
or order of the commission, the commission, through the Attorney 
General, may institute legal actions to enjoin the act or practice 
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and to enforce compliance with Articles 1 and 2 of this chapter or 
any rule or order of the commission. To prevail in an action, it 
shall not be necessary to allege or prove either that an adequate 
remedy at law does not exist or that substantial or irreparable 
damage would result from the continued violation. 

“(c) The commission shall notify the licensee and qualifying 
broker in writing regarding the complaint. 

“(d) The commission shall notify the complainant, licensee, and 
qualifying broker in writing regarding the disposition of the 
complaint.” 

Section 2. The provisions of this act are severable. If any 
part of this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, that decla¬ 
ration shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 3. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
act are repealed. 

Section 4. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To reappropriate, for fiscal years 1995-96 and 1996-97, all unexpended and 
unencumbered monies previously appropriated to the Education Technology Fund 
under Act 94-673 and the fiscal year 1994-95 appropriation made in Act 95-650; to 
ieuuce the hsctti year 1995-96 appropriation to the Education ieciinoiogy Fund 
made in Act 95-650; to provide for the use of the reappropriated funds; and to pro¬ 
vide for an effective date. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. (a) It is the intent of the Legislature that the 

unexpended and unencumbered monies that were previously 
appropriated to the Education Technology Fund in 1) Act 94-673 
and 2) the fiscal year 1994-95 appropriation made in Act 95-650 
are hereby reappropriated to the Education Technology Fund for 
fiscal year 1995-96; and if, at the end of fiscal year 1995-96, any 
such monies remain unexpended and unencumbered, those monies 
shall be reappropriated for fiscal year 1996-97. 

(b) The monies reappropriated in subsection (a) above shall be 
expended for the Alabama Science in Motion (ASIM) Program, 
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provided for in Sections 16-61C-1 through 16-61C-6, Code of 
Alabama 1975. The State Superintendent of Education shall direct 
the preparation of one or more proposals for funding grants, as 
provided for in subsection 16-61C-5(1); provided, however, that the 
superintendent is authorized to delegate the preparation of fund¬ 
ing grant proposals to one of the host institutions. The State 
Superintendent of Education may authorize further expansion of 
the program as provided for in Section 16-61C-4, subject to the 
available funding for the ASIM Program over fiscal years 1995-96 
and 1996-97. Any further expansion of the ASIM Program that 
results from the reappropriation of the previously appropriated 
monies in subsection (a) shall become operational in school year 
1996-97. 

Section 2. Notwithstanding any other law to the contrary, 
the appropriation made to the Education Technology Fund for fis¬ 
cal year 1995-96 in Act 95-650 is hereby reduced by the amount of 
$1,492,000 and is effectively voided; said amount shall revert to 
the credit of the Education Trust Fund.

AN ACT 

Establishing the Community Notification Act; requiring the notification to law 
enforcement officers and certain residents of the state of the intended residence of a 
convicted sex offender; providing for the procedure and method of notification, and 
providing penalties for violations. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Title of Act. 
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This act shall be known and cited as the Community 
Notification Act. 

Section 2. Notification of Law Enforcement Officials When 
Convicted Sex Crime Offender Establishes Residence in Alabama 
Subsequent to Incarceration. 

(a) For purposes of this act, ‘"criminal sex offender” shall mean 
a person convicted of any of the following criminal sexual offenses: 
Rape in the first or second degree; sodomy in the first or second 
degree; sexual torture; sexual abuse; or incest when the offender is 
20 years old or older and the victim is 18 years old or younger. 

(b) Thirty days prior to the release of a person convicted of a 
criminal sexual offense, the following shall apply: 

(1) The warden of the correctional facility in which the crimi¬ 
nal sex offender is incarcerated shall require the offender to 
declare in writing the address at which he or she will reside upon 
release from incarceration. 


(2) If the criminal sex offender declares his or her intent to 
reside outside of the state, the warden shall, within 48 hours of the 
written declaration required by this act, notify the Attorney 
General of the state to which the criminal sex offender has 
declared his or her intent to move, and shall also notify the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation. The notification shall include all 
information available to the warden which would be necessary to 
identify and trace the offender, including, but not limited to, fin¬ 
gerprints and a current photograph of the offender. 


(3) If the criminal sex offender declares his or her intent to 
reside within the geographical boundaries of the state, the warden 
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Attorney General, the Director of the Department of Public Safety, 
the district attorney and the sheriff of the county in which the 
offender intends to reside, the chief of police of any municipality, 
and the Federal Bureau of Investigation. The notification shall 
include all information available to the warden which would be 
necessary to identify and trace the offender, including, but not lim¬ 
ited to, fingerprints and a current photograph of the offender. 


(c) In every case when a criminal sex offender is released from 
incarceration, he or she must reside for a minimum of 30 days at 
the address stated in his or her declaration of intent. 


(d) If a criminal sex offender transfers his or her residence to a 
different location after the minimum 30 day period, all other provi¬ 
sions for reporting the move shall apply. 
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Section 3. Notification of Persons Living in Proximity to 
Certain Sex Crime Offenders After the Release of Such Offenders 
From Incarceration. 

(a) Twenty-five days prior to the release of any person con¬ 
victed of any criminal sexual offense, the following procedure shall 
apply: 

(1) In the cities of Birmingham, Mobile, Huntsville, and 
Montgomery, the Chief of Police shall notify all persons who have 
a legal residence within 1,000 feet of the declared residence of the 
released offender, that the offender will be establishing his or her 
residence in proximity to the residents. This notification shall 
include the name, address, sex, age, physical description, current 
photograph, and a statement of the sex crime or crimes for which 
the offender has completed his or her sentence, and the date upon 
which the offender will be released. The notification shall also 
include a statement that the same information is on file at police 
headquarters and will be available to the general public for inspec¬ 
tion and identification purposes during regular business hours. 
Notification shall be made by regular mail and by posting a copy of 
the notice mailed in a prominent place at the city hall and at the 
police station closest to the declared residence of the released 
offender. 

(2) In all other cities in Alabama with a resident population of 
5,000 or more, the Chief of Police shall notify all persons who have 
a legal residence within 1,500 feet of the declared residence of the 
released offender that the offender will be establishing his or her 
residence in proximity to the residents. This notification shall 
include the name, address, sex, age, physical description, current 
photograph, and a statement of the sex crime or crimes for which 
the offender has completed his or her sentence, and the date upon 
which the offender will be released. The notification shall also 
include a statement that the same information is on file at police 
headquarters and will be available to the general public for inspec¬ 
tion and identification purposes during regular business hours. 
Notification shall be made by regular mail and by posting a copy of 
the notice mailed in a prominent place at the city hall and at the 
police station closest to the declared residence of the released 
offender. 

(3) In all other municipalities with a resident population of 
less than 5,000, and in all unincorporated areas, the sheriff of the 
county in which the released offender intends to reside shall notify 
all persons who have a legal residence, or who own property, 
within 2,000 feet of the declared residence of the released offender, 
that the offender will be establishing his or her residence in 
proximity to the residents. This notification shall include the 
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name, address, sex, age, physical description, current photograph, 
and a statement of the sex crime or crimes for which the offender 
has completed his or her sentence, and the date upon which the 
offender will be released. The notification shall also include a 
statement that the same information is on file at the office of the 
sheriff and will be available to the general public for inspection 
and identification purposes during regular business hours. 
Notification shall be made by regular mail and by posting a copy of 
the notice mailed in a prominent place at the city hall nearest the 
declared residence of the released offender and at the office of the 
sheriff in the county in which the released offender will reside. 

(4) Any person convicted of any sex crime against any person, 
who resides within the geographical boundaries of the state, shall 
always be subject to the law requiring that other residents living 
in proximity to the offender be notified. 

(A) At the time offenders who were released prior to the imple¬ 
mentation of this notification law register their residence as 
required under other provisions of the law, the notification proce¬ 
dures required of chiefs of police and sheriffs shall apply in the 
same manner as if the offender were being released from incarcer¬ 
ation, with the exception that notification of residents living in 
proximity to the offender must be notified within 48 hours of the 
registration of the offender. 

(B) Any released sex crime offender for whom the notification 
requirements of this act apply, shall give 30 days written notice of 
his or her intent to change his or her legal residence to the sheriff 
of the county in which he or she resides, and to the sheriff of the 
county to which he or she plans to move if such are different. The 
notice of intent to move shall be on a form provided by the sheriff 
and shall include all the necessary and relevant information 
required by this act. The sheriff shall transfer the information to 
the appropriate persons responsible for communicating this infor¬ 
mation to the proper law enforcement officials and to residents 
who will be living in proximity to the offender. 

(b) No released sex crime offender shall be allowed to establish 
a legal residence within 1,000 feet of any public school, private 
school, day care center, or any other child care facility. 

(c) No released sex crime offender shall be allowed to establish 
a legal residence within 1,000 feet of any of his or her former vic¬ 
tims, nor shall the offender be permitted to willfully or knowingly 
come within 100 feet of any of his or her former victims, except as 
elsewhere provided by law, or make any visual or audible sexually 
suggestive or obscene gesture, sound, or communication at or to a 
former victim. Violation of this subsection shall constitute a 
Class A misdemeanor. 
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(d) No released sex crime offender shall be allowed to establish 
a legal residence where a person 18 years of age or younger 
resides, except as elsewhere provided by law. 

(e) Violation of any residency restriction by a released sex 
crime offender shall constitute a Class A misdemeanor. 

Section 4. Notification of Former Victims. 

If the last known address of a victim is in the State of 
Alabama, the warden shall notify the Attorney General’s Office of 
Victim Assistance and they shall send a notice to the victim that 
the offender will be released and where the offender intends to 
reside. 

Section 5. Penalties. 

Any agent of the state, state prison officer, state law enforce¬ 
ment officer, or state official required to perform any affirmative 
action pursuant to this act who knowingly fails to perform such 
action, shall, after inquiry by the Attorney General, be fined five 
hundred dollars ($500) for each failure to perform any affirmative 
action required by this act. 

Section 6. Repealer. 

All laws and parts of laws that conflict with this act are hereby 
repealed to the extent of the conflict. 

Section 7. Severability. 

The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of this act 
is declared invalid or unconstitutional, that declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains. 

Section 8. Effective Date. 

This act shall become effective immediately upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a 
law.

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Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The Director of the Madison County License 
Department shall charge and collect a fee not to exceed $2.00 for 
each motor vehicle license tag issued by mail, in addition, to all 
other fees prescribed by law. Such additional fee shall be paid by 
the owner of the motor vehicle with his mailed request for license 
tags, and such fees collected by the director of the department 
shall be paid into the general fund of the county. The actual 
expense of mailing application forms to the owners of motor vehi¬ 
cles and of mailing tags are hereinabove provided shall be paid 
from the general fund of the county upon proper warrant signed by 
the director of the department and approved by the county govern¬ 
ing body as provided by law. All the forms necessary in the admin¬ 
istration of this act shall be furnished by the State Department of 
Revenue. 

Section 2. The provisions of this act are severable. If any 
part of the act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such decla¬ 
ration shall not affect the part which remains.

AN ACT 

To amend Sections 34-37-1, 34-37-2, 34-37-6, 34-37-8 and 34-37-17, Code of 
Alabama 1975, relating to the Plumbers and Gas Fitters Examining Board, to pro¬ 
vide for certification of medical gas piping fitters; and to provide for penalties. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Sections 34-37-1, 34-37-2, 34-37-6, 34-37-8, and 
34-37-17 of the Code of Alabama 1975, are amended to read as 
follows: 


§34-37-1. 
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“For purposes of this chapter, the following terms shall have 
meanings respectively ascribed to them herein unless the context 
clearly requires a different meaning: 

“(1) APPRENTICE GAS FITTER OR PLUMBER. A person 
other than a master or journeyman gas fitter or plumber, who is 
e ngaged in learning and assisting in the installation of gas pipe, 
equipment, apparatus, and appliances, and shall work directly 
under the supervision of a journeyman or master gas fitter or 
plumber, and who has successfully fulfilled the registration 
requirements of the board and has been duly registered by the 
board as such for the current year. 

“(2) BOARD. The Alabama plumbers and gas fitters examining 
board as renamed by this chapter. The board shall examine, cer¬ 
tify, and regulate plumbers, gas fitters, and medical gas piping fit¬ 
ters on a statewide basis pursuant to this chapter. 

“(3) CERTIFICATION. The process of testing at the state level 
to determine the knowledge and skill of an individual with respect 
to plumbing and gas fitting, and the issuing of certificates to indi¬ 
cate that an individual has passed the examination. 

“(4) GAS FITTING, GAS SYSTEMS, OR GAS WORK. The 
installation, repair of pipes, fixtures, fittings, appliances, or appa¬ 
ratus necessary for supplying natural gas for residential or com¬ 
mercial use from the point of delivery and all gas piping before 
connection to the combustion zone and including the applicable 
venting of flue gases to the outside atmosphere and the provisions 
for air for combustion and ventilation. This chapter shall not be 
construed to prevent any contractor certified by the Alabama 
board of heating and air conditioning contractors from installing, 
replacing, or performing service or repair on natural gas fired air 
heating/cooling appliances, excluding piping to them provided the 
installing contractor has a valid certificate issued by the Alabama 
board of heating and air conditioning contractors. 

“(5) JOURNEYMAN GAS FITTER. A person who engages in 
or works at the actual installation, repair, or replacement of gas 
work, who has successfully fulfilled the examination requirements 
of the board, has been issued a journeyman gas fitter certificate by 
the board, and possesses a valid and current annual certificate 
issued by the board. The certificate shall be available for inspec¬ 
tion on request. 

“(6) JOURNEYMAN PLUMBER. A person who engages in or 
works at the actual installation, repair, or replacement of plumb¬ 
ing systems, who has successfully fulfilled the examination 
requirements of the board, has been issued a journeyman plumber 
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certificate by the board, and possesses a valid and current annual 
certificate issued by the board. The certificate shall be available 
for inspection on request. 

“(7) MASTER GAS FITTER. Any person engaged in or propos¬ 
ing to engage in the business of contracting to do, or of superin¬ 
tending the installation, maintenance, or repair of gas systems or 
gas work, either or both. The individual shall qualify to be a certi¬ 
fied master gas fitter. If the business be a firm or corporation, at 
least one active employee of the firm or corporation shall be a duly 
registered and certified master gas fitter, actively and continu¬ 
ously connected with the conduct of said business. The master gas 
fitter shall have in his or her possession a current annual certifi¬ 
cate issued by the board. The certificate shall be available for 
inspection on request. 

“(8) MASTER PLUMBER. Any person engaged in or proposing 
to engage in the business of contracting to do, or of superintending 
the installation, maintenance, or repair of plumbing, or both. The 
individual shall qualify to be a certified master plumber. If the 
business is a firm or corporation, at least one active employee of 
the firm or corporation shall be a duly registered and certified 
master plumber, actively, continuously connected with the conduct 
of the business. The master plumber shall have in his or her pos¬ 
session a current annual certificate issued by the board. The cer¬ 
tificate shall be available for inspection on request. 

“(9) MEDICAL GAS PIPING FITTER. A master plumber or 
master gas fitter whose certificate bears an endorsement for 
installation of medical gas piping. A journeyman plumber or jour¬ 
neyman gas fitter whose certificate bears an endorsement for 
installation of medical gas piping shall be entitled to install medi¬ 
cal gas piping under the direction of a master plumber or master 
gas fitter whose certificate entitles him or her to install medical 
gas piping. The medical gas piping fitter shall have in his or her 
possession a current annual certificate with endorsement issued 
by the board. The certificate shall be available for inspection on 
request. 

“(10) MEDICAL GAS PIPING. Piping used solely to transport 
gases used for medical purposes. 

“(11) PLUMBING, PLUMBING SYSTEMS, OR PLUMBING 
WORK. The installation, repair, or replacement of pipes, fixtures, 
or other apparatus necessary either for supplying water or for 
removing liquid or waterborne waste. The term is also used to 
denote installed fixtures, drainage, vents, and water distribution 
systems. 
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“§34-37-2. 

“The plumbers examining board as created by Act No. 529 of 
the 1949 Regular Session of the legislature (Acts 1949, p. 827), as 
amended, is renamed the plumbers and gas fitters examining 
board and the authority of the board is expanded to allow the 
board to examine, certify, and regulate plumbers, gas fitters, and 
medical gas piping fitters on a statewide basis. The board may 
make and enforce rules adopted in accordance with Chapter 22 of 
Title 41, the Alabama Administrative Procedure Act. 

“§34-37-6. 

“(a) It shall be unlawful for any person, firm, or corporation to 
purchase a business license or to do or perform, or to contract, 
direct, or superintend any plumbing, gas fitting, or medical gas 
piping within any incorporated city or town or county of this state 
unless the person has first received a certificate of competency, 
hereinafter referred to as “certificate” that is in force and effect at 
the time the plumbing, gas fitting, or medical gas piping is done, 
directed, or superintended, except as hereinafter provided. 

“(b) The board shall register every person who may apply for 
an apprentice plumber or gas fitter registration certificate upon 
forms provided by the board, upon first paying all prescribed fees. 

“(c) The board shall examine and pass upon the qualification of 
every person who applies for a journeyman’s plumber or gas fitter 
certificate upon forms provided by the board. An applicant for 
examination for a journeyman’s plumber or gas fitter certificate 
shall submit proof that the applicant has two years of work experi¬ 
ence as an apprentice plumber or gas fitter or has completed an 
apprentice training program approved by the board. Applicants for 
journeyman plumber or gas fitter shall be examined, orally or in 
writing, upon the fundamentals of plumbing or gas fitting, the the¬ 
ory and practice of plumbing installation and construction or gas 
fitting work, and the experience and ability of the applicant in 
practical plumbing installation and construction or gas fitting 
work. If the applicant is found to possess an accurate knowledge of 
the theory and correct practice of plumbing installation and con¬ 
struction or gas fitting work, and sufficient experience and ability 
in plumbing installation and construction or gas fitting work to 
safely and competently apply that knowledge and practice, the 
board shall issue a certificate, upon the applicant first paying all 
prescribed fees.

“(d) The board shall examine and pass upon the qualifications 
of every person who applies for a master’s plumber or gas fitter 
certificate upon forms provided by the board. 
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“(1) Applicants for examination for a master plumber certifi¬ 
cate shall submit proof to the board that the applicant has at least 
one year of work experience as a journeyman plumber. 

“(2) Applicants for examination for a master gas fitter’s certifi¬ 
cate shall submit proof to the board that the applicant has at least 
one year of work experience as a gas fitter. 

“(3) An applicant for a master’s certificate shall be examined 
upon knowledge, training, and ability, in the planning, laying out, 
and supervision of plumbing installation and construction work or 
gas fitting work, and if found to possess those qualifications, the 
applicant shall be issued a master’s plumber or gas fitter certifi¬ 
cate by the board. 

“(e) No person shall be issued a certificate without passing the 
prescribed examination. A person who has passed the examination 
shall not be required to take the examination thereafter in order to 
secure a certificate in subsequent years. At least four examina¬ 
tions per year shall be conducted, at a time and place prescribed 
by the board after reasonable notice. 

“(f) Any master plumber, master gas fitter, journeyman 
plumber, or journeyman gas fitter performing medical gas piping 
shall provide proof to the board that he or she has successfully 
completed a current medical gas piping certification program 
approved by the board. The approval by the board shall be indi¬ 
cated by endorsement as a medical gas piping fitter on his or her 
certificate. Any journeyman performing medical gas piping shall 
work under the direction of a master plumber or master gas fitter 
whose certificate entitles him or her to install medical gas piping. 

“(g) Certificates may be issued without examination to those 
persons who bavp heen certified under the general laws of the 
state as plumbers or gas fitters for at least two years prior to M«y 
2, 1989, or who furnish proof to the board that they have passed 
an examination substantially equivalent to the board-approved 
examination prior to May 2, 1989. The board shall determine the 
passing score and the equivalency of the examination. 

“§34-37-8. 

“(a) Any person who holds a certificate issued by the board 
shall be issued statewide certification upon the renewal of their 
existing certificate. 

“(b) Any certificate issued by the board shall be acceptable by 
any city, town, or county in the state and any existing local statute 
or ordinance contrary to this section is repealed, and no other com¬ 
petency certification or examination shall be required of plumbers, 
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gas fitters, or medical gas piping fitters by any local governmental 
entity. 

“(c) Any current registration or annual certificate issued to any 
person by the board shall be in possession of the person at any 
time he or she engages in or proposes to engage as a master, jour¬ 
neyman, or apprentice plumber, gas fitter, or medical gas piping 
fitter, as the case may be, and upon request he or she shall make 
the certificate or registration available for inspection and identifi¬ 
cation by any person or persons for whom he or she engages or pro¬ 
poses to engage as such, and for identification by plumbing, gas, or 
other authorized enforcement personnel of any governmental 
entity, board, or agency when requested.

“It shall be unlawful for any person to violate any provision of 
this chapter regulating plumbers, gas fitters, or medical gas piping 
fitters.

Relating to the Alabama Sunset Law; to continue the existence and function¬ 
ing of the Plumbers and Gas Fitters Examining Board with certain modifications; 
to amend Sections 34-37-3 and 34-37-5, Code of Alabama 1975, so as to provide fur¬ 
ther for board membership and the reversion of certain funds of the board to the 
State General Fund. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Pursuant to the Alabama Sunset Law, the sunset 
committee recommends the continuance of the Plumbers and Gas 
Fitters Examining Board, with the additional recommendation for 
statutory change as set out in Section 3 of this act. 

Section 2, The existence and functioning of the Plumbers 
and Gas Fitters Examining Board, created and functioning pur¬ 
suant to Sections 34-37-1 to 34-37-18, inclusive, Code of Alabama 
1975, is continued, and those code sections are expressly preserved. 

Section 3. Sections 34-37-3 and 34-37-5 of the Code of 
Alabama 1975, are amended to read as follows: 

“§34-37-3. 

“The board members established by this chapter, shall con¬ 
tinue to serve on the board as renamed by this chapter until the 
expiration of their current terms. Provided, however, that when¬ 
ever a current term on said board expires after May 2, 1989, 
appointments shall be made by the governor to fill seats vacated 
by expiration of term so that each congressional district in the 
state shall eventually be represented on such board. Appointments 
shall be subject to confirmation by the Senate. Members shall 
serve until their successors are appointed and qualified. The order 
by which such appointments from congressional districts shall be 
made by the governor shall be as follows: District No. 6; District 
No. 7; District No. 5; District No. 2; District No. 4; District No. 1; 
and District No. 3. The governor shall designate the length of the 
term of each of his appointees not to exceed four years. The board 
shall always be composed of the following members: one member

• : (a) . There 1S established a separate special revenue trust fund 
in the State Treasury to be known as the Alabama Plumbers and 
Gas Fitters Examining Board Fund. All receipts collected by the 
board under this chapter shall be deposited in this fund and used 
only to carry out this chapter. The fund shall be disbursed only by 
warrant of the State Comptroller upon the State Treasury upon 
itemized vouchers approved by the executive director of the board 
or, in the absence of the executive director, by the deputy director. 
Wo funds shall be withdrawn or expended except as budgeted and 
allotted according to Sections 41-4-80 to 41-4-96, inclusive as 
amended, and only in amounts as stipulated in the general appro¬ 
priation bill or other appropriation bills. Any funds unspent and 
unencumbered at the end of each fiscal year that exceed 25 per¬ 
cent of the board’s budget for the previous fiscal year shall be 
transferred to the State General Fund.

Further, all 
state, county, municipal and educational entities are authorized to 
disburse such sums as deemed necessary by mutual agreement 
between said entities and the State of Alabama, Department of 
Examiners of Public Accounts to partially defray the cost of audit¬ 
ing services performed by said agency. All such sums are hereby 
appropriated and reappropriated if necessary to the Department of 
Examiners of Public Accounts for audit services, to be expended 
through the fund established by Section 41-5-24, Code of Alabama 
1975. 

SECTION 6, All interest earned from funds paid into 
Account No. 396 (formerly Account No. 305735) by Act 87-761, Act 
88-947, Act 89-79, Act 90-556 and Act 91-572 are hereby appropri¬ 
ated to the Governor’s Contingency Fund to be spent at the discre¬ 
tion of the Governor. Any other interest earned by the state from 
Revenue Sharing Investments under the State and Local Fiscal 
Assistance Act of 1972, as amended, Public Law 92-512, 92nd 
Congress, together with any accruals or reversions thereon are 
hereby appropriated to the State General Fund. 

SECTION 7. All encumbered balances of a previous fiscal 
year appropriation, other than the exclusions authorized in 
Section 41-4-93, Code of Alabama 1975, shall lapse no later than 
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September 30 of the fiscal year immediately following the fiscal 
year for which the appropriation was made and shall revert to the 
credit of the State General Fund or earmarked fund from which 
the appropriation or appropriations were made. 

SECTION 8. The appropriations made herein to the depart¬ 
ments, boards, offices, commissions and agencies include the 
amounts necessary and said departments, boards, offices, commis¬ 
sions and agencies are hereby directed to make the transfer of 
funds to the State Personnel Department in said amounts enumer¬ 
ated in this Act. All agencies enumerated in this Act and receiving 
services from other governmental agencies enumerated in this Act 
shall make full payment in a timely manner (as determined by the 
Department of Finance) for such services. 

SECTION 9. If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, 
provision or portion of this Act or all or any portion of any appro¬ 
priations herein made be held unconstitutional or invalid, it shall 
not affect any other section, paragraph, sentence, clause, provision 
or portion of this Act or any other appropriation or appropriations 
or portion thereof hereby made not in and of itself unconstitutional 
or invalid. 

SECTION 10. (a) Funds appropriated from the State 

General Fund or earmarked state funds in this act to any state 
department, division, board, bureau, commission, agency, institu¬ 
tion, or office (with the exception of local boards of education, the 
Department of Transportation, postsecondary institutions of edu¬ 
cation and the legislative branch of government) shall not be 
expended for the purchase or lease of automotive vehicles. 
Notwithstanding the foregoing, the Department of Public Safety 
may purchase automotive vehicles to be used for direct law 
enforcement purposes only. The Department of Public Safety may 
not transfer automotive vehicles from law enforcement personnel 
nor vehicles designated for law enforcement purposes to other per¬ 
sonnel in that department nor shall vehicles be transferred to be 
used for any other purpose in that department nor transferred to 
any other state agency. The Department of Public Safety may 
transfer surplus automobiles (those with over 100,000 miles) with¬ 
out the approval required in this section. A state agency may 
request to purchase or lease automotive vehicles for emergency 
purposes. The request shall be made in writing to the Director of 
Finance, the Chairman of the House Committee on Ways and 
Means, and the Chairman of the Senate Committee on Economic 
Expansion and Trade. The request shall explain the nature of the 
automotive purchase or lease and the emergency need for the vehi¬ 
cle. The request shall be approved unanimously by the Director of 
Finance, the Chairman of the House Committee on Ways and 
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Means, and the Chairman of the Senate Committee on Economic 
Expansion and Trade prior to the purchase or lease of any automo¬ 
tive vehicle. 

(b) No funds appropriated in this Act shall be expended for the 
purpose of purchasing optional equipment on state motor vehicles 
that consist of stereo equipment, power seats, leather upholstery, 
premium wheel covers, deluxe exterior trim, or sun roofs. 

SECTION 11. It is the intent of the Legislature that the 
Finance Director shall notify the Chair of the House Committee on 
Ways and Means and the Chair of the Senate Committee on 
Economic Expansion and Trade of any inter-agency transfers, of 
any type, including contracting, of any of the funds appropriated in 
this Act. 

SECTION 12. All laws and parts of laws, general, special, 
private or local in conflict with or inconsistent with the provisions 
of this Act be and the same are hereby expressly repealed. 

SECTION 13. Each agency of the State funded through the 
provisions of this Act shall provide an equal opportunity for 
employment and business opportunities for all citizens of this state 
without regard to sex or race. 

SECTION 14. This Act shall become effective October 1, 1996.

Second Extraordinary Session, 1996 

GOVERNOR JAMES’ ADDRESS 
SECOND EXTRAORDINARY SESSION, 1996 

Mr. Speaker, Gov. Siegelman, Senators and Representatives, I 
welcome you here to begin the second special session of our term. 

I call this Special Session to address an emergency issue. That 
issue is honest elections, and it is a totally non-partisan issue . 
Other issues are important, but they do not constitute an emer¬ 
gency and can be addressed in the next Regular Session. 

On November 8, 1994, almost two years ago the people of 
Alabama went to the polls to elect a governor, Lt. governor, chief 
justice of the Alabama Supreme Court, state treasurer, members 
of the Alabama Legislature, and other public officials. 

However, due to a disputed vote count, the Chief Justice of the 
Alabama Supreme Court, Justice Perry Hooper, Sr., a Republican, 
and the Alabama State Treasurer, Ms. Lucy Baxley, a Democrat, 
were not certified until October 20, 1995 - 11 months after the 
election. In addition, there were allegations of voter fraud in other 
races throughout the state. The litigation surrounding the 1994 
General Election cost the taxpayers of Alabama hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of dollars and totally disrupted our electoral process. 

Alabama history tells us that a difference of 200, 1,000, 5,000, 
or 10,000 votes has been the difference in winning or losing many 
elections. Consequently, just a very few dishonest votes can actu¬ 
ally void hundreds of thousands of honest votes in any statewide 
election. 

In November, Alabamians will go to the polls to vote for a pres¬ 
ident of the United States, a U.S. senator, seven U.S. congressmen 
and other officials. I believe we should act now to prevent a repeat 
of the 1994 “vote count” fiasco. That is why the issue of honest 
elections constitutes an emergency worthy to be addressed by 
Special Session. 

I have proposed an Absentee Ballot bill and a Voter ID bill 
that I believe will deter voter fraud and provide ballot security 
to a reasonable extent and at the same time enhance voter 
participation. 
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The Absentee Ballot bill makes it crystal clear that in order for 
an absentee ballot to be counted, it must be signed by the voter 
and witnessed by two persons over the age of 18, or it must be 
notarized. Substantial compliance is out . 

Further, at present there are four legal reasons to obtain an 
absentee ballot: 1) if one is incapacitated, 2) if one works a 10-hour 
shift that coincides with polling hours, 3) if one is in the military, 
and 4) if one will be out of town on election day. Over 70 percent of 
absentee ballots are issued for the reason that one is out of town 
on election day. In order to reduce absentee ballots in this case, 
the bill will allow those citizens who will be out of town on election 
day two extra days to vote an absentee ballot in person. The two 
extra days include: 

1) Tuesday, seven days before the election at the county court¬ 
house and auxiliary courthouses from 8:00 a.m. to 5:00 p.m.; and, 
2) Saturday, 10 days before the election at the county courthouse 
from 8:00 a.m. to 12:00 Noon. The new law simply requires that 
you be out of town on election day and the two extra days to 
quality for an absentee ballot by mail. 

The Voter ID bill strengthens the integrity of elections by 
requiring citizens to show some form of identification before they 
vote so all of us 18 years or older and alive can vote one time. A cit¬ 
izen with no ID can still vote by challenged ballot and when iden¬ 
tity is confirmed, the vote is counted. 

This bill mandates uniform polling hours of 7:00 a.m. to 
8:00 p.m. 13 hours, to help men and women who want to vote but 
travel a long way to work and get horn* 1 late. The bill also requires 
that inspectors and clerks at the polling sites be selected by equal 
representation from lists submitted by the respective political 
parties that comprised the majority vote in the last presidential 
election. 

Time is of the essence because upon your passing this legisla¬ 
tion we must obtain approval from the U.S. Department of Justice 
before implementation in the November, 1996, General Election. 

I respectfully request that you adhere to the Call of this 
Special Session and enact the proposed two “honest election bills” 
as soon as possible, five to seven days. Let us put first things first. 
Honest government begins with honest elections. Thank you.

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“Section 1. (a) The county commission of Shelby County may 
appropriate funds for the purchase of lunches for prisoners work¬ 
ing at hard labor away from the Shelby County Jail and for pris¬ 
oners of the State of Alabama who are performing work for and 
with the approval of Shelby County under any program allowed, 
sanctioned, or approved by the State of Alabama, it agencies, or 
departments. 

“(b) The county commission of Shelby County may appropriate 
funds for and make an allowance, in its discretion, not to exceed 
ten dollars ($10) per week to each prisoner at work for Shelby 
County under a sentence of hard labor or for prisoners of the State 
of Alabama who are performing work or labor for Shelby County 
pursuant to any voluntary programs approved, sanctioned, or 
offered by the State of Alabama, its agencies, or departments.

“(a) Every district attorney holding office on September 30, 
1988, shall come under the provisions of this division as a matter 
of law. No supernumerary district attorney who was a supernu¬ 
merary district attorney prior to September 30, 1988, may come 
under this division. Each district attorney elected or appointed to 
office after September 30, 1988, shall come under the provisions of 
this division as a matter of law. After September 30, 1988, each 
district attorney covered by the provisions of this division shall 
contribute to the District Attorneys' Spouses Fund four and 
seven-tenths percent of his earnable compensations; provided that 
beginning with the fiscal year beginning October 1, 1989, such per¬ 
centage shall be set from year to year by the secretary-treasurer, 
upon recommendation by the actuary after an annual valuation of 
the assets and liabilities of the fund created by this division. 

“(b) Notwithstanding subsection (a), any currently serving dis¬ 
trict attorney who has not been married at any time since the cre¬ 
ation of the spousal benefit fund may elect to not participate and 
may withdraw his or her contributions and the earnings and inter¬ 
est therefrom. 

“(c) Notwithstanding subsection (b), any currently serving dis¬ 
trict attorney who elects to not participate shall do so within 30 
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days of the effective date of this amendatory act and shall be pro¬ 
hibited from future participation in this fund.”

by removing the appointing authority of the circuit clerk and providing for an 
employee representative. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Section 4 of Act No. 85-587, H. 883 of the 1985 
Regular Session (Acts 1985, p. 802), is amended to read as follows: 

Section 4. (a) BOARD MEMBERS. The personnel program 
established by this act shall be administered by the board. The 
board shall be composed of five members who shall be appointed 
as follows: 

(1) One member shall be appointed by the judge of probate 
and the initial term shall be for two years. 

“(2) One member shall be appointed by the sheriff and the ini¬ 
tial term shall be for three years. 

(3) One member shall be appointed by the revenue commis¬ 
sioner and the initial term shall be for five years. 

(4) Effective January 1, 1997, the member appointed by the 
circuit clerk shall be replaced by a successor selected by a commit¬ 
tee of employees. The employee representative selection committee 
shall be composed of one employee from the sheriffs office, one 
employee from the probate office, one employee from the office of 
revenue commissioner, and two employees from the road and 
bridge department. The employees on the committee shall be 
selected by the employees of the appropriate office by a secret bal¬ 
lot at a meeting called for that purpose. The employee representa¬ 
tive on the board shall be a registered voter in the county, but 
shall not be an employee of the county or related by blood or 
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marriage to an employee of the county or any county elected 
official. 

“(5) One member shall be appointed by the county commission. 

“(b) Upon the expiration of the initial term of each member, 
the successor shall be appointed by the original appointing author¬ 
ity for a term of five years. 

“(c) No person shall be appointed to the personnel board unless 
he or she is of recognized good character and ability, and is an 
actual resident in and qualified elector of the county. No person 
shall be eligible to appointment or shall continue to be a member 
of a board created under this act who holds an elective office under 
the state, county, or any city therein, or who is a candidate for 
elective office. Vacancies on the board shall be filled for the unex¬ 
pired terms in the same manner as original appointments are 
made. The board shall elect a chair from among its members, who 
shall preside at its meetings. Three members shall constitute a 
quorum for the transaction of any business which may properly 
come before the board. Each person so appointed shall, within 15 
days after appointment, qualify by making oath that he or she will 
faithfully execute the duties of office to the best of his or her abil¬ 
ity and knowledge which oath shall be recorded as provided by 
law. The board shall adopt reasonable rules regulating the proce¬ 
dure of the board. Notice of all meetings of the board shall be given 
to each member by the clerk of the board.”

Relating to Jefferson County; providing that the sheriff may employ a confi¬ 
dential secretary; providing for the compensation, benefits, and employment status 
of a confidential secretary; and prohibiting a confidential secretary from seeking an 
elected county office. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . (a) The Sheriff of Jefferson County may employ a 

confidential secretary in lieu of an executive secretary. The confi¬ 
dential secretary of the sheriff shall be paid the same compensa¬ 
tion as the confidential secretary of the Jefferson County 
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Commission. The confidential secretary of the sheriff shall not be 
subject to any merit system applicable to the employees of 
Jefferson County. If, at the time of employment as a confidential 
secretary of the sheriff, the person employed is an employee of 
Jefferson County and subject to a merit system, the person, upon 
the date of termination as a confidential secretary of the sheriff, 
shall be entitled to return to the employ of Jefferson County in a 
position subject to the merit system classification which is equal to 
or higher than the position that was held by the person as of the 
date the person was originally employed as a confidential secre¬ 
tary of the sheriff. 

(b) Service time as a confidential secretary of the sheriff shall 
be considered, for all purposes, as service time as a merit system 
employee of Jefferson County if the person subsequently returns to 
a merit system classification as described in subsection (a). 

(c) A confidential secretary of the sheriff shall receive the same 
benefits that a merit system employee of Jefferson County 
receives, including, but not limited to, longevity pay. 

Section 2. A confidential secretary of the sheriff may 
become a member of any pension plan applicable to employees of 
Jefferson County, if application for membership is made to the 
pension plan within 30 days of the date of employment as a confi¬ 
dential secretary of the sheriff. 

Section 3. No person may run for elected county office while 
employed as a confidential secretary of the sheriff. 

Section 4. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

AN ACT 

Relating to Autauga County; to levy a special fire protection tax in certain 
areas of the county; to provide for certain exemptions from the tax; to provide for 
the collection and distribution of funds derived from the tax; to provide for the 
expending and accounting of the funds; to provide for the treatment of funds upon 
dissolution or abandonment of a volunteer fire department; to provide that the 
county shall be immune from certain liability; and to provide for a referendum on 
this act. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 
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Section 1. The provisions of this act shall apply only to 
those portions of Autauga County located outside the corporate 
boundaries of the City of Prattville. 

Section 2. The Legislature declares that the fire association 
and the volunteer fire departments that receive funds pursuant to 
this act are organizations which are public in nature, as they pro¬ 
mote and protect the health, safety, and welfare of the citizens of 
the county. 

Section 3, The County Commission of Autauga County may 
levy and collect a special property tax, in addition to all other 
taxes now or hereafter authorized by the Constitution and laws of 
Alabama, not exceeding three mils on each dollar’s worth of tax¬ 
able property outside the corporate limits of the City of Prattville, 
as assessed for state taxation during the preceding year, the pro¬ 
ceeds of which shall be used exclusively for fire, emergency medi¬ 
cal, and rescue services. 

Section 4. The Revenue Commissioner of Autauga County 
shall assess the tax herein provided for and shall collect the tax in 
the same manner and method that other ad valorem taxes are col¬ 
lected. The proceeds of the tax shall be paid into a special county 
fund. Within 30 days of payment into the special fund, the county 
commission shall divide the funds among the Autauga County Fire 
Association and eligible volunteer fire departments. The Autauga 
County Fire Association shall receive two thousand dollars 
($2,000) from the fund and the remainder of the funds shall be 
divided among the eligible volunteer fire departments as deter¬ 
mined annually by the Autauga County Fire Association. 

Section 5. An eligible volunteer fire department, for the 
purposes of this act, shall mean a volunteer fire department 
lnnatpH in Autauga County which. maintains an ISO approved rat 
ing or is certified, or both, under the Alabama Forestry 
Commission guidelines and is in good standing with the Autauga 
County Fire Association. 

Section 6. Funds paid to eligible volunteer fire departments 
shall only be expended for fire protection and emergency medical 
and rescue services, including training, supplies, and equipment. 
The funds may also be expended to purchase liability insurance to 
insure coverage of acts or omission of acts which are directly 
related to the functions of a volunteer fire department and which 
are committed by a volunteer fire department or the personnel of a 
volunteer fire department, or both. The funds may not be 
expended for salaries, food, drink, social activities, or fund-raising 
activities. After receiving funds, the volunteer fire departments 
shall keep accurate records to verify that the funds were properly 
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expended. By September 15 of each year, the department shall file 
a form with the county association detailing the expenditure of all 
funds during the previous 12 months. The filing shall also account 
for all unspent funds and whether unspent funds have been obli¬ 
gated. The county association shall supply the accounting forms to 
each eligible volunteer fire department. 

Section 7. Upon dissolution or abandonment of any eligible 
volunteer fire department, any remaining funds derived from this 
act or any assets purchased with funds derived from this act shall, 
after all indebtedness has been satisfied, be transferred to the 
county commission. The funds and assets shall be reallocated by 
the county commission to other volunteer fire departments. In the 
event there are no volunteer fire departments, the funds or assets 
shall be placed in the county general fund. 

Section 8. The personnel of volunteer fire departments pro¬ 
vided for in this act shall not be considered as employees, servants, 
or agents of the county and the members of the county commission 
and the employees of the county shall not be liable in either their 
official capacity or in a private capacity for the actions of the per¬ 
sonnel of volunteer fire departments. 

Section 9. This act shall be inoperative and void unless it is 
approved by a majority of the qualified electors of those portions of 
Autauga County located outside the corporate limits of the City of 
Prattville who vote thereon at a referendum held for such purpose. 
In addition to the electors eligible above, the Autauga County 
Revenue Commissioner shall identify each property owner of prop¬ 
erty outside the corporate boundaries of the City of Prattville in 
Autauga County whose residence is inside the corporate bound¬ 
aries of the City of Prattville. Each of those property owners shall 
be mailed a ballot with a prepaid return self addressed envelope to 
the election officials in Autauga County. Such ballot shall contain 
the question posed in this section and shall be mailed by the 
Revenue Commission not greater than fourteen (14) nor less than 
ten (10) days prior to the election called for in this act. All ballots 
returned shall be counted and included in the tally. The election 
shall be held on the same day as the next countywide election fol¬ 
lowing final passage of this act. Notice of election shall be given by 
the Judge of Probate of Autauga County and shall be published 
once a week for three successive weeks before the day of the elec¬ 
tion. On the ballots to be used at the election, the proposition to be 
voted on shall be stated substantially as follows: 

“Do you favor the local law authorizing the levy of a three mil 
property tax which shall be used to fund volunteer fire depart¬ 
ments and the county fire association? 
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Yes_No_” 

Section 10. This act shall become effective immediately 
upon its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its other¬ 
wise becoming a law.

AN ACT 

Relating to Calhoun County; to prohibit the Alabama Alcoholic Beverage 
Control Board from issuing any form of on-premise license in any municipality 
within Calhoun County for the retail sale of any intoxicating beverage, including, 
but not limited to, beer and other forms of malt beverages, wine or liquor of any 
kind or variety without the approval of the governing body of the county or munici¬ 
pality in which the retail sales are sought to be licensed, unless the denial of 
approval is set aside by the Circuit Court of the county in which the license site is 
situated as having been arbitrarily or capriciously denied by the governing body; 
and to provide for court jurisdiction and procedures to review a denial of municipal 
approval. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. All other provisions of law, rules, or regulations 
to the contrary notwithstanding, the Alabama Alcoholic Beverage 
Control Board shall absolutely have no authority to issue any form 
of on-premise license in any municipality in Calhoun County, 
Alabama for the retail sale of any form of intoxicating beverages, 
including, but not limited to, beer and other forms of malt bever¬ 
ages, wine, liquor, or other alcoholic beverages regulated by the 
board, unless the application therefor has first been approved by 
the governing body of the county or the municipality within whose 
corporate limits the site of the license is to be situated. The county 
or the municipality shall adopt and promulgate rules and regula¬ 
tions for the administration and processing of applications for such 
licenses. 

Section 2. The Alabama Alcoholic Beverage Control Board 
may issue such license only if the denial of approval by the govern¬ 
ing body of the county or the municipality has been set aside by 
order of the Circuit Court of Calhoun County and the order has 
been affirmed by the appropriate appellate court, if an appeal has 
been taken. The Circuit Court of Calhoun County may set aside 
the denial of approval of a license only on the basis that the denial 
by the county or the municipality was arbitrary and capricious. 
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Section 3. Proceedings in circuit court to review an action of 
the county or a municipal governing body denying approval of a 
license application shall be expedited de novo proceedings, heard by 
a circuit judge without a jury who shall consider any testimony pre¬ 
sented by the county or city governing body and any new evidence 
presented in explanation or contradiction of the testimony. If a 
licensee ultimately prevails in any judicial review as herein pro¬ 
vided on any basis other than new evidence presented to the court 
that was not fully presented to the county or the municipal govern¬ 
ing body, then the applicant shall be entitled to an award of reason¬ 
able attorneys’ fees against the municipality. Any proceeding to 
review the denial of approval of a license application by the county 
or a municipality shall be commenced within 14 calendar days of 
the action by the county or municipal governing body and shall be 
set for hearing by the court within 30 calendar days thereafter. 

Section 4. This act shall supersede any and all laws, rules 
and regulations contrary to or inconsistent with Section 1 of this 
act.

AN ACT 

To amend Section 40-14-70, Code of Alabama 1975, as amended by Act No. 
96-551, H. 930, 1996 Regular Session, relating to the assessment and collection of 
the domestic corporation shares tax; to codify the long-standing deduction for the 
capital stock owned in other domestic corporations; to provide a conforming deduc¬ 
tion for the cost of capital stock owned in foreign corporations doing business in 
Alabama; to provide certain technical corrections, repeal certain deadwood provi¬ 
sions, direct the Department of Revenue to issue conforming regulations; and to 
provide for a retroactive effective date. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Section 40-14-70, Code of Alabama 1975, as 
amended by Act No. 96-551, H. 930, 1996 Regular Session, is 
amended to read as follows: 

“§40-14-70. 

“(a) Every share of any domestic corporation except: 
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“(1) Financial institutions which comply with the provisions of 
this title as to the excise taxes herein levied on such financial 
institutions (financial institutions within the meaning of this sec¬ 
tion and as expressly exempted from the provisions hereof are 
defined as follows: Any corporation or any legal entity whatever 
doing business in this state as a bank, banking association, trust 
company, industrial or other loan company, building and loan 
association, and any other corporation or institution employing 
money capital coming into competition with the business of 
national banks); and 

“(2) Insurance companies which are subject to the provisions of 
this title as to premium taxes herein levied on such insurance com¬ 
panies and which shall be exempt from the tax assessed hereun¬ 
der, shall be assessed and the taxes thereon collected in the county 
wherein such corporation has its home or principal office in the 
state and shall be assessed at 20 percent of its value to the person 
in whose name such shares stand on the books of the corporation 
and not to the corporation. 

“(b) In the event the excise tax levied by this title upon such 
financial institutions be declared unconstitutional, the tender to 
the Department of Revenue of such excise tax despite such uncon¬ 
stitutionality shall be a bar to any demand, claim, levy, or assess¬ 
ment of any ad valorem tax under this section. 

“(c) The president or other authorized officer of every such cor¬ 
poration shall make out and return under oath to the tax assessor 
and to the Department of Revenue a list showing the total number 
of shares of the capital stock of such corporation and the par value 
thereof, the full name and residence of each stockholder, as far as 
known, the actual value thereof, the date of the last sale of shares 
of stock of such corporation, with the name of the seller and the 
puiCiiaStu mid uie price paid for same, and the annual dividend 
declared on the stock of such corporation for the last three years, 
and the value of the shares as shown by the books of the corpora¬ 
tion, and by the last report of the officers to the shareholders, and 
the amount of surplus, and the amount of the undivided profits not 
included in the surplus, and such other information as may be 
required by the Department of Revenue. There shall be attached to 
the copy of the return made to the Department of Revenue a true 
balance sheet as shown by the books, showing the condition of 
such corporation at the close of its fiscal period next preceding 
October 1 of the year for which the assessment is to be made. Such 
corporations shall at the same time make a tax return sworn to by 
its president or other authorized officer to the Department of 
Revenue and to the county tax assessor on forms prescribed and 
furnished by the Department of Revenue of all taxable property, 
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real and tangible personal, situated in the state and owned by 
such corporation. 

“(d) The Department of Revenue, after determining the total 
value of the shares of capital stock, shall deduct from the total 
value of such shares: 

(1) The book value of real and tangible personal property 
owned in other states, and the book value of all devices, facilities, 
or structures, and all identifiable components thereof, or materials 
for use therein, designed or constructed primarily for the control, 
reduction, or elimination of air or water pollution in this state, and 
used by the domestic corporation primarily for the control, reduc¬ 
tion, or elimination of air or water pollution where such air or 
water pollution has been caused by the domestic corporation 
claiming the deduction. 

“(2) The book value of goods, wares, and merchandise held for 
sale. 

“(3) The cost or other appropriate carrying amount of capital 
stock owned in domestic corporations and in foreign corporations 
doing business in Alabama, determined in accordance with gener¬ 
ally accepted accounting principles as in effect from time to time; 
provided that with respect to capital stock owned in corporations 
having property assessed for taxation by the Department of 
Revenue pursuant to Section 40-21-1, Code of Alabama 1975, the 
deduction shall be the greater of (i) such cost or other appropriate 
carrying amount or (ii) the reasonable value of the property of 
the corporation as determined by the Department of Revenue 
pursuant to Section 40-21-17, Code of Alabama 1975. 

“(e) The Department of Revenue, after determining the total 
value of the shares of stock remaining for assessment, shall take 
20 percent thereof, which shall be the assessed value of the shares 
of said corporation. 

(f) After the assessed value of all the shares has been passed 
on and determined, the Department of Revenue shall deduct from 
the assessed value of such shares the assessed value of the taxable 
real and tangible personal property owned, assessed, and on which 
taxes are to be paid by the corporation, as shown by such tax 
return filed by the corporation in the State of Alabama, or as 
finally determined; provided, that should the assessed value of the 
real and tangible personal property as shown by such tax return 
differ from the assessed value of the real and tangible personal 
property as finally determined by the taxing authorities required 
to assess such property, or in case of appeal, as finally determined 
by the court of last resort, the same shall not affect the assessed 
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value of all the shares of the corporation as fixed by the 
Department of Revenue. 

“(g) After deducting the assessed value of the real and tangible 
personal property located in the State of Alabama, any remainder 
shall constitute the value of said shares of stock of said corporation 
subject to assessment. 

“(h) It is the meaning and intent of this section that the 
assessed value of all the shares of the corporation be fixed by the 
Department of Revenue and that there be deducted therefrom the

of individuals and the value of such omitted property shall not be 
deducted from the value of the shares of stock of the corporation as 
assessed for taxation. If the aggregate assessed value of the shares 
does not exceed the aggregate assessed value of the real and tangi¬ 
ble personal property of the corporation, then no tax shall be 
demanded or collected on the shares.” 

Section 2. The provisions of this act are severable. If any 
part of this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, that decla¬ 
ration shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 3. This act shall be retroactively effective to 
September 30, 1994, upon its passage and approval by the 
Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law; provided, how¬ 
ever, that no refunds shall be due or issued as a result of this act.

The Lieutenant Governor shall set the first meeting 
of the committee within 30 days of the enactment of this resolution 
and at the first meeting of the committee, the committee shall 
select a chair. 


“Upon the request of the chair, the Secretary of the Senate and 
the Clerk of the House shall provide clerical assistance as may be

“The basis of all undertakings of bail, whether upon a warrant, 
writ of arrest, suspension of judgment, writ of error, or in any 
other case, is to ensure the appearance of the defendant in court, 
and the undertaking is forfeited by the failure of the defendant to 
appear. 

“If, by reason of the neglect of the defendant to appear, money 
is deposited as cash bail and is forfeited and the forfeiture is not 
discharged or remitted, the clerk with whom it is deposited shall, 
at the end of 30 days, unless the court has before that time dis¬ 
charged the forfeiture, pay over the money deposited to the officer, 
official, or employee authorized by law to receive fines levied by 
the court. The court shall then, without any notice to defendant, 
render judgment absolute for the entire sum deposited and the 
money shall then become public money of the State General Fund 
or in bail forfeiture cases pending in the municipal courts the 
sums shall become public money of the municipality. The state 
shall remit one-half of the funds it receives to the county in which 
the defendant was charged.

AN ACT 

Relating to Fayette County; authorizing the sheriff to operate a jail store for 
prisoners in county custody; providing for the deposit, distribution, and auditing of 
monies earned; and confirming and ratifying certain prior actions. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The Sheriff of Fayette County or the authorized 
agents of the sheriff may operate a jail store for prisoners within 
the confines of the county jail. The jail store shall be operated to 
serve the needs of the jail population. 

Section 2. (a) The sheriff shall establish and maintain a 

Law Enforcement Fund in a bank located in Fayette County. All 
proceeds collected under this act shall be deposited by the sheriff 
into the Law Enforcement Fund. 
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(b) The sheriff shall keep an account of all jail store sales and 
transactions of the Law Enforcement Fund for annual audit by the 
Department of Examiners of Public Accounts. The jail store 
account and Law Enforcement Fund shall be audited at the same 
time that other accounts of the sheriff are audited. The 
Department of Examiners of Public Accounts shall submit a copy 
of the audit to the sheriff within 30 days of its completion. 

Section 3. All profits realized in the operation of the jail 
store shall be expended at the discretion of the sheriff for law 
enforcement purposes in Fayette County that are in the interest of 
the public. 

Section 4. The establishment of the Law Enforcement Fund 
and the use of the proceeds shall not diminish or take the place of 
any other source of income established for the sheriff or the opera¬ 
tion of the office. 

Section 5. Any actions relating to the operation of a jail 
store in the county jail prior to the effective date of this act are rat¬ 
ified and confirmed. Any existing proceeds derived from the opera¬ 
tion of a jail store in the county jail prior to the effective date of 
this act shall be deposited into the Law Enforcement Fund created 
by this act. 

Section 6. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

To provide for the procedure for voting by absentee ballot; to prohibit the 
counting of absentee ballots that are unwitnessed and unnotarized; to provide for 
an inventory for absentee ballot materials; and to amend Sections 17-10-3, 17-10-4, 
17-10-5, 17-10-7, 17-10-9, and 17-10-10, Code of Alabama 1975. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Section 17-10-3, Code of Alabama 1975, is 
amended to read as follows: 

“17-10-3. 

“(a) Any qualified elector of this state (i) who will be out of the 
county or the state on all of the following days: election day, the 
Saturday ten (10) days prior to the date of said election, and the 
Tuesday of the week immediately preceding the date of said elec¬ 
tion, or (ii) who has any physical illness or infirmity which prevents 
his or her attendance at the polls, whether he or she is within or 
without the county on the day of the election, or who works on a 
shift which has at least ten hours which coincide with the hours 
the polls are open at his or her regular polling place, (iii) who is 
enrolled as a student at an educational institution located outside 
the county of his or her personal residence attendance at which 
prevents his or her attendance at the polls, or (iv) who is a member 
of or spouse or dependent of a member of the armed forces of the 
United States, or (v) who has been appointed as an election officer 
or named as a poll watcher at a polling place other than his or her 
regular polling place may apply for and vote an ahsentee ballot by 
mail or by hand delivery, as provided in Sections 17-10-5 and 
17_10-9, in any primary, general, special or municipal election, 
provided he or she makes application in writing therefor not less 
than five days prior to the election in which he or she desires to 
vote as auuunized in this chapter. 

“(b) An applicant for an absentee ballot who is a member of the 
armed forces of the United States, including the Alabama National 
Guard, United States Naval Reserves, the United States Air Force 
Reserves and the United States Military Reserves on active duty 
training or an applicant who is the spouse of any member of the 
armed forces may make application for an absentee ballot by fill¬ 
ing out the federal postcard application form, authorized and pro¬ 
vided for under the provisions of “The Federal Voting Assistance 
Act of 1995,” Public Law 296, Chapter 656, H.R. 4048, approved 
August 9, 1955, 84th Congress 1st Session. 

“(c) Any qualified elector of this state who will be unable to 
vote at his or her regular polling place because of said elector s 
absence from the county of his or her residence on the day of any

primary, general, special or municipal election may obtain and 
cast an absentee ballot by appearing in person at an on-site absen¬ 
tee balloting location within said county on the Saturday ten days 
prior to the date of said election or on the Tuesday of the week 
immediately preceding the date of the election. Upon establishing 
his or her identity (which shall be done by presenting a form of 
identification if so provided by applicable Alabama law) and sign- 
ing a poll list as provided in Section 17-7-15, any such elector may 
obtain and cast an absentee ballot in person at an on-site absentee 
balloting location, provided that the elector’s name appears on the 
official list of qualified electors for the county. Said absentee bal¬ 
lots shall be in the same form and must meet the same require¬ 
ments to be counted as an absentee ballot cast by mail under the 
provisions of this chapter, except that the envelope accompanying 
the same shall have printed thereon an affidavit in the form pre¬ 
scribed by Section 17-10-7(b). The absentee election manager shall 
provide election officials at each on-site balloting location the list 
of qualified voters for the applicable county in such form as shall 
enable said officials to verify that a person asking to cast an 
on-site absentee ballot is on the list of qualified electors. 

“(d) The on-site absentee balloting for which provision is made 
in Section 17-10-3(c) shall be conducted at each courthouse, court¬ 
house annex and the two largest towns or cities not containing the 
courthouse or a courthouse annex within each county; provided 
however, that as to separately held municipal elections, the on-site 
balloting location shall be determined by the governing body of the 
municipality, upon the recommendation of the absentee election 
manager. 

“(e) Within each courthouse, courthouse annex, and the two 
largest towns or cities not containing the courthouse or a court¬ 
house annex within each county serving as the on-site absentee 
balloting locations pursuant to this Section, the particular room to 
be utilized for said purpose shall be determined by the local gov¬ 
erning body, upon the recommendation of the absentee election 
manager; provided, however, in no event shall the absentee ballot¬ 
ing location be held in the office of any incumbent official running 
for reelection. 

“(f) The absentee election manager shall advertise the loca¬ 
tions and time schedule for on-site absentee balloting by posting 
notice of the same at a conspicuous place in each courthouse, 
courthouse annex, the two largest towns or cities not containing 
the courthouse or a courthouse annex, and city hall located within 
the county at least thirty (30) days prior to the first day of on-site 
absentee balloting, and by advertising the same in a newspaper of 
general circulation in the county at least once per week during 
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each of the four weeks prior to the first day of such balloting; pro¬ 
vided, however, that as to separately held municipal elections, the 
requirements for posting and publication for on-site absentee bal¬ 
loting shall be pursuant to Section 11-45-8, Code of Alabama, 1975 
as is required for the posting and publication of all ordinances of a 
general or permanent nature. 

“(g) The on-site absentee balloting locations for all elections 
shall be open for such balloting from 8:00 a.m. to 5:00 p.m. on the 
Saturday ten (10) days prior to the date of the election and from 
8:00 a.m. to 5:00 p.m. on the Tuesday of the week immediately 
preceding the date of the election. 

“(h) Election officers consisting of an inspector, chief clerk and 
first and second assistant clerk for each on-site absentee balloting 
location shall be nominated and appointed in the same manner as 
provided by law for regular voting places. The appointing author¬ 
ity shall meet at least ten days prior to the first on-site absentee 
balloting day and shall appoint on-site absentee election officers in 
the manner prescribed by applicable law; provided however, said 
appointments shall be made from separate lists of nominees sup¬ 
plied by each political party for each day on which on-site absentee 
balloting is to be conducted at a given location. Any qualified elec¬ 
tor of a county may be appointed as an election officer at any 
on-site absentee balloting location for which he or she may be nom¬ 
inated in that county. As to separately held municipal elections, 
the requirements for the selection and appointment of election offi¬ 
cers for each on-site absentee ballot location shall be pursuant to 
Title 11, Chapter 46 of the Code of Alabama, 1975. 

“(i) Poll watchers shall be allowed at each on-site balloting 
location as provided by Section 17-6-8 or as otherwise provided by 
law. 

“(j) Election officers appointed to an on-site absentee balloting 

location shall notarize or witness the affidavits of electors casting 
absentee ballots at such site; however, no election officer shall be 
required to witness or notarize the affidavit of any person who has 
not established his or her identity or who is not otherwise in com¬ 
pliance with the requirements of Section 17-10-3(c). 

“(k) The absentee election manager is responsible for instruc¬ 
tion, training, and coordination of all aspects of on-site absentee 
balloting. All appointed on-site absentee balloting election officers 
shall attend a school prior to assuming their duties at the on-site 
absentee balloting location. Without limiting the foregoing provi¬ 
sions of this subsection, the absentee election manager shall take 
sufficient steps to provide for an accounting of all absentee election 
materials supplied to each on-site absentee balloting location and 
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the return of the same, whether used or unused, to the absentee 
election manager as required by this Section. 

(l) On-site absentee ballot election officers shall be compen¬ 
sated for their services as provided in Section 17-6-13 or as other¬ 
wise provided by local law. 

(m) The State of Alabama shall reimburse each county for all 
sums expended by the county for costs associated with advertising, 
conducting, processing and remittance in relation to on-site absen¬ 
tee balloting. 

“(n) Except as otherwise provided by this Act or as may be 
inconsistent with the manner of absentee balloting as described in 
this Section, on-site absentee balloting locations shall be subject to 
all laws applicable to regular polling places on election day, includ¬ 
ing but not limited to provisions of Title 17, Chapters 6 and 7, 
Code of Alabama 1975. No absentee ballots, absentee affidavits, or 
other absentee election materials may be removed from any such 
site by any person except an election officer as expressly author¬ 
ized by this Section upon the daily closing of said site. 

(o) Notwithstanding any other provision of otherwise applica¬ 
ble law, in the event more than one absentee ballot is cast in the 
name of the single voter, whether any such multiple ballot is cast 
by mail or at an on-site balloting location, none of the affidavit 
envelopes containing said multiple ballots shall be opened, and 
none of said multiple ballots shall be counted, except in the event 
of an election contest, upon the order of the election contest tri¬ 
bunal. Upon the conclusion of an election contest or, in the event 
no such contest is filed, upon the expiration of time for filing such 
a contest, said multiple ballots shall be provided to the district 
attorney, with photocopies provided to the state Attorney General, 
for such investigation, prosecution or other action as may be 
appropriate under applicable law. 

“(p) Upon the daily closing of an on-site absentee balloting 
location, the election officers thereof shall place all absentee bal¬ 
lots cast at said location, the poll list maintained at said location, 
any list of qualified voters maintained at said location, and all 
other absentee ballot materials, whether used or unused, in a box 
which shall be securely sealed and labeled so as to show the 
nature of its contents. Said box and its contents shall immediately 
be delivered by the election officers for said absentee balloting site 
to the absentee election manager, who shall be responsible for the 
security of the same and who otherwise shall treat such ballots in 
the manner prescribed in Section 17-10-10.” 
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Section 2. Section 17-10-4, Code of Alabama 1975, is 
amended to read as follows: 

“17-10-4. 

“The application required in 17-10-3(a) shall be filed with the 
person designated to serve as the absentee election manager. The 
application shall be in a form prescribed and designed by the 
Secretary of State and shall be used throughout the state. 
Notwithstanding the foregoing, handwritten applications can also 
be accepted at any time prior to the five day deadline to receive 
absentee ballot applications as provided in Section 17-10-3(a). The 
application shall contain sufficient information to identify the 
applicant and shall include the applicant’s name, residence 
address, or such other information necessary to verify that the 
applicant is a registered voter. Any applicant may receive assis¬ 
tance in filling out the application as he or she desires, but each 
application shall be manually signed by the applicant and, if he or 
she signs by mark, the name of the witness to his or her signature 
shall be signed thereon. The application may be handed by the 
applicant to the absentee election manager or forwarded to him or 
her by United States mail. An application for an emergency absen¬ 
tee ballot pursuant to Section 17-10-12 may be forwarded to the 
absentee election manager by the applicant or his or her designee.

“(a) Upon receipt of an application for an absentee ballot as 
provided in Section 17-lG-3(a) if ihe applicant s name appears on 
the list of qualified voters in the election to be held or if the voter 
makes an affidavit for a challenged vote, the absentee election 
manager shall furnish the absentee ballot to the applicant by: 
(1) forwarding it by United States mail to the applicant’s or voter’s 
residence address or (2) by handing the absentee ballot to the 
voter in person or, in the case of emergency voting, his or her 
designee in person. If the absentee election manager has reason¬ 
able cause to believe that the applicant has given a fraudulent 
address on the application for the absentee ballot, the absentee 
election manager shall turn over the ballot application to the dis¬ 
trict attorney for any action which may be necessary under Acts 
1994, No. 94-320 or other acts. The absentee election manager fur¬ 
ther may require additional proof of a voter’s eligibility to vote 
absentee when there is evidence of continuous absentee voting. 
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The absentee election manager shall mail any absentee ballot 
requested to be mailed as provided in Section 17-10-3(a) no later 
than the next business day after an application has been received 
unless the absentee ballots have not been delivered to the absen¬ 
tee election manager. If the absentee ballots have not been so 
delivered, the absentee election manager shall hold all requests 
until the ballots are delivered and shall then respond by placing 
ballots in the mail no later than the next business day. 

“(b) The official list of qualified voters shall be furnished to the 
absentee election manager by the judge of probate or other person 
preparing the list at least 45 days before the election. Any supple¬ 
mental list of qualified electors shall also be provided to the absen¬ 
tee election manager as soon as the list becomes available. The 
absentee election manager shall underscore on the list the name of 
each voter who has applied for an absentee ballot and shall write 
immediately beside his or her name the word “absentee.” The 
absentee election manager shall enroll the name, residence, and 
polling place of the applicant, and the date the application was 
received on a list of absentee voters. Each day the absentee elec¬ 
tion manager shall enter on the list the names, addresses, and 
polling places of each voter who has that day applied for an absen¬ 
tee ballot and shall post a copy of the list of applications received 
each day on the regular bulletin board or other public place in the 
county courthouse. The list shall be maintained in the office of the 
clerk or register for 60 days after the election, at which time it 
shall be filed with the judge of probate. Before the polls open at 
any election on election day, the absentee election manager shall 
effectuate the delivery to the election officers of each polling place 
a list showing the name and address of every person whose name 
appears on the official list of qualified electors for the polling place 
who applied for an absentee ballot in the election. The name of the 
person who applied for an absentee ballot shall be stricken from 
the list of qualified electors kept at the polling place, and the per¬ 
son shall not vote again. Separate applications for absentee ballots 
are required for elections which are more than 30 days apart. For 
purposes of this subsection (b), including but not limited to provi¬ 
sions hereof relating to the posting and maintenance of certain 
lists, the signing of a poll list by an absentee voter casting his bal¬ 
lot at an on-site absentee balloting location shall constitute an 
“application” for an absentee ballot.” 

Section 4. Section 17-10-7, Code of Alabama 1975, is amended 
to read as follows:

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“Each absentee ballot shall be accompanied by an envelope 
upon which shall be printed an affidavit, (a) With respect to an 
absentee ballot cast pursuant to Section 17-10-3(a), said affidavit 
shall read as follows:

sand dollars ($1,000) or confinement in the county jail for not more 
than six months, or both.

“(b) With respect to an absentee ballot cast at an on-site absen¬ 
tee balloting location as provided in Section 17-10-3(c), the form of 
the affidavit shall be the same as that as provided in subsection 
(a) of this Section, except that paragraph (5) thereof shall read as 
follows: 

“(5) I am entitled to vote an absentee ballot because I will be 
out of the county or state on election day.” 

Section 5. Section 17-10-9, Code of Alabama 1975, is 
amended to read as follows: 

“17-10-9. 

“Each prospective absentee voter who meets the requirements 
of this chapter shall be furnished with the absentee ballot herein 
provided for, together with two envelopes for returning his or her 
marked ballot. Onp pnvplone shall be a plain envelope in which the 
ballot shall be sealed by the voter after he or she has marked it. 

“The second envelope shall have the voter’s affidavit printed 
on the back and shall be large enough to seal the plain ballot 
envelope inside. The second envelope shall also be a return mail 
envelope. 

“Such return mail envelope shall be addressed on the front to 
the absentee election manager and shall be endorsed on the 
left-hand upper corner thereof as follows:

“After marking the ballot and subscribing the oath herein 
required, the voter shall seal his or her ballot in the plain enve¬ 
lope, place that plain envelope inside the affidavit envelope, com¬ 
plete the affidavit, shall have a notary public (or other officer 
authorized to acknowledge oaths) or two witnesses witness his or 
her signature to the affidavit, and shall forward it by United 
States mail to the addressee or shall hand it to him or her in 
person.” 

Section 6. Section 17-10-10, Code of Alabama 1975, is 
amended to read as follows: 

“17-10-10. 

Upon receipt of the absentee ballot, the absentee election 
manager shall record its receipt thereof on the absentee list as pro¬ 
vided in Section 17-10-5 and shall safely keep the ballot without 
breaking the seal of the affidavit envelope. On the day of the elec¬ 
tion, beginning at 12:00 noon, the absentee election manager shall 
deliver the sealed affidavit envelopes containing absentee ballots 
to the election officials provided for in Section 17-10-11. The elec¬ 
tion officials shall then call the name of each voter casting an 
absentee ballot with poll watchers present as may be provided 
under the laws of Alabama and shall examine each affidavit 
envelope to determine if the signature of the voter has been appro¬ 
priately witnessed. If the witnessing of the signature and the 
information in the affidavit establish that the voter is entitled to 
vote by absentee ballot, then the election officials shall certify the 
findings, open each affidavit envelope, and deposit the plain enve¬ 
lope containing the absentee ballot into a sealed ballot box. 

No poll worker or other election official shall open an affidavit 
envelope if the affidavit printed thereon is unsigned by the voter 
(and unmarked), and no ballot envelope or ballot therein may be 
removed or counted. No poll worker or other election official shall 
open an affidavit envelope if the voter’s affidavit signature (or 
mark) is not witnessed by the signatures of two witnesses or a 
notary public (or other officer authorized to acknowledge oaths) 
and no ballot envelope or ballot therein may be removed or 
counted. The provision for witnessing of the voter’s affidavit signa¬ 
ture (or mark) in Section 17-10-7 goes to the integrity and sanctity 
of the ballot and election. No court or other election tribunal shall 
allow the counting of an absentee ballot with respect to which the 
voter s affidavit signature (or mark) is not witnessed by the signa¬ 
tures of two witnesses 18 years of age or older or a notary public 
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(or other officer authorized to acknowledge oaths) prior to being 
delivered or mailed to the absentee election manager. 

“The absentee ballots shall upon the closing of the polls be 
counted and otherwise handled in all respects as if the absentee 
voter were present and voting in person. As regards municipalities 
with populations of less than 10,000, in the case of municipal elec¬ 
tions held at a time different from a primary or general election, 
the return mail envelopes containing the ballots shall be delivered 
to the election official of the precinct of the respective voters.” 

Section 7. No person shall knowingly and willfully prepare 
or assist in preparing the absentee ballot of a person who is 
comatose or who otherwise cannot communicate his or her voting 
preferences for an absentee ballot, and, upon conviction of a viola¬ 
tion of this Section, such person shall be guilty of a Class C felony. 

Section 8. The Secretary of State shall promulgate adminis¬ 
trative rules and procedures under the Alabama Administrative 
Procedures Act, which procedures shall be for the purpose of 
directing applicable election officials with respect to the manner of 
handling and counting absentee ballots which are the subject of 
challenges pursuant to Title 17, Chapter 12. Said rules and proce¬ 
dures shall allow for the counting of any and all challenged absen¬ 
tee ballots as provided by said chapter, but shall provide a means 
by which to identify any such challenged ballot with its accompa¬ 
nying affidavit envelope through and until such time as any elec¬ 
tion contest may be concluded or the time for filing the same has 
expired. Said rules and procedures shall protect and preserve the 
integrity of the election and the absentee ballots cast and, subject 
to the requirements of the immediately preceding sentence, shall 
minimize the ability of any person to identify any given absentee 
ballot with the name of the elector casting the same unless and 
until such time as the challenge with respect to said ballot proves 
successful. 

Section 9. No absentee ballot shall be opened or counted if 
received by the absentee election manager by mail, unless post¬ 
marked as of the date prior to the day of the election, or, if 
received by the absentee election manager by hand delivery, 
unless so delivered to the absentee election manager not later than 
5:00 p.m. on the day prior to the election. 

Any election official who fails to count a legal vote under this 
act shall be guilty of a Class C felony and punished as provided by 
law. 

Section 10. Each person, firm or entity supplying to any 
county or municipality any absentee affidavit envelopes, absentee 
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ballots, or other absentee election materials in connection with any 
primary, general, special or municipal election shall, at the time of 
the shipment or delivery of the same, provide to said county or 
municipality, and to the Secretary of State, an itemized and signed 
statement showing a description and the quantity of each item so 
shipped or delivered. Upon the conclusion of the election, the 
absentee election manager shall return all unused absentee elec¬ 
tion materials to the Secretary of State along with an itemized, 
signed statement showing the description and quantity of each 
item of absentee election material not utilized by the county or 
municipality in the election then concluded, and said unused 
absentee election materials shall be maintained for the period of 
time prescribed by applicable law and, in no event, less than eight¬ 
een (18) months. 

Section 11 , Nothing contained herein shall be interpreted or 
construed to supercede the emergency absentee ballot provisions of 
Alabama Code Section 17-10-12. 

Section 12. The provisions of this act are severable. If any 
part of this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such decla¬ 
ration shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 13. The provisions of this act are supplemental. It 
shall be construed in pari materia with other laws relating to such 
matters; however, those laws or parts of laws which are in direct 
conflict or inconsistent with this act are hereby repealed. 

Section 14. This act shall become effective immediately 
upon its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its other¬ 
wise becoming a law.

AN ACT 

Amending Section 36-27-50, Code of Alabama 1975, to reopen the Employees’ 
Retirement System for a certain period to afford certain legislative employees an 
opportunity to purchase prior service credit for certain temporary service rendered 
as legislative employees. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Section 36-27-50, Code of Alabama 1975, is 
amended to read as follows: 

"§36-27-50. 
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“(a) Notwithstanding any provision of Title 36 to the contrary, 
any state employee who has worked during at least five regular 
sessions of the Legislature since 1971 or any employee who has 
worked during five consecutive regular sessions of the Legislature 
and who is termed “temporary employee” shall be considered a 
full-time employee of the State of Alabama and may, at the option 
of the employee, be covered as a member of the State Employees 
Retirement System and the State Employees’ Health Insurance 
Plan. Notwithstanding the foregoing, coverage shall continue as if 
the person is employed full time. The employee shall pay the full 
health insurance cost during the time the employee is not on the 
legislative payrolls but remains eligible to continue employment 
during the next regular or special session of the Legislature. 
During any legislative session that the employee is employed, the 
applicable contributions to the State Employees’ Retirement 
System and to health insurance coverage for dependents, if cover¬ 
age is subscribed to for dependents, shall be deducted from the 
employee’s pay in the same manner as for full-time state employ¬ 
ees and the employer cost shall be paid by the employee. 

“(b)(1) Any state employee, eligible to participate in the State 
Employees’ Retirement System or to participate in the State 
Employees’ Health Insurance Program, either as a regular 
full-time employee (including but not limited to Legislative 
Reference Service Personnel) or pursuant to subsection (a), may 
purchase prior service which shall be based on a pro rata basis on 
the number of months worked as a temporary employee of the leg- 
islative branch during any calendar year. There shall be no 
penalty for interruption of service based on the Legislature being 
out of session or of the employee not being employed in any special 
session. Notwithstanding the foregoing, the employee shall be inel¬ 
igible to buy any time not otherwise qualified for during any other 
period. The eligible employee shall purchase t±±e time oy puja±±£ 
the amount he or she would have contributed had he or she been 
allowed to become a member when the service as a temporary 
employee of the legislative branch was rendered, together with 
interest not to exceed 8% compounded annually from the date of 
service to the date of payment. 

“(2) Any employee who purchases creditable service pursuant 
to subdivision (b)(1) shall pay the full amount within two years 
after electing to become eligible to participate pursuant to subsec¬ 
tion (a) of this section. If an eligible employee has not purchased 
the creditable service under subdivision (b)(1) during the afore¬ 
mentioned two year period or a member is now eligible under 
subsection (b)(1) to purchase time worked as a temporary 
employee of the legislative branch, he or she may purchase the 
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creditable service by paying the full amount of the cost of purchas¬ 
ing the creditable service to the Secretary-Treasurer of the 
Employees’ Retirement System between October 1, 1996, and 
December 31, 1996.” 

Section 2. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To amend Section 40-23-1, Code of Alabama 1975, to provide further for trans- 
actions defined as sales for state sales tax purposes. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Section 40-23-1, Code of Alabama 1975, is 
amended to read as follows: 

“§40-23-1. 

“(a) For the purpose of this division, the following terms shall 
have the respective meanings ascribed by this section: 

(1) PERSON or COMPANY. Used interchangeably, includes 
any individual, firm, copartnership, association, corporation, 
receiver, trustee, or any other group or combination acting as a 
unit and the plural as well as the singular number, unless the 
intention to give a more limited meaning is disclosed by the 
context. 

“(2) DEPARTMENT. The Department of Revenue of the State 
of Alabama. 

‘(3) COMMISSIONER. The Commissioner of Revenue of the 
State of Alabama. 

(4) TAX YEAR or TAXABLE YEAR. The calendar year. 

(5) SALE or SALES. Installment and credit sales and the 
exchange of properties as well as the sale thereof for money, every 
closed transaction constituting a sale. Provided, however, a trans¬ 
action shall not be closed or a sale completed until the time and 
place when and where title is transferred by the seller or seller’s 
agent to the purchaser or purchaser’s agent, and for the purpose of 
determining transfer of title, a common carrier or the U. S. Postal 
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Service shall be deemed to be the agent of the seller, regardless of 
any F.O.B. point and regardless of who selects the method of 
transportation, and regardless of by whom or the method by which 
freight, postage, or other transportation charge is paid. Provided 
further that, where billed as a separate item to and paid by the 
purchaser, the freight, postage, or other transportation charge 
paid to a common carrier or the U.S. Postal Service is not a part of 
the selling price. 

“(6) GROSS PROCEEDS OF SALES. The value proceeding or 
accruing from the sale of tangible personal property, and including 
the proceeds from the sale of any property handled on consignment 
by the taxpayer, including merchandise of any kind and character 
without any deduction on account of the cost of the property sold, 
the cost of the materials used, labor or service cost, interest paid, 
any consumer excise taxes that may be included within the sales 
price of the property sold, or any other expenses whatsoever, and 
without any deductions on account of losses; provided, that cash 
discounts allowed and taken on sales shall not be included, and 
“gross proceeds of sales” shall not include the sale price of property 
returned by customers when the full sales price thereof is refunded 
either in cash or by credit. The term “gross proceeds of sale” shall 
also mean and include the reasonable and fair market value of any 
tangible personal property previously purchased at wholesale 
which is withdrawn or used from the business or stock and used or 
consumed in connection with a business, and shall also mean and 
include the reasonable and fair market value of any tangible per¬ 
sonal property previously purchased at wholesale which is with¬ 
drawn from the business or stock and used or consumed by any 
person so withdrawing the same, except property which has been 
previously withdrawn from business or stock and so used or con¬ 
sumed with respect to which property the tax has been paid 
because of previous withdrawal^ u«e, or consumption, and except 
property which enters into and becomes an ingredient or compo¬ 
nent part of tangible personal property or products manufactured 
or compounded for sale and not for the personal and private use or 
consumption of any person so withdrawing, using, or consuming 
the same. In the case of the retail sale of equipment, accessories, 
fixtures, and other similar tangible personal property used in con¬ 
nection with the sale of commercial mobile services as defined 
herein, or in connection with satellite television services, at a price 
below cost, “gross proceeds of sale” shall only include the stated 
sales price thereof and shall not include any sales commission or 
rebate received by the seller as a result of the sale. As used herein, 
the term “commercial mobile services” shall have the same mean¬ 
ing as that term has in 47 U.S.C. Sections 153(n) and 332(d), as in 
effect from time to time. 
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(7) TAXPAYER. Any person liable for taxes hereunder. 

(8) GROSS RECEIPTS. The value proceeding or accruing 
from the sale of tangible personal property, including merchandise 
and commodities of any kind and character, all receipts actual and 
accrued, by reason of any business engaged in, not including, how¬ 
ever, interest, discounts, rentals of real estate or royalties, and 
without any deduction on account of the cost of the property sold, 
the cost of the materials used, labor or service cost, interest paid! 
any consumer excise taxes that may be included in the sales price 
of the property sold, or any other expenses whatsoever and with¬ 
out any deductions on account of losses. The term “gross receipts” 
shall also mean and include the reasonable and fair market value 
of any tangible personal property previously purchased at whole¬ 
sale which is withdrawn or used from the business or stock and 
used or consumed in connection with a business, and shall also 
mean and include the reasonable and fair market value of any tan¬ 
gible personal property previously purchased at wholesale which is 
withdrawn from the business or stock and used or consumed by 
any person so withdrawing the same, except property which has 
been previously withdrawn from business or stock and so used or 
consumed and with respect to which property the tax has been 
paid because of previous withdrawal, use, or consumption, and 
except property which enters into and becomes an ingredient or 
component part of tangible personal property or products manu¬ 
factured or compounded for sale and not for the personal and pri¬ 
vate use or consumption of any person so withdrawing, using, or 
consuming the same. 

“(9) WHOLESALE SALE or SALE AT WHOLESALE. Any one 
of the following: 

“a. A sale of tangible personal property by wholesalers to 
licensed retail merchants, jobbers, dealers, or other wholesalers for 
resale and does not include a sale by wholesalers to users or con¬ 
sumers, not for resale. 

b. A sale of tangible personal property or products, including 
iron ore, to a manufacturer or compounder which enter into and 
become an ingredient or component part of the tangible personal 
property or products which the manufacturer or compounder man¬ 
ufactures or compounds for sale, whether or not any tangible per¬ 
sonal property or product used in manufacturing or compounding 
a finished product is used with the intent that it becomes a compo¬ 
nent of the finished product; provided, however, that it is the 
intent of this section that no capital equipment, machinery, tools, 
or product, except for those materials essential for the reaction 
process and in direct contact with the intermediate and finished 
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product used for the production of the finished product shall be 
exempt and the furnished container and label thereof. 

“c. A sale of containers intended for one-time use only, and the 
labels thereof, when containers are sold without contents to per¬ 
sons who sell or furnish containers along with the contents placed 
therein for sale by persons. 

“d. A sale of pallets intended for one-time use only when pal¬ 
lets are sold without contents to persons who sell or furnish pallets 
along with the contents placed thereon for sale by persons. 

“e. A sale to a manufacturer or compounder, of crowns, caps, 
and tops intended for one-time use employed and used upon the 
containers in which a manufacturer or compounder markets his 
products. 

“f. A sale of containers to persons engaged in selling or other¬ 
wise supplying or furnishing baby chicks to growers thereof where 
containers are used for the delivery of chicks or a sale of contain¬ 
ers for use in the delivery of eggs by the producer thereof to the 
distributor or packer of eggs even though containers used for deliv¬ 
ery of baby chicks or eggs may be recovered for reuse. 

“g. A sale of bagging and ties used in preparing cotton for 
market. 

“h. A sale to meat packers, manufacturers, compounders, or 
processors of meat products of all casings used in molding or form¬ 
ing wieners and Vienna sausages even though casings may be 
recovered for reuse. 

“i. A sale of commercial fish feed including concentrates, sup¬ 
plements, and other feed ingredients when substances are used as 
ingredients in mixing cum piepaihig feed for nail raised to be sold 
on a commercial basis. 

“j. A sale of tangible personal property to any person engaging 
in the business of leasing or renting tangible personal property to 
others, if tangible personal property is purchased for the purpose 
of leasing or renting it to others under a transaction subject to the 
privilege or license tax levied in Article 4 of Chapter 12 of this title 
against any person engaging in the business of leasing or renting 
tangible personal property to others. 

“k. A purchase or withdrawal of parts or materials from stock 
by any person licensed under this division where parts or materi¬ 
als are used in repairing or reconditioning the tangible personal 
property of a licensed person, which tangible personal property is

a part of the stock of goods of a licensed person, offered for sale by 
him, and not for use or consumption of a licensed person. 

(10) SALE AT RETAIL or RETAIL SALE. All sales of tangible 
personal property except those above defined as wholesale sales. 
The quantities of goods sold or prices at which sold are immaterial 
in determining whether or not a sale is at retail. Sales of building 
materials to contractors, builders, or landowners for resale or use 
in the form of real estate are retail sales in whatever quantity 
sold. Sales of building materials, fixtures, or other equipment to a 
manufacturer or builder of modular buildings for use in manufac¬ 
turing, building, or equipping a modular building ultimately 
becoming a part of real estate situated in the State of Alabama are 
retail sales, and the use, sale, or resale of building shall not be 
subject to the tax. Sales of tangible personal property to undertak¬ 
ers and morticians are retail sales and subject to the tax at the 
time of purchase, but are not subject to the tax on resale to the 
consumer. Sales of tangible personal property or products to man¬ 
ufacturers, quarry operators, mine operators, or compounders, 
which are used or consumed by them in manufacturing, mining, 
quarrying, or compounding and do not become an ingredient or 
component part of the tangible personal property manufactured or 
compounded are retail sales. The term “sale at retail” or “retail 
sale shall also mean and include the withdrawal, use, or con¬ 
sumption of any tangible personal property by any one who pur¬ 
chases same at wholesale, except property which has been previ¬ 
ously withdrawn from the business or stock and so used or 
consumed and with respect to which property tax has been paid 
because of previous withdrawal, use, or consumption, except prop¬ 
erty which enters into and becomes an ingredient or component 
part of tangible personal property or products manufactured or 
compounded for sale and not for the personal and private use or 
consumption of any person so withdrawing, using, or consuming 
the same; and wholesale purchaser shall report and pay the taxes 
thereon. In the case of the sale of equipment, accessories, fixtures, 
and other similar tangible personal property used in connection 
with the sale of commercial mobile services as defined in subdivi¬ 
sion (6) above, or in connection with satellite television services, at 
a price below cost, the term “sale at retail” and “retail sale” shall 
include those sales, and those sales shall not also be taxable as a 
withdrawal, use, or consumption of such tangible personal 
property. 

(11) BUSINESS. All activities engaged in, or caused to be 
engaged in, with the object of gain, profit, benefit, or advantage, 
either direct or indirect, and not excepting subactivities producing 
marketable commodities used or consumed in the main business 
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activity, each of which subactivities shall be considered business 
engaged in, taxable in the class in which it falls. 

“(12) AUTOMOTIVE VEHICLE. A power shovel, dragline, 
crawler, crawler crane, ditcher, or any similar machine which is 
self-propelled, in addition to self-propelled machines which are 
used primarily as instruments of conveyance. 

“(b) The use within this state of tangible personal property by 
the manufacturer thereof, as building materials in the perfor¬ 
mance of a construction contract, shall, for the purposes of this 
division, be considered as a retail sale thereof by manufacturer, 
who shall also be construed as the ultimate consumer of materials 
or property, and who shall be required to report transaction and 
pay the sales tax thereon, based upon the reasonable and fair mar¬ 
ket price thereof at the time and place where same are used or 
consumed by him or it. Where the contractor is the manufacturer 
or compounder of ready-mix concrete or asphalt plant mix used in 
the performance of a contract, whether the ready-mix concrete or 
asphalt plant mix is manufactured or compounded at the job site 
or at a fixed or permanent plant location, the tax applies only to 
the cost of the ingredients that become a component part of the 
ready-mix concrete or the asphalt plant mix. The provisions of this 
subsection shall not apply to any tangible personal property which 
is specifically exempted from the tax levied in this division. 

“(c) The sale of lumber by a lumber manufacturer to a trucker 
for resale is a sale at wholesale as sales are defined herein where 
the trucker is either a licensed dealer in lumber or, if a resident of 
Alabama, has registered with the Department of Revenue, and has 
received therefrom a certificate of registration or, if a nonresident 
of this state purchasing lumber for resale outside the State of 
Alabama, has furnished to the lumber manufacturer his name, 
aHHrpss and the vehicle license number of the truck in which the 
lumber is to be transported, which name, address, and vehicle 
license number shall be shown on the sales invoice rendered by the 
lumber manufacturer. The certificate provided for herein shall be 
valid for the calendar year of its issuance and may be renewed 
from year to year on application to the Department of Revenue on 
or before January 31 of each succeeding year; provided, that if not 
renewed the certificate shall become invalid for the purpose of this 
division on February 1. 

“(d) The dispensing or transferring of ophthalmic materials, 
including lenses, frames, eyeglasses, contact lenses, and other 
therapeutic optic devices, to a patient by a licensed ophthalmolo¬ 
gist, as a part of his or her professional service, shall not, for pur¬ 
poses of this division, be deemed or considered to constitute a sale, 
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subject to the state sales tax. The licensed ophthalmologist shall 
be considered the ultimate consumer of the ophthalmic materials 
and shall have no responsibility or duty pursuant to this division 
lor the collection of the state sales tax. The sale of the ophthalmic 
materials to a licensed ophthalmologist by a supplier thereof shall 
be considered a retail sale subject to the state sales tax, and the 
supplier shall be responsible for collecting sales tax from the 
licensed ophthalmologist. In no event shall the providing of profes- 
smnal services in connection with the dispensing or transferring of 
ophthalmic materials by a licensed ophthalmologist or optometrist 
be considered a sale subject to the state sales tax. All transfers of 
ophthalmic materials by opticians or optometrists shall be consid¬ 
er retail sales subject to the state sales tax. The term supplier 
shall include but not be limited to optical laboratories, ophthalmic 
material wholesalers, or anyone selling ophthalmic materials to 
ophthalmologists. 

(e) Notwithstanding the above, the withdrawal, use, or con¬ 
sumption of a manufactured product by the manufacturer thereof 
in quality control testing performed by employees or independent 
contractors of the taxpayer, for purposes of this division, shall not 
be deemed or considered to constitute a transaction subject to 
sales tax, nor shall a gift by the manufacturer of a manufactured 
product, withdrawn from the manufacturer’s inventory, to an 
entity listed in 26 U.S.C. Sections 170(b) or (c), be considered a 
transaction subject to sales tax.” 

Section 2. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

IT IS ORDERED that Rule 10.3, Alabama Rules of Criminal 
Procedure, and the committee comments to that rule, be amended 
to read as follows: 

“Rule 10.3 TRANSFER TO ANOTHER COUNTY 

“When a transfer to another county is ordered, the court clerk 
shall transmit to the clerk of the court to which the case is to be 
transferred all papers on file in the proceeding, any evidence in the 
clerk’s custody, and any appearance bond, deposit, or security 
taken, and if the defendant is in custody, the court clerk shall pro¬ 
vide a copy of the transfer order to the sheriff, upon receipt of 
which the sheriff shall transfer custody of the defendant to the 
sheriff of the county to which the proceeding is transferred. The 
judge of the transferring court shall give notice of the transfer to 
the presiding judge of the court to which the transfer is made. 

“The judge of the transferring court shall preside over the case 
in the court to which the case is transferred. Upon transfer of the 
case, the transferring judge shall contact the Administrative Office 
of Courts to obtain an order of assignment from the Chief Justice 
of the Supreme Court of Alabama. 

“(Amended effective January 1, 1996.) 

“Committee Comments 

“The judge should consider, in the transfer of a case, the needs 
of the defendant’s attorneys and the defendant’s right to meet with 
his attorney before the transfer of the proceedings. 

“The transferring trial judge will preside over the case in the 
circuit to which the case has been transferred, and must, before 
the start of the trial, receive an order of appointment from the 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court of Alabama authorizing the 
transferring judge try that case in the county to which it has been 
transferred. See Ala. Code, §12-2-30.

IT IS ORDERED that Rule 17.4, Alabama Rules of Criminal 
Procedure, be amended to read as follows: 

“Rule 17.4 SERVICE OF SUBPOENA 

“(a) Generally. Subpoenas may be served by mail as provided 
in section (c). If personal service of a subpoena is requested, serv¬ 
ice shall be as provided in section (d). 

“(b) Service of Incarcerated Person. Service of a subpoena on 
an individual incarcerated in any penal institution or detention 
iacuity within this state shall be deemed complete by serving the 
warden, director, or similar official of the institution by certified 
mail or personally, if personal service is required. Such subpoena 
shall be accompanied by a court order, signed by the judge, 
addressed to the Commissioner of the Department of Corrections. ’ 

“(c) Service by Certified Mail. 

“(1) When Proper. A subpoena, whether requested by the state 
or the defendant, may be served by certified mail or as provided in 
section (d). 

(2) How served. The sheriff shall place a copy of the subpoena 
to be served in an envelope and shall address the envelope to the 
person to be served. The sheriff shall affix adequate postage and 
place the sealed envelope in the United States mail as certified 
mail with instructions to forward, return receipt requested, with 
instructions to the delivering postal employee to show to whom 
delivered, date of delivery, and address where delivered When the 
person to be served is an individual, the sheriff shall also request 
r f S delivery, unless otherwise ordered by the court. The 

sheriff shall forthwith enter the fact of the mailing on the court’s 
copy of the subpoena and shall make a similar entry and promptly 
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return the same, with the receipt attached, to the court clerk when 
the return receipt is received by the sheriff. 

“(3) When effective. Service by certified mail shall be deemed 
complete and the time for answering shall be run from the date of 
delivery as evidenced by the return receipt. 

“( 4 ) Failure of delivery. If the receipt shows failure of delivery 
to the addressee, or, other than in the case of an individual, his 
agent, the clerk shall follow the notification procedure set forth in 
subsection (d) (3) of this rule. Failure to make service within four¬ 
teen (14) days and failure to make proof of service do not affect the 
validity of service. 

“(d) Delivery by Personal Service. 

“(1) Bv Whom. When a subpoena issued from any court subject 
to the provisions of these rules is to be delivered personally, a sub¬ 
poena may be served by the sheriff of the county in which the 
party to be served resides or may be found, by the sheriffs deputy, 
or by any other person who is not a party to the action to whic 
the subpoena relates and who is 21 years of age or older. 

“(2) How served and returned. Service of the subpoena may be 
executed upon the witness either personally or by leaving a copy at 
the witness’s dwelling house or usual place of abode with some 
person of suitable age and discretion then residing therein. When 
the copy of the subpoena has been delivered, the person serving 
the subpoena shall endorse that fact on the subpoena and return it 
to the clerk, who shall make the appropriate entry on the case 
action summary sheet. The return of the subpoena in the manner 
described herein shall be prima facie evidence of service of the 
subpoena. 

“(3) F ai lu re of servirp When tV.e person serving a subpoena is 
unable to serve it within fourteen (14) days, that person shall 
endorse that fact and the reason therefor on the subpoena and 
return the subpoena and copies to the clerk, who shall make the 
appropriate entry on the docket sheet of the action. In the event of 
failure of service, the clerk shall forthwith notify, by mail, the 
attorney of record, or, if there is no attorney of record, the party at 
whose instance the subpoena was issued. The clerk shall enter the 
fact of notification on the case action summary sheet of the action. 
Failure to make service with fourteen (14) days and failure to 
make proof of service do not affect the validity of service.

“Papers and records” under section (e) would include evidence, 
ovhihits and stipulations that may be withdrawn upon motion ot 
the party offering them.

“(b) Notice of Taking. The party at whose instance a deposi¬ 
tion is to be taken shall give to every party reasonable written 
notice of the time and place for taking the deposition.

On motion of a party upon whom the notice is served, the court, for 
cause shown, may extend or shorten the time or change the place 

U Sr* the de P° sltlon - The office having custody of a defendant 
shall be notified of the time and place set for the examination and 
shall, unless the defendant waives in writing the right to be pres¬ 
ent, produce the defendant at the examination and keep the defen- 
dant m the presence of the witness during the examination, unless 
the defendant engages in disruptive conduct and, after being 
warned by the court that continued disruptive conduct will cause 
the defendant’s removal from the place of the taking of the deposi¬ 
tion, the defendant persists in disruptive conduct. A defendant not

“(f) Objections to Deposition Testimony. Objections to 
deposition testimony or evidence or parts thereof and the grounds 
for the objection shall be stated at the time of the taking of the 
deposition.

APPENDIX A 

Rule 30(c), Alabama Rules of Civil Procedure 

(c) Examination and Cross-Examination; Record of 
Examination; Oath; Objections. Examination and cross-exami¬ 
nation of witnesses may proceed as permitted at the trial under 
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the Alabama Rules of Evidence, except that Rule 103 and Rule 
615, Ala.R.Evid., which deal with trial procedure, are not applica¬ 
ble to pretrial discovery. The officer before whom the deposition is 
to be taken shall put the witness on oath and shall personally, or 
by someone acting under the officer’s direction and in the officer’s 
presence, record the testimony of the witness. The testimony shall 
be taken stenographically or recorded by any other means ordered 
in accordance with subdivision (b)(4) of this rule. If requested by 
one of the parties, the testimony shall be transcribed. 

All objections made at the time of the examination to the qual¬ 
ifications of the officer taking the deposition, or to the manner of 
taking it, or to the evidence presented, or to the conduct of any 
party, and any other objection to the proceedings, shall be noted by 
the officer upon the deposition. Evidence objected to shall be taken 
subject to the objections. In lieu of participating in the oral exami¬ 
nation, parties may serve written questions in a sealed envelope 
on the party taking the deposition and that party shall transmit 
them to the officer, who shall propound them to the witness and 
record the answers verbatim. 

(Amended effective January 1, 1996.) 

Committee Comments to January 1, 1996, 
Amendment to Rule 30(c) 

At the end of the first sentence of subdivision (c), the reference 
to “Rule 43(b)” is replaced by the reference to “the Alabama Rules 
of Evidence.” This change was made for the reasons stated in the 
1972 committee comments to F.R.Civ.P. 30(c): 

“Existing Rule 43(b), which is to be abrogated, deals with 
the use of leading questions, the calling, interrogation, 
impeachment, and scop^ uf examination of adverse parties, 
officers, etc. These topics are dealt with in the Rules of 
Evidence. Moreover, many pertinent topics included in the 
Rules of Evidence are not mentioned in Rule 43(b), e.g., privi¬ 
lege. A reference to the Rules of Evidence generally is there¬ 
fore made in subdivision (c) of Rule 30.” 

Because Rule 103, Ala.R.Evid., addresses trial procedures 
(e.g., timely objections and offers of proof; that are not necessarily 
applicable to pretrial discovery and because the comments to Rule 
615, Ala.R.Evid., make it clear that Rule 615 is intended to apply 
only at trials and not to pretrial discovery, a provision was added 
stating specifically that these rules are not applicable to pretrial 
discovery. 
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APPENDIX B 

Rule 32, Alabama Rules of Civil Procedure 
RULE 32. USE OF DEPOSITIONS IN COURT PROCEEDINGS 

(a) Use of Depositions. At the trial or upon the hearing of a 
motion or an interlocutory proceeding, any part or all of a deposi¬ 
tion, so far as admissible under the Alabama Rules of Evidence 
applied as though the witness were then present and testifying, 
may be used against any party who was present or represented at 
the taking of the deposition or who had reasonable notice thereof, 
in accordance with any of the following provisions: 

(1) Any deposition may be used by any party for the purpose of 
contradicting or impeaching the testimony of deponent as a wit¬ 
ness, or for any other purpose permitted by the Alabama Rules of 
Evidence. 

(2) The deposition of a party or of any one who at the time of 
taking the deposition was an officer, director, or managing agent, 
or a person designated under Rule 30(b)(6) or 31(a) to testify on 
behalf of a public or private corporation, partnership or association 
or governmental agency which is a party may be used by an 
adverse party for any purpose. 

(3) The deposition of a witness, whether or not a party, may be 
used by any party for any purpose if the court finds: (A) that the 
witness is dead; or (B) that the witness is at a greater distance 
than one hundred (100) miles from the place of trial or hearing, or 
is out of the state, unless it appears that the absence of the wit¬ 
ness was procured by the party offering the depositions; or (C) that 
the witness is unable to attend or testify because of age, illness, 
infirmity, or imprisonment; or (D) that the witness is a licensed 
physician or dentist; or (E) that the party offering the deposition 
has been unable to procure the attendance of the witness by sub¬ 
poena; or (F) upon application and notice, that such exceptional 
circumstances exist as to make it desirable, in the interest of jus¬ 
tice and with due regard to the importance of presenting the testi¬ 
mony of witnesses orally in open court, to allow the deposition to 
be used. 

(4) If only part of a deposition is offered in evidence by a party, 
an adverse party may require the offeror to introduce all of it 
which ought in fairness be considered with the part introduced, 
and any party may introduce any other parts. A deposition previ¬ 
ously taken may also be used as permitted by the Alabama Rules 
of Evidence. 
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Substitution of parties pursuant to Rule 25 does not affect the 
right to use depositions previously taken; and, when an action has 
been brought in any court of this state or of the United States or of 
any other state and another action involving the same subject mat¬ 
ter is afterward brought between the same parties or their repre¬ 
sentatives or successors in interest, all depositions lawfully taken 
and duly filed in the former action may be used in the latter as if 
originally taken therefor. 

(b) Objections to Admissibility. Subject to the provisions of 
subdivision (d)(3) of this rule, objection may be made at the trial or 
hearing to receiving in evidence any deposition or part thereof for 
any reason which would require the exclusion of the evidence if the 
witness were then present and testifying. 

(c) [Omitted.] 

(d) Effect of Errors and Irregularities in Depositions. 

(1) As to Notice. All errors and irregularities in the notice for 
taking a deposition are waived unless written objection is 
promptly served upon the party giving notice. 

(2) As to Disqualification of Officer. Objection to taking a depo¬ 
sition because of disqualification of the officer before whom it is to 
be taken is waived unless made before the taking of the deposition 
begins or as soon thereafter as the disqualification becomes known 
or could be discovered with reasonable diligence. 

(3) As to Taking of Deposition. 

(A) Objections to the competency of a witness or to the compe¬ 
tency, relevancy, or materiality of testimony are not waived by 
failure to make them before or during the taking of the deposition, 
unless the ground of the objection is one which might have been 
obviated or removed if presented at that time. 

(B) Errors and irregularities occurring at the oral examination 
in the manner of taking the deposition, in the form of the ques¬ 
tions or answers, in the oath or affirmation, or in the conduct of 
parties, and errors of any kind which might be obviated, removed, 
or cured if promptly presented, are waived unless seasonable 
objection thereto is made at the taking of the deposition. 

(C) Objections to the form of written questions submitted 
under Rule 31 are waived unless served in writing upon the party 
propounding them within the time allowed for serving the succeed¬ 
ing cross or other questions and within five (5) days after service of 
the last questions authorized. 
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(4) As to Completion and Return of Deposition. Errors and 
irregularities in the manner in which the testimony is transcribed 
or the deposition is prepared, signed, certified, sealed, indorsed, 
transmitted, filed, or otherwise dealt with by the officer under 
Rules 30 and 31 are waived unless a motion to suppress the depo¬ 
sition or some part thereof is made with reasonable promptness 
after such defect is, or with due diligence might have been, ascer¬ 
tained. 

(dc) District Court Rule. Rule 32 applies in the district 
courts in those instances when a deposition on oral examination or 
a deposition on written questions is permitted by Rule 26(dc). 

(Amended effective January 1, 1996.) 

Committee Comments to January 1, 1996, 
Amendment to Rule 32 

Subdivision (a) was amended to change the reference therein 
from “rules of evidence” to “Alabama Rules of Evidence.” The 
clause “or for any other purpose permitted by the Alabama Rules 
of Evidence” was added to the end of subdivision (a)(1) for the rea¬ 
sons stated in the following committee comment to the 1980 
amendment to F.R.Civ.P. 32(a)(1): 

“Rule 801(d) of the Federal Rules of Evidence permits a prior 
inconsistent statement of a witness in a deposition to be used 
as substantive evidence. And Rule 801(d)(2) makes the state¬ 
ment of an agent or servant admissible against the principal 
under the circumstances described in the Rule. The language 
of the present subdivision is, therefore, too narrow.” 

As amended, Rule 32(a)(1) is not abrogated or superseded by the 
Alabama Rules of Evidence, which are effective January 1, 1996. 

The last sentence of subdivision (a)(4) was added for the rea¬ 
sons stated in the following committee comment to the 1980 
amendment to F.R.Civ.P. 32(a)(4): 

“The final sentence is added to reflect the fact that the Federal 
Rules of Evidence permit a broader use of depositions previ¬ 
ously taken under certain circumstances. For example, [see] 
Rule 804(b)(1) of the Federal Rules of Evidence....” 

The amendment omits former subdivision (c) for the reasons 
stated in the following committee comment to the 1972 amend¬ 
ment to F.R.Civ.P. 32(c): 

“The concept of ‘making a person one’s own witness’ appears to 
have had significance principally in two respects: impeachment 
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and waiver of incompetency. Neither retains any vitality under 
the Rules of Evidence. The old prohibition against impeaching 
one’s own witness is eliminated by Evidence Rule 
607....Subdivision (c) is deleted because it appears to be no 
longer necessary in the light of the Rules of Evidence.” 

APPENDIX C 

Rule 43, Alabama Rules of Civil Procedure 
RULE 43. EVIDENCE 

(a) Form and Admissibility. In all trials the testimony of 
witnesses shall be taken orally in open court, unless otherwise pro¬ 
vided in these rules. Testimony in any uncontested action involv¬ 
ing a divorce or annulment of marriage shall be taken before the 
clerk, unless otherwise ordered by the judge. In such a case the 
clerk shall have the powers of a master as provided in Rule 53 and 
shall follow the procedure therein, or in cases of default or upon 
written waiver the testimony may be taken upon deposition on 
oral examination, in accordance with prior practice, and at any 
time and without notice of the time and place of the taking or 
other proceeding therein. When depositions on oral examination 
have been taken, they shall be filed in the clerk’s office without 
any other transcript of the proceedings or of the evidence and 
without any further report by the clerk. However, nothing con¬ 
tained in this paragraph shall prevent the parties from taking tes¬ 
timony by agreement in a manner different from herein provided 
unless the court limits or prohibits such agreed manner. 

All evidence shall be admitted which is admissible under 
statute or under the rules of evidence which are now applied or 
shall hereafter be applied in the courts of the State of Alabama. 

(ib ) [Omitted.] 

(c) [Omitted.] 

(d) Affirmation in Lieu of Oath. Whenever under these 
rules an oath is required to be taken, a solemn affirmation may be 
accepted in lieu thereof. The court may, but shall not be required 
to, frame such affirmation according to the religious faith of the 
witness. 

(e) Evidence on Motions. When a motion is based on facts 
not appearing of record the court unless a jury is required may 
hear the matter on affidavits presented by the respective parties, 
but the court may direct that the matter be heard wholly or partly 
on oral testimony or depositions. Nothing herein shall be con¬ 
strued to enlarge or abridge the right to trial by jury. 
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(f) Interpreters. The court may appoint an interpreter of its 
own selection and may fix the interpreter’s reasonable compensa¬ 
tion. The compensation shall be paid out of funds provided by law 
or by one or more of the parties as the court may direct, and may 
be taxed ultimately as costs, in the discretion of the court. 

(dc) District Court Rule. Rule 43 applies in the district 
courts except that, (1) the reference to domestic relations cases in 
Rule 43(a) is deleted, (2) Rule 43(a), second paragraph is to be con¬ 
strued so as to permit, by agreement of the parties, evidence in the 
form of tape recordings or sworn statements, and (3) the reference 
to a jury in Rule 43(e) is deleted. 

(Amended effective October 1, 1995; January 1, 1996.) 

Committee Comments to January 1, 1996, 
Amendment to Rule 43 

The amendment omits former subdivisions (b) and (c) for the 
reasons stated in the following committee comments to the 1972 
amendments to F.R.Civ.P. 43: 

“ Subdivision (b). The subdivision is no longer needed or appro¬ 
priate since the matters with which it deals are treated in the 
Rules of Evidence. The use of leading questions, both generally 
and in the interrogation of an adverse party or witness identi¬ 
fied with him, is the subject of Evidence Rule 611(c). Who may 
impeach is treated in Evidence Rule 607, and scope of cross- 
examination is covered in Evidence Rule 611(b). The subdivi¬ 
sion is accordingly deleted. 

“ Subdivision (c). Offers of proof and making a record of 
excluded evidence are treated in Evidence Rule 103. The sub¬ 
division is no longer needed or appropriate and is deleted.” 

The amendment removes from subdivisions (dc) the reference 
to the applicability of Rule 43(c) in district courts. 

APPENDIX D 

Rule 44.1, Alabama Rules of Civil Procedure 

RULE 44.1 DETERMINATION OF FOREIGN LAW 

A party who intends to raise an issue concerning the law of 
another state or of any territory or dependency of the United 
States or of a foreign country shall give notice by pleadings or 
other reasonable written notice. The court, in determining such 
law, may consider any relevant material or source, including 
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testimony, whether or not submitted by a party or admissible 
under the Alabama Rules of Evidence, The court’s determination 
shall be treated as a ruling on a question of law. 

(dc) District Court Rule. Rule 44.1 applies in the district 
courts. 

(Amended effective October 1, 1995; January 1, 1996.) 

Committee Comments to January 1, 1996, 
Amendment to Rule 44.1 

The reference to “Rule 43” in the second sentence of the rule 
was changed to “the Alabama Rules of Evidence” for the reasons 
stated in the following committee comment to the 1972 amend¬ 
ment to F.R.Civ.P. 44.1: 

“Since the purpose of the provision is to free the judge, in 
determining foreign law, from any restrictions imposed by evi¬ 
dence rules, a general reference to the Rules of Evidence is 
appropriate and is made.” 


APPENDIX E 

Rule 53(c), Alabama Rules of Civil Procedure 

(c) Powers. The order of reference to the master may specify 
or limit the master’s powers and may direct the master to report 
only upon particular issues or to do or perform particular acts or to 
receive and report evidence only and may fix the time and place 
for beginning and closing the hearings and for the filing of the 
master’s report. Subject to the specifications and limitations stated 
in the order the rrmstpr has and shall exercise the power tc regu 
late all proceedings in every hearing before the master and to do 
all acts and take all measures necessary or proper for the efficient 
performance of the master’s duties under the order. The master 
may require the production before the master of evidence upon all 
matters embraced in the reference, including the production of all 
books, papers, vouchers, documents, and writings applicable 
thereto. The master may rule upon the admissibility of evidence 
unless otherwise directed by the order of reference and has the 
authority to put witnesses on oath and may examine them and 
may call the parties to the action and examine them upon oath. 
When a party so requests, the master shall make a record of the 
evidence offered and excluded in the same manner and subject to 
the same limitations as provided in the Alabama Rules of Evidence 
for a court sitting without a jury. 
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(Amended effective January 1, 1996.) 

Committee Comments to January 1, 1996,

IT IS ORDERED that Rule IV, Rules Governing Admission to 
the Alabama State Bar, be amended to read as follows: 

“Rule IV. PERSONS ENTITLED TO ADMISSION 
BY EXAMINATION 

“A. General Requirements. Any person who is at least nine¬ 
teen (19) years of age, who has complied with the requirements of 
Rule I, and whose character and fitness have been approved by the 
Committee on Character and Fitness, is entitled to be examined 
for admission to the Alabama State Bar, at any examination held 
as prescribed by these rules, upon proof that he or she has com¬ 
plied with the education requirements set out in this rule. 

“B. Education Requirements. 

“(1) Proof of Prelegal Education. 

“(a) An applicant who did not graduate from a law school that 
was on the approved list of the American Bar Association (A.B.A.) 
or the Association of American Law Schools at the time of the 
applicant's graduation shall give proof that he or she has met the 
following prelegal education requirements: 

“That the applicant has caused to be filed with the secretary of 
the Board of Commissioners of the Alabama State Bar a certified 
copy of a diploma or certificate showing (i) that the applicant has 
received a baccalaureate degree from a university or college that, 
at the time of the applicant's graduation, appeared on the 
approved list of any standard accrediting agency or association in 
the various states, or which is accepted by the accrediting agency 
as meeting substantially the same standards required for appear¬ 
ing on the approved list of the agency, and (ii) that the degree was 
received before the applicant entered law school. 

“(b) An applicant who has graduated from a law school that 
was on the approved list of the American Bar Association or the

Association of American Law Schools at the time of the applicant’s 
graduation shall not be required to give proof that he or she has 
met the prelegal education requirements set out in (a), unless such 
proof is required by the Committee on Character and Fitness. 

“(2) Proof of Legal Education. 

“An applicant shall make proof of legal study by filing with the 
secretary of the Board of Commissioners of the Alabama State Bar 
a certificate or certificates from the dean or deans of one or more 
law schools, from which it shall appear that the applicant has com¬ 
pleted legal study conforming to and fulfilling the following 
requirements: 

“(a) That the applicant has pursued and satisfactorily com¬ 
pleted, as a resident student in a law school or law schools, a 
course of law studies that extended for at least three (3) academic 
years of at least thirty (30) weeks each; that the applicant has 
graduated from such a law school; and that at the time of the 
applicant’s graduation the school from which the applicant gradu¬ 
ated was approved by the American Bar Association or the 
Association of American Law Schools; or 

“(b) That the applicant has pursued and satisfactorily com¬ 
pleted as a resident student at Birmingham School of Law, Jones 
School of Law of Faulkner University, or Miles College of Law, a 
course of law studies that extended for at least four (4) academic 
years of at least thirty (30) weeks each, and is a graduate of that 
law school, provided that as of the date of the applicant’s gradua¬ 
tion the school has been continuously located and has remained in 
continuous operation in the county in which it was operating on 
August 30, 1995; or 

“(c) That the applicant has pursued and satisfactorily com¬ 
pleted as a resident student at a law school located outside the 
state of Alabama that, as of the date of the applicant’s graduation, 
had not been approved by the American Bar Association or the 
Association of American Law Schools, a course of law studies that 
extended for at least four (4) academic years of at least thirty (30) 
weeks each, and is a graduate of that law school; that the appli¬ 
cant has been admitted to the practice of law before the court of 
highest jurisdiction in the state or other jurisdiction wherein that 
law school is located; that the applicant has, after the applicant’s 
admission to practice law before the court of highest jurisdiction in 
that state or other jurisdiction, been continuously engaged in the 
active practice of law for at least five (5) years; and that the appli¬ 
cant is a member in good standing of the bar of that court of high¬ 
est jurisdiction; provided, however, that an applicant may qualify 
under this subsection (c) only if the state or other jurisdiction in 
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which is located the law school from which the applicant gradu¬ 
ated extends comity to graduates of Birmingham School of Law, 
Jones School of Law of Faulkner University, and Miles College of 
Law who seek admission to the bar of that state or jurisdiction, 
and graduates of those schools are permitted to seek admission to 
the bar of that state or jurisdiction on terms and conditions no 
more onerous than those imposed on the applicant by this sub¬ 
section (c). 

“C. Limitation on Examinations. The number of times an 
applicant may be examined for admission to the Alabama State 
Bar shall be unlimited. 

“(Amended effective April 28, 1993; January 6, 1994; January 

I, 1996).” 

IT IS FURTHER ORDERED that this amendment be effective 
January 1, 1996.

APPENDIX 

ALABAMA CODE OF ETHICS FOR MEDIATORS 
I. INTRODUCTION 

This Code of Ethics for Mediators sets forth Standards to guide 
mediators in their mediation practices. These Standards are 
intended as rules of reason and should be interpreted with refer¬ 
ence to the purposes of mediation. This Code does not exhaust the 
moral and ethical considerations that should guide a mediator. 
Rather, this Code provides a framework for the ethical practice of 
mediation. 

Failure to comply with a Standard set out in this Code may be 
the basis for removal from the roster of mediators maintained by 
the Alabama Center for Dispute Resolution and for such other 
action as may be taken by the Alabama Supreme Court 
Commission on Dispute Resolution. 

This Code is designed to provide guidance to mediators. 
Violation of a Standard shall not give rise to a cause of action nor 
shall it create any presumption that a legal duty has been 
breached. Nothing in this Code should be deemed to establish or 
augment any substantive legal duty on the part of mediators. 

II. SCOPE, DEFINITION, MEDIATOR’S ROLE, GENERAL 
PRINCIPLES, AND EFFECTIVE DATE 

(a) Scope. The Standards set out in this Code shall apply to: 

(1) Mediation of cases pending in courts of the State of Ala¬ 
bama; and 
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(2) Mediation conducted by persons whose names are listed on 
the roster of mediators maintained by the Alabama Center for 
Dispute Resolution. 

(b) Definition of Mediation. Mediation is a process whereby 
a neutral third party encourages and facilitates the resolution of a 
dispute without deciding what that resolution should be. It is an 
informal and nonadversarial process whose objective is helping the 
disputing parties reach a mutually acceptable agreement. 

(c) Mediator’s Role. In mediation, decision-making authority 
rests with the disputing parties. The role of the mediator includes, 
but is not limited to, assisting the disputing parties in identifying 
issues, facilitating communication, focusing the disputing parties 
on their interests, maximizing the exploration of alternatives, and 
helping the disputing parties reach voluntary agreements. 

(d) General Principles. Mediation is based on communica¬ 
tion, negotiation, facilitation, and the technique or method of solv¬ 
ing problems. It emphasizes: 

(1) The needs and interests of the disputing parties; 

(2) Fairness; 

(3) Procedural flexibility; 

(4) Privacy and confidentiality; 

(5) Full disclosure; and 

(6) Self-determination. 

(e) Effective Date. This Code shall govern all mediation pro¬ 
ceedings commenced on or after March 1, 1996. 


111. STANDARDS 
STANDARD 1. GENERAL 

(a) Integrity, Impartiality, and Professional Competence. 

Integrity, impartiality, and professional competence are essential 
qualifications of any mediator. Professional competence means the 
knowledge, skill and thoroughness reasonably necessary for the 
mediation. 

(1) A mediator shall not accept any engagement, perform any 
service, or undertake any act that would compromise the media¬ 
tor’s integrity. 

(2) A mediator shall maintain professional competence in 
mediation skills. This includes, but is not limited to: 
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(A) Staying informed of, and abiding by, all statutes, rules, 
and administrative orders relevant to the practice of media¬ 
tion; and 

(B) Regularly engaging in educational activities promoting 
professional growth. 

(3) If the mediator decides that a case is beyond the mediator’s 
competence, the mediator shall decline appointment, withdraw, or 
request technical assistance. 

(b) Concurrent Standards. Nothing contained herein shall 
replace, eliminate, or render inapplicable relevant ethical stan¬ 
dards not in conflict with these rules that may be imposed upon 
any mediator by virtue of the mediator’s profession. 

STANDARD 2. RESPONSIBILITIES TO COURTS 

A mediator shall be candid, accurate, and fully responsive to a 
court concerning the mediator’s qualifications, availability, and 
other matters pertinent to his or her being selected to mediate. A 
mediator shall observe all administrative policies, procedural 
rules, and statutes that apply to mediation. A mediator shall 
refrain from any activity that has the appearance of improperly 
influencing a court to secure placement on a roster of mediators or 
appointment to a case. 

STANDARD 3. THE MEDIATION PROCESS 

(a) Orientation Session. In order for parties to exercise self- 
determination they must understand the mediation process. At the 
beginning of the mediation session, the mediator should explain 
the mediation process. This explanation should include: 

(1) The role of the mediator as a neutral party who will 
facilitate the discussion between the disputing parties but who 
will not decide the outcome of the dispute; 

(2) The procedure that will be followed during the media¬ 
tion session or sessions; 

(3) The pledge of confidentiality that applies to the media¬ 
tion process; 

(4) The fact that the mediator does not represent either 
party and will not give professional advice in the absence of a 
party’s attorney and that, if expert advice is needed, the par¬ 
ties will be expected to consult with experts other than the 
mediator; and 

(5) The fact that the mediation can be terminated at any 
time by the mediator or by any of the parties. 
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Further, in the event a party is not represented by an attor¬ 
ney, the mediator should explain: 

(1) That the parties are free to consult legal counsel at any 
time and are encouraged to have any settlement agreement 
resulting from the mediation process reviewed by counsel 
before they sign it; and 

(2) That a mediated agreement, once signed, is binding and 
can have a significant effect upon the rights of the parties and 
upon the status of the case. 

(b) Continuing Mediation. A mediator shall withdraw from 
a mediation if the mediator believes the mediation is being used to 
further illegal conduct. A mediator may withdraw if the mediator 
believes any agreement reached would be the result of fraud, 
duress, overreaching, the absence of bargaining ability, or uncon- 
scionability. A mediator shall not prolong a mediation session if it 
becomes apparent that the case is unsuitable for mediation or if 
one or more of the parties is unable or unwilling to participate in 
the mediation process in a meaningful manner. 

(c) Avoidance of Delay. A mediator shall perform mediation 
services in a timely and expeditious fashion, avoiding delays when¬ 
ever reasonably possible. A mediator shall refrain from accepting 
additional appointments when it becomes apparent that comple¬ 
tion of mediation assignments already accepted cannot be accom¬ 
plished in a timely fashion. 

STANDARD 4. SELF-DETERMINATION. 

(a) Parties’ Right to Decide. A mediator shall assist the par¬ 
ties in reaching an informed and voluntary agreement. 
Substantive decisions made during mediation are to be made vol¬ 
untarily by the parties. 

(b) Prohibition of Coercion. A mediator shall not coerce or 
unfairly influence a party into entering into a settlement agreement. 

(c) Misrepresentation Prohibited. A mediator shall not 
intentionally misrepresent material facts or circumstances in the 
course of a mediation. 

(d) Balanced Process. A mediator shall promote a balanced 
process and shall encourage the parties to participate in the medi¬ 
ation proceedings in a nonadversarial manner. 

(e) Responsibility to Nonparticipating Parties. A media¬ 
tor may promote consideration of the interests of persons who may 
be affected by an agreement resulting from the mediation process 
and who are not represented in the mediation process. 
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STANDARD 5. IMPARTIALITY AND 
CONFLICTS OF INTEREST 

(a) Impartiality. A mediator shall be impartial and shall 
advise all parties of any circumstances that may result in possible 
bias, prejudice, or impartiality on the part of the mediator. 
Impartiality means freedom from favoritism or bias in work, 
action, and appearance. Impartiality implies a commitment to aid 
all parties, as opposed to one or more specific parties, in moving 
toward an agreement. 

(1) A mediator shall maintain impartiality while raising ques¬ 
tions for the parties to consider concerning the fairness, equity, 
and feasibility of proposed settlement options. 

(2) A mediator shall withdraw from mediation if the mediator 
believes the mediator can no longer remain impartial. 

(b) Required Disclosures and Conflicts of Interest. 

(1) A mediator must disclose to the disputing parties the 
following: 

(A) Any current or past representation of or consulting 
relationship with any party or the attorney of any party 
involved in the mediation. 

(B) Any pecuniary interest the mediator may have in com¬ 
mon with any of the parties or that may be affected by the out¬ 
come of the mediation process. 

(C) Known potential conflicts, including membership on a 
board of directors, full- or part-time service as a representative 
or advocate, consultation work performed for a fee, current 
stock or bond ownership other than mutual fund shares or 
appropriate trust arrangements, or any other form of mana¬ 
gerial, financial, or immediate family interest with respect to a 
party involved. A mediator who is a member of a law firm is 
obliged to disclose any representation of any of the disputing 
parties by the mediator’s firm or a member of that firm of 
which the mediator is aware. 

(D) Any close personal relationship or other circumstance, 
in addition to those specifically mentioned in this Standard, 
that might reasonably raise a question as the mediator’s 
impartiality. 

(2) Mediators establish personal relationships with many 
representatives, attorneys, other mediators, and members of vari¬ 
ous professional associations. Mediators should not be secretive 
about such friendships or acquaintances, but disclosure of these 
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relationships is not necessary unless that relationship is one of 
those mentioned in this Standard or some feature of a particular 
relationship might reasonably appear to impair impartiality. 

(3) Prior service as a mediator in a mediation involving a party 
or an attorney for a party does not constitute representation of the 
party or consultation work for the party. However, mediators are 
strongly encouraged to disclose such prior relationships. Mediators 
must disclose any ongoing relationship with a party or an attorney 
for a party involved in a mediation, including memberships on a 
panel of persons providing mediation, arbitration, or other alterna¬ 
tive dispute resolution services to that party or attorney. 

(4) A mediator shall not provide counseling or therapy to any 
party during the mediation process, and a mediator who is a 
lawyer shall not represent a party in any matter during the 
mediation. 

(5) All disclosures required by this Standard shall be made as 
soon as practicable after the mediator becomes aware of the inter¬ 
est or the relationship. 

(6) The burden of disclosure rests on the mediator and contin¬ 
ues throughout the mediation process. After appropriate disclo¬ 
sure, the mediator may mediate the dispute if all parties to the 
mediation agree to the mediator’s participation and that agree¬ 
ment is reduced to writing. If the mediator believes that the rela¬ 
tionship or interest would affect the mediator’s impartiality, he or 
she should withdraw, irrespective of the expressed desires of the 
parties. 

(7) A mediator shall not use the mediation process to solicit 
any party to the mediation concerning future professional services. 

(8) A mediator must ^vnid the aDDearance of a conflict of interest 
both during and after the mediation. Without the consent ot aii par¬ 
ties, a mediator shall not subsequently establish a professional rela¬ 
tionship with one of the parties in a substantially related matter. 

STANDARD 6. CONFIDENTIALITY 

(a) Confidentiality. A mediator shall preserve and maintain 
the confidentiality of all mediation proceedings except where 
required by law to disclose information gathered during the 
mediation. 

(b) Records and Research Data. A mediator shall store and 
dispose of records relating to mediation proceedings in a confiden¬ 
tial manner and shall ensure that all identifying information is 
removed and the anonymity of the parties is protected when 
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materials included in those records are used for research, training, 
or statistical compilations. 

STANDARD 7. PROFESSIONAL ADVICE 

(a) Generally. A mediator shall not provide information the 
mediator is not qualified by training or experience to provide. 

(b) Independent Legal Advice. When a mediator believes a 
party does not understand or appreciate how a potential agree¬ 
ment reached through the mediation process may adversely affect 
the party s legal rights or obligations, the mediator should advise 
the participants to seek independent legal advice. 

(c) Absent Party. If one of the parties is unable to participate 
in the mediation process for psychological or physical reasons, a 
mediator should postpone or cancel mediation until such time as 
all parties are able to participate. 

(d) Personal or Professional Opinion. A mediator may dis¬ 
cuss possible outcomes of a mediation proceeding, but a mediator 
may not offer a personal or professional opinion regarding the 
likelihood of any specific outcome except in the presence of the 
attorney for the party to whom the opinion is given. 

STANDARD 8. FEES AND EXPENSES; 

PRO BONO SERVICE 

(a) General Requirements. A mediator occupies a position of 
trust with respect to the parties and the court system. In charging 
for services and expenses, the mediator must be governed by the 
same high standards of honor and integrity that apply to all other 
phases of the mediator’s work. A mediator shall be scrupulous and 
honest in billing and must avoid charging excessive fees and 
expenses for mediation services. 

(b) Records. A mediator shall maintain adequate records to 
support charges for services and expenses and shall make an 
accounting to the parties or to the court upon request. 

(c) Referrals. No commissions, rebates, or similar remunera¬ 
tion shall be given to or received by a mediator for referral of per¬ 
sons for mediation or related services. 

(d) Contingent Fees. A mediator shall not charge or accept a 
contingent fee or base a fee in any manner on the outcome of the 
mediation process. 

(e) Minimum Fees. A mediator may specify in advance mini¬ 
mum charges for scheduling or conducting a mediation session 
without violating this Standard. 
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(f) Disclosure of Fees. When a mediator is contacted directly 
by the parties for mediation services, the mediator has a profes¬ 
sional responsibility to respond to questions regarding fees by pro¬ 
viding a copy of the basis for charging fees and expenses. 

(g) Pro Bono Service. Mediators have a professional respon¬ 
sibility to provide competent services to persons seeking their 
assistance, including those unable to pay for their services. As a 
means of meeting the needs of those who are unable to pay, a 
mediator should provide mediation services pro bono or at a 
reduced rate of compensation whenever appropriate. 

STANDARD 9. TRAINING AND EDUCATION 

(a) Training. A mediator is obligated to acquire knowledge 
and training in the mediation process, including an understanding 
of appropriate professional ethics, standards, and responsibilities. 
Upon request, a mediator is required to disclose the extent and 
nature of the mediator’s education, training, and experience. 

(b) Continuing Education. It is important that mediators 
continue their professional education as long as they are actively 
serving as mediators. A mediator shall be personally responsible 
for ongoing professional growth, including participation in such 
continuing education as may be required by law or rule of an 
appropriate authority. 

(c) New Mediator Training. An experienced mediator 
should cooperate in the training of new mediators, including 
serving as a mentor. 

STANDARD 10. ADVERTISING 

Advertising or any other communication with the public con¬ 
cerning mediation services offered by the mediator or regarding 
the education, tiaiuing, anu expertise of the mediator shall be 
truthful. Mediators shall refrain from making promises and guar¬ 
antees of results. 

STANDARD 11. PROHIBITED AGREEMENTS 

A mediator shall not enter into a partnership or employment 
agreement that restricts the rights of the mediator to mediate 
after the relationship forming the basis of the agreement is termi¬ 
nated, except that a mediator may enter into an agreement con¬ 
cerning benefits upon retirement. 

STANDARD 12. ADVANCEMENT OF MEDIATION 

A mediator should support the advancement of mediation by 
encouraging and participating in research, evaluation, or other 
forms of professional development and public education.

WHEREAS, the Court has considered the recommended 
amendment and considers that amendment appropriate; 

IT IS, THEREFORE, ORDERED that Rule 7.3, Alabama Rules 
of Professional Conduct, the Comment thereto, and the compara¬ 
tive note following the Comment, be amended to read as follows: 

“RULE 7.3 DIRECT CONTACT WITH PROSPECTIVE CLIENTS 

(a) A lawyer shall not solicit professional employment from a 
prospective client with whom the lawyer has no familial or current 
or prior professional relationship, in person or otherwise, when a 
significant motive for the lawyer’s doing so is the lawyer’s pecu¬ 
niary gain. A lawyer shall not permit employees or agents of the 
lawyer to solicit on the lawyer’s behalf. A lawyer shall not enter 
into an agreement for or charge or collect a fee for professional 
employment obtained in violation of this rule. The term ‘solicit’ 
includes contact in person, by telephone, telegraph, or facsimile 
transmission, or by other communication directed to a specific 
recipient and includes contact by any written form of communica¬ 
tion directed to a specific recipient and not meeting the require¬ 
ments of subdivision (b)(2) of this rule. 

“(b) Written Communication 

“(1) A lawyer shall not send, or knowingly permit to be sent, on 
the lawyer’s behalf or on behalf of the lawyer’s firm or on behalf of 
a partner, an associate, or any other lawyer affiliated with the 
lawyer or the lawyer’s firm, a written communication to a prospec¬ 
tive client for the purpose of obtaining professional employment if: 

“(i) the written communication concerns an action for per¬ 
sonal injury or wrongful death arising out of, or otherwise 
related to, an accident or disaster involving the person to 
whom the communication is addressed or a relative of that 
person, unless the accident or disaster giving rise to the cause 
of action occurred more than thirty (30) days before to the 
mailing of the communication; 
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“(ii) the written communication concerns a specific matter, 
and the lawyer knows or reasonably should know that the per¬ 
son to whom the communication is directed is represented by a 
lawyer in the matter; 

“(iii) it has been made known to the lawyer that the person 
to whom the communication is addressed does not want to 
receive the communication; 

“(iv) the communication involves coercion, duress, fraud, 
overreaching, harassment, intimidation, or undue influence by 
the lawyer; 

“(v) the communication contains a false, fraudulent, mis¬ 
leading, deceptive, or unfair statement or claim or is improper 
under Rule 7.1; or 

“(vi) the lawyer knows or reasonably should know that the 
person to whom the communication is addressed is a minor or 
is incompetent, or that the person’s physical, emotional, or 
mental state makes it unlikely that the person would exercise 
reasonable judgment in employing a lawyer. 

“(2) In addition to the requirements of Rule 7.2, written com¬ 
munications to prospective clients for the purpose of obtaining pro¬ 
fessional employment are subject to the following requirements: 

“(i) a sample copy of each written communication and a 
sample of the envelope to be used in conjunction with the com¬ 
munication, along with a list of the names and addresses of the 
recipients, shall be filed with the office of general counsel of 
the Alabama State Bar before or concurrently with the first 
dissemination of the communication to the prospective client 
or clients. A copy of the written communication must be 
retained by the lawyer for six (6) years. If the commuiiication 
is subsequently sent to additional prospective clients, the 
lawyer shall file with the office of general counsel of the 
Alabama State Bar a list of the names and addresses of those 
clients either before or concurrently with that subsequent dis¬ 
semination. If the lawyer regularly sends the identical commu¬ 
nication to additional prospective clients, the lawyer shall, 
once a month, file with the office of general counsel a list of the 
names and addresses of those clients contacted since the previ¬ 
ous list was filed; 

“(ii) written communications mailed to prospective clients 
shall be sent only by regular mail, and shall not be sent by reg¬ 
istered mail or by any other form of restricted delivery or by 
express mail; 
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(iii) reference shall be made either on the envelope or 
in the written communication that the communication is 
approved by the Alabama State Bar; 

(iv) the written communication shall not resemble a legal 
pleading, official government form or document (federal or 
state), or other legal document, and the manner of mailing the 
written communication shall not make it appear to be an offi¬ 
cial document; 

(v) the word ‘Advertisement’ shall appear prominently in 
red ink on each page of the written communication, and the 
word ‘Advertisement’ shall also appear in the lower left-hand 
corner of the envelope in 14-point or larger type and in red ink. 
If the communication is a self-mailing brochure or pamphlet, 
the word ‘Advertisement’ shall appear prominently in red ink 
on the address panel in 14-point or larger type; 

“(vi) if a contract for representation is mailed with the 
written communication, it will be considered a sample contract 
and the top of each page of the contract shall be marked ‘SAM¬ 
PLE . The word SAMPLE’ shall be in red ink in a type size at 
least one point larger than the largest type used in the con¬ 
tract. The words ‘DO NOT SIGN’ shall appear on the line pro¬ 
vided for the client’s signature; 

“(vii) the first sentence of the written communication shall 
state. If you have already hired or retained a lawyer in con¬ 
nection with [state the general subject matter of the solicita¬ 
tion], please disregard this letter [pamphlet, brochure, or writ¬ 
ten communication]’; 

“(viii) if the written communication is prompted by a spe¬ 
cific occurrence (e.g., death, recorded judgment, garnishment) 
the communication shall disclose how the lawyer obtained the 
information prompting the communication; 

(ix) a written communication seeking employment by a 
specific prospective client in a specific matter shall not reveal 
on the envelope, or on the outside of a self-mailing brochure or 
pamphlet, the nature of the client’s legal problem; and 

(x) a lawyer who uses a written communication must be 
able to prove the truthfulness of all the information contained 
in the written communication. 

“(Amended effective May 1, 1996.) 

“COMMENT 

There is a potential for abuse inherent in direct solicitation by 
a lawyer in person or by telephone, telegraph, or facsimile 
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transmission of prospective clients known to need legal services. 
Direct solicitation subjects the nonlawyer to the private importun¬ 
ing of a trained advocate, in a direct interpersonal encounter. A 
prospective client often feels overwhelmed by the situation giving 
rise to the need for legal services and may have an impaired capac¬ 
ity for reason, judgment, and protective self-interest. Furthermore, 
the lawyer seeking to be retained is faced with a conflict stemming 
from the lawyer’s own interest, which may color the advice and 
representation offered the vulnerable prospect. 

“The situation is therefore fraught with the possibility of 
undue influence, intimidation, and overreaching. This potential for 
abuse inherent in direct solicitation of prospective clients justifies 
some restrictions, particularly since the advertising permitted 
under Rule 7.2 offers an alternative means of communicating nec¬ 
essary information to those who may be in need of legal services. 
Advertising makes it possible for a prospective client to be 
informed about the need for legal services, and about the qualifica¬ 
tions of available lawyers and law firms, without subjecting the 
prospective client to direct personal persuasion that may over¬ 
whelm the client’s judgment. 

“The use of general advertising, rather than direct private con¬ 
tact, to transmit information from lawyer to prospective client will 
help to assure that the information flows cleanly as well as freely. 
Advertising is in the public view and thus subject to scrutiny by 
those who know the lawyer. This informal review is likely to help 
guard against statements and claims that might constitute false or 
misleading communications in violation of Rule 7.1. Direct, private 
communications from a lawyer to a prospective client are not sub¬ 
ject to such third-person scrutiny and consequently are much more 
likely to approach (and occasionally cross) the line between accu¬ 
rate renresentations and those that are false and misleading. 

“Direct written communication seeking employment by specific 
prospective clients generally presents less potential for abuse or 
overreaching than in-person solicitation and is therefore not pro¬ 
hibited for most types of legal matters, but is subject to reasonable 
restrictions, as set forth in this rule, designed to minimize or pre¬ 
clude abuse and overreaching and to ensure the lawyer’s account¬ 
ability if abuse should occur. This rule allows targeted mail solici¬ 
tation of potential plaintiffs or claimants in personal injury and 
wrongful death causes of action or other causes of action that 
relate to an accident, disaster, death, or injury, but only if the com¬ 
munication is not mailed until thirty (30) days after the incident. 
This restriction is reasonably required by the sensitized state of 
the potential clients, who may be either injured or grieving over 
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the loss of a family member, and the abuses that experience has 
shown can exist in this type of solicitation. 

“Common examples of written communications that must meet 
the requirements of subparagraph (b) of this rule are direct mail 
solicitation sent to individuals or groups selected because they 
share common characteristics, e.g., persons named in traffic acci¬ 
dent reports or notices of foreclosure. Communications not ordi¬ 
narily sent on an unsolicited basis to prospective clients are not 
covered by this rule. Also not covered by this rule are responses by 
lawyers and law firms to requests for information from a prospec¬ 
tive client or newsletters or brochures published for clients, former 
c ients, those requesting it, or those with whom the lawyer or law 
firm has a familial or current or prior professional relationship. 

Letters of solicitation and the envelopes in which they are 
mailed should be clearly marked ‘Advertisement/ This will avoid 
the perception by the recipient that there is a need to open the 
envelope because it is from a lawyer or law firm, when the enve¬ 
lope contains only a solicitation for legal services. With the 
envelopes and letters clearly marked ‘Advertisement/ the recipient 
can choose to read the solicitation or not to read it, without fear of 
legal repercussions. 

“In addition, the lawyer or law firm sending the letter of solici¬ 
tation shall reveal the source of information used to determine 
that the recipient has a potential legal problem. Disclosure of the 
source will help the recipient to understand the extent of knowl¬ 
edge the lawyer or law firm has regarding the recipient’s particu¬ 
lar situation and will avoid misleading the recipient into believing 
that the lawyer has particularized knowledge about the recipient’s 
matter if the lawyer does not. 

General mailings to persons not known to need legal services, 
as well as mailings targeted to specific persons or potential clients, 
are permitted by this rule. However, these mailings constitute 
advertisement and are thus subject to the requirements of Rule 7.2 
concerning delivery of copies to the general counsel, record keep- 
mg, inclusion of a disclaimer, and performance of the services 
offered at the advertised fee. 

“This Rule would not prohibit a lawyer from contacting repre¬ 
sentatives of organizations or groups that may be interested in 
establishing a group or prepaid legal plan for its members, 
insureds, beneficiaries, or other third parties for the purpose of 
informing such entities of the availability of and details concerning 
the plan or arrangement that the lawyer or the law firm is willing 
to offer. This form of communication is not directed to a specific 
prospective client known to need legal services related to a 
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particular matter. Rather, it is usually addressed to an individual 
acting in a fiduciary capacity seeking a supplier of legal services 
for others who may, if they choose, become prospective clients of 
the lawyer. Under these circumstances, the activity which the 
lawyer undertakes in communicating with such representatives 
and the type of information transmitted to the individual are func¬ 
tionally similar to and serve the same purpose as advertising per¬ 
mitted under Rule 7.2. 

“COMPARISON WITH FORMER ALABAMA CODE 
OF PROFESSIONAL RESPONSIBILITY 

“There is no comparable rule in the former Alabama Code of 
Professional Responsibility. Rule 7.3, before its amendment effec¬ 
tive May 1, 1996, was a direct counterpart to Temporary DR 2-103, 
which was substantially adopted from Model Rule 7.3. The amend¬ 
ment effective May 1, 1996, changed the rule substantially from 
what was Temporary DR 2-103.” 

IT IS FURTHER ORDERED that this amendment shall be 
effective May 1, 1996.
